Upon the face of the foregoing statement there would appear to be а” 
large surplus of assets over liabilities. In fact there is. But of the 
assets mentioned there is a large portion which are such for a special рит- 
pose only. Some are devoted by constitutional provision to special рит 
poses; others are pledged by legislative enactment to similar ends. In. 
the first class are included the General School, State School and State. 
University Funds; in the second, the State and Territorial Interest and’ ( 
Sinking Funds. Upon several of the other funds there are specific liens, ` 
in the nature of outstanding warrants. Тһе funds in several instanges 
consist of the residue of appropriations. Тһе general assets of the State : 
consist of the General Fund, which may be used in any manner, and ів? 
entirely subject to legislative disbursement and control. ТЕ amount, de- : 
ducting outstanding warrants, is three hundred and four thousand three 
hundred and ninety-eight dollars and ten cents. This sum is applica ` 
to the reduction of the State debt.’

Subtracting this sum: from six hundred and sixty thousand dollars— 
the State debt—we have for a remainder the net indebtedness, which ін! 
one hundred and eighty-eight thousand one hundred and sixty-four, dol- 
lars and thirty-three cents. If, however, the State bonds in the School 
Fund, one hundred and four thousand dollars in amount, are a proper 
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subject for deduction, in that case Ше debt will stand at eighty-four thou- 
sind one hundred and sixty-four dollars and thirty-three cents. Upon 
this point there is a difference of opinion. Тһе State occupies the double 
position of debtor and creditor—she cannot divest herself of either char- 
| neter. Тһе fund is inalienable, irreducible and incapable of diversion to 
other ends. Тһе State owes the money to her most favored creditor. 
The bonds bear a high rate of interest. It is as well, if not better, that 
the State should continue to pay that interest for the benefit of education 
than to pay the bonds and replace them with other securities producing 
а less income. Our bonds are now quoted at an extraordinary premium. 
In response to proposals requesting their surrender, such an advance on 
the par value was demanded that the proposition could not be enter- 
tained for an instant. In this view the amount of one hundred thousand 
dollars in United States six per cent. bonds was purchased. The annual 
income accruing therefrom decreases pro tanéo the interest of a like sum 
of our own securities, The present aspect of our financial status may be 
summed up as follows: a full treasury,sa debt decreasing with easy 
rapidity, а School Fund of two hundred and fifty thousand dollars per- 
manently invested and a University Fund of ten thousand dollars. Its 
assured results will be an established credit, a considerable reduction of 
the State tax and at an early day, complete freedom from debt. 


TAXABLE PROPERTY AND REVENUE. 


The total amounts of real and personal property. assessed for tax- 
ation during the years eighteen hundred and seventy-three and eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-four, respectively, were the following: In 
1873, twenty-six million eight hundred and sixty-six thousand five 
hundred and five dollars and twenty-four cents; in 1874, twenty-six mil- 
lion six hundred and thirty thousand two hundred and seventy-nine 
dollars and twenty-two cents—a decrease in the year 1874 of two hun- 
dred and thirty-six thousand two hundred and twenty-six dollars and 
two cents. Oh the other hand, the increase in the year 1873 over 1872 
was the sum of three million nine hundred and eighty-seven thousand 
dollars and ninety-two cents. The diminution of taxable property 
in 1874 may be satisfactorily explained in several ways. Among other 
eauses, the losses of live stock in the northern tier of counties during the 
severe Winter of 1678-4, were amply sufficient to account for the reduc- 
tion. Тһе revenues derived from taxes levied upon real and personal 
property for State and county purposes during the same period were as 
follows: In 1873, nine hundred and thirty thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-eight dollars and eighty cents. In 1874, eight hundred and 

‘ninety-five thousand four hundred and thirty-three dollars and ninety- 
five cents—a loss in 1874 of thirty-five thousand four hundred and fifty- 
four dollars and eighty-five cents. This decrease is also capable of expla- 

‘nation. A principal reason, apart from the falling off of the amount of 
the assessment rolls, is the reduction of the rate of taxation by several 
counties, 

The production of the precious metals for the years 1871, 1872 and 1878, 
and the first three quarters of 1874, was as follows: 1871, twenty millions 
twenty-six thousand five hundred and eighty-five dollars and twelve 
cents; 1872, twenty-three millions eight hundred and twenty-two 
thousand two hundred and forty-nine dollars and five cents; 1873, thirty- 
two millions eight hundred and twenty-two thousand two hundred and 
forty-nine dollars and five cents; 1874 (first three quarters), twenty-two 
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millions four hundred and seventeen thousand six hundred and twenty- | 
five dollars and. forty-three cents. Тһе gain of 1873 over 1872 was the : 
enormous sum of eight millions eight hundred and forty-nine thousand 5 
five hundred and twenty-two dollars and seventeen cents. A yield in i 
the last quarter of 1874 in proportion to that of the -preceding three, 
will give a total product of twenty-nine millions nine hundred and 
eighty thousand one hundred and sixty-seven dollars and twenty-four К: 
cents. It is more than probable that the actual product wil largely: ^ 
exceed this estimate. х, 
The revenue for State and county purposes derived from this source’: 
for the years mentioned was the following: In 1873, two hundred and 
ninety-six thousand seven hundred and ninety-four dollars and five 
cents. Іп 1874 (first nine months), one hundred and sevedty-nine thou- 
sand six hundred and fifty-six dollars and- sixty-five cents. Another 
explanation is necessary: the cause of the falling off in the revenue in 
1874 must be attributed to the diminished product of bullion in eastern 
Nevada—especially in Lincoln County. The rate of taxation for all 
purposes is nearly three times as great in Lincoln as in Storey. There- 
fore the receipts of revenue are as much affected by a falling off of one 
million dollars in the production of the former as of three million dollars 
in the latter. To this and other features of the system of taxation now 
in force attention will be hereafter directed. 


THE SCHOOL FUND. 


This fund has attained the sum of two hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. Of this amount, one hundred and four thousand dollars is in- - > 
vested in Nevada State bonds, and the remainder in United States bonds. 
The annual income from these investments is eighteen thousand seven 
hundred and thirty dollars, in gold coin. The fund is rapidly increasing | 
in proportion to the sale of lands belonging to the State. These lands, А 
according to their several kinds, are sold, some for cash and some опа ,."

That change is within the province and power of the Legislature to &- 
make, Further than this the usage has not been injurious to the in- € 
terests of the fund in point of fact. The continuous upward tendency of 3 
pàper since the close of the war has been taken advantage of by those 

having its interests in charge. Without any ventures in the way of E 
speculation, advantage has been taken of every favorable movement of ; 
ihe currency. The fact may be asserted without the fear of contradiction p 
that not à селі has been lost by the fluetuations of the money market. y 
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Another іоріс of discussion is of recent birth—it concerns the constitu- 
tional validity of the statute which imposes the payment of the expenses 
of the State Land Offiee upon this fund. ТЇ there is any force in the 
maxim of the law, which enjoins adherence to fixed and decided prin- 
ciples, this question may be considered settled. As long ago as the year 
1808 the precise point came before ihe Supreme Bench for decision. Тһе 
ease (the State ex rel., Greenbaum vs. Rhodes) was made for that very 
purpose. А163г argument, the validity of the statute was upheld on 
every ground. The State was declared to be «а trustee, with a legal 
right to use а portion of the trust estate to make the balance available." 
This conclusion shocks no sense of justice. Тһе custom of making every 
portion of the revenue bear the exponse of its own collection is of imme- 
morialantiquity. It is frequently met with in every branch of our finan- 
cial system. The commissions allowed upon the collection of county 
licenses, of poll taxes, of faxes upon real and personal property and the 
proceeds of mines are the most familiar examples. The questions of 
usage on both topics discussed, stand as above stated. That of the policy 
to govern in the future, in regard to both, rests with yourselves. You 
may change the course of dealing or not, without detriment to the in- 
terests affected. The doubt of constitutional power in regard to the 
second point touched upon, must, in accordance with and out of respect 
to the decision of the Supreme Court, be dismissed as unworthy of future 
consideration. 


THEORIES AND PRACTICAL RESULTS OF TAXATION, 


The Tenth Article of the Constitution enjoins an equal and uniform rate 
of assessment and taxation, and the passage of laws prescribing regula- 
tions, which, secure a just valuation of all property, real, personal and 
possessory, exeept mines, and mining claims, the proceeds alone of which 
shall be taxed. Certain exemptions of property, in some degree allied to 
public uses, are permitted. "They do not trench upon the general purpose 


government should be equaland uniform is the unmistakable meaning 
of the language quoted. The commands of the fundamental law have 
placed the system of taxation upon the broad and firm foundation of jus- 
tice. In these, as in all other respects, equality is justice. On every 
principle of right, the rich should bear the load in equal proportion to the 
poor, and the reverse. The principle is clearly defined, it remains to 
be seen whether the practice tallies with the theory. If the statutes

Itis frequently the case that money to beinves- , 
ted in manufactures is expended under the inducement and pledge of ' 
exemption from local or municipal taxation. The practice, therefore, is 
not new in principle, but in the instatee. The discrimination in favor of ` 
mining property is the only breach in the impartial rule of equality. 

The assessed valuation of real and personal property made in the year 1878, . 
was the sum of twenty-six million eight hundred and sixty-six thousand 
five hundred and five dollars and twenty-four cents. This assessment 
must be taken as the basis of comparison. Theoretically it is, practie- 
ally it may be assumed to be just and corrrect, except in a single instanee | қ 
hereafter to be named.

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* Тһе general results of the practical operation of the statute now in force 
i concerning the taxation of the net proceeds of the mines. 

{ Since the adoption of the Constitution the phrase с the proceeds only of 
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which (the mines) shall be taxed" has been defined by usage and legisla- 
tive interpretation to mean the net proceeds. The Act now in force and 
those which from time to time have been framed—now superseded or re- 
pealed—have enforced this definition by creating a series of exemptions 
which were supposed to represent the actual cost of extraction, transpor- 
tation and reduetion of ores. These exemptions are in some degree 
arbitrary in their operation. They embody the legislative judgment оп 
a problem which cannot be solved by fixed rule. The actual cost of min- 
ing and reducing ores varies according to the advantages of skill, expe- 
rience and locality. It may differ—in fact it does—as these conditions 
change. The progress of science, the reduction in the prices of labor, 
freights and fuel have tended to reduce the total cost in many instances 
below the limit of the exemptions allowed. by the statute. Of the truth 
of this assertion there are many and conspicuous examples. We may 
take, by way of illustration, the Belcher Silver Mining Company. This 
company is chosen because it has been for years the most prominent type 
of successful mining enterprise in the State. The reports of its officers 
for the years 1871-2-8 are іп my possession. Upon the basis of the 
figures given in those reports, taken in connection with the official tax 
lists on file in the office of the Controller of State, I have prepared a 
statement tending to show the difference between the arbitrary exemp- 
tions allowed by the statute, which are supposed to represent the total

. by a statement of the real expense. In other words, to show the differ- 
’ ence between the true margin of profit in practical mining and the theo- 
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retical margin fixed by law. The following table shows the difference 
between the fact and the theory:

No evidence can be pro+- 
duced of official negligence or fraud in the assessment of the general mass 
of property, which will not apply with tenfold force to that of the, 
Railroad Company. Its road is not now, and never has been, assessed аў. 
the same rate per mile as others of the same class now in active and cone 
tinuons operation. The species which includes the general bulk of pri; 
vate wealth is taxed three times as heavily as this. That is to вау, d 
private citizen whose means are invested in lands, houses, or goods, pays 
three times as much in proportion to his estate as another tax-payer, 
without a single claim to further indulgence. To use the mildest phrase, 
this state of affairs cannot be called satisfactory. The question is, how 
has it come to pass? The indifference of the tax-paying community has 
permitted its unchecked growth until the injustice has thrust itself прод 
the view. When detected, and reform has been demanded in the патав, 
and by the authority of justice and the law, the attitude of the delinquent 
tax-payer has been that of defiance and aggression. In the single county 
where a persistent effort has been made to force the payment of a sum in: 
taxes in proportion to a just and moderate valuation, the struggle has béen! 
so wearisome, and the delay of justice so protracted, that there is but slight 
encouragement to pursue a like course in the future. There has been цо" 
concert of movement among the officers of the counties having a common 
interest in this matter. All attempts at concurrent action have been fu- 
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tile. In cach county the uncertainties and delay of exhausting litigation 
have been held up before the Asscssors and Commissioners as the unde- 
sirable consequences of a resort to legal means to right the wrong. The 
anxieties of public creditors have made them active allies in imploring a 
reduction of assessments. Office-holders and office-seckers are cowed by 


‚ the threat of adverse influence at the next election. At the hearings 


before Boards of Equalization, a mode and principle of assessment of rail- 
road property is-advanced in argument and supported by an array of 
proofs sufücient to satisfy a pliant official conscience. The forms of law 
are strictly complied with, but the substance of truth and reason is 
lacking. 

No fiinal victory has yet been achiev ed by the State in the Courts. A 

case which will test the soundness of the theories of assessment and tax- 
ation advanced by the Railroad Company will come before the Supreme 
Bench at the present term. 

To devise an appropriate remedy within constitutional limits should be 
the object of our earnest effort. When perfected, it should be put into 
swift and unsparing use. The possibility of the abuse of power or neglect 
of duty by county officials, may be averted by taking away the power 
itself. The apprehensions of the Гама delay and expense to local treas- 
uries may be quieted by placing the labor and the cost upon the State, 
The Revenue Law should be amended in order to more clearly define the 
mode and principle of railroad assessments. Nothing should be left un- 
done to perfect а, plan so necessary to the proper collection of the revenue. 

A State Board of Equalization should be created. Power and responsi- 
bility should be concentrated in this important trust. Let the members 
of the Board be made conspicuous and prominent. In them could be 
vested the authority which is indispensable to achieve success. They 
should be empowered to act in the same manner and upon the same 
grounds of interference as County Boards. Let them be responsible to 
their consciences and to the tribunal of public opinion. If their well- 
meant efforts shall end in failure, it will then be time enough to admit 
that the State and the Law cannot cope with the delinquent tax-payers. 


FISHERIES IN THE TRUCKEE RIVER. 


А subject of importance to many citizens of the State, and one well 
worthy of discussion at your hands,.is the preservation of the fisheries of 
the Truckee River. І shall not be liable to the charge of magnifying an 
insignificant danger in making the assertion, that unless preventive 
measures are soon adopted and rigidly enforced, their certain destruction 
isimminent. Butone cause is operating to that undesirable end, namely, 
the discharge of sawdust into the current of the river from the saw-mills 
which line its banks in the State of California. This wrong has been the 
subject of a memorial addressed to the Legislature of California by your 
predecessors, invoking the comity of our neighboring State to repress the 
evil. In answer to this most reasonable request no effective action was 
taken. 

The Federal Government has an interest in common with ourselves in 
checking these practices. An Indian Reservation has been established 
at Pyramid Lake. To the Indians there residing the fisheries are a valu- 
able source of food, employment and profit. It is not to be believed that 
the General Government will allow their utter destruction. Some months 
ago, in company with the Agent in charge of the Pyramid Lake Reser- 
vation, I rode from Wadsworth to the mouth of the Truckee to satisfy 
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myself, by personal observation, of the truth of statements I then ђе- 
lieved exaggerated. Ifound those accounts to be strictly true. The- 
mouth of the Truckee, where the river empties into the lake, is closed 
by a-bar of sawdust at least a half-mile in length, three hundred yards in 
breadth and three feet in depth. Through or over this bar of sawdust 
there is no per ceptible current or flow of the stream. The sawdust hangs 
in the water in such densc solution that the fish cannot swim through it. 
Consequently the river is closed by an impenetrable barrier, During 
spawning time the trout seek to ascend the river to their spawning 
grounds at or near Lake Bigler. They cannot pass the bar, and many. . 
die in the attempt. І saw hundreds of fine trout dead and rotting upon  , 
the shores. The air was poisoned with the stench of their decay. : 
Another evil of equally injurious consequence arising from the same 
cause, is the damagó to arable lands along the banks of the river. Ц за 
matter of serious regret that in this most favored agricultural region of . E 
the State, where all conditions of soil and water concur to make farming 7 
profitable, that they should be neutralized in this manner. Sawdust 
being in the river, no system of irrigation has been or can be devised 
whereby it can be kept off the lands. No watchfulness, no labor is equal 
to the task of warding off or counteracting its injurious effects. DE 
It may be conceded that the Legislature of Nevada has no power to: | . 
denounce or punish as criminal such nuisances when they originate with- 25 
out her boundaries. On the other hand, it must be admitted that 4 << 
Congress has such power. То Congress, then, an appeal should be made. p 
A memorial, setting forth these wrongs, and the actual injuries already: # ;; 
suffered, in language of the respectful urgency demanded by Ше nature в 
of the case, would secure prompt attention, and insure safety for the

+ The State University, by an Act of the Legislature approved March 7, 
д 1873, was located in the town of Elko. The conditions precedent to the 
location were complied with by the citizens of the county at an expense 
of twenty thousand dollars, raised by voluntary contributions. The 
building and land were formally accepted by the Board of Regents in the 
month of February, 1874. А preparatory department was afterwards 
: established and a Principal appointed. The first term of the institution 
т ended on December 18, 1874. The construction of the building and ini- 
tiation of the preparatory department were obligations implied by the 
acceptance of the grants of lands by Congress for a University and Col- 
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+ lege of Agriculture and Mines. Thousands of aeres of lands under 
М those grants have been listed over and approved to the State. The pre-

No change. has been made in the care or maintenance of the insane

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The State Prison now contains one hundred and thirty-three convicts, ~, 
an increase of nearly one hundred per cent. in two years. This gain т я 
number is remarkable. It may be attributed to greater vigilance in the — 
detection, and more earnest zeal in the prosecution of crime, rather than ‹ 
to an inerease of erime itself. А new spirit seems to have been awakened А 
in the general sentiment of the community upon the energetic pursuit 
and punishment of criminals. Certain the fact is, that а much larger > 
number of persons accused and tried are now convicted than ever before. = 
The Prison buildings have been enlarged at an expense which із > 
moderate in comparison with the real value of the improvements.

The amounts ~ 
of improvements erected, of their actual eost and real value, and of the in 
cash receipts from the labor of the prisoners, will fully appear in the 
report of the Warden, which will be transmitted during the session. ^e 
A high state of discipline prevails. Insubordination is checked by а ? 
firm hand, without the use of cruel or unusual punishments. No prisons | 5 
ers have escaped during the past two years. Conspiracies among the; + 
convicts, formed for the purpose of escape, have been quickly discovered. 
and broken..up. There is nothing in the discipline of the institution ' 
which I cannot commend. It certainly has been effectual to the safety. - 
of both inmates and officers. 
Prominent among the many questions which concern this branch of 
the State Government is the following: How many more convicts can 
the present prison hold? The number will be small. A few more cells ., 
can be added under the roof of the main building. "They being occupied, . 
nothing remains to be done save the erection of another cell-room. This 
will largely increase every risk and expense. A double force of guards 
wil be needed where one is now sufficient. І am convinced that no - 
good сап come of any attempt at further enlargement of the present. 
prison, even if it were possible. Possible, I mean to say, without being . 
done at the expense of strength, safety and economy. No further space, : 
can be spared in the yard. А building placed in any part of it would, 
interrupt the range of fire of the‘guards. Room is urgently needed, and, 
in my opinion, it cannot be had in the present location. р +: 


The .Воага of Prison Commissioners, under and by virtue of the 
authority conferred by the « Act to provide for the erection of а State.’ 
Prison," approved March 7, 1873, has commenced its labors in that direc-; 
tion. Upon the accumulation of a sufficient sum in the State Buildingi 
Fund, the Board purchased a site in the vicinity of the town of Renóg 
and commenced work. Тһе site is considered healthy, safe and accessis; 
ble. Operations were suspended at the beginning of the first storms of 
the present Winter. Foundations for an inclosure were prepared? The: 
work done, in quantity, quality and cheapness, will compare favorably. 
with that done upon any publie building yet erected. 

The importance of the speedy completion of the prison is self-evident. 
Every consideration of economy, s safety and humanity demands it. I 
have had occasion to refer to the increasing number of Ше convicts, and, 
the impossibility of further enlargement of the present prison. The con- 
Sequences which would ensue from the breaking out of an epidemic 
within its walls would be fearful. It'is unnecessary to repeat these. 
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things. The desire to avoid dangers as serious as those predicted impels 
me to recommend prompt action in hastening the new prison to com- 
pletion. 

STATE LANDS. 


The grants of land from the General Government to the State of 
Novada, with the exception of that of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth 
sections in eaeh township, are nearly exhausted by sales made through 
the Land Office, А summary showing the number of acres granted to 
Ше State presents іле following figures:

The number of acres under all the grants listed апа approved to the 
State is four hundred and sixty-one thousand four hundred aud twenty- 
nine and ninty-three one-hundredths, That for which applications to 
purchase have been received is six hundred and eighteen thousand four 
hundred and eight and twenty-five one-hundredths. The number unap- 
plied for is forty-three thousand two hundred and seventy-one and 
twenty-five one-hundredths. - А very limited number of sales has been 
made of lands included within the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections. 
The sales must await the extension of the public surveys. Even then 
they are difficult of selection, and in many cages unmarketable, located as 
they may be on the summits of mountains or on sterile flats. Serious 
and embarrassing questions have arisen as to the character of the lands 
included within the grant. It is yet unsettled, whether under the Act 
of Congress the State received and may convey a title to mineral lands 
falling within the sections named. So slowly are the surveys advanced, 
and so many difficulties impede the acquisition of title, that the grant in 
its present form may almost be pronounced undesirable. The total area 
of the grant within the State is three million nine hundred thousand 
acres, н 

Тһе Legislature of 1878 passed a memorial and concurrent resolution 
(Statutes 1873, р. 232) requesting Congress to grant a million acres of 
land to be selected as other lands granted to the State, in lieu of Ше 
sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections, and consenting to the repeal of the 
prior Aet. А bill to that effect was introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by our Member of Congress, and was referred to Ше Committee 
on Public Lands. There it has encountered some opposition, on what 
ground I know not. I would suggest a renewal of former efforts, and a 
strenuous attempt to secure the passage of the bill. 


FEES OF COUNTY AND TOWNSHIP OFFICERS. 


Of all sources from which have arisen the present onerous debts of the 
counties of this State, I consider the fees of county and township officers 
the most unjust and oppressive. <A history of the growth and progress 
of this method of compensation will be instructive to the end of its im- 
provement, if not of its total abolition. In every plan of official compen- 
sation where a definite sum is fixed for the payment of a specific service 
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there is one chief source of income to the incumbents. Under our. SRS- % 
iem it is the pdyment of mileage for distances traveled Љу Sheriffs зави - 
Constables in the discharge of their respective duties. Other but notias- е 
prominent instances may be found in the fees allowed to County Clerks" <> 
and Recorders for copying and transcribing papere upon the files of their ; 
offices. a за 
The first Territorial Legislature, at the session of 1861, enacted a fëe > 
bill, .A just if not moderate sum was allowed for mileage. In the. ease - 
of Sheriffs and Constables the sum of forty cents per mile was fixeds:i 
that of jurors, twenty cents. Тһе price of copying and transcribing rece 
ords was fixed at thirty-five cents per folio. These charges were payable 
in gold. There was no other kind of money in circulation at the: timeri 
In the months of February and July, 1862, the legal tender Acts еб" 
passed. Paper currency came rapidly into use, There was no specife 
provision of the statute requiring the payment of fees in coin. Conse? T 
quently, as matter of law they were payable, and as matter of fact еуі 
were paid, in paper. Legal tenders fell rapidly in price, fluctuating with»; 
the varying fortunes of the combatants іп the late war. The second se 
sion of the Legislature began in December, 1862. The depreciation. ка 
that time equaled twenty per cent.; аба later period it sank to sixty-tavó« 
per eent. of the face of the currency. The Legislature was immediate! ~; 
besieged by county officers praying relief as a matter of simple justici,” 5 
In pursuance of this view the price of mileage was increa®ed to у веуепћ а 
five cents—an advance of nearly one hundred per cent. By the заби 
statute the fees of Clerks and Recorders were cut down nearly one-fifths, 
upon what principle of justice or policy cannot be imagined. Thus не“, 
statute stood until 1865, when tho price of transcribing reeords was. adt. 
vanced about ten per cent, No other changes of impor tance were madz, 
It must be remembered that ай public officers suffered equally by tht. 
depreciation of the currency. From the Executive to the lewest clerks it 
the service of the State, the loss was uniform. None, however, receivetl* 
such a flattering aeknowledgement of the real value of their services git, 
the hands of the Legislature as these county officials. The J udges of: thie’ 
Supreme Court, whose nominal salaries were seven thousand dollars рек“ 
annum, were forced to conteht themselves with an equivalent of. four 
thousand dollars in coin. The payment of the salaries of the Judges hadt 
been an object of special interest to the framers of the Constitution. 44“ 
special fund had been created for their benefit, in the nature of а first lie” 
upon the public revenues. Whatever financial emarrassments mig” 
overtake other creditors or servants of the State, the Judges were nott 
be straitened. And yet no means were or could liave been devised, 
avert from them the general loss. "Sis. 
Specie payments were resumed upon January one, eighteen hundre 
and sixty-nine. All salaries and fees were included in the statute Jn 
express terms. Thence and thereafter they have beentpaid in gold coin! 
The Sheriff, Constable, or Coroner who in the pioneer days of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one, in the midst of the wild extravagance of thik 
- earlier settlement of the State, received forty cents in coin for each mile: 
traveled in the service of process, who received seventy-five cents in 
currency for the same service from eighteen hundred and sixty-two-until 
eighteen hundred and sixty-nine, now receives the same price in coins ty 
It cannot be denied that the present schedule of charges is 22. 
and excessive. Is there a public conveyance in the State of Nevad 
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upon which the rates of travel equal one-fifth of the sum allowed by law? 
Take for exàmple the ease of а Sheriff bringing a prisoner from Pioche 
to the penitentiary in Carson City. Поу by any method of calculation 
ean №15 expenses for the trip, back and forth, exceed the sum of two 
hundred dollars? And yet the sum allowed approximates five hundred 
dollars. 

Cases innumerable may be cited to show the oppressive nature of these 
burdens on County Treasurers. А score of criminal prosecutions might 
be mentioned, each of which has swallowed up a fourth of the annual 
revenue of a county. The criminal calendars of Washoe, Elko and 
Lincoln have doubled the taxes of the inhabitants therein. To them 
justice has been an expensive luxury. 

А reduction of rates is of pressing necessity. The rewards of official 
service should be assimilated to the wages of labor, the cost of travel and 
the changed expense of living in the present day. There is a just 
medium “between the ideas of eighteen hundred and sixty-one and 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five. The choice must be made spéedily 
between ovortax?d communities and overpaid officials. 


RAILROAD SUBSIDIES. 


E ; 

There will be presented for your consideration several bills passed by 
the last Legiature from which I was constrained to withhold my 
approval. Several among the number were of the class commonly known 
as subsidy measures. Railroads projected to be built through the 
Counties of Lander, Eureka, Nye and Lincoln were the proposed. bene- 
ficiaries. Other bills of the same gencral character with those under 
discussion reccived my assent. That such is the fact is a matter of 
serious regret to myself. It would now be pleasing to assert a course of 
unwavering eonsistency in this respect. Тһе reflection is consoling, 
however, that no publie treasury has yet disbursed á cent on account of 
the measures which became laws by my concurrence. The franchises - 
conferred have lapsed, and the subsidies granted have long since expired 
by express limitation. The considerations of general convenience and 
public benefit which influenced me in a course which it was sincerely 
believed would redound to the best interests of the sections affected, 
furnish an apology and excuse, perhaps sufficient in themselves, for that 
which I now admit to be a sacrifice of vital principles. 

Regarding the bills now suspended by reason of disapproval, in addi- 
tion to the particular and special objections advanced in the messages of 
dissent now on file in the office of the Secretary of State, I beg leave to 
urge at present more general arguments against the principle upon which 
they seem to be based. 

The ninth section of Article Eight of the Constitution inhibits in the 
plainest terms any donations or loans of money or subscriptions to the 
capital stock of any company, ete., except corporations formed for reli- 
gious or charitable purposes. The succeeding section is equally positive 
in its prohibitions directed against inferior municipal corporations, deny- 
ing such powers, with the single exception of the right to aid railroad 
companies. This reservation, it must be admitted, saves all question of 
the power of the Legislature to pass such laws. The question of public 
policy, of general interests, benefits and burdens, and of the common 
welfare yet remains for decision in every case. The power may be con- 
ceded without admitting the necessity or propriety of a contemplated 
measure. It would seem that the exception in favor of railroad compa- 
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nies is repugnant to the general scope of the sections. Тһе exception is 
almost if not fully as broad as the rule. . Railroad companies are almost 
the only subsidy seekers. ‘They are the common mendicants of the age. 
No gift so largo they will not implore; none so small they will not most 
thankfully accept. They claim a publie character in a question of private 
right, a private standing when brought in conflict with publie needs. 
Why should they not, of all others, have Бад their path to public сойета 
blocked by the fundamental law? 

There is à sentiment, born of the increasing wisdom of plentiful expe- 


rience, which has found loud expression in the councils of the people. It - 


is that no further gifts or loans of lands, money or credit should be made 
by the Federal Congress, the Legislatures of States or municipal councils. 


` It has found utterance іп the declaration of principles of the national . 


parties. The political organizations of many States have reasserted it. 
In nearly every case the declaration has been plain, blunt and unmistak- 


able Іп Nevada one party has affirmed the doctrine іп its broadest . 


sense. The other has asserted the principle with a qualification which, 
I am constrained to say, emasculates its force and takes-away its title to 
respect. It may be said that these are topics within the lines of party ` 
strife, but without the domain of legislative discussion. Іп this I cannot 
agree. In my opinion party platforms are the substantial promises of po- 
litical aspirants to the constithents whose votes they seek, and whom 
they wish to serve. They should be considered obligations of the high- 
est rank, as binding upon the political conscience as the oath of office. | 
They are promises made to be kept, not pledges made to be broken. р 
I might close here. Itis generally -sufficient to plead the public judg- 

ment in bar of any questionable practice. That which is condemned by 
the general verdict of the community might be considered beyond the 
pale of argument. If more wore necessary to be said, much more remains 


to say. Тһе history of legislation of this species in the Western States , 


has been the history of corruption in the Legislature, the Courts and the 
municipal governments. Its results have been plundered and overtaxed 
communities, exhausting litigation, and conflicts of opinion and authority | 
between State and Federal tribunals, Public credit has suffered. Dis- 
honored bonds by the hundred million flood the money markets of Europe. 
A panic of uhequal severity has followed, leveling the financial structures j 
founded upon these sands of dishonesty and folly. 

Men seldom profit by the severe lessons of their neighbors. So it would 
seem to be with States. Experience is personal. Some one has wisely 
said that experience, like the stern lights of a ship, only illumines the 
track we have passed over. Shall we learn the lesson from Ше misfortunes 
of our neighbors, or continue to advance upon the same paths of i шама | 
апа регїї?

lars, taxes accrued to the County of Washoe and State of Nevada, to Һе 
Central Pacific Railroad Company. Such a measure fulfils the most асў 
cepted definition of a subsidy. It was pressed upon Ше Legislature with? 
the tireless pertinacity of a reluctant debtor. The principal cause for§ 
relief alleged was that a doubtful power had been used by publie officers 


in treating with a tax-payer acting in good faith. The attempt was  madeb. 
to have the act done in pursuance of that assumed power confirmed. Тһе: 
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act to be confirmed was the payment of seventy-four thousand dollars in 
taxes with the sum of twenty thousand dollars in coin. The Commis- 
sioners assumed the authority to barter away the Státe's interest in the 
legally accrued revenue for а song. Of course this could not pass unchal- 
lenged. At the next term of the District Court the Grand Jury reviewed 
the action in warm and indignant protest. At every step the legal and 
financial representatives of the State ably and firmly denied the power 
and opposed the act. 
The bill was passed and suspended by the objections of the Executive 
until the present day. Renewing their efforts, the State’s legal advisers 
, pushed the cases to trial. In each case, under the instructions of the 
‚ presiding Judge, a verdict was given and judgment rendered for the 
defendant. Those instructions were to the effect that the attempted 
compromise was lawful and binding. An appeal followed, and the judg- 
ments were reversed. The Supreme Court held that the compromise 
was void, being made without the pretence of authority. Upon a second 
trial, verdicts and judgments passed in favor of the plaintiff in each case 
for the full amount claimed. А new trial was moved for and denied. 
Whatever of credit may accrue from these results, is due to the ability, 
ihe untiring effort and devotion to duty of the Controller, the retiring 
^. Attorney Gencral and his legal associates. The cases are now pending 
^ upou а second appeal to the Supreme Court. Thus they stand at present. 
The foundation of doubtful authority upon which the defendants built 
their arguments of equities convincing to the legislative mind, has 
“4 crumbled beneath them. The power which was doubtful, is no longer in 
doubt. It does not exist, it never existed. The cases are in the hands 
of a department of the government amply able to do justice between the 
‘Central Pacific Railroad and the State of Nevada. There they should 
remain. ‘Your further action rests with yourselves. This bill is before 
* 1 you in its naked injustice. It is for you to decide whether you will 
+, invade the province of the Courts in a cause as repugnant as this to com- 
* man decency and public justice. |

It will be perceived from an examination of the preceding list of par- ' 


dons, that the powers of the Board were exercised in twenty-one instan- 
ces for the sole purpose of restoring convicts whose terms had expired to 


citizenship. In every case of this character a favorable report of Ше“ 


Warden of the State Prison in regard to conduct during imprisonment 
was received. In nineteen other cases convicts whose terms of imprison- 
ment had from one month to many years to run were released. The par- 
dons were granted upon mature consideration. The applications were 
supported by petitions, coupled with evidence of a satisfactory character, 
of sufficient punishment and progress toward reform. 


CONCLUSION. 


The end of a four years’ term in the service of the State is at hand. 
Whatever of success may have been achieved in the administration of 
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publie affairs during that time must be ascribed to the joint effort and 


unity of purpose toward the common good which has eontrolled the ac- 
tion of every member of the State Government. No one man has done 
it. Each should receive, each will be content with his deserved meed of 
praise. То every gentleman who has partaken with myself the cares 
and responsibilities of, official life I desire to render my most grateful 
acknowledgments for valuable counsel and assistance in many emergen- 
cies. 

Тһе political lessons of the past two years are written upon the page of 
history. They are plain and to the point. They teach that there is а 
responsibility common to parties and persons. It cannot be shifted from 
the mass to the individual. Nor ean the рабу conceal or defend the 
faults of its unworthy members. Over both there is a common destiny 
impending. Allegiance to party is no longer an indissoluble tie; to 
withdraw is no treason to principle. The independence of private 
thought and personal judgment on every question is now fully acknowl- 
edged. The movements of party leaders are no longer to be blindly 
followed. The convention and the caucus are no longer infallible. 
Honesty, devotion to duty and the consciencious fulfilment of pledges 
are the only safeguards amid the many trials and temptations which 
surround the incumbents of office. 


The season of labor is at hand. Let us remember and acknowledge 
our obligations to the communities which we have been chosen to repre- 
sent. Let us in our several stations proceed to the performance of our 
appropriate tasks with the desire and the fixed resolve to deserve the 
approbation of our constituents.

On the first day of January, eighteen hundred and seventy.tbree, as 
shown by the last biennial report from this office, the bonded debt of 
the State, exclusive of accrued interest, was six hundred and sixty thou- 
sand ($660,000) dollars; one hundred and sixty thousand dollars of said 
bonds bearing interest at the rate of ten per cent (10) per annum, and 
five hundred thousand ($500,000) dollars bearing interest at the rate of

eight cents ($50,890 48), making the total indebtedness of the State, as 
represented by bonds and warrants, seven hundred and ten thousand

dollars. There is in the State Interest and Sinking Fund, one hundred

which money can be appropriated by law to the payment of these bonds, 
viz: the State Prison, General, and State Building Funds, an aggregate, 
after paying all outstanding warrants on said funds, of three hundred 
and seventy thousand one hundred and ninety-seven dollars and ninety- 
five cents; making the total assets of the State that are now applicable, 
or that may be made во by law, ав against its indebtedness, four hundred 
and seventy thousand one hundred and ninety-seven dollars and ninety- 


five cents.

There are other moneys in the State Treasury that have heretofore 
been counted as assets, that are not во, strictly speaking. I refer to 
the money in the State School, General School, University, and Special 
Land Funds. The State is the custodian and trustee of these funds, 
but they can only be used for the purposes for which they are designed, 
and cannot be diverted therefrom by legislation. In these funds there 
is an aggregate, after paying outstanding warrants, of forty-three thou- 
sand four hundred and ninety dollars and three cents in coin, and 
twenty-eight thousand and ten dollars and three cents in currency. . 
There is also in the State School Fund one hundred and four thousand 
dollars, in Nevada State bonds, and one hundred and forty-six thousand 
4^ dollars in United States six per cent gold-bearing bonds; and in the 

' University Fund, ten thousand dollars in United States six per cent 
gold-bearing bonds.

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There is also in the State’ Library Fund, after paying outstanding 
warrants, five thousand and seventy-seven dollars and seventeen cents. 


GENERAL FUND. 

The receipts into this fund for the past two years have far exceeded 
the estimate made in my last biennial report. The unexpécted and 
unparalleled production of our mines during that time has been the prin- 
cipal cause of swelling this fund beyond the actual needs of the State. 
Of the State tax of one dollar and twenty-five cents on the one hun- 
dred dollars valuation running against the assessment of real and per- 
sonal property, fifty-seven and one half cents goes into the General 
Fund, twenty-five cents into the State Interest and Sinking Fund, 
twenty-five cents into the Territorial Interest and Sinking Fund, twelve 
and one half cents into the State Building Fund, and five cents into the 
General School Fund. While of the same tax running against the pro- 
ceeds of the mines, one dollar and seven and one half eents goes into 
the General Fund, twelve and one half cents goes into the State Build- 
ing Fund, and five cents into the General School Fund. The State tax 
against the proceeds of the mines, being entirely free from any charge 
on account of either State or Territorial indebtedness, is one of the 
principal sources of income for the General Fund, and therefore one of 
the main dependences for paying the current expenses of the State. 
The total receipts into this fund from the tax on the proceeds of the 
mines for the years eighteen hundred and seventy-one and eighteen 


hundred and seventy-two, were one hundred and thirty-two thousand ` 


Six hundred and fifty-three dollars and sixty cents, while the total 
receipts into the fund from the same source for the years eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-three and eighteen hundred and seventy-four, were 
two hundred and ninety-four thousand and thirteen dollars and nineteen 
cents. "Tbe receipts into the fund from the tax on real estate and per- 
sonal property for the years eighteen hundred and seventy-one and 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, were one hundred and ninety-nine 
thousand and thirty-three dollars and forty-seven cents, and for the 
years eighteen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen -hundred and 
seventy-four, two hundred and eleven thousand two hundred and twenty- 
five dollars and seventy cents. | 


With the great reduction in the rate of State taxation that is expected ` 


and that the large surplus in this fund, if properly applied, will justify, 
any change іп the method of assessing the proceeds of the mines, tend. 
ing to exempt more of such proceeds from taxation than under the 
present law, will certainly result detrimentally to this fund, from 
which is paid the current expenses of the State, and a return at no dis- 
tant day to the present high rate of State taxation. 


STATE PRISON FUND. 


The resources of this fund consist of the receipts of the prison for 
articles sold, and of transfers of money from the General Fund. The 
ninety thousand dollars appropriated for the support of the prison for 
the past two years has been exhausted, and there is a deficiency of three 
thousand four hundred and fifty-eight dollars and eighty-four cents to 
be reported to the Legislature for their action, making the cost for the 
support of the prison for the past two years, including the salaries of 
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the Warden and Deputy Warden, one hundred and two thousand four 


, hundred and fifty-eight dollars and eighty-four cents. The receipts from 


м 


the prison into the State Treasury, for the past two years, have aggre- 
gated twenty-three thousand nine hundred and sixty-eight dollars and 
Sixty cents; of which, as near as сап be ascertained from the imperfect 
апа general reports made to this office, nineteen thousand five hundred 
dollars were from sales of boots and shoes manufactured at the prison, 
and four thousand four hundred and sixty-eight dollars from sales of 
stone and other articles. The State has expended, in the manufacture of 


“boots and shoes, for raw material, freight on same, and in the payment 


A | 4 


of the wages of the foreman of the shoe shops, since October first, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, in round numbers, twenty-two 
thousand dollars; and for machinery and tools for the shop, two thou- 
sand dollars. The profit, if any, on this branch of business carried on 
at the prison, must bein the value of the tools and machinery in the 
shop, of the manufactured and unmanufactured stock on hand, and the 
uncollected accounts, of which, in the absence of any report setting 
forth these matters, this office is unadvised. In view of the large and 
increasing amounts of money, paid out and received by the State in 
connection with the manufacturing interests of the prison, I respect- 
fully recommend that the State Prison Commissioners be required by 


law to file in this office a monthly statement, setting forth, in detail, the 


number and value of all articles manufactured for sale at the prison, 
and the number and value of all articles sold. Also, to file quarterly 
reports, setting forth, in detail, the amount and value of all articles sold 
during the quarter, the amount of money collected from such sales, the 
amount outstanding and by whom owed, the amount and value of manu- 
factured and unmanufactured stock on hand, and the amount and value 
of all tools and machinery connected with such manufacture. 


STATE BUILDING FUND. 


Of the one hundred thousand dollars appropriated out of this fund, 
for the purpose of erecting a new State Prison, fifty thousand six hun- 
dred and one dollars and eighty-seven cents has been expended in pur- 
chasing a site and partially erecting a wall around the grounds, leaving 
unexpended the sum of forty-nine thousand three hundred and ninety- 
eight dollars and thirteen cents. The receipts into the fund have been: 
transferred from the Capitol Building Fund, twenty-seven thousand and 
sixty dollars and twelve cents; receipts from State Building Fund tax, 
forty-three thousand six hundred and fifty-one dollars and twenty-seven 
cents; total, seventy thousand seven hundred and eleven dollars and 
thirty-three cents. To prosecute the work during the next two years, 
an appropriation of at least one hundred thousand dollars more will be 
required. The present tax of twelve and one half cents on each one 
hundred dollars valuation of taxable property, going into this fund, 
will probably furnish the means as fast as required. 


STATE UNIVERSITY FUND. 


Under provisions of the law passed in eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, the citizens of Elko County erected a suitable building for Uni- 
versity purposes, in the Town of Elko, and the preparatory department 
was organized, and has been in operation for several months. Good

faith toward the citizens of that county, who, under the: inducements 
offered by this law, have gone to this expense, makes it almost obliga- 
tory on the State to give the experiment of establishing a University at 
this time a fair trial; but the cost of its maintenance should not be the 
means of impoverishing the General School Fund, which is especially 
intended for the support of common schools, or be paid out of the General 
Fund of the State designed for the purpose of paying the expenses of 
the State government. There is in the University Fund, ten thousand 
dollars in United States six per cent bonds, the interest on which (six 
hundred dollars per year) would be applicable to its support. For the 
payment of the expenses of the preparatory department, and for im- 
proving the grounds, and other outlays, I recommend an appropriation 
-of not to exceed sixteen thousand dollars for the next two years, and _ 
the levy of a tax of two cents on each one hundred dollars valuation of 
the taxable property of the State, for University purposes. 


TERRITORIAL INTEREST AND SINKING FUND. 


There is а balance in this fund of sixty-six thousand two hundred 
and eighty-four dollars and seventy-seven cents. Highteen thousand 
and fifty dollars of this will be required to meet the semi-annual pay- 
ment of interest on the Territorial bonds, March first, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-five. As the Bond Commissioners are unable to procure 
the surrender of these bonds at the rate of premium allowed by law 
(ten per cent), the remainder will, as soon as possible, be invested in 
United States gold-bearing bonds, as required by the Act creating the 


fund. 
STATE INTEREST AND SINKING FUND. 


Under the authority of the Act creating this fund, two hundred and. 
eighty thousand dollars in bonds were issued and sold. One hundred 
and sixty thousand dollars of these bonds, running ten years, at ten per 
cent interest per annum, were issued April first, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-one; and one hundred and twenty thousand dollars, running the 
same length of time, at nine and one half per cent interest per annum, 
were issued March first, eighteen hundred and seventy-two. A tax of 
twenty-five cents on the one hundred dollars valuation of the taxable 
property of the State was levied to pay the interestjand provide a Sink- 
ing Fund. Under the operations of the Act creating this fund, one 
hundred thousand dollars in United States six per cent gold-bearing 
bonds have been purchased and are now in the fund. In order to effect 
any large or permament reduction of State taxation, these bonds must 
be paid, ог their payment at maturity fully provided for. Until this is 
done, under the Constitution, the tax levied for the purpose of creating 
an Interest and Sinking Fund cannot be repealed, and the tax must 
continue. If provision can be made now for the extinguishment of this 
debt, а large and permanent reduction сап be made in the rate of State 
taxation, without interfering with the amount necessary to defray the 
current expenses of the State government, and with a strong probability 
of a still further reduction at no distant day. ТЕ it is not done, and the 
taxes are reduced, it will be but temporary, as the large proportion of 
the tax going into this fund will impoverish the resourees of the State 
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from taxation at the expense of the amount necessary to defray current 
expenses. The means to do this are at hand, if we will but utilize the 
resources of a full treasury and a plethoric General Fund to that end. 
І respectfully recommend the passage of an Act transferring from the 
General Fund to the State Interest and Sinking Fund, the sum of one 
hundred and ninety thousand dollars, to be used under the control of a 
Board of Commissioners, as follows: First—In the redemption of the 
ten-year State bonds, if such bonds can be purchased at such a rate as 
would guarantee to the purchaser six per cent per annum interest on the 
amount paid for them during the time they havetorun. Second—Failing 
this, in the purchase of California six per cent bonds, if such bonds can 


. be purchased at or below par, or in the purchase of United States gold- 


bearing bonds, in the discretion of the Commissioners; the levying of a 
tax of five cents on each one hundred dollars valuation of taxable prop- 
erty (instead of twenty-five cents, ав now required), to meet the accruing 
interest, until the bonds сап be purchased or redeemed. Under such а 
law, if we cannot get in our own bonds (and I have no doubt but that 
we сап), we can at least place in the State Interest and Sinking Fund 
bonds to the amount of what we owe, bearing a rate of interest that 
would reduce the amount that we would have to raise for interest on 
our own bonds, to the merest trifle. Тһе tax of five cents, as before 
set forth, would, in addition to the interest received from the securities 
in the fund, be amply sufficient for that purpose, and when our own 
bonds mature, the amount to redeem them can be readily realized by 
the sale of such securities. If this 18 done (and there is no other pressing 
need of the large surplus in the General Fund for any other purpose), and 
there are no changes made in the revenue laws tending to decrease the 
assessed values of property in the State, а reduction of at least thirty- 
five cents of the present State tax can be made, which would effect а 
saving of two hundred thousand dollars yearly to the taxpayers of the 
State, which saving would aggregate one million two hundred thousand 
dollars in the six years that the entire issue of the bonds have to run. 


~ 


THE TAX ON THE PROCEEDS OF THE MINES. 


In regard to this tax, after four years experience of the workings of 
the present law, I am fully satisfied that the present method is the most 
just ала equitable that сап be devised that will yield any revenue. In 
common with other property, the proceeds of the mines should and will 
receive the relief from State taxation that the proposed reduction in the 
rate of the tax will effect. More than this ought not to be demanded, 


and cannot be granted without serious injury to the State finances, and | 


ultimately placing a heavier burden of taxation on other property. Ав 
Shown before, nearly the wholé of this tax goes into the General Fund 
of the State, from which is paid its current expenses. Any change in 
the present law tending to decrease the assessed values of the proceeds 
of the mines, would thereby decrease the resources of the State for 
paying such expenses. If such a change is made in the method of ascer-* 
taining assessed values, the rate of State taxation cannot be reduced 
without so decreasing the resources of the State for the payment of 
current expenses, as would necessitate a return to a high rate of taxa- 
tion at an early day. In the aggregate, the taxes are not onerous or 
burdensome. Property, which has found ready sale in the market at 
from seventy-five to one hundred million dollars, has paid taxes, in 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, on a little over fourteen million, 
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E in eighteen hundred and seventy-four, on a little over thirteen 
million. 

А change tending to reduce assessed values, under this tax, would 
certainly result in lifting the burden of taxation from the rich and the 
non-resident; and placing it on the resident owner of real and personal 
property. It would truly be “giving to him that hath, and taking from 
him that hath not, even that which he hath." ` 

The absolutely non-productive mines pay nothing under this law. 
Those that produce but little pay but à small tax; those that produce 
largely сап afford to pay in proportion, and then pay but a tithe of 
what they would were the mines assessed as real estate. Тһе method 
of fixing the assessed value of the proceeds of the mines is arranged 
on à sliding scale, so that the largely producing, and, therefore, the large 
tax-paying property of last year, may be the small producing, and, there- 
fore, small tax-paying property of this. Тһе favorites of fortune, who, 
fn fairer climes and under sunnier skies, are enjoying the millions paid 
out in dividends by our mines, should be the last to grudge the few 
dollarg required by the State in the payment of this tax, while requir- 
ing, as they may at any time, the just and equal protection of our laws. 


ASSESSMENT AND EQUALIZATION OF PROPERTY. ~ 


In connection with the assessment and equalization of property, but 
little can be accomplished through legislation to secure an absolutely 
just and equitable assessment and equalization. This, after all, depends 
more largely on the integrity and business ability of the assessing and 
equalizing officers than on anything else. The practice obtains, in 
several counties of this State, of fixing a low rate of assessment and a 
high rate of county taxation. This is not fair to those counties, upon 
which the exigencies of a large county debt and large county expenses 
render imperative а strict compliance with the law, of assessing -ргор- 
erty within their boundaries at its “true cash value,” and at the same 
time levying a high rate of county taxation. Such counties, illy able 
to do so, bear more than their just proportion of State taxation. As 
there seems to be a difference of opinion as to the meaning of the term 
“true cash value,” as used in the revenue laws, I respectfully recom- 
mend the passage of an Act declaring its meaning to be the amount at 
which property would be appraised if taken in payment of a just debt 
due from a solvent debtor; and, also, of an Act requiring the County 
Assessor to affix an affidavit in the assessment roll, each year, setting 
forth that he had, in the time fixed by law for the assessment of prop- 
erty, made diligent inquiry and examination to ascertain all the property 
within his county subject to taxation, and that he had assessed it on the 
assessment roll equally and uniformly, according to the best of his judg- 
ment, information, and belief, at its full cash value; and that he had 
faithfully complied with all the duties imposed on the Assessor under 
the revenue laws, and that he had not imposed any unjust assessment 
through malice or ill-will, nor allowed any one to escape a just and equal 
assessment through favor or reward. Our present revenue law, passed 
at the organization of the State government, and in many instances not 
applicable to the changed condition of the State, has become such a 
heterogeneous mass of Acts and amendments thereto, that the best 
interest of the State requires a new code on the subject. The limit of 
a sixty-day session is far too short to prepare and properly digest a law 
that would, in its workings, approximate a just and equal assessment of 
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all property in the State; I therefore recommend the creation of а Com- 
mission, to consist of not more than.three persons, to prepare а revenue 
code for submission to the next Legislature. Тһе expense of such a 

- Commission would be but small, while the benefits arising from a law 
that would procure a just and equitable assessment of all property in 
ihe State, would much more than repay it. 


LAW PROVIDING FOR THE ASSESSMENT OF RAILROADS. 


Under the present law, defining the manner of assessing railroads, 
many Assessors claim (and so act) that they are debarred from fixing 
any other value on railroad property than that fixed by the owners or 
agents of the same. That they are in effect simply listers, and not 
assessors of this species of property. I respectfully recommend the 
enactment of а law clearly and fully defining the duties and powers of 
the Assessor in assessing this kind of property, and also specifying 
what portion of said property shall be listed under the head of real 
estate, and what under that of personal property. In this connection 
I recommend the passage of an Act creating a 


STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION, 


Which shall have power to equalize the assessment of all property 

Situated in more than one county in the State, the State, through its 

. financial and law officers, to have charge and bear the expense of all 

suits brought for taxes delinquent on such property. This Board to 
consist of not more than five nor less than three members. 

Under the present law the assessment of railroad property in the 

State presents some curious features. In Washoe County, both the 

Central Pacific and the Virginia and Truckee are assessed at nine thou- 

sand dollars per mile. In Eureka, the Central Pacific is assessed at 

twelve thousand dollars per mile, while in Elko, Lander, Churchill, 

Humboldt, and Lyon the same road is assessed at but six thousand dol- 

lars per mile. In Ormsby County the Virginia and Truckee is assessed 

at eleven thousand dollars per mile. The fact is self-evident that either 

the assessment of six thousand dollars per mile is much too low, or the 

other assessments are much too high. The Central Pacifie, before 

1 Boards of Equalization and the Courts, claim а method of arriving at 

the assessed value of their property entirely different from that in 

which such values are arrived at in assessing any other kind of prop- 

: erty in the State. They claim, in making an assessment of their prop- 

erty, it must be stripped of everything that goes to make it valuable. 

The fact that it is paying largely over operating expenses must not be 

4 taken into account, neither must the fact that it cost for construction 

а“ greatly in excess ог what they desire it assessed at, or that its net earn- 

ings pay a large rate of interest on double that amount. In short,they 

in effect claim that in ascertaining the value of their road, Assessors and 

Boards of Equalization must only be governed by the value of the land, 

considered as land, and of the same value as adjoining lands of like 

quality, and of the value of ties and iron, considered as ties and iron, as 

new or old, or depreciated in value by use. "That the cost of construc- 

tion, fills, embankments, tunnels, and cuts, or the fact that their road is 

paying a large profit over operating expenses, or that it is a continuous 

and operating line of railroad with connections that enable it to com- 

| mand the earrying trade between important points, must not be taken 
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into account in fixing the assessed value of their property, but that it 
must be assessed in each county at such-a value as could be fairly 
assessed if the road began and ended within the boundaries of that par- 
ticular county. = 
The Constitution provides that the Legislature shall provide by law 

for an uniform and equal rate of assessment and taxation, and if this 
method of arriving at railroad values is correct, the same method should 
be used in arriving at the assessed value of all other kinds of property ^ 
in the State, even if it should be necessary to place the rate of State 
taxation at five per cent, and the county rates in proportion, in order to 
raise the necessary revenues. Хо one believes that the railroad theory 
is correct, not even the County Boards of Equalization, who, foreseeing 
the certainty of long, expensive, and uncertain litigation, if the assess- 
ments were placed at a fair and equitable rate, and the financial condition 
of their counties requiring every dollar that can be raised from taxation 
at as early a day as possible, yield, not to the reasoning of the taxpayer, 
but to the necessities of the hour, on the principle that “half a loaf is 
better than no bread.” The State has no voice in the matter. Neither 
her interests nor her officers are consulted. The counties having to 
carry on and bear the costs of suits against the delinquent taxpayer, 
the County Boards think it enough to consult their own needs and inter- 
ests without taking into consideration those of the State.  . 

А State Board of Equalization, clothed with the proper powers, could 
certainly effect a uniform and equal rate of assessment of this species of 
property,and if the State alone had charge of suits brought for taxes 
delinquent thereon, it would be ascertained іп due time if their соЦес- 


tion could be enforced. 
FISCAL YEAR. 

I recommend that the proper steps be taken to amend the Constitution 
in regard to the beginning of the fiscal year. It now begins on the first 
day of January, and the Legislature convenes on the first Monday of 
that month. The books of the financial officers of the State cannot be 
closed until the end of the fiscal year, 2. е., the thirty-first of December, 
and the reports have all to be made up after that date, so that they can- 
not be placed in manuscript even, before the Legislature, previous to 
the middle of January, and the printed copies are often not on the desks 
of the members until the last of the session. All this can be avoided, 
and the reports can be in print on the first day of the session, if the be- 
ginning of the fiscal year is changed from January first to December 
first. | | 

COUNTY FINANCES. 


While the healthy condition of the State finances is а source of con- 
gratulation and pride, I am sorry that the same cannot be said of that 
of the majority of the counties. Under the law passed in eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-three, the several County Auditors report to this 
office, annually, the financial condition of their counties. Ап abstract 
of these reports was incorporated in my report for eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three, and those for this year will be found in this report. This 
abstraet makes a financial showing that in many instances is by no 
means flattering. When a county has found herself with an empty 
treasury, and a large amount of unredeemed and depreciated serip to be 
provided for, the approved plan heretofore has been, not to inquire into 
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the cause of its financial embarrassment, but to procure legislation en- 
abling it to issue bonds bearing interest, to be exchanged, dollar for 
dollar, for scrip bearing no interest, and most of which had been 
bought by the holders at a large discount. Of course, a special tax 
must be levied to provide an Interest and Sinking Fund for these bonds, 
thereby largely increasing the burden of county taxation. This has 
gone on until in many counties whose material interests are languishing 
for the want of the investment of capital, the high rate of county taxa- 
tion is in effect a prohibition of such investment. The relief, in the 
majority of instances, has been but temporary. Two years ago the 
floating debts of White Pine and Lincoln Counties were funded. Ор the 
first day of December, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, the entire 
debt of White Pine was one hundred and thirty thousand five hundred 
and ninety-two dollars and twenty-six cents, and of Lincoln, two hun- 
dred and twelve thousand six hundred and twenty dollars and. twenty- 
three cents. On the first day of December, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-four, the debt of White Pine was one hundred and sixty-two thou- 
sand four hundred and seventy-five dollars and ninety-six cents, and that 
of Lincoln, two hundred and thirty-nine thousand three hundred and 
sixty-six dollars and fifty-one cents. The debt of White Pine exceeds 
fourteen per cent, and that of Lincoln, twenty per cent, of the assessed 
value of real estate and personal property within their respective limits. 
Other counties are fast following in the footsteps of White Pine and 
Lincoln. Eureka, a county organized two years ago, had a debt on De- 
cember first, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, of thirty-one thousand 
six hundred and ninety-one dollars and forty-five cents, and on Decem- 
ber first, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, of fifty-seven thousand six 
hundred and eighty dollars and thirty-seven cents. Nye’s debt, on De- 
cember first, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, was twenty-eight 
thousand one hundred and one dollars and thirty-one cents, and on De- 
cember first, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, thirty-one thousand 
five hundred and seventy-five dollars and ninety-four cents. At the 
same dates, respectively, Humboldt owed thirty-four thousand five hun- 
dred and ninety-nine dollars and six cents, and sixty six thousand five 
hundred and seventy-five dollars and sixty-six cents. 

With several of our counties on the verge of bankruptcy, with the 
average rate of county taxation already so high that it amounts, if not 
to confiscation, to a prohibition of the investment of capital in many 
counties of our State, the time has come to strike at the principal cause 
of this evil, viz: the high rates of fees paid county officers for the trans- 
action of county business. Even in the counties that are not burdened 
with the task of providing means to pay the principal and interest of a 
large bonded debt, county taxation must be kept at a high rate, in order 
to provide means to pay current expenses, made up mostly of the fees 
paid to officers. All officers should be paid hberally, but not exorbi- 
tantly, for services rendered. It is urged that it is difficult, if not im- 
possible, to frame a fee bill that would give a fair compensation to all 
county officers in the State; that a fee bill which would remunerate the 
Sheriff of Storey County, would not keep the Sheriff of Nye from starva- 
tion. If such is the fact, І would recommend the passage of an Act sal- 
arying all county officers, and in the case of the Sheriff, providing for a 
mileage fee sufficient only to pay his traveling expenses. Hach delega- 
tion can certainly determine what would be a fair compensation to their 
county officers for services rendered, if paid in the shape of a salary. 
Тһе salary of the Secretary of State is three thousand six hundred dol-

lars a year. There is no more responsibility in the office of Clerk of any 
county of this State than in this; neither is there any more education or 
ability required to fill such an office properly. Surely, if the State can 
find competent persons to accept the office of Governor at a salary of 
six thousand dollars per year, it is possible to find those competent to 
fill the office of Sheriff, with all its responsibilities, even in the richest 
county in the State, willing to accept it, at no greater salary. With 
such а law, and the creation of а fund out of which salaries should be 
paid, and with adequate provision made so that the salaries would be 
paid in coin, it would in many instances be better for the county officers 
themselves, for the reason that they now receive pay for services ren- 
dered the county in depreciated scrip, ranging at from thirty to eighty 
cents on the dollar in the market, which they are obliged to sell, thus 
realizing but a fraction of the large fees allowed, while the county has 
ultimately to pay in full. 


Through the courtesy of the County Auditors of Elko, White Pine, 
and Nye Counties, I am enabled to present statements of the amounts 
allowed in those counties to the Clerk aud Sheriff, for county business 
alone, for the year commencing July first, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, and ending July first, eighteen hundred and seventy-four. I en- 
deavored to get similar statements from other County Auditors, but 
without success:

If the fee system 18 to continue, I recommend the passage of an Act 
requiring all county and township officers to return a sworn statement 
annually of the amount of fees received by them, to the Secretary of 
State, to be by him reported to the Legislature.

With the possibility of a small State tax for the first time in the his- 
tory of Nevada, with the permanency of our mines guaranteed by recent 
explorations, and with prudent legislation tending to а reduction of 
county expenses, and consequently to a lower rate of taxation, our situ- 
ation will be such as to invite the capital necessary to the development 
of our resources, and our State will enter upon an era of increased and 
permanent prosperity.

Sig: І have the honor to herewith submit the third biennial exhibit ` 
of the condition of public instruction in the State, covering the school 
years eighteen hundred and seventy-two-seventy-three and eighteen: 
hundred and seventy-three-seventy-four. 

In presenting the statisties of these years, it is а pleasure to саП 
attention to-the evidence they furnish of а healthful condition of educa- 
tional affairs throughout the State, and of a notable improvement: in. 
almost evéry essential feature of our educational system. Probably no 
previous biennial term has witnessed a more marked advance. The 
Permanent School Fund has been increased from one hundred and four 
thousand dollars to two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. From the 
General Sehool Fund there has been distributed among the counties, 
during the past year, nearly eight thousand dollars more than was 918- 
tribated in eighteen hundred and seventy-two. More than fifty thou- 
sand dollars have been expended in the erection and enlargement of 
school houses. Thirteen new districts have been formed,and thirty- 
nine additional teachers employed. The number of graded schools has 
been increased. The school population is larger by over thirteen hun- 
dred children. The reported proportion of the number of children 
enrolled as attendants at school to the number enumerated by Census 
Marshals, has been. increased from seventy-seven to eighty-four per cent. 
The average amount of tuition furnished, always larger than in most d 
other States, has been maintained, and its average quality, believed to be 
always equal to that of other States, has been materially improved. 

We retain our position in the front rank of States in respect to the 
average duration of schools, the amount expended for the education of 
each child, the average salary of teachers, and the proportion of teach- 
ers to the school population; and we now step forward into line with - 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, and other leading States of the Union, in ^ 
respect to B 
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PERCENTAGE OF ATTENDANCE, 


Which, by operation of the compulsory law, enacted by the Legis. 
lature of eighteen hundred, and seventy-three, has been encouragingly 
increased. 

Owing to neglect of the subject by some officials, and а misunder- 
standing of it by others, I have not been able to obtain entirely satis- 
factory returns bearing upon the question of attendance. Enough, 
however, has been definitely ascertained to establish that under our 
compulsory law cases of inexcusable neglect of publie school privileges 
have been notably diminished. In some communities no such cases are 
known to the authorities, and in others they are reported rare and 
incurable under the statute. 

It will be noted, that of the six thousand three hundred and five 
children, between six and eighteen years of age, returned by our school 
census for the past year, five thousand three hundred and eighty-two are 
reported as enrolled in schools, public or private—leaving nine hundred 
and twenty-three non-attendants, against one thousand two hundred 
and seventy-four of such reported two years ago. I have been unable 
to ascertain how many of these are exempt from the requirements of 
the statute, but basing calculation upon the returns of former years, it 
is probable that of the whole number of non-attendants reported one 
half are legally excused by reason of age—being under eight or over 
fourteen—or sickness, or incapacity, or distance from a public school. 
It is probable, therefore, that less than seven per cent of our school 
population are culpably negligent of school privileges. Some of these 
are children of parents whose -poverty enables defiance of the threatened 
penalty, and others are unfortunately resident in districts where the 


-trustees are negligent of their duty. 


As far as Гат informed, there has been no instance of the enforce. 
ment of the penal provisions of ihe law in this State. From counties 
where special attention has been given to the matter of attendance, the 
uniform report is that the law has proved efficient when employed 
merely ав a menace, except in cases where the poverty of the delinquent 
relieved from fear of a fine. Whether it be desirable to reach such 
cases by infliction of a penalty not'so easily avoided, is a question 
worthy of legislative consideration. i 

I ат happy to be able to record that the compulsory features of the 
law seem to meet with general approval throughout the State. No 
more popular measure has been passed since my connection with this 
department. Тһе press has uniformly commended it, and although 
when first broached, the right of compulsion was questioned by some 
worthy citizens, and its expediency was doubted by many, there is now 
every reason for regarding the statute in question a wholesome embodi- 
ment o 
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PUBLIO SENTIMENT 


Relating to educational interests. I believe that the law has itself served 


4 ———-as-an educator of the people. By its prominent publication in every 


county, the great principle involved has been forced upon publie atten- 
tion. The law has made authoritative десјата оп of the doctrine, that 
the acquirement of an elementary education is a sacred privilege of 
every child, and that to secure the enjoyment of that privilege is a’ 
sacred duty of every State. It has everywhere witnessed a good pro- 
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fession, testifying that for the State to permit ignoranee is un wise, and 
for the individual to foster it is а crime. And there is reason to believe 
that its testimony has not been in vain. An unusual interest has been 
awakened in educational measures. Тре indifference which has hereto- 
fore characterized the bulk of our population, has given way, and а 
zealous interest for the welfare of the public school begins to be mani- 
fested. Тһе present returns show that in certain leading towns where, 
until recently, any proposition for an increase of school facilities was 
apt to be promptly voted down, there has been a generous expenditure 
for new buildings, or for enlargement and refitting of the old. This 
advance attests not merely an inerease in wealth and population; it 
reveals a healthful change in publie sentiment. During the term of my 
relation to this department I have known proposals for improvements, 
urgently demanded, to be refused at the polls, not through stress of 
poverty, but through excess of apathy. А few servile voters, marshaled 
by some ү or corporation, in the interest of a plethoric purse, 
have been able to defeat most worthy measures of improvement, solely 
because the masses were not alive to the merits of the question at issue. 
But a better day has dawned. By some agency a new interest has been 
awakened, and our chief towns are being supplied with school edifices 
of which the State may be justly proud. 

It is also worthy of record that this revival in educational enterprise 


has been accompanied by a marked И 


INCREASE OF INTEREST 


In the publie school, on Ше part of the children of theState. Whether 
ав the result of a logical inference, or of a sensitiveness to prevalent 
opinion, it is manifest that the popular estimate of the publie school is 
clearly reflected in juvenile sentiment. Where a generous interest pre- 
уа в among the adults а general interest is sure to animate the children. 
Not merely does an improved school-room please and attract its occu- 
pants, but the spirit that prompted the improvement inspires them. They 
realize a new incentive to industry. They are made to know that they 
are pursuing their studies under the public eye, and that-they are at 
liberty to anticipate the reward of popular approval. 

This increased interest on the part of the children has been wisely 
fostered by some of our teachers, by resort to various modern expedients . 
for maintaining discipline and stimulating to diligence. The system of 
merit cards, with its monthly certificates of standing, its roll of honor, 
etc, has been quite extensively and successfully introduced. By 
requesting the signature of a parent to each monthly record of average 
standing, and by publication in the columns of some local paper of the 
monthly roll of honor, teachers have secured general attention to the 
plan, and bave supplied pupils with a valuable incentive to good behavior 
and faithfulness in study. 

And I desire here, in behalf of many teachers, to return thanks to the 
press of the State for its uniform courtesy in the free insertion of these 
records of standing, whereby efficient aid has been rendered in securing 
order and industry in our schools. Wherever the custom here referred 
to obtains, a healthful emulation exists, and as far as I have observed, 
Without any of the injurious jealousies and strifes attendant upon the 
old fashioned system of prizes. 

The past biennial term has also witnessed improvement in 
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+ THE QUALITY OF INSTRUCTION 


Furnished in some of our schools. Until recently, good schools have 
been the exception, rather than the rule; and while it yet remains that 
the positively bad, or only moderately good, are quite too numerous, I 
am happy to report that, judged- by the standard obtaining in this coun- 
try, a majority of our schools may be pronounced excellent. Greater 
attention is being paid to the selection of teachers, and although aver. 
age salaries have not been increased, a better educational talent is being 
distributed throughout the State. i 

But fidelity to the interests involved requires the statement, that 
while there has been a marked advance in the grade of ability-employed 
in some of our schools, there remains occasion for radieal reform in the 
conduct of many of them. After eight years of personal inspection of 
methods and results in the different counties of the, State, I am 
obliged to record the opinion that the greatest need of the educa. 
tional system of Nevada is the adoption of measures securing the exolu. 
sion of manifest incompetence from the place of authority in the school. 
room. It is conceded that the success of the system depends almost 
entirely upon the skillful tact of instructors *apt to teach," and yet it 
employs many persons of meager ability and of limited acquirements. 

There are in the profession in this State, ав doubtless in every other 
State, many whose efforts at teaching consist merely in propounding the 
questions written in the text books. They do not so much as know if 
there be any law of mind or any method of culture. They are strangers 
to professional enthusiasm and innocent of any just appreciation of the 
high vocation they have ignorantly assumed. Some of them are young 
girls who ought to be pupils in the schools over which they preside. 
Under them, mental training is impossible. Themselves unaccustomed 
to thought, they cannot teach their pupils to think. Their plan of edu- 
cation—as far as they have any plan—consists merely in an exercise of 
the memory of the pupil. There is no leading out by apt query; no 
illumination by happy suggestion; no exhibition of the relation of 
things; іп short, there is no mental culture. 

ТЕ such teachers were to succeed in their plan—which happily they 
rarely do—they would give to the world mnemonic prodigies, but never 
educated_youthk. Children come from their bands knowing little of 
books andi less of life. То be sure, they have been taught to read and 
to write, after a fashion, and perhaps to cipher a little. They can remem- 
ber, it may be, “ће parts of speech," and something about rivers and 
seas, and other mythical themes of geography, but their supply of 
practical knowledge is meager, and their ability for its acquisition has 
ds lessened by the vicious processes to which their minds have been 
subjected. 

That such teachers are to be found in all States of the Union, and that 
the proportion of such in this State is probably no greater than else- 
where in the country, is doubtless true. Nevertheless, the evil is reme- 
diable, and the inquiry may be pertinently made, 


WHO IS TO BE BLAMED 
For the manifest inefficiency of so large a proportion of our public 


schools? А liberal tax is levied, and public funds are generously poured 
into the coffers of the several districts for the procurement of profes- 
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sional ability. Who stands responsible for the wasted money and the. 
worse than wasted opportunity occurring wherever a feeble pedagogy 
is imposed upon helpless youth? Under our system this question is not 
dificult of answer. There is not an incompetent teacher in the State 
who 18 not indebted for his position to the ignorance, or indifference, or 
venality of the majority of the trustees of the district, and of the ex- 
aminers of the county in which he pursues his usurped profession. The 
trustees are the employing agents of the people; the examiners are the 
authorizing agents. An intelligent discharge of duty by either Board 
bars the door of the school-room against the tyro. There is no lack of 
qualified applicants, nor is there likely to be, while our average monthly 
salary is twice as great as that of a majority of the States. The fault 
is equally with the examiners, who fail in the exercise of a just and wise 
discretion in the issuance of certificates of qualification, and with the 
trustees who employ the first comer, or the most persistent, or the most 
influential applicant. 

It is, perhaps, useless to assail the various excuses with which care- 
less, or amiable, or venal school officials seek to parry the criticism 
which condemns their mismanagement of a high trust. One 


RADICAL ERROR 


In judgment may, however, be named here, because it is honestly enter- 
tained by some good men. In many districts teachers of primary de- 
partments are inexperienced and partially educated persons, who are 
appointed, not because of accredited talent, hut from a conviction that no 
special ability is demanded for the training of little children. This 
judgment seems based upon a theory of education wholly false to mental 
science. It assumes that the early training of the mind need not be 
pursued under апу law of culture. It ignores the necessity of a right 
beginning. It seems to hokd that method is not essential in laying 
foundations. It allows an apprentice to prepare the ground plan, albeit 
an architect must build the superstructure. 

He who holds that “anybody can teach little children,” has but a 
pitiful idea of the office and work of the primary teacher. If the end 
in view was merely to familiarize the child with letters and words, then 
it may be conceded, that’ by dint of patient repetition, ordinary ability. 
might accomplish the task. If you have patience and perseverance, 
even a parrot may be taught to chatter a little, and no great ability is ` 
demanded of the teacher; but the instructor of youth undertakes a 
widely different enterprise. Mere lingual acquirements are of secondary 
importance. The work of the school-room is to furnish the child with 
ideas about which to talk. The primary teacher is charged with the 
responsibility of developing nascent powers. Newly born intellectual 
activities are to be wisely directed; the perceptive faculties are to be 
cultivated; a symmetrical growth of all the mental and moral attributes 
of the child is to be initiated. Is this a work to be essayed by-the 
illiterate and unskilled? à 

Т ат aware that it is pleaded that the inexperienced must at some time 
make a beginning. True, but does the apprentice jeweler undertake the 
fashioning of a royal coronet? Does the would-be sculptor commence his 
hewing on the face of a Venus de Medici? Just as the embryo artisan 
18 taught the cunning of his craft, so let the intending teacher be taught 
how to teach. Let there be normal or equivalent special training be- 
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fore the neophyte aspires to the dignity of a sacred profession and 
assumes the honorable title of teacher of the young. 
In this connection, some criticism of' the course pursued in portions of 
the State by 


COUNTY BOARDS OF EXAMINATION 

Seems demanded. Applieanis failing to pass a respectable examination 
in any branch of study are sometimes granted second grade certificates 
to “save their feelings." The returns show that sixty-one second grade 
certificates were'granted during the past year, and twenty-one first 
grade. I find reason to believe that a large portion of the first named 
certificates were granted to persons applying for first grade certificates, 
and failing in the entire examination. A glance at the statute will re. 
veal that such certification is unwarranted. The difference in grade of 
certificate is ohly designed to mark a difference in extent of attainment, 
never a difference in quality. The primary teacher is expected to Бе 
thoroughly familiar with all primary studies. And it should further be 
remembered by examiners that each certificate, of whatever grade, ав- 
Berts “fitness to teach” —an indorsement implying a certain maturity’ of 
judgment, and probity of character, and sweetness of temper, not pos- 
sessed by some applicants able to answer all questions from the text- 
books. It should not be forgotten that it is the office of the primary 
teacher, not merely io instruct in the elementary English branches; the 
child is to be trained to habits of neatness and order; is to be taught to 
distinguish between right and wrong, and to love the right, and to reject 
the wrong; there is to be awakened a love of the beautiful in nature and 
in art. А great work is to be accomplished Бу your primary: teacher, 
for the entire intellectual, and esthetic, and moral nature of, perhaps, 
half а hundred children, is submitted to her molding influence. Ought 
not great care to be exercised, both in certification and selection? In- 
deed, ought not some . 


LEGAL REMEDY 


To be provided, protecting society from a foolish or wicked exercise of 
the function of trustee or examiner? 

It must be admitted that to furnish adequate protection will require 
radical legislation; perhaps such ав will involve departure from customs 
supposed to be essential to a pure democracy. The root of the evil lies 
in the fact that local school officials are permitted бо“ Бе designated by 
popular ballot,under conditions which render it as linble to fix upon 
unworthy as upon worthy men. Тһе law is further defective in that it 
provides no efficient supervision of the acts of its selecting agents, and 
fails to punish any malfeasance in office. How to secure needed protec- 
tion, and at the same time to avoid dangerous centralization of power, 18 
а problem for legislative solution. - 

Meanwhile one entirely safe step towards reformation may be taken 
by establishing a М 


STATE BOARD OF EXAMINATION, 


Which shall be authorized to issue State certificates and life diplomas. 
Such Board, if properly constituted, might render excellent service by 
creating a higher grade in the profession, and by affording reliable testi- 
mony as.to the attainments of candidates for prominent positions. 
This Board might also be empowered to reéxamine any holder of à 
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county certificate whose ill success might occasion his citation by any 
competent authority—say the State Board of Education—and to annul 
any such certificate found in unworthy hands. 

The erection of a State Board has been strongly urged by leading 
teachers of the State, and І am satisfied that if governed alone by a 
purpose to elevate the standard of professional qualification amóng us, 
it would prove highly beneficial. In constituting it, however, great 
care should be had that men (or women) be placed upon it who are com- 
_petent, honorable, and laborious, Only such persons should be selected 
as are able and willing to devote five or six days in-semi-annual session 
to the work of examination. If careless, or indolent, or inefficient, or 
preoccupied men are to compose the Board, 16 ів better that we suffer on 
without any more machinery. 

There is also another measure which, like the foregoing, has been-

FEEBLE DISTRICTS, 


Whose limited funds do not enable the employment of first-class teach- 
ers. The returns show that of the seventy-one districtezin the State, 
twenty-four furnished less than six months of public school during the 
past year. These, I think, are, without exception, sparsely settled dis- 
tricts, situate in counties whose larger districts were able to furnish ten 
months of public school in the year, wholly from the public fund. This 
inequality arises from the pro rata plan of distribution of public school 
moneys in the several counties, and affects not merely the amount, but 
the quality of instruction furnished in the smaller districts. Our edu- 
cational policy looks toward the supply of equal educational advantages 
to all the children of the State, but the statute discriminates in the in- 
terest of residents in populous centers. When it is remembered that the 
supply of tuition to twenty children will require just as great an outlay 
as tor forty children, it will be seen that the law which divides school 
funds among the districts according to the number of children of school 
age returned, is an unjust one. A certain sum should be given each с 
district, as a district, and the remainder be distributed pro rata, as now. , 
Perhaps m some counties small districts have been unnecessarily multi- + 
plied. These should be absorbed. They are an evil in almost every, 
sense, and care should be taken that neither neighborhood, ambition, nor 
petty jealousies should be able to create districts at pleasure. 
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UNIVERSITY MATTERS. 5 


The action of the last Legislature, making a conditional location of 
ihe University at Elko, resulted in the erection of а fine building, for 
the preparatory school, by the citizens, and the employment, by the | 
Regents, of D. В. Sessions as. Principal. The school was opened in 
October last, with twelve pupils on the roll. 5 

There is reason to fear that the location is an-unfortunate one. The 
town itself can furnish few pupils qualified for an academic course, and 
the region surrounding is not sufficiently populous or prosperous to 
warrant expectation of any considerable attendance from abroad. There: 
were eleven registered pupils at the close of the school in December, 
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^ and all of these were residents of Elko, and few, if any, were far enough 
advanced to be graduated from its public school. 

It is extremely doubtful whether the State at large can realize any 
special benefit from an institution so situated. 

If its further maintenance is designed, it is to be hoped that the law 
establishing it may be so changed as that the deficiency of revenue ma 
be drawn from the General Fund, rather than from the General School 
Fund, ав now. The results promised do not warrant the heavy draft 
upon the Public School Fund required for its support. 


THE DEAF AND DUMB 


Pupils, under State patronage at the institution at Oakland, California, 

are making encouraging progress in their studies. They exhibit a 

healthful mental and bodily vigor, and are evidently happy and pros- 
erous. 

P Young Colby, who is now sixteen years of age, may be expected to be 
able to earn his living.after two years, he being now engaged іп 
learning the carpenter's trade.

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MAJORITY REPORT. 


OFFICE OF THE REGENTS OF THE UNIVERSITY, 


STATE oF NEVADA, 
Carson City, December 31st, 1874. | 


; To the honorable the Legislature: 


“ Believing an exhibit of the condition and prospects of the interest 
- intrusted to our care to be of immediate importance, we respectfully beg 
· to present our report аз Regents of the University for the biennial term 
` just closed. wh 
. Under existing laws of tho State, our duty relates chiefly to the care 
` and conduct of the affairs of the Preparatory Department of the Uni- 
* versity. At the session of the Legislature held in eighteen hundred 
' and soventy-three, an Act was passed locating the State University 
at Elko, in Elko County, upon condition that a suitable building for 
- @ Preparatory or Academic Department be furnished by the people 
‘of Elko, to be erected on grounds the title to which is vested. in 
the State. Provision was also made in said Act for the employment 
' of a Principal for said department, and : ad was created for sup- 
port of the school, in which tuition is to be free, and from which 
none are to be excluded on account of sex, race, or color. The enter- 
prise was immediately taken in hand by energetic citizens of Elko, 
‚ and in June of the present year, we received a bond for a deed to a 
‚ twenty-acre tract, eligibly located within a quarter of a mile from the 
` center of the town, upon which had been erected a building costing about 
: fifteen thousand dollars, and furnished throughout with desks and seats 
. of improved patterns. The property is well adapted for school purposes, 
. and is, probably, the very best in the State. Тһе house is of neat 
^ 7 design, built of brick, two stories high, and hard-finished throughout. 
г It has two large and three small rooms on the first floor, and a large 
f assembly room on the second floor. It will accommodate about one 
: hundred pupils. 
”  Ontheseventeenth day of July, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, Mr. 
+ D. В. Sessions, a graduate of Princeton College, and a gentleman well 
^ recommended as thoroughly qualified for the position, was elected Prin- 
cipal, at а salary of two hundred dollars per month; and, on the twelfth 
day of October, he opened his school with twelve pupils—six males and 
six females—of ages ranging from twelve to fifteen yenrs. Тһе pupils 
registered were all of them resident in Elko, and the greater portion of 
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5 


them were, 26 the date of admission, members of the publie school of 
that town. 

From the date of the opening of the school until its close for the 
Winter vacation on December eleventh, the Principal has been engaged 


іп conducting a review of common school studies, with a design to unite : 


in one class as many of his pupils ав can pass the prescribed preliminary 
examination at the beginning of tho next term, with the intention of

conducting said class through а two years’ preparatory course. Itis с 


expected that graduates of this course will be fitted for admission te 
any college. | 

The expenditures for the institution for the five months during which 
the Principal has been employed, amount, in total, to one thousand four 
hundred and seventy-nine dollars and thirty-eight cents, which вит, as 
will be seen by the State Treasurer's report, has been paid out ot 
moneys transferred from the General Sehool Fund. 

The question of any further appropriation for the support of the 
institution thus organized, is one which has elicited considerable inter- 
est in the State, and which commands tbe careful consideration of your 
honorable body. It is a question to be decided upon its mérits as an 


educational measure, and which should in nowise be affected by loeal . 


interests or by sectional jealousies. An intelligent discussion of this 
subject requires that attention be given to the

posals for the purchase of the lands given in the first named grant have, 
been received, and they have been selected by the Land Register, and! 
the required special deposits have been made, bringing into the State 
Treasury for investment the sum of fourteen thousand seven hundred, 
and four dollars and ten cents, currency. From this amount, the sum.

of eleven thousand six hundred and fourteen dollars and three cents has. ` | 


been invested by us, by purchase of a ten thousand-dollar United.States, 


registered coin five-twenty bond, bearing interest at the rate of six per ' 


cent per annum. A large portion of the lands applied for under this 
grant have been bargained under the contract plan provided in the State 
land law, allowing a first payment of one fifth the purchase money, 
and the balance in nine annual installments, with interest on deferred 
payments at the rate of ten per cent per annum. This said interest, 
when received, together with the interest on the moneys invested, will 
be placed in the Contingent University Fund; the fund from which 
moneys may be drawn for support of the Preparatory Department. 
But there can be no revenue from deferred payments until one year 
after contracts of sale are entered into. Тһе special deposits already 
made are aecompanied only by applieations to purchase, and some of 
these are liable to be withdrawn. Тһе exact revenue from this fund 
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for the next two or three years cannot, therefore, be calculated. The 
present investment will yield to the fund in eighteen hundred and 
seventy-five, and thenceforward, the sum of six hundred dollars. The 
sum additional to be realized in eighteen hundred and seventy-six will 
depend upon the number of selections listed to us by the General Gov- 
ernment in eighteen hundred and seventy-five. The entire revenue for 
eighteen hundred and seventy six cannot be expected to exceed two 
thousand dollars, and may not reach fifteen hundred. After all selec. 
tions are approved, the annual revenue can never exceed four thousand 
dollars, unless a State loan be negotiated at an advanced rate of inter. 
est. The estimated expense of conducting the department now estab- 
lished, for the next two years, is fifteen thousand dollars. This esti. 
mate anticipates the employment of an assistant teacher, and payment 
for certain necessary improvements on the grounds. It will be noted, 
therefore, that if any appropriation be made for support of the institu- 
tion, a deficiency of at least twelve thousand dollars must be provided 
for. 

The Act establishing the University provided that any deficiency of 
support shall be made up from the General School Fund—a fund which 
hitherto has been exclusively devoted to the support of the public schools 
of the State. There is room for question, whether moneys raised in 
part by general taxation, and in part from the sale of lands given 
expressly for purposes of general education, ought to be appropriated to 
the support of any institution of learning of higher grade. The General 
School Fund has been created in the interest of an universal diffusion 
of the elements of an English education. It owes its existence to the 
general conviction that the best interests of the State require that its 
children be trained in the public school. That the common school 
proffers an equal advantage to all, and that the education it furnishes is 
essential to the life of the commonwealth, are two propositions upon 
which the right to levy a school tax is based. The University is, unde- 
niably, a valuable institution, and, where it can be successfully estab- 
lished, will prove of very material benefit. The propriety of employing 
all direct and legitimate revenue to its support cannot be questioned; 
but it is not clear that public school moneys can be wisely or justly 


7 diverted in its interest. In this State the General School Fund, annually, 


contributes less than ten dollars per capita towards the education of its 
children. If the needed appropriation is made for the support of the 
Preparatory School, this fund will, next year, contribute atleast twenty 
times that amount toward the education of each University pupil, and 
the total sum во appropriated will by во much diminish the amount dis- 
tributed to the publie schools. We think it will be found difficult to 
frame any argument justifying the employment of moneys from the 
General School Fund for the support of any department of the Uni- 
versity. А further item, affecting the question of appropriation, is that 
of the | : 
PROBABLE SUCCESS 


Of the institution. Upon this point we had hoped to be able to present 
to your honorable body conclusive evidence attesting the value and 
assured prosperity of the Preparatory School, but we are compelled to 
report that its history, thus far, presents but a meager showing of use- 
fulness. The ability of the Principal is unquestioned, and no criticism 
of the management has been heard from any source. The citizens of 
Elko have nobly accomplished their undertaking in the matter of pro- 
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viding a building for the school, and they have exhibited great interest | 
in its welfare, but as yet the attendance is not such as to afford а ргот- | 
ising nucleus for an advanced institution of learning. There were but | 
eleven pupils enrolled at the close of the term, and of these, probably a | 
majority are only grammar grade scholars, whose place for' yet a year | 
or two, is.in the publie school. It is due, however, to be said, that there | 
are friends, other than ourselves, of the University, who have a strong # 
faith in its future, and who doubt whether this initial school has been % 
long enough in operation to fully test the question of its possibilities. %

THE NINETY THOUSAND-AORE GRANT. 


By United States statute, approved July second, eighteen hundred Ё 
and sixty-two, а quantity of land equal to thirty thousand acres for | 
each Senator and Representative in Congress, was granted each-State, E 
the proceeds of which are to be so invested ав to constitute a perpetual E 
fund, the capital of which shall remain forever undiminished, and the ; 
interest of which shall be inviolably appropriated by each State which % 
may take and claim the benefit of this Act, to the endowment, support, | 
and maintenance of at least one college where the leading object shall 
be, without excluding other scientific and classical studies, and includ- 
ing military tactics, to teach such branches of learning as are related 
to agriculture and the mechanic arts, in such manner as the Legislatures | 
of the States may respectively prescribe, in order to promote the liberal 4 
and practical education of the industrial classes in the several pursuits / 
and professions 1n life. i 

It is further provided in this Act that certain conditions named: 
therein must be assented to by the several States, by legislative Асів, 
before the grant shall take effect. Among these conditions occurs the 
following: “ Third—Any State which may take and claim the benefit of 
the provisions of this Act, shall provide, within five years, at least not 
less than one college, ав described in the fourth section of this Act, "d ! 
the grant to such State shall cease; and said State shall be bound to 
pay the United States the amount received of any lands previously sold, | 
ànd that the title to purchasers under the State shall be valid." 

By Act of Congress, approved July fourth, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six, this grant was extended to the State of Nevada, and the 
diversion of the proceeds from the teaching of agriculture and thel 
mechanic arts to that of the theory and practice of mining, was allowed 
and authorized without causing a forfeiture of the grant. An Act of 
Congress, approved March sixteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-f 
two, reads as follows: 


* Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives. of the United? 
States of America, in Congress assembled, That the grant made to the State? 
of Nevada under section three of the Act of July fourth, eighteen hun-f 
dred and sixty-six, entitled ‘An Act concerning certain. lands granted | 
to the State of Nevada,’ shall not cease by reason of the failure of the | 
said State to provide at least one college, ав requived by the several ў 
Acts of Congress, as a condition of said grant, but the same shall cón- | 
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tinue in full force; provided, that all the- conditions of law be complied 
with prior to the tenth of May, eighteen hundred and seventy-seven,” 


This is a second extension of time granted this State by special legisla- 
tion. The requisite consent іо the terms of the grant having been made 
by this State, we are now entitled to these lands in case a Mining Col. 
lege is provided for by the present Legislature. There will not be suffi. 
cient time for compliance with tbe conditions prescribed, after the ses- 
sion of eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, and before the expiration 
of the terms of this grant. If itis deemed undesirable to at present 
attempt the erection of a Mining College, it would seem best that there 
be immediate legislation looking toward the return to the General Gov- 
ernment of the moneys already received and to be paid in on the ninety 
thousand-acre grant, or else that there be а concurrent resolution 
requesting а third extension of time. "There is no State in the Union 
presenting equal advantages for, or сараМе of deriving equal profits 
from, a school for the study of the theory and practice of mining. 

In accordance with the requirements of the Act entitled “An Act pro- 
viding for the appointment and payment of an agent or agents, at Wash- 
ington, District of Columbia, for attending to the certification of lands 
granted by Congress to the State of Nevada,” approved March third, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, we appointed on said March third, 
Messrs. Britton and Gray as such agents, at a salary of fifteen hundred 
dollars per annum. 

While this report was in preparation, the painful intelligence reached 
us of the death, after a lingering illness, of our colleague, the late Presi- 
dent of the Board, Hon. Р. Н. Clayton. He‘departed this life on the 
eighteenth day of December, eighteen hundred and seventy-four. It is 
due to his memory that it be here recorded, that in our four years of 
association with him, we have always found him an able and earnest 
coadjutor, zealous for the interests of the University and careful of 
the interests of the State. The vacancy occasioned by his death was 
filled on the twenty-first day of December, by the appointment of John 
W. Fox, M. D., of Elko. 

In the accompanying documents wil] be found a list of the require- 
ments for admission to the Preparatory School; the studies of the course 
established by us. The standard of acquirement is only temporarily 
established, and is designed to be advanced with the growth of the insti- 
tution.

To the honorable the Legislature: 


Тһе undersigned, a member of the Board of Regents of the State 
University, respectfully submits the following minority report: 

While indorsing the statements and many of the arguments of the 
majority of the Board, I am compelled to dissent from some of the reason- 
ing, and from the apparent conclusions of the majority relative to the 
future poliey to be pursued in reference to the State University. [Ава 
prelude, however, it may not be inappropriate for me to state that I 
have but recently been inducted into office as a member of said Board of 
Regents, and, consequently, have not had all of the facilities and time 
afforded me to fully do justice to myself and the important task before 
me; and hence any deficiencies or wrong conclusions herein, if any, 
may be attributed to this cause.] 


POLICY OF CONGRESS IN MAKING THE LAND GRANTS. 
This State has received a magnificent donation from the General Gov- 


ernment for educational purposes. I use the phrase “educational pur- 
poses" advisedly; because it, better than any other, perhaps, expresses 


© the real object of the donation as distinguished from a prevalent idea

that common school purposes alone were intended. It is apparent 
throughout the legislation of Congress granting lands to Nevada, and 
throughout the Constitution of this State accepting these grants, that 
the advancement of the general educational interests of the State was 
intended by both donor and donee. Тһе Act of Congress donating the 
sixteénth and thirty-sixth sections expressly provided that said lands 
“ате granted to said State for the support of common schools;” while 
the Act of July second, eighteen bundred and sixty-two, granting lands 
in proportion to each State's Congressional representation—ninety thou- 
sand асгев--ргоуідев that they shall “Бе devoted to the endowment, 
support, and maintenance of at least one college, where the leading 
object shall be, without excluding other scientific and classical studies, 
including military tactics, to teach such branches of learning as may 
be related to agriculture and mechanic arts, in such manner as the 
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Legislatures of the States prescribe, in order to promote the liberal and 
practical education of the industrial classes in the several pursuits and pro- 
fessions in life." In furtherance of the same liberal intent, by a subse- 
quent Act, Congress provided for Nevada’s specialty by declaring that 
“the diversion of these lands in Nevada from the teaching of agricul- 
ture and the mechanic arts to that of the theory and practice of mining, 
is allowed and authorized without causing a forfeiture of said grant.” 

The Act of eighteen hundred_and forty-one, distributing the public 
lands among the several States (subsequently extended to Nevada), by 
which this State receives five hundred thousand acres, was drawn in 
the same liberal spirit. Nevada accepted the grant in her Constitution, 
“devoted and pledged it" to “ educational purposes." | 

As late as July fourth, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, Congress 
indorsed Nevada's appropriation of these lands in the following forcible 
language: “ That the appropriation by the Constitution of the State of 
Nevada to educational purposes, of the five hundred thousand acres of 
land granted to said State by the law of September fourth, eighteen 
hundred and forty-one, for the purposes of internal improvement, is 
hereby approved and confirmed." 

To stamp that approval still more emphatically upon the legislation, 
of the country, the same Act of eighteen hundred and sixty-six still 
further extended the appropriation, by declaring “that land equal in 
amount to seventy-two (72) entire sections for the establishment and 
maintenance of a University in said State, із hereby granted to the 
State of Nevada," I have cited the foregoing statute as simply illus- 
trative of the fact that these lands granted by Congress, were intended 
to be exclusively devoted to the support of common schools; but with 
the exception of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections were intended 
to supply the means for something more than this, viz: to enable the 
State to establish educational institutions of every grade, from the pri- 
mary department of the public schools to the higher departments of the 
University; the late endowments enabling the student to complete and 
perfect that education primarily provided for by the sale of the six- 
teenth and thirty-sixth sections; and that this being во, all grades of 
our educational institutions are justly entitled to look to the common 
fund for necessary support. 


POLICY AND PLEDGES OF THE STATE IN REFERENCE TO THE LANDS. 


Nevada aecepted these lands on the express stipulation that the pro- 
ceeds should be thrown into a General Fund for the support of the dif- 
ferent grades of schools. We technically term it the “School” Fund; ` 
but really it is no more a School Fund than it is a University Fund. 

Article eleven of the State Constitution accepting these lands on 
behalf of the people of the State, does not engage to apply the funds 
received therefrom wholly to the support of common schools, but with 
the exception of the school sections, declares that * the same are hereby 
solemnly pledged for educational purposes; that the interest only of 
the aforesaid proceeds shall be used for educational purposes;" aud, to 
avoid all ambiguity, emphatically provided further, “ that such portions 
of said interest as тау be necessary may be appropriated to the support 
of the State University;" and, as if to still further convince the General 
Government of the sincerity of the people, the sections of the Constitu- 
tion immediately following the acceptance, declares “that the Legisla- 
ture shall provide for the establishment of a State University,” etc. 
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The General Government having thus provided the means to austain 
educational institutions of various grades, and the State having pledged 
her faith to Congress for a faithful compliance with the terms of the 
grant, it appears to me that the objections to a legislative appropriation 
from the General Educational Fund, to supply the deficiency in the first 
years of the University, are untenable. One of the purposes of this 
fund was to provide for this class of cases. For years the common 
schools have had the use of the University Funds, and itis but just, at least, 
thatthe University should have the use of its own funds, when necessary, 
to say nothing of reciprocation. A portion of the lands invested in this 
special fund was granted by Congress and accepted by the State, pledged 
to be used “as may be necessary for the support of the State Univer. 
sity.” If in your judgment such necessity now occurs, to decline an ap- 
propriation and devote the entire fund to only one department of our 
edücational institutions, would not only defeat the original purposes of 
the fund, but be a wrong to the people of the State, who have an equal 
interest in the higher as in the lower branches of our institutions of 
learning. The moneys in that fund clearly belong as much to the Uni- 
versity as they do to the common schools. I am unable to вее why one 
Should be despoiled to exclusively maintain the other. There is a ne. 
cessity for the maintenance of both, proved by the history and action of 
nearly every State in the Union, and of every civilized country in the 
world. If colleges, academies, normal schools, seminaries, and univer- 
sities are to be wholly sacrificed, Nevada will present a strange and 
&nomalous spectacle to our sister States, possibly creating a reputation 
abroad which her citizens will have little cause to be proud of, and offer- 
ing few inducements for families either to immigrate to our borders or 
long remain within them. 


PROSPEOTS OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


Considering the limited time within which the University has been in 
operation, its prospects are very favorable, Five months is a very short 
time in which to test the merits of an individual; how much less во that 
of a public institution of this character! Certainly, among all the various 
institutions of the State, including those for the support cf the orphans, 
insane, and criminals, none have made а better showing in the same 
length of time. Since last August, the Preparatory Department has 
been thoroughly organized under the management of the Principal, Mr. 
D. R. Sessions, and is now in good shape, with a fair start made for the 
future. Of course, the institution has thus far labored under the disad- 
vantage of being new, and comparatively unknown to the publie at 
large. It is not yet time for the enrollment of a great number of pupils. 
Comparatively few are yet aware of the terms of the law locating the 
University. 

When 1% becomes generally known that the institution is an accom- 
plished fact; that it is in successful operation; that the course'of study 
is appropriate; that the tuition is absolutely free, and that none are ex- 
cluded on account of race, вех, or color, it is reasonable to be sanguine 
that these advantages will be eagerly sought for by very many of that 
very class of citizens who are most valuable to the State, and whose 
attachment to our own institutions it is most desirable to foster. In the 
adjoining State of California, after many fluctuations, the State Univer- 
sity has hecome a source of pride to all who feel an interest in the pros- 
perity of the State, and there is no reason why, with similar energetic 
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action and perseverance on the part of thé Legislature and people of 
Nevada, our own institution should not attain to а like success. The 
publie institutions of California have been for years largely supported 
by Nevada’s wealth and moral aid. It is time for Nevada to learn to 
stand alone, and to reserve its own resources for the development of its 
own institutions. | 


REVENUE AND EXPENSES. 


I am of the opinion that the estimate of my colleagues as to the ` 


annual expense of the University, is placed unnecessarily high. There 
is no immediate necessity for the expenditure of а large sum for the 
completion of the University grounds. А small sum will be sufficient 
for immediate purposes. From year to year, ав our means may permit, 
and the expediency may arise, supplementary additions may be made, 
the grounds and buildings be ornamented, and cultivation undertaken, 
according to the progress of the institution, and the taste of the тапа. 
сетв. The completion of а large irrigating canal to the doors of the 
University, during the last year, will hereafter afford an ample supply 
of water for reducing the grounds to cultivation, and, in time, to sur- 
round the building with foliage, and shrubbery, and all'the natural 
embellishments which belong to institutions of this character; and will 
supply the necessities of the building, with facility and at trifling expense. 

Тре amount receivable from the deferred payments оп the sale of the 
Agricultural College grant, after the coming year, is estimated at about 
four thousand dollars annually. Taken in connection with the proceeds 
of the sales of the seventy-two (72) sections, this fund, if managed with 
economy, ought to be sufficient to nearly maintain the institution, with- 
out calling for aid from the School Fund to any material extent. The 
amount to be derived from the Agricultural College lands for eighteen 
hundred and seventy-six,is dependent upon the sales during the present 
year. Ав most of the State lands have been already located, there ің 
every reason to believe that there will be no lack of eager purchasers 
for the balance, and that the date is not distant when the entire grant 
will pass from the State to individuals. s 


STATE LANDS SHOULD NOT BE RETURNED. 


'The suggestion of, returning these lands to the General Government, 
broached by the majority report, on the plea of unavoidability, it occurs 
to me, would be both unwise in the State, and unjust to settlers. Inas- 
much as Nevada has never received the proportion of swamp-and over- 
flowed lands generally allotted to the new States, it does not appear that 
it has any superfluous real estate to give away. Nevada is not во 
wealthy that she can afford to make a present to the General Govern- 
ment of such an immense tract of valuable land, without receiving апу 
compensation therefor, simply because of ignorance or indifference in its 
management. Тһе State and the University need the proceeds of these 
lands; and if they are used, as they can be used, with skill and өсоп- 
оту, they will become а source of great value to the State. Тһе 
return of this grant would also work an irreparable injury to hundreds 
of locators, who have, in good faith, endeavored to purchase them 
from the State; they have contracted for them, paid the percentage 
demanded by the State, and in many instances prepared them for house- 
hold uses for years to come. Many of these purchasers would be unable 
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to retain them under the homestead and preémption laws, the require. 
ments being materially different. To disturb the possession of these 
settlers, compelling them to perfect their titles under a different law, 
would be a breach of good faith unjustifiable by any rule of statesman- 
ship. Having accepted the lands under a special contract with the 
General Government to devote them to a certain purpose, and in turn 
contracted with individuals for their purchase, it is late in the day now 
to discuss the propriety of returning them. 

We have but to consolidate the funds, consolidate the professorships 
and the colleges, to enable us to expend a sum that will support the 
institution, with but slight assistance, for many generations to come. 


THE LOCATION. 


Located, as the University is, within one of the most healthy sections 
of Nevada, easy of access from every direction, surrounded by fertile 
agricultural valleys and vast mineral deposits, within a county ranking 
in the State in assessable property, there is no reason why the institu- 
tion should not speedily achieve a success, and become an ornament to 
the country. All the elements essential to the study of agriculture, 
mining, and the mechanic arts, have been planted there in abundance 
by the hand of the Creator; and the brain and labor of man, year by 
year, are shaping them into form and bringing them into practical use- 
fulness. Every year and every month confirm the foresight of the 
Legislature in selecting the present site, and of its statutory declaration, 
approved March seventh, eighteen hundred and seventy-three: “In con- 
sideration of the conveyance of lands, having a building thereon, as 
provided by this Act, the State University * * * shall be considered 
permanently established, ав herein provided,” etc. ` 

The people of Elko have performed their part with liberality. They 
have complied with all the requirements of the law locating the Uni- 
versity, by the erection of a costly and permanent building and the 
ре of grounds; and ihese have met with the approval of the 

oard of Regents. Their side of the contract has been performed in 
good faith. If the representatives of the State, laying aside all local 
or sectional prejudices, act with the same promptness and public spirit, 
Iam confident that the success of the University will be assured.

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REPORT. 


Mr. SPEAKER: Your Joint Special Committee, appointed to visit 
the State University at Elko, to investigate its condition and the feasi- 
bility of its location, beg leave to report that they have performed 
that duty ; and find a college building completed, capable of accommo- 
dating atleast one hundred students; with a small preparatory school 
' jn operation, under the charge of Professor D. R. Sessions. The site of 
the building is well chosen ; and whilst its surroundings are yet in a wild 
and uncultivated state, they are capable of being rendered orhamental 
and productive at moderate cost. Of the twenty arces of land granted for 
the use of the University, some fifteen acres lying immediately in front 
of the building, possesses facilities for being readily and cheaply irri- 
gated, and thus be made productive ; whilst the remaining five acres situ- 
ate upon the elevation selected for the site of the college buildings afford 
ample space Хог the purposes intended. 

Partly owing to the uncertainty of the future of this institution, per- 
haps, the number being taught is small, yet they are well advanced in 
their studies, and show able and faithful teaching. 

During the few months the school has been in existence it is evident 
its Principal has given it his best endeavors to make it a success, and 
is deserving of special commendation at our hands. 

In reference to the location of the University, we are not prepared to 
say it was the best that could have been made; but we recognize the 
fact that the Legislature of the State, at its last session, sow fit to locate 
it at Elko, and coupled its location with certain conditions. Those con- 
ditions have been strictly complied with on the part of the citizens of 
Elko, and we are unable to harmonize its removal with good faith on 
the part of the State. 

That portion of our State is comparatively new and undeveloped, and 
it is reasonable to expect, with the vast mineral resources within its 
reach, its population. will ere long be largely increased and its educa- 
tional wants proportionably enhanced. 

With this view, we are inclined to regard a continuous and steadily 
advancing institution of this character a wise provision for the future, 
and deserving of the fostering care of the State. 

Hence, we would recommend that a sufficient provision be made to 
continue the institution in an economical manner—to provide necessary 
apparatus, and to improve the college grounds. 


Your Committee are also of the opinion it would be well to increase ` 
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the nuniber of Regents to five, giving two to the vicinity of the Univer- 
sity, to have immediate supervision of the same. "The others, forming 
а quorum, would at all times be within easy reach of the Capital, to 
transact business.

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COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 


During the last two years there have been no surveys of county 
boundaries made by this department. 

It is very desirable that this office should have an official record of 
the county boundaries of this State, and that, generally, those bounda- 
ries should be clearly and accurately defined. Natural objects, such as 
streams, well defined and continuous ridges, or ranges of hills with well 
defined summits, along the length of which the line could be established, 
afford boundaries easily recognized and ascertained. Where no such 
objects exist near, Г would recommend the establishment of county 
boundaries on the township or section lines of the United States Gov- 


ernment surveys, where such surveys have been made; and, in fact, it ` 


is much better where lines have been established before the United 
States surveys were made, to make them conform to the Government 
lines, a8 near as possible, where these lines have been run. "The larger 
counties ought not to object to give the smaller ones adjoining sufficient 
territory to make their boundaries conform to the section or township 
. lines, thus making more certain the action of county officials. 

The law passed by Act of the Legislature of eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three, compelling County Assessors to report statistics for this 
office, under penalty, has enabled me to report much more fully on 
those subjects contained in the schedules furnished County Assessors 
for that purpose, than was possible in my last report. Following will 
be found the tables of estimates of agricultural produets, and other 
matters of general interest,for the years eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three and eighteen hundred and seventy-four, showing the increase or 
decrease for these two years, so far as reported to ше. Ав many of the 
reports from County Assessors are manitestly incorrect, and others are 
carelessly made, leaving out important information that must be in 
their possession, my report, made from such data only, must fall short 
of representing the true condition of the State. >

' INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS, 


To develop the interests and conduct the business and internal com- 
merce of the State, will require the assistance of mach capital in the 
construction of cheap and more extended means of communication, and 
in the erection of improved works for the reduction of ores, and amore 
perfect system of agriculture. Geographically the State is traversed 
by numerous ranges of mountains separated by vast plains and deserts, 
isolating towns, cities, and communities; cutting off, in many instances, 
direct communication, and opposing objects to the transit of merchan- 
dise, the products of the soil and mines. 

To overcome these, railroads and graded wagon roads must be built, 
flumes for floating timber, lumber, and wood for fuel, must be construct- 
ed slong the mountain sides, from the sources of supply to available 
points; ditches of large capacity must be dug, diverting water from 
their natural channels, to be used in obtaining power to drive machinery 
and to fertilize the soil; and tunnels and deep shafts must be excavated 
to reach the rich deposits of precious and usefal metals abounding in 
almost every part of the State. 
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RAILROADS. 
Central Pacific- Railroad. 


The Central Paeifie Railroad, starting from Sacramento, California, 
and running east to Ogden, in Utah, passes through the northern part 
of the State, striking the western boundary on the Truckee River, 
which it follows. down to the Big Bend, thence across the desert to 
Humboldt Lake, thence up the Humboldt River, in a northeasterly 
course, developing a large extent of mining and agricultural country 
hitherto unknown or but sparsely settled, and in great need of business 
connections with the commercial and mechanical marts of the world. 
But five years have passed since its completion connecting the two 
oceans, and affording us communication with the East and West, and 
making valuable what was before comparatively worthless; towns and 
settlements are springing up, and ranking among the solid institutions 
of the country, and mining and agrieultural interests within the sphere 
of its influence prospering, and the State made easy of access to those 
desirous of seeking a home among us, or visiting the mines for pleasure 
or investment. ~ 

| Virginia and Truckee Railroad. 

The Virginia and Truckee Railroad connects Virginia City, Storey 
County, via Carson City, Ormsby County, with the Central Pacific Rail. 
road at Reno, in Washoe County, was completed in September, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, and has not only added much valuable assess- 
able property to these three counties through which it passes, but in 
the renewed activity of all kinds of business, the development of re- 
sources before comparatively worthless, and the drawing to it of a vast 
number of business and laboring men, has benefited the financial con- 
dition of these three counties to a very large extent. 


Eureka Mill Railroad. 


In this connection it will be well to mention this road, connecting 


` with the Virginia and Truckee Railroad at а point about a mile below 


the Santiago, with the Eureka Mill. This is à narrow gauge road, about 
one mile and one eighth in length, constructed by the Union Mill Com- 
pany to transport ore from the main line to their mill. Тһе first half 
mile has а uniform grade of one hundred and thirty feet to the mile; 
but from near the dam to the mill the roadbed is on the top of the 
flume, and has buf light grade. This road was completed in March, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, and 18 à neat and very substantial 
structure, having a gauge of two and one half feet, and using “Т” 
rails. The curves are easy and regular as the nature of the ground 
will admit, being constructed on the side of the steep bluff of the Car- 
son River for more than three quarters of its.distance; requiring a 
heavy stone wall, more than twenty feet high for a third of a mile, and 
crossing two deep сайопв on high tresilework, besides deep cuts and 
heavy fills. | . 

This road, complete, cost about twenty thousand dollars, including 
rolling stock of ten топ dumps, carrying. five tons each, and two flats 
for wood, etc. И 

Тһе company has as yet no locomotive, but haul their cars by horses

to the dump, which receives the ore from the main track by means of а 
dry chute, four hundred feet long, placed at an angle of thirty degrees 
from the horizontal. Тһе cost of this road can safely:be estimated ав 
being at least twice as much per mile a8 any longer hne that will ever 
be built in the State. 


Pioche апа bullionville Railroad. 


This is an incorporation, under the laws of the State, for the purpose 
of constructing а railroad, and doing genéral railroad business, between 
Pioche and Bullionville, in Lincoln County, and is about twenty miles 
in length. The company was incorporated in the Winter of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, and active operations soon commenced under 
the management of General A. L. Page, and others. It has a capital 
stock of two million doltars, divided into two hundred thousand shares 
of ten dollars each. , | 

The road was completed early in the Summer of eighteen hundred 


and seventy-three, and has been in active operation since, engaged ргш-: 


cipally in transporting ore from the mines to the mills, and Such freight 
аз 18 necessary in the,reduction of ores, and the usual supplies of а 
mining camp.

Eureka and Palisade Railroad. Е 


The articles оҒ association for the building of this road were filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State of Nevada, November nineteenth, 
eighteen hundred and seyenty.four, and announce substantially their 
purpose and object, as follows: 

To build à narrow gauge railroad from the Central Pacific Railroad, 
commencing at or near Palisade, on said road, and running thence south- 
erly through the Counties of Eureka and Elko, to the Town of Eureka. 
The road will be about eighty-two miles long, and have a capital stock 
of one million dollars, divided into ten thousand shares of one hundred 
. dollars each; by the terms of its incorporation, it is to exist fifty years, 
and be managed by six trustees or directors. This, unlike many other 


contemplated railroads, is not on paper only; but from its conception, ће ` 


projectors meant business, and went to work with а will, and now have 
it completed to the “ Chimneys,” a distance of about fifty miles, and 


have it well stocked. Already its success as a paying road is well 


assured, and next Spring 16 is expected to be completed to Bureka. 
The first Directors of the road were Erastus Woodruff, Wm. H. Ennor, 
Monroe Salisbury, John T. Gilmer, C. Н. Hempstead, and J. В. With- 
ington. i 

FLUMES FOR TRANSPORTING WOOD, ETC. 


Within the last seven years attention has been directed to the expense 
and difficulty of obtaining lumber, timber, and cordwood from the 
source of supply in the mountains, and the local elements have been 
used with much success to bear these artieles of merchandise to a mar- 
ket. The old method of transporting by wagons necessitated the con- 
Struction of expensive graded roads, whose usefulness did not outlive 
the exhaustion of the supply of timber in their vicinity, and thus caused 
an almost entire loss of the cost of their construction. In addition, the 
transportation by wagons was slow and expensive. Тһе method now 
principally used, where water can be obtained or gravitation will admit, 
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is by floating the timber, lumber, and cordwood through flumes, and is 
found to work, with great saving of time and expense, besides render- 
ing available forests where great and precipitous altitudes precluded 
any other method of transportation. There is now built and working 
about seventy-five miles of this character of flume (and its use is recom- 
mended wherever practicable), making a great saving in the cost of 
those materials which enter so largely in the construction of dwellings, 
and in the mining and reduction of ores. 

Washoe County was the pioneer in this line of improvement, but 
Ormsby County soon followed and now far exceeds in the number of 
miles constructed, and the magnitude and expense of this work. There 
are three main flumes in Ormsby County, for floating wood and timber 
by water, and many dry chutes or gravitation flumes, branches to the 
main lines, extending high up in the mountains, and delivering their 
valuable burden in the valleys below, where it can be reached.by rail- 
roads, to be transported thence to market. 

The first of these flumes-belongs to Yerington & Co., and commences 
at a branch of the railroad about two miles west of Carson City, and ex- 
tends far пр һе mountain side to the summit, some six or seven miles 
in length. 

The second is owned by Chamberlin & Co., and commences near the 
place of the first, and extends five miles up the mountain, and near the 
summit. 

The third is an incorporation called the Summit Flumes Company, 
and commences about a mile south of Carson City, and running thence 
around the point of the mountain and up Clear Creek to the summit. 
This main flume is about seventeen miles long, and has several miles of 
branches and feeders that permeate the mountains and reach the heavy 
timber of this portion of the Sierras. It has sufficient capacity to float 
wood, timber, and lumber, and with a full head of water can deliver 
five hundred cords of wood, or one million feet of lumber or timber, at 
its lower terminus, in twenty-four hours, if desired. 


WASHOE COUNTY. 


In this county there are many miles of flume used for floating wood, 
timber, and lumber from high up in the mountains to the valley, near 
the Virginia and Truckee Railroad, where it is loaded, and finds a mar- 
ket in Virginia City and Gold Hill. The most important of these are 
‘Marlette & Co’s, which uses the waters of Little Valley Creek, and is 
several miles long; and Haynie & Co’s, using the waters of Franktown 
Creek, and is an extensive and valuable work. There are, besides, many 
smaller and less important flumes in this county, Which have revived an 
interest of great importance in the early days of the Comstock, but 
which had nearly died out before the introduction of this method of 
getting fuel and timber from off the steep and rugged mountain sides. 


DOUGLAS COUNTY. 


This county has many flumes, with their termini—one in the Carson 
River, and the other far up in the Sierras among the dense forests— 
where roads could not be built without an enormous outlay of money, 
and where teams could scarcely travel if roads were built. Wood, when 

, placed in these flumes, finds a rapid transit to the Carson River, where 
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it is floated down to Empire, or taken out at all points below, where 
wanied and a market is found. | 

The operation of these flumes is not confined alone to these counties, 
and there is no doubt but everywhere, all over the State, where there 
is water and timber in the mountains, and any use for it in the valley 
below, or а market within а paying distance, or a settlement creating à 
demand for wood, timber, and lumber, that this class of flumes will be 
used with great success; and even for irrigation, it would pay well to 
carry the water where desired through flumes, thus saving large quan- 
tities that would otherwise be absorbed by flowing over loose soil, and 
the greater evaporation from a more stagnant current and a widespread 
channel. 

— WATER DITCHES. 


But little information has been furnished this office concerning this 
class of works. Ditches for the purpose of water-power, irrigation, and 
domestic uses are numerous, and а very large amount of capital has 
been invested in'their construction. So far ав the business of mining, mill- 
ing, and agriculture is concerned, ditches are indispensable. Wherever 
new lands are brought under cultivation, new mills built, or new mines 
worked, artificial channels, conducting needful supplies of water, are 
generally a necessary adjunct. It thus appears that this class of internal 
improvements has a permanent interest to the people of Nevada, and 
any substantial innovation from the present system should be fully re- 
ported and carefully followed. 

The proper method of construction, looking to durability, efficiency, 
minimum cost, economy in use, and distribution of supply, together with 
careful estimate of the volume of water flowing through natural chan- 
nels, to be diverted to useful purposes, are, particularly in large agricul- 
tural districts, subjects of interest. At present, no good system of con- 
struction has been adopted in this character of improvements. Large 
bodies of agricultural land, containing thousands of acres lying con- 
tiguous, are irrigated by means of ill-contrived ditches. Means are not 
generally taken for the saving of water in reservoirs, where the supply 
is scant; the lines of artificial channels are necessarily extended, and 
frequently in such directions as to cause great inconvenience to adjoin- 
ing lands, and loss of cultivation. In large bodies of agricultural lands, 
such as some of our principal valleys possess, a system of irrigation 
should be adopted comprising the whole valley. The ditches, so far as 
possible, should be kept on the dividing line between property, and when 
so placed, their margins can be planted with trees, which, nourished by 
the moisture of the ditches, will thrive, forming a pleasing feature to 
the view, and, in time, greatly assist in fencing. Sufficient care'is not 
taken, where ditches cross public highways, to provide suitable cross- 
ings; loaded vehicles are drawn with difficulty across ditches containing 
water; and in many instances, from the nature of the soil, roads near 
ditches are rendered almost useless from saturation. Some of our 
alluvial valleys, during the time of irrigation, are almost impassable from - 
this cause. The aim should be, not to see who can waste the most water, 
but to save, that all may have a plenty, and more land be cultivated. 
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BUTRO TUNNEL. 


Nearly eight thousand feet of this great work is completed, and the 
company are making over three hundred feet per month, working from 
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опе face only. For some time the Burleigh ‘drill has been used with 
great success. The tunnel is now far beyond the first shaft, and in 
shafts numbers two, three, and four, such large bodies of water have 
been met as to prevent further successful operation upon them; but the 
use of the “ Burleigh air-compressed drill" has very much reduced the 
expensé of the work, and it is estimated will finish the tunnel, at the 
present rate of progress, within three years. This great enterprise and 
its object is во well known to the people.of this coast as-to require по 
extended notice in this report; the work will undoubtedly be completed; 
and then, if the prediction of the many prove true, not only great de- 
vélopments may be looked for in the regions of the Comstock, and in 
the working of the mines, but, also, in the change of base of all the 
great works connected with the mines in Virginia and Gold Hill. 


WATERWORKS. 


On account of the extreme youth of this State, and the nomadic char. 
acter of its people, a niention of works of this kind completed, and con- 
templated, will not be out of place in the internal improvements of my 
report, as the work of at least one company will do credit to older and 
more populous and wealthy States. 


The Virginia and Gold Hill Water Company. 


The works of this company were completed about one year ago, and 
convey water to Virginia City and Gold Hill, from the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, a distance of about fifteen miles. The main feature of these 
works, unlike most of the kind for furnishing water to cities, is the 
bringing of a large body of pure mountain water, for a distance of six 
miles, in iron pipes about one foot in diameter, through a deep depres- 
sion in the mountains, and raising it on the eastern end, a heighth of 
seventeen hundred feet, to a level with the highest point of Virginia 
City, where it leaves the pipe and is conveyed in a flume to large 
reservoirs near its distributing points. The construction and laying 
down of these pipes successfully, so as to stand a pressure of over seven 
hundred pounds to the square inch, is considered a grand achievement, 
the successful result of which was feared, and a failure predicted; but 
competent engineers, at great expense, overcame the difficulty; and 
Virginia City and Gold Hill are, to-day, the best watered cities of their. 
size in America, 


Hamilton and Treasure City Water Company. 


The next of importance, magnitude, and expense, is the Hamilton and 
Treasure City Water Company, built in the palmy days of the won- 
derful Eberhardt mine, and the wild excitement incident to its discovery. 
The water is brought into these towns, from a stream some four miles 
away, in large iron pipes; and is conveyed up and over several of the 
foothills of the White Pine range, and finally forced up the. mountain 
several thousand feet, by steam power, for the use of these cities, and in 
operating quartz mills in the reduction of silver ore. The expense of 
keeping these works in constant operation is so great that only the 
demands of a large population can insure a financial success under the 
most favorable circumstances. . 
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Е. D. Sweeney's ,Waterworks. 


E. D. Sweeney is one of the pioneers in the water business, having 
laid pipes several years ago, and brought water from King's Cafion, some 
two miles distant, and furnished the Town of Carson City. But to meet 
the growing demands for more and bettey water, for а very much increased 
population, Messrs. Rice and Helm have put in very extensive works, 
bringing а large quantity of pure mountain ‘water from the Sierras, and 
distributing it all over the city. They have a fall of about two hun- 
dred and fifty feet from their reservoirs, and a pressure sufficient to be 
of ‘very material assistance in extinguishing any large conflagration 
from their hydrants, besides conveying water to the most elevated 
buildings in the city.

Eureka Waterworks. 


I am informed the Town of Eureka has quite extensive works of this 
kind, bringing the water for some distance, from some adjacent moun- 
tain, in iron pipes, in sufficient quantities to supply a large population, 
and to meet the demands of' extensive mechanical works for the reduc- 
tion of large quantities of ore, but am unable to give full statistics for 
want of accurate and complete information on this subject.

Pioche Waterworks. 


Pioche, a few years since the seeming rival of Virginia and Gold 
Hill, has her waterworks. They are as extensive as the nature of the 
country and the supply to be had will admit, but beyond this, I have no 
knowledge of the construction, capacity, or general details of supply, 
and demand, and give it a place ın this report, merely that strangers 
from the well watered valleys of the Atlantic coast, may know that all 
of the more important towns of Nevada have a full supply of pure, 
sweet, mountain water. 


RESOURCES OF NEVADA. 


In conclusion of this report, I present for your consideration a table 
of statistics compiled by me from the reports of the Assessors of the 
several counties, exhibiting the industries and productions of Nevada. 
These statistics are not fully complete, for the réason that I have not 
a8 yet received the reports prescribed by thís office, from the County of 
Eureka, for the years eighteen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen 
hundred and seventy-four, and some other County Assessors seem to 
have exercised too little care in making full, complete, and accurate 
reports. , | | | | қ 

These reports of County Аввеввогв are the only data provided as the 
basis of my report in this coHinectión; and'pérhaps no other system 
would be more adaptable to the collection of such information; still, I 
' am positively of the opinion that’ thé showing made in this" report, and 
ав made in former years, does not exhibit results’ which 40 full justice 
to the claims: of Nevada. г | 

Тһе details-of these statistics being furnished Бу property owners to 
the Assessor of his own county, are too generally placed at the lowest 
possible estimate, and given in with the greatest reluctance, fearing 
their use ав а basis of assessment for purposes of taxation.

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The resources of this State are, perhaps, more varied than those of 
any other in the Union, with the exception of California. Its large 
area, its geographical position, and the high elevation of its mountain 
ranges, bestow upon it climatic advantages of the highest order. In 
the extreme northern portion of the State, the temperature is never so 
low as to necessitate the precautions and inconveniences to which the 
Middle and Northern States are subjected; neither is the most southern 
portion, on the Colorado River, of so high a temperature as to propa- 
gate either malaria of a tropical country, or the lassitude and indolence 
of its inhabitants. Ever swept by moderate winds, fresh from the 
mountain ranges and from the Pacific Ocean, the extremes of heat and 
cold are unknown to Nevada. The soil on land reported by County 
Assessors as fit for cultivation, is as prolific in its character as it is 
varied in its adaptation; producing with equal facility the vines of con- 
tinental Europe, the hardier cereals of northern America, and the luxu. 
riant fruits and flowers incident to the tropics, in all localities where 
water can be had for irrigation, upon the moist bottom lands of the 
rivers, and upon the mountain sides adjacent to melting snows and 
living springs. | 

Her mountains are the depositories of rich silver, gold, and other 
precious minerals, in quantities that have attracted the attention of the 
civilized world. 

Her inhabitants are the representatives of every nation on the face 
of the globe; ап enterprising, active people, that have, in а few years, 
erected а prosperous State upon the most remote borders of civilization. 

With these natural advantages of soil, climate, and mineral deposits, 
no uncertainty as to the future of Nevada can reasonably be enter- 
tained. Her population is steadily increasing; her resources are each 
year being more completely developed; her immense area offers every 
inducement to immigration; and judging by the American standard of 
progress, she is destined, ere long, to become self-sustaining in every 
respect. 

Her numerous mountain ranges and widespread valleys are capable 
of supporting vast herds of cattle, sheep, and goats; her agricultural 
lands, of furnishing food and the luxuries of fruit and wine to millions 
of population; and her mines have and will eontinue to astonish the 
world in the amount of bullion produced, and to give new life and im- 


` petus to trade and commerce heretofore unknown. 


In this connection it will not be inappropriate to state, that in the last 
two years, one million two hundred and sixty-three thousand three hun- 
dred and ninety-two tons of ore have been raised and reduced, keeping 
in operation, оп an average, one hundred and fifty quartz mills, and а 
large number of furnaces; and from the present outlook, we may rea- 
sonably expect to raise and reduce at least two million tons in the next 
two years.

POPULATION. 


The estimate of County Assessors for the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four (Elko not having reported), fixes the population of Nevada 
at fifty-five thousand two hundred and fifty, and the number of regis- 
tered voters (Elko and Eureka Counties not having reported) at fourteen 
thousand one hundred and twenty. 


ASSESSED VALUE OF REAL ESTATE AND PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


The reports of County Assessors (the reports of several counties 
being incomplete) fixes the assessed value of real estate, personal prop- 
erty, and improvements in the State, at twenty-three million seven hun- 
dred and sixteen thousand two hundred and four dollars. 


REMARKS. 32 

Тһе tabular statements and estimates are incomplete, from the absence 
of information from officers of counties heretofore mentioned. Full 
estimates would show that agricultural interests are favorably progress- 
ing; that experience is teaching newer and better methods of cultiva- 
tion; a better understanding of soil and climate; that each year shows 
an increase of cultivated land; and that much attention is being given 
to the raising and improvement of domestic animals, the planting and 
cultivation of fruit and shade trees, and in seeding the dry sage and 
greasewood lands in alfalfa. 

I cannot close my report without renewing my recommendation of 
two years ago. The various grants of land from the General Govern- 
ment to this State are nearly or quite exhausted, and so little of the 
surveyed land of the sixteenth and thirty-sixth sections are of any 
value, that I would respectfully suggest that the State relinquish to the 
General Government all sixteenth and thirty-six sections of land, the 
area of which is in the vicinity of four million five hundred thousand 
acres, and ask in lieu thereof, one million acres, to be selected in like 
manner as the grant of five hundred thousand acres. Such a great 
extent of the area of this State is barren mountains, while much more 
of it bears mineral deposits, that the benefits to be derived from the pres- 
ent grant will be small when compared with other States, all mineral 
land being reserved by the General Government. 

In this connection, and showing the great addition made to the School 
Fund of our neighboring State, the following extract from the report of 
-the Surveyor General of California will speak for itself, and shows 
what we may never expeot in this State under the present grant: 


* During the twenty months ending August first, eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three, I have issued approvals of two thousand one hundred 
and th:rteen applications for school lands, embracing five hundred and 
eighty thousand eight hundred and nine acres." ј 
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After a careful consideration of this subject, I think it for the best 
interest to the State, and therefore recommend that the Legislature take 
such action in the premises ав they: may deem proper for its consumma- 
tion. 

In a little more than two years last past, I have made and transmitted 
to County Surveyors of the various counties of this State, six hundred 
and forty official township maps, and issued over seven hundred land 
patents, and done much work on the official map of the State. The law 
regulating the official acts and duties of Surveyor General and State 
Land Register, requires тоб only this, but that all applications and 
approvals of lands selected and sold вћоша be reported to the County Sur- 
veyors. These duties, in connection with the regular routine of official 
business, make it a matter of necessity that a competent draughtsman 
and a sufficient clerical force should be kept in this office, at least for the 
next two years.

MAJORITY REPORT. 


ASSEMBLY CHAMBER, 
CARSON City, Nevada, February 17, 1875. | 


Мв. SPEAKER: А majority of your Committee on Counties and 
County Boundaries, to whom was referred Assembly Bill No. 68, entitled 
« An Act to create the County of Buena Vista, and to provide for the 
organization thereof," have carefully considered the same, and гезресі- 
fully report à substitute bill and recommend its passage. 

The county of Humboldt contains an area of sixteen thousand square 
miles, with a population of three thousand five hundred, and taxable 
property assessed in the year eighteen hundred and seventy -four at two 
million three hundred and twenty-seven thousand five hundred and 
seventy-five dollars and eighty-six cents ($2,327,575 86). 

In_addition to one hundred and fifty miles of the roadway of the 
Central Pacific Railroad lying within its limits, it possesses large and 
constantly increasing mining, milling, grazing and agricultural interests 
amply sufficient to warrant two county organizations. 

We find the number of votes cast at the last general election to be 
eight hundréd and seventy-six. 

From evidence before the committee, we find that the proposed new 
county would have taxable property to the amount of one million dollars, 
and Humboldt County about one million two hundred and twenty-seven 
thousand dollars, From the evidence we find that about seven-eighths 
of the people of the southern part of Humboldt County favor a new 
county, and-about the same proportion in the northern portion oppose it. 
From the evidence before us, we find that the new county of Buena 
Vista will have a population of one thousand five hundred, leaving Hum- 
boldt County a population of two thousand. 

By reason of the large extent of territory embraced within the limits 
of Humboldt. County, as at present organized, a large number of its 
citizens reside at remote distances from the present county seat, and ex- 
traordinary expense is entailed upon a very large number of its citizens 
in the transaction of their business requiring an attendance at the county 
seat, as well as upon the county in conducting judicial proceedings and 
other public affairs. A majority of your committee are entirely satisfied 
that-the best interests of the people of Humboldt County will be sub- 
served by the proposed division; and that the convenience and advan- 
tage resulting to many of its citizens by such division will much more 


than compensate for the increased expense incident to an additional 
county organization. 


Your committee have taken pains to ascertain the wishes of the, 


citizens residing in that portion of Humboldt County proposed to be set 
of, believing, as they do, that the wishes of those people in relation to 
the proposed division ought to mainly govern in this matter. A majority 
of your committee are satistied that the people of that portion of Hum- 
boldt County are almost unanimously in favor of division. 

A majority of your committee are satisfied that there is sufficient 
territory, property and population within the limits:of the proposed 
county of Buena Vista for a county organization, ау proposed іп the sub- 
stitute for the original bill, and that it is not advisable to inelude within 
the limits of Buena Vista County any portion of Churchill County. 

For these reasons your committee reeommend the passage of the sub- 
stitute bill herewith reported.

MINORITY REPORT. 


МВ. SPEAKER: Ав one of the Committee on Counties and County 
Boundaries І connot agree with the majority in recommending the pas- 
sage of the Substitute for Assembly Bill No. 68. 

The facts set forth in their report are in the main correct, but they 
have entirely ignored all mention of the county debt, which is a matter 
“ of some importance in connection with the division of a county. 

The debt of Humboldt County, according to the last statement of the 
State Controller, is sixty-six thousand five hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars and sixty-six cents, of which sum fifty thousand dollars was incurred 
in building a Court-house, and it will be observed Бай by the provisions 
of the bill now before the House the value of said Court-house is to be 
appraised by Commissioners, the appraised value to be deducted from 
the county debt, of which the new county of Buena Vista assnmes its 
proportion. 

I must also differ with them in the opinion that the present location 
of the county seat is a great inconvenience and expense to the people in 
the southern portion of the county. 1115 а well known fact that a large 
portion of the people in the southern portion of Humboldt County live 
either on or near the line of the Central Pacific Railroad, and it consumes 
less time and money to proceed by said road to Winnemucca, the present 
county seat of Humboldt County, than to go to Mill City by rail, and 
then by stage to Unionville, the proposed county seat of Buena Vista 
County. 

Owing to the importance of the bill, I would respectfully recommend 
that it be referred to a committee of the whole House so that its merits 
and demerits may be fully discussed.

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REPORT. 


To the honorable Senate and Assembly of Nevada: 


In accordance with law, І have the honor to transmit to you my 
report, as Warden of-the State Prison, for the years eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three and eighteen hundred and seventy-four. My term as 
Warden does not extend over the entire two years, a8 you are doubtless. 
aware; I was placed in charge of the State Prison on the fourteenth day 
of March, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, by General Van Bokkelin, 
who acted under orders of his Excellency, Governor Bradley. It із not 
my purpose to recall the military preparations made for the carrying 
into effect of the law under which I took charge of the prison аң 
Warden, and I only now allude to the events preceding my being in- 
ducted into the active duties of office, by stating that, on being во, I 
found everything pertaining to the prison in a state of utter confusion 
and demoralization. I admit that I had been without that experience 
which is the surest and safest guide in conducting institutions of this 
character, but I saw at once that prompt action was demanded of me. 
I immediately set about organizing guards, and instituting such discipline 
as the exigencies seemed imperatively to demand of me. I take pleasure 
in informing you that I believe my labors have been adequately re- 
warded.. By constant care I have been able to prevent any revolts of 
the prisoners, though several have been attempted. 'After the organiza- 
tion of my guards, it seemed to me my imperative duty to confine the 
area of the prisoners under my charge to their working quarters; and, . 
with the consent of the Prison Commissioners, I was allowed to con- 
struct a wall running nearly due east with the main prison wall to the 
high quarry wall. lalso caused to be constructed a high and strong 
wall from the prison west to the Warm Springs Hotel, and thence south 
along the line of the hotel to the main quarry wall. Thus I confined 
the prisoners to their proper working quarters, which were being 
enlarged daily, as the stone quarrying went on. By this means the 
Security of the prisoners by day was made certain; a condition which 
could not ‘have been had the large area in front been open to them 
which I found on entering uponmy duties. After making what I deemed 
ample security for the safety of thé prisoners from escape, my next 
effort was directed towarde the inauguration of some industry which 
should aid, in a material manner, in supporting the prison. I was given 
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permission, by the Board of Prison Commissioners, of inaugurating any 
industry I might deem fit. I at once determined on the attempt at in. 
troducing the manufacture of boots and shoes. I was empowered to 
employ a gentleman, qualified in the highest branch of that manufacture, 
іо act as Superintendent, and started in with eight prisoners, all of 
whom were totálly ignorant of shoemaking, with one exception. 'The 
result was what might have been expected. "There were no profits from 
this business for the first nine months, but I have carefully persevered 
until I have now thirty-five good workmen, and the profits of their 
handiwork—which is unexcelled any where—now reaches the handsome 
sum of eight hundred dollars per month. This gratifying result is the , 
work of care, diligence, and perseverance, and will have the double 
effect of being а present benefit to the State, and giving а valuable occu. 
pation to such prisoners as may be discharged from service from time 
totime. Iam still obliged to keep the greater part of the prisoners at 
work in the stone quarry. This branch of business will never be very 
profitable, owing to the limited demand for stone. For a detailed account 


«ОҒ the prison shoeshop and stone quarry, I refer you to Exhibit * D," 


accompanying this report. The total expenditures of the State Prison 
for the years eighteen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen hundred 
апа seventy-foür are given in round numbers elsewhere, and which I 
repeat here, as ‘follows:

For details I respectfully refer you to Exhibits “С” and “Н.” Рег- 
haps it will not be out of place to state here that the cost per diem of 
maintaining our prisoners for the past two years, has been a fraction 
over forty cents. : 

In May last I was sent to the Atlantic States by the Board of Prison 
Commissioners. Тһе object was twofold: 

First—I had been invited (and was desirous of attending), the Prison 
Congress of the United States, which assembled in St. Louis last May. 
I was anxious of making myself more familiar with the best modes of 
неше prisoners, and learning all that I did not know of prison dis- 
cipline. | ` 


- 
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Second—To visit all the modern prisons in the Eastern States, for the 

urpose of obtaining such information of prison architecture as would 

enable me to submit the best plans for the prison which the Prison Com- 
missioners contemplated building in this State. 

I derived great knowledge of prison discipline during my attendance 
on the Prison Congress, and I thoroughly inspected all the best con- 
structed penitentiaries in the Eastern States. Оп my return, I submitted 
a plan for the new prison at Reno, which I had the satisfaction of seeing 
adopted by our Board of Prison Commissioners having that institution 
under their charge. 


- 


боз RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I have several recommendations which I respectfully make to you. I 
recommend to you that provision be made by statute for a Deputy 
Warden. There is always a necessity for an executive officer at the 
prison. The Warden is liable to be called away at any time on business 
appertaining to the prison. Тһе Captain of the guard can only execute 
the orders given him for the safety of tho prisoners, and to which duty 
he alone is expected to attend. Тһе rapid шегеаве of prisoners—from 
seventy-three to one hundred and thirty-three in two years—gives addi- 
tional warrant to this recommendation. . 

I recommend a speedy construction of the new prison, for reasons 


enumerated already—the rapid increase of prisoners. We have now - 


only fifty-three cells for one hundred and thirty-three prisoners. I have 
largely increased the number of cells, as will be seen hereafter, but 
they are insufficient to give healthy accommodation to the unfortunates 
under my charge. , 

I recommend separate legislative appropriations—that 18, I think 
separate prison funds would be advisable. For instance, в Shoe Shop 
Fund, or а General Manufacturing Fund, to be paid into the State Treas- 
ury, and drawn upon, together with the earnings, ав the necessities of 
the industry mjght warrant, would be judicious. 

I would recommend rewards for overwork. The Prison Congress de- 
liberations showed that the system of “tasks” worked well. I think 
that the, giving of prisoners “tasks,” and paying them for overwork, 
the results of their labors, if you please, to be paid into the State Treas- 
ury, and to be repaid to the convicts at the time of their liberation, 
would stimulate their ambition, and help to make men of them. 

All the delegates to the Prison Congress agreed to make recommenda- 


tions to their respective Legislatures for a donation to that Congress. . 


In accordance therewith, I hereby recommend that an appropriation of 
fifty dollars be made to the Prison Congress of the United States. 
There are two men confined in the prison who are hopelessly insane. 


They cannot receive the care and attention here that they require, and . 


I respectfully recommend that some provision be made for their removal 
to an asylum. 

I would, in conclusion, state that the special appropriation for a Prison 
Library Fund has been most judiciously expended, under direction of 
the Prison Commissioners, and a valuable library is the result. This has 
been added to by private donations. The books are eagerly perused by 
the prisoners. I would respectfully recommend another appropriation, 
of such amount as the Legislature sees fit to make, for the enlargement 
of the library. 
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Тһе health of the prisoners has been very good during the past two 
years; there have been no deaths, and very little gerious illness. Те 


` medical attendant, Dr. Davison, has given them all the attention required, 


and has been very successful in his treatment. | 
The conduct of the prisoners, with few exceptions, has been very 


good.

The amount oxponded for subsistence for the offieers and employés of 
the prison is included in this account of commissary stores. The 
amounts chargod to the bedding account, and to the fuel and lights ас- 
count, also includes that охропдод for the officers’ and guards’ quarters. 
The average number of officers and employés for the two years, is fif- 
teen, making the total number for which subsistence has been furnished, 
one hundred and twenty-three, costing, per head, one hundred and sev- 
enty-one dollars and thirty-three cents, or twenty-three and one third 
cents per day. 

/ 
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The cost of maintaining the prison for the two years, leas the earnings, 
not estimating the value of improvements, is sixty-six thousand and 
nineteen dollars and twenty-nine cents (Exhibit “С.”) The average num- 
ber of convicts, one hundred and eight, making a net cost to the State 
for each convict, of six hundred and eleven dollars and twenty-nine 
cenis, or eighty-three and seyenty-four one hundredths cents por day. 
There has been paid from the appropriation for the years eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-three and eighteen hundred and seventy-four, the sum 
of nine hundred and ten dollars, to soldiers of the National Guard, for 
services rendered at the time of the break of September seventeenth, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-one. As this is not an item in the cost of 
maintaining the prison for the two years, it ought to be deducted from 
the expense account. | 

There is an additional amount paid from the appropriation on account 
of the break of September seventeenth, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
ono, of four hundred and sixty-seven dollars, for advertising rewards 
for escaped convicts, and one hundred and five dollars and fifty cents 
for feos allowed for prosecuting С. С, Blair, an escape of the break. 
Those three items make the escaped prisoners account of eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-one, one thousand four hundred and eighty-two dollars 
and fifty cents, The sum of three hundred dollars was paid to the Vir- 
ginia and Truckce Railroad Company for the transportation of troops and 
artillory, called out by the Governor, March fourteenth, eighteen hun- 
dred and sowenty-three, for the purpose of putting the Board of State 
Prison Commissioners ш possession of the prison. These various amounts 


have beon paid from this appropriation. I have expended during Ше, 


two years, for building material, the amount of five thousand and forty, 
dollars and ninety-seven cents. > 

During my administration I have inclosed the prison with a stone 
wall, ranging from fourteen feet to eighteen feet in height, according to 
locality, and from two and one half fect to throe feet in thickness. This 
wall runs from the walls of the prison buildings to the high quarry 
walls, entirely inclosing the workshops and grounds. In these walls I 
have usod twenty-one thousand three hundred and fifty-five cubic foet 
of stone, and the top is finished off with thirteen hundred and thirty-six 
square foot of coping. I have built a new dining-room, adjoining the old 
one, on the south. It is forty-five fect three inches by thirty-nine feet 
eight inches in the clear, and seventeen feet high, having walls three feet 
thick. The floor is laid with flagging. It has a bridge-peaked roof— 
with iron grated skylights—the windows of which can be raised or 
lowered at option, and are twonty-two feet above the floor. It is en- 
tered through a short passageway from the yard, which passageway 
is secured by two iron grated doors. An iron саро, ten feet long by 
four and one half foot wide and elevon feet high, projects into the room, 
in which is stationed the officer on duty, to preserve order in the dining- 
room. The building is connected with the old dining-room--which is 
now filled with cells—by а passage at the conter, secured at either end 
by grating doors. I have built two new water-closets with threo feet 
walls, thereby putting into use two more colls. I have built twelve 
new colls, віх in the old dining-room, three in the corridor, and three in 
the stable building. They are all built of dressed rock, with doors four 
inches thick, heavily ironed with half-inch iron, and secured by new 
and strong knuckled fastenings. I have built а large and commodious 
8hoeshop — one hundred and thirty-nine fect long, twenty-two feet 
wide, and twenty feet high—capable of accommodating sixty workmen. 


—— 
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Adjoining the shoeshop I have built а bath-room, fourteen feet by 
twenty-two feet, twenty feet high, used for bathing the convicts. It 
has à large tank on top, holding four hundred gallons of water, with 
pipes supplying the bath tubs, and a pipe running into the shoeshop to 
e used in event of fire. I have built а new blacksmith shop, eighteen 
by twenty-eight feet, fourteen feet high; a carpenters’ shop, twenty-six 
by thirty-nine feet high; and a tailor shop, thirty-two by twenty-five feet, 
twenty feet high. Ihave also built on to the east end of the main prison 
building an addition, seventeen by thirty feet, twenty-eight feet high, 
This is divided into four rooms, fourteen by fifteen. feet each—two on 
the ground floor and two in the second story. ‘They are hard-finished, 
and each room has one iron grated window. One of the lower rooms 
has a door opening into the office, and the other is connected by an 
arched doorway with the store-room, and is used as an addition to it. 
The two upper rooms, used as sleeping-rooms for employés, are entered 
by a stairway from the front sidewalk, which has been extended ten 
feet. I have laid new flagging in the old dining-room, in the corridor, 
and in the passages. I have removed the partition between the front 
and back offices, throwing them both into one large room, which I have . 
fitted up with а counter and two desks, all of black walnut and made 
in the prison. I have sunk a new wellin the yard, covering it with a 
neat frame well-house; it is twenty-three feet deep and is capable of 
supplying sixty gallons of water per minute; it has a double action Ex- 
celsior force pump attached, with hose enough to carry water over the 
entire grounds of the prison. I have also constructed a large sewer, 
running from the lower end of the yard through the bath-room, suffi. 
ciently large to drain the whole yard. These buildings are all of stone, 
and solidly and substantially constructed. 
Taking the work done on these improvements at the valuation of con- 
vict labor, I estimate their value‘ at thirty-two thousand dollars, which 
I consider a very low estimation.

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MAJORITY REPORT. 
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То the honorable the Senate and Assembly of the State of Nevada: 


- Your Joint Special Committee appointed to proceed to the new Stat» 
Prison grounds at Reno, and report as to the eligibility and suitableness 
of the lands selected, expense of the different parts of the work, and a; 
to the amount of the funds necessary to complete the building, do 
respectfully report as follows: 

Your committee proceeded to Reno in obedience to such instructions, 
&nd personally examined the grounds selected and the work done, and 
heard testimony in relation to the value and character of the work per- 
formed. 

To aid us in the performance of the duty assigned us, we employed 
the services of Mr. G. Haist, an eminent civil engineer of Virginia City, 
and Mr. J. K. Winchell; of Reno, to make estimates as to the value of 
the work already done, and that yet to be done, whose reports are 
herewith submitted, and marked Exhibits «А? and “В,” 

On the north bank of the Truckee river, about one miles below the 
town of Reno, near the Central Pacific Railroad, we find the State has 
purchased two hundred and six асгез of land for the State Prison site. 
The Truckee river flows along the southern boundary of this land, afford- 
ing а valuable water power, which can be easily and cheaply utilized for 
any manufacturing establishments the State may hereafter see proper to 
erect. Тһе site we deem а convenient and healthy one. From íhe 
Controller's report we ascertain that the State paid for the grounds the 
sum of three thousand three hundred and eighteen dollars and.seventy- 
five cents. 

А foundation wall is now completed, inclosing an area of five and one- 
half acres of ground. This wall is nine feet high, seven feet thick and 
one thousand nine hundred and four feet in length, composed of granite, 
concrete and rubble stone, the whole constructed in a good, workmanlike 
manner. Mr. Haist estimates the value of this work at twenty-nine 
thousand five hundred and twenty dollars and twenty-five cents, as 
shown by “ Exhibit А? before referred to. 

In addition to the work above mentioned, we find that the grounds 
have been cleared of sagebrush and stone аба cost of one thousand six 
hundred and twenty dollars. There are also situated upon the grounds 


‚ a blacksmith shop, boarding house, tool house, lime house, office build- 


ing, and barn; three miles of water ditch, two horses and one truck, be- 
sides some surplus material belonging to the State. 

Your committee are of the opinion that with an appropriation of one 
hundred thousand dollars, in addition to the amount now remaining in 
the treasury of the fund, previously appropriated, the prison walls, could 
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be completed, and so much of the cell building às to enable the prisoners“, 
io be moved thither, and their labor used in completing the work. ТА 

Your committee have no means of ascertaining the amount that will 2 
be required to complete the work other than that obtained from the esti- " 
mates made by the architects, employed for that purpose. Mr. Haist's; 
estimate, which is herewith submitted, marked Exhibit «Ау? places the* 
amount at three hundred and forty-five thousand one hundred and forty». 
three dollars and sixty-seven cents; and that of Mr. J. K. Winchell, 
architect at Reno, employed by your committee, at three hundred an 
four thousand three hundred and fifty-two dollars and ninety-five cents, 
which is also submitted and marked Exhibit « B." 

We find by the report of the State Controller that the sum of fifty, 
thousand seven hundred and eleven dollars and eighty-seven cents has 
been expended in and about the work, up 40 the first day of Јапнагућ 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five. Your committee are of the opinioly 
that thirty-five thousand dollars, properly expended, would have covered 
all the necessary expenses incurred for labor performed and materidk, 
furnished to January first, eighteen hundred and seventy-five. 

Should your honorable body Чест it expedient to continue the wori» 
(and as to the propriety thereof your committee ате not asked to express 
an opinion), we recommend that à competent architect, who is willing Ln 
give bonds for the faithful performance of his duties, be employed when 
work is resumed. We find an architect employed by the State ай 
salary of three hundred dollars per month. We deem this a useless: exf 
penditure at the present time; and further recommend that all worklin-, 
the future be let to the lowest "responsible bidder, and that the work: A 
contracted be done under the immediate supervision and direction of; 
such architect, the Prison Commissioners retaining general supervision, > 
and to whom ihe architect shall be responsible. ET 

Your committee further recommend that the law of eighteen hundred", 
and seventy- -three, creating a Board of Prison Commissioners, be 86; 
amended as to increase said Board, adding two members, and тон ; 
clearly defining the duties and powers of said Board.

TESTIMONY OF 8. F. HOOLE. 


S. Е. Hoole being duly sworn deposes and says: 

Was appointed Superintendent of the State Prison works on the

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То the honorable the Assembly of the State of Nevada: 


Your Committee to whom was re-referred Assembly Bil No. 86, 
entitled “An Act to perfect the title to the State Prison," have had the 
same under consideration, and respectfully submit the following report : 

Prior to March first, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, one Abraham 
Curry owned the possessory right to and occupied the premises upon 
which the Prison buildings are now situated, and on that day, in consid- 
eration of eighty thousand dollars, eonveyed the same to “Тһе People 
of Nevada." Subsequently, and in December, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, Curry conveyed the same premises to the State of Nevada. 
Immediately after the conveyance in March, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
four, the Territorial authorities entered into possession of the Prison and 
premises, since which time the possession of the Territory and State has 
been uninterrupted. At the several dates before mentioned Curry 
claimed and occupied other lands adjacent to the Prison property and in 
the same Government subdivision, and one Alvah Mitchell, an employe 
of Curry’s, although not an actual settler or in any manner connected 
with the possessory right or title, filed his claim in the Land Office at 
Carson to preempt the same. This application coming to the notice of 
the then State authorities, a protest was filed against the issuance of pa- 
tent to Mitchell, and Mitchell’s application was denied. Subsequently, 
and on the thirtieth day of December, eighteen hundred and sixty-five, 
an arrangement was consummated between the parties interested where- 
by the State withdrew its objection to Mitchell’s precinction, and Mitchell 
agreed in writing to convey the Prison premises to the State of Nevada 
in fee simple absolute, free from all incumbrances, upon receipt of patent 
by him and the demand of the Governor, which agreement was filed for 
record and recorded in the Recorder’s office for Ormsby County on the 
Second day of January, eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 

Subsequent to this arrangement and on the thirteenth day of May, 1867, 
whilst the State was in the actual possession of the premises, and as we 
have reason to believe, at a time when the purchaser had both actual 
and constructive knowledge of the State possession, claim and equitable 
title, one В. L. King bought at judicial sale for one hundred dollars the 
right of Mitchell in and to the land for which he had previously received 
the patent. 

On the second of September, A. D. 1867, for the sum of one thousand 
(1,000) dollars King conveyed his interest in the entire premises to A. 
D. Treadway, Treadway having actual and constructive notice of the 
State’s possession, claim and equitable title. On the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, 1870, Treadway brought a pesonal action in ejectment against one 
James S. Slingerland, in which he recovered as against said Slingerland 
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а judgment for the possession. То this suit the State was not a party, 
nor was the equitable title and right of the State answered in said action, 
or in any manner determined or effected. 

Your committee have heard many suggestions tending to prove the 
fraudulent character of Mitchell’s precinetion and Treadway’s claim of 
title; that Mitchell was but an instrument used by Curry in an attempt 
to defeat the sale which he had made to the State; that both Mitchell 
and Treadway were put forward by Curry to aequire*and hold the dry 
legal title, he being at all times the beneficiary and real party in interest. 
But the facts before stated, about which there is no controversy and 
upon which Treadway himself relies, are deemed sufficient to support 
the conclusions which we have reached. Upon these facts it is the 
unanimous opinion of your committee that the State of Nevada has an 
absolute and indefeasible right to occupy, possess and enjoy the State 
Prison premises as against Mr. Treadway and all the world, and that it 
has a complete, equitable title thereto, which will become a perfect legal 
title by Mitchell’s deed ; that Treadway has no cquitable interest in the 
premises and no legal interest which is of any value to the State; that 
the State is entitled to a deed for the Prison and premises without the 
payment of any sum of money, and can compel such deed by process of 
law; that King, having actual knowledge of the State’s possession, both 
actual and constructive knowledge of the equity raised and vested in the 
State by Mitchell’s recorded agreement to convey, bought subject to such 
right and equity and took nothing by his deed except Mitchell’s interest 
after his agreement with the State had been fully performed; and that 
Treadway, for the same facts and reasons stands in King’s shoes, took 
what King took and nothing more. King and Treadway, buying with 
notice, got no better title and acquired no better rights than Mitchell 
had, and as Mitchell had no rights against the State, Treadway has none. 
No equitable doctrine is better established than that so clearly laid down 
in the leading case of L. Neve vs. Г. Neve, namely: 

«'That the person who puchases an estate, although for valuable con- 
Sideration, after notice of a prior equitable right, makes himself а 
purchaser in bad faith, and will not be enabled by getting in the legal 
estate to defeat such prior equitable interest, but will be held a trustee 
for the benefit of the person whose right he sought to defeat.” 

«Tt may be laid down as à general rule that а purchaser with notice of 
a right in another is in equity liable to the same extent and in the same 
manner as the person from whom he made the purchase.? 

« If a person contracts to sellan estate the purchaser with notice of 
snch contract is liable to the same equity, and stands in the 
same place, and is bound to do that which the vendor whom ће re- 
presents would be bound to do.”

Nothing is better settled both in England and Ameriea than the gen- 
eral doctrine that the purchaser of a legal title is liable to all equities of 
which he had actual or constructive notice at the time of the purchase.

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It appearing, therefore, to your committee that Treadway has nothing 
which the State is not entitled to receive, and that the State is entitled 
to a deed, and may compel a deed without the payment of any sum of 
money whatever; and further, that under its contract with Mitchell the 
State is entitled to occupy and possess its Prison premises as against 
Treadway, and as against all persons whomsoever, and that such right 
is founded both in equity and law, your committee see no reason to 
justify the passage,of this bill, and recommend that it do not pass.

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REPORT. 


To the honorable the Senate and Assembly of the State of Nevada: . 


In accordance with the law defining the duties of the State Mine- 
ralogist, I have the honor to lay before you the following report for the 
years eighteen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four: 

Introductory to the report will be found a brief history of the silver 
mines of the world, which it is thought will be of interest in this piace. _ 
It has been carefully prepared, and much of the information contained 
therein has been collated from sources inaccessible to the mass of 
readers. 

During the past two years I have visited nearly every town and min- 
ing district within the State, having spent seven months in the field, and 
having traveled over four thousand miles. Such histories and descrip- 
tions as the duties of this office require to be written, will be found under 
proper headings. 


SILVER MINES OF THE WORLD. 


The art of extracting metals from their ores and preparing them for the 
uses of the artisan and manufacturer, dates from a very early period in the 
history of mankind. The principles of the art, it is true, have only been 
explained by modern ingenuity and thought, yet, though rudely applied 
and illy understood, they were in existence long before the sciences of 
chemistry, physics, and mechanics were brought to bear upon the pro- 
gress of the race and the civilization of the world. Modern science has 
leaped the barriers of ancient superstition and thought—has offered 
knowledge and light instead of ignorance and craft—but the foundation 
upon which it stands, the advance which it has made, the benefits which 
it has secured, have their origin, indeed, in the rude and simple arts 
practiced in days long since passed. 

As the history of metallurgy, in general, is neither definite nor plain, 
во is the history of each individual metal uncertain and obscure, espe- 

cially when ages are treated of far distant from our own; for mach of 
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the data from which it is deduced—much of that which is necessary and 
useful to a full knowledge of its history—has been lost in the past from 
‘the lack of culture, and from the inability and indisposition of the 
ancients to commit to writing an account of their customs and the arts 
which they practiced. While now and then a verse is found in the Bible, 
or a passage is gleaned from the writings of Polybius, Pliny, and others, 
which informs us оЁ the mineral wealth of some particular district, or 
the existence of some particular alloy, yet а mass of information is by 
no means to be obtained, and we are obliged to content ourselves with 
a knowledge of what is, rather than a knowledge of what has been. 
^ In writing of silver alone—the metal which engages our attention 
now, and of which we propose to give а brief sketch—we are met, ша 
measure, by the difficulty mentioned; and not until we leave those 
almost forgotten periods, and pass to those comparatively modern, can 
we arrive at an exact degree of accuracy and truth: It may be of inter- 
est, however, to refer to a few passages gathered from ancient writings, 
and while the interpretation is not always easy, nor certain, it is clearly 
proven that the use of silver is of the most remote antiquity; 80 remote, 
indeed, that its discovery extends far beyond the reach of modern 
research. | 
From the Bible, we learn that silver was much esteemed in the days 
of Abraham; for in the purchase of the field of Hebron, it is said that 
the silver paid was “current money with the merchant.” This lan- 
guage would imply that there was also uncurrent silver at that time, 
and that the rudiments of metallurgy were already in vogue: In the 
sixteenth verse of the twentieth chapter of Genesis, we read of so 
many pieces of silver being received; this language, in a commercial - 
transaction, might be used even at the present day. Passing on from 
the time of Abraham to that of Moses, we find in the twenty-second 
verse of the thirty-first chapter of Numbers, that at that time at least 
віх metals were known. “Only the gold, and the silver, the brass, the 
iron, the tin, and the lead, everything that may abide the fire, ye shall 
make it go through the fire, and it shall be clean.” Job, who is supposed 
to have written about eighteen hundred years before the Christian era, 
speaks of a “ует for the silver, and a place for the gold, where they 
fine it"; and David speaks of the * works of the Lord as silver tried in 
а furnace of earth, purified seven times." ‘hat the process of спреПа- 
tion was known at an early date, seems very evident from various pas- 
sages. In the thirtieth verse of the sixth chapter of Jeremiah, the 
wicked are compared with reprobate silver, because the Lord hath 
rejected them; and in the eighteenth and twentieth verses of the twenty- 
second chapter of Ezekiel, the dross and melting of silver are distinctly 
mentioned. A still more particular reference is made in the third verse 
of the third chapter of Malachi; there the Judge is represented as sitting 
“ав a refiner and purifier of silver.” Some writers are disposed to doubt 
that the process of cupellation, in the refining of silver, was known in 
the days of Malachi; yet the passages indicated here certainly encour- 
age the belief that silver was refined at that time pretty much in the 
same manner as it is at the present day; at all.events, the same results 
were reached. There are numerous other passages in the Bible, which 
demonstrate the great antiquity of silver, but we have quoted sufficiently 
to show that this metal was known at least twenty centuries before the 
Christian era, and that it was used, in a measure, for the same purposes 
for which it is used at the present time. Мог could it have been at all 
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rare, for in the time of Solomon, “1$ was nothing accounted of, for the 


King made silver to be as stones in Jerusalem." 


In searching. among ancient writings, we find the same scattering . 


accounts of the abundance of silver and the manner in which it was used. 
Polybius tells us, in describing Ecbatana, that the beams, pillars, and 
roofs whieh supported the porticoes and peristyles of the palace, were 
covered with plates of silver and gold. Crasus, who is known to-day 
only on account of the immense wealth which he possessed, and who 
lived about five centuries and a half before the Christian era, is said by 
Heroditus to have made presents to the Temple of Delphi of gold and 
silver, two hundred and seventy talents of the former, and four thou- 


sand talents of the latter. If the writings of Vitruvius and Pliny are | 


to be accepted as true, the amalgamator eighteen hundred years ago 
worked the ores of silver and gold in nearly the same manner as those 
ores are worked at the present day. Pliny, in enumerating the proper- 
ties of quicksilver, makes mention of the workings of the ores of gold; 
his reference to the ores of silver are equally plain. 

For centuries after the Christian era, many nations of the earth were 
in а sort of semi-barbarous state, and the history of the world during 
this period, as well as the history of the metals it contained, is equally 
obscure and uncertain. Even after the decline of the Roman Empire, а 
time more approximating our own, the force of civilization was not 
understood, principles were poorly explained, the influences of science 
and society were felt but httle, and the art of metallurgy, like other 
arts, was to a great extent lost іп the darkness of mediæval barbarism. 
Each country of the world has its own individual history, its own dis-. 
tinetive peculiarities; accordingly we shall now divide them, and treat 
of each one more partieularly.* 


- 


ASIA AND AFRICA. 


These countries, compared with Europe and America, have scarcely 
yet passed through the middle ages of history. Much of the territory 
is barren and desolate; the civihzation of the people is imperfect, and 
we are obliged tó pass by them hastily for want of reliable data to serve 
our purpose. 1% 18 true that certain savants and explorers have репе- 
trated far into the interior of these Eastern countries, and have accom- 
plished much for the benefit of mankind, but they have found the people 
in a State of ignorance, and little of interest concerning the history of 
the past; and there is scarcely any evidence that silver mines would be 
worked advantageously, even if such were known to exist. From 
sacred records, and from writers of the earliest times, we are enabled to 
gain some information which may be of interest. Gmelin says, with a 
show of authority, that among the tribes of Hastern Siber ia are observed 
the remains of ancient furnaces, where silver was formerly extracted 
from its ore; but we do not know that many such furnaces are in opera- 
tion at the pr esent time. 

The silver of the tribes along the eastern end of the Mediterranean 
was supposed to have been derived from Chaldea, Bucharia, and the 
mountains of the modern Russian Empire. The inhabitants of these 
countries, with that miserly spirit peculiar to their primitive state, seem 
to have hoarded up both silver and gold; for we are told by Rawlinson, 


whose information is mostly of worth, that the City of Damascus, at . 


one time, was compelled to pay a tribute of twenty-three hundred talents 
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of silver, besides gold, copper, and brass. If it is possible to believe the 
figures of Pliny, says а writer on this subject, Cyrus obtained from his 
‚ conquests in Asia, an amount of silver equal to seven billion seven hun- 
dred and twenty million pounds sterling; while, according to Heroditus, 
the nations subdued by the Pérsians, excepting the Indies and Antioch, 
paid a yearly tribute in silver of about three million pounds sterling. 

The ancient kings of Egypt obtained their chief wealth from the 
mines of Nubia and Ethiopia, where copper, as well as gold and silver, 
were produced. The land of Ophir mentioned in the Bible was, prob- 
ably, in Africa, and from the amount of gold obtained there, coupled 
with the fact that a percentage of silver usually accompanies such ores, 
we might infer the existence of silver in many of the uncivilized dis- 
tricts of that country; but until further information is obtained, and 
more explorations have been made, the history of the precious metals 
іп both Asia and Africa must remain very unsatisfactory.

EUROPE. 

In passing to Europe, our knowledge is more extended and complete. 
From the most remote ages this country has been very productive of 
silver, as well as of many other metals, and the records of the past work- 
ing of mines and of their present condition, are easily obtained. Europe, 
however,like the rest of the world, has had its wars and seasons of 
ealamities, and as such seasons are marked in the arts and practices of 
the people, we cannot expect а continued account of the land from the 

eriod of its first occupancy. In this account of the silver mines of 
urope, we shall write first briefly of 


SPAIN. 


The story of Diodorus, though certainly not true, is useful in inform- 
. ing us of the extravagant ideas of the ancients in regard to the mines of 
Spain. He relates that the shepherds of the Pyrenees set fire to the 
forests which were immediately about their encampments; the minerals 
in the earth were fused, and the melted silver ran upon the ground 
like water іп а stream. Тһе Spanish peninsula is said to have been the 
Tarshish of old; and through tradition we learn that much of the wealth 
of Solomon was gathered from the Spanish mines. While these ancient 
Stories and traditions are of little value, it is certain that in olden times 
much silver was produced in this country. Pliny tells us that silver 
was sought for in the bowels of the earth, а mile and a half beyond the 
light of day. Тһе Arabs and Romans received much of their wealth 
from Spain, and during the nine years following the second Punic war, 
one hundred and twelve thousand pounds of silver went into the public 
treasury of Rome from this country alone. Hannibal derived from this 
source the means of carrying on his war, one mine alone furnishing him 
daily with silver to the amount of three Hundred pounds; while the 
Carthagenians at one time-had forty thousand men employed in extract- 
ing the ores. 

The mine of Zalamea was worked in the middle ages, and that of 
Guadaleanal was worked by the State with great success in the six- 
teenth century. The latter mine passed into the hands of the Fucares in 
the year one thousand five hundred and twenty-one, who, in the thirty-six 
years of their working, extracted silver to the worth of nearly fifteen 
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millions of dollars. There is not that extravagant wealth in Spain at 
the present time which is chronicled of .past years, yet her place is still. 


important among the’ mining countries'of the world. The mines of 
Sierra de Almagrera were opened in the year eighteen hundred and 
thirty-nine, and six years afterwards there меге eight thousand miners 
employed in the lead and silver workings of the district. The most im- 
portant mines at present are those of Hiendelaencina, which were dis- 
covered about thirty years ago, and which have been very productive 
ever since. The average annual yield for a period of twenty years, was 
about thirty-one thousand five hundred and seventy-seven pounds troy. 
There are numerous lead mines in Spain, which, since the discovery of 
Pattinson’s process of concentrating silver in lead, have yielded a large 
quantity of silver, especially the provinces of Murcia and Alméria. The 
total annual production of the Spanish mines at present is about one 
hundred thousand pounds troy. 


FRANCE. 


Compared with Mexico, or some of the other mining districts of the 
New World, the production of France is very small. Of its past his- 
tory we know but little; of its present history there is little to know, 
The mines of Pouillaouen and Huelgoét have been worked upwards of 
three centuries, with considerable success. They are, however, improp- 
erly classed as silver mines, since the product is chiefly galena; yet, ап 
ochreous clay is also yielded, which gives silver to the amount of about 
thirty ounces to the ton of ore. In the year eighteen hundred and six- 
teen, these mines furnished five hundred tons of lead, from which was 
extracted about one thousand and thirty avoirdupois pounds of silver. 
The mines of Pontgiband, іп the Puy-de-Dôme, are the most important 
argentiferous galena mines in France. Тһе ore, which is mixed with 
silica, is smelted in blast furnaces, after having undergone a preliminary 
roasting. Тһе lead annually produced at the Pontgiband mines gives 
about one hundred and fifty-five thousand ounces of silver. Тре mines 
of La Gardette and Chalanches, though not worked now for silver, 
were formerly worked for that metal alone. The present annual pro- 
duction of silver in France is between twenty and twenty-five thousand 
pounds. 


ITALY. 


This country, though somewhat more productive than France, also 
holds an inferior position among the silver-producing countries of, the 
world. While in the days of the Roman Empire immense quantities of 
the precious metals were gathered and stored away by the wealthy 
Romans, still we do not find that either much gold or silver was pro- 
duced in the vicinity of Rome itself. The treasures were obtained from 
various places—from Upper Italy, the Noric Alps, Illyria, and other 
places: So much metallic wealth was brought to Rome from the con- 
quered provinces, and the love of display was so great, that Caligula, at 
one time caused the armor and weapons brought into his: circus to'be 
covered with silver to the amount of one hundred and twenty-four thou- 
sand pounds. | 

Тһе lead ores of Sardinia are worked for their silver, and from this 
source the product of Italy is mostly obtained. At present there are 
thirty-nine mines in operation, and the annual production of lead is 
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about fourteen thousand tons; from the lead about three hundred and 
sixty-five thousand ounces of silver are extracted. The smelting of old 
slags in the island of Sardinia, in addition to the above amount, fur- 
nishes annually about nine hundred tons of lead and fifteen thousand 
ounces of silver. Тһе annual production of silver in Italy approxi- 
mates thirty-two thousand pounds. 


GREECE. 


The glory of Greece belongs to a former age, and as her great cities 
and men, her culture and art, have passed away; as Athens has declined, 
and the Parthenon crumbled to dust, so the products of the country and 
the sources of its wealth have become materially diminished. Rich 
silver mines formerly existed in Attica and Epirus, and gold mines were 
found in Thessaly and Thrace. The Colophians, we are told, under- 
stood the process of smelting gold, but their knowledge of the working 
of silver was crude and incomplete. Their followers extracted silver 
from the residual earths, and with the aid of modern science, the ores 
might be worked with profit a third time. The Athenians possessed 
the mines of Laurium, which were once said to be “the foundation of 
the silver treasuries of the earth.” Greece, to-day, is but the semblance 
of her former self, and this change is seen in nothing more prominently 
than in the production of the precious metals. 


GERMANY. 


This is the most important silver-producing country in Europe. Its 
mines have been worked for centuries in the past, and though many of 
them are essentially poor to-day, there is produced an amount of silver 
which bears no mean comparison with that produced by the mines of some 
of the countries of the New World. The Hartz mines were discovered in 
the tenth century and have been productive ever since. The tradition 
of their discovery is given as follows: “A hunter by the name of 
Ramm, whilst engaged in the chase, had fastened his horse to a tree, 
when the animal in pawing with his feet, scraped away the soil and 
thereby disclosed some minerals. Speeimens of these were sent to the 
Emperor Otho, who immediately dispatched expert miners to examine 
the district.” The result was that the mines were discovered which 
- Btill continue to be worked, and the oldest is named Rammelsberg, in 
honor of the discoverer. At present, however, the product in many of 
these Hart% mines will scarcely repay the cost of working the ores, but 
the operations are continued by the German Government for the purpose 
of giving sustenance to the many families who are, in a measure, depend- 
ent upon the working of these mines for their support. Тһе total annual 
yield of the Hartz district is at present twenty-seven thousand five hun- 
dred pounds troy. 

The mines of Saxony were also discovered in the tenth century, 
when the entire district was covered with woods, and when there 
were but few inhabitants in the land. Operations were commenced 
soon after their discovery, the woods were cut down, the land be- 
came inhabited, and the mines of this country, like those of the Hartz, 
have had a history even to the present day. The annual product of 
Saxony at the present time is equivalent to eighty thousand pounds, 
&nd of this amount perhaps nine tenths is produced in the immediate 
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vicinity of Frieberg. From one mine alone, the Himmelfirst, no less. 


than two thousand one hundred and seventy-six hundred" weight of sil- 
ver has been obtained in a period of fifty years; while from the entire 
district, according to Breithaupt, from the date of its discovery to the 
year eighteen hundred and twenty-five, the value of the silver produced 
was equivalent to two hundred and forty millions of dollars. Inthe year 
eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, there Were produced from the Saxon 
mines, thirty-one thousand and fifty-seven and a half tons of ore, from 
which, in addition to sixty-four thousand nine hundred and forty-three 
and nine tenths pounds of silver, there were extracted four thousand six 
hundred and sixty-three and five eighths tons of lead, seventy-one and 
three twentieths tons of copper, six hundred and four and one fifth tons 
of zinc, one hundred and fifty-eight and a half tons of arsenic, one thou- 
sand two hundred and eight and one tenth tons of sulphur, and twelve 


pounds of nickel and cobalt; the value of which was one million eight 


hundred and fifty-eight thousand five hundred and sixteen three tenths 
thalers, or two hundred and seventy-eight thousand seven hundred and 
seventy-seven pounds ten shillings sterling. There is a considerable 
amount of silver produced at Freiberg, from imported ores. Labor is 
abundant and cheap, the natural advantages of the country are great, and 
consequently the expense of working the ores is small. Then there are 
found there all the acquirements of modern invention and thought, and 
the different processes of reducing ores, founded on the most scientific 
principles, are employed. Freiberg, too, is the mining center of Saxony, 
and, we might say, of Germany. Located there is one of the most noted 
schools of mines in the world, which numbers among its professors such 
men as Richter, Von Cotta, Weisbach, Winkler, and others, who have 
spent their lives in an atmosphere of science, and who have attained a 
perfection in the study of mines and the processes for reducing ores, 
scarcely known in other parts of the world. 16 was there that such men 
as Humboldt, Werner, Jameson, Plattner, and others, laid the foundation 
of that knowledge which has rendered their names lasting wherever 
the word “science” is heard. Students from all parts of the world go 
there to be instructed in a practical as well as theoretical knowledge of 
mines and mining. There are about one hundred and thirty mines of 
silver, copper, lead, and cobalt, in the immediate vicinity of Freiberg, 
and each student is required to grasp his tools and descend into their 
lower levels with the professors, to receive practical instruction, in some 
of the mines two thousand feet from the light of day; and it is on ac- 
count of this kind of knowledge, so well understood there, that ores are 
worked at Freiberg that would be thrown aside here in Nevada. In 
addition to the School of Mines, there is a second mining school at Frei- 
berg, which has for its object the practical training of Superintendents, 
managers, and workmen; and at Clausthal, the principal mining town 
of the Hartz, there is a mining school supported by the German Govern- 
ment. The influence of these schools in developing the resources of 
Germany is easily perceived. А apirit of inquiry is originated among 
the miners in general, experiments are made, engineering feats are 
plànned, an inventive disposition is aroused and encouraged, an enthu- 
siasm is awakened for scientific studies, and it is for these reasons that 
the mining schools of Germany have become so famous. Freiberg is, 
pérhaps, the most noted mining city in existence. Hight thousand: 
miners live‘there. А few words here in reference to their customs may 
not be out of place. - 
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These miners are à somewhat peculiar class; their common form of 
salutation on meeting one another is by the words “ Gluck auf,” an ех. 
pression which will scarcely bear an English translation. Imitating 
the Prussian military system, they form themselves into companies, and 
have regular times for inspection and parade. The miners are the sol- 
diers, their officers being selected from the Superintendents and fore- 
men; these ranking according to their positions in the mines. The 
streets are paraded in bonor of the king when he visits their town, and 
a time of rejoicing is had when a new vein is discovered. On such 
public occasions they do not appear in the every-day dress of miners, 
but in uniform peculiar to their class. The private, dressed with all 
the paraphernalia of a miner, carries a long knife in his girdle anda 
piekaxe:on his shoulder; the carpenter bears an axe, and the black. 
smith a hammer. The officers, too, have their respective uniforms, во 
that, when the procession is headed by a band of musicians, it has the 
appearance of an army of soldiers. All wear the “hinder-apron” of 
leather, and even the Berghauptman, the highest officer, would not be 
seen upon the streets without this remarkable appendage. This apron 
is worn even when not in procession, and a miner on the streets of Frei- 
berg without it, would be avoided by his fellows. In the ancient dom- 
kirche of the city, a sermon is preached once a quarter to the miners. 
Prayers are said every morning at the early hour of three o’clock, 
and the miner descends to his work with the music of an organ and the 
words of the priest still ringing in his ears. 


а 


The mines of this country were among the earliest discovered. It is 
supposed that the Hungarian mines were the first known. Agricola 
states that some of them were worked by the Romans as early as the 
seventh century. The celebrated mines of Joacimsthal, in Bohemia, . 
and those of Altenburg, were also discovered at a very early date; they 
are said to have furnished the Romans with much treasure. The Bohe- 
mian mines were probably discovered in the tenth century, and two cen- 
turies later the mines of the Tyrol were known. Тһе Austrian mines, 
in the year eighteen hundred and fifty, produced eighty-seven thousand 
pounds of silver. But Hungary, Transylvania, and the Banat now 
yield about ninety-two thousand pounds annually. Тһе total average 
lead production of the Austrian Empire is annually about ten thousand 
tons, and from this no inconsiderable amount of silver is obtained. 


NORWAY AND SWEDEN. 


Formerly the silver mines of these countries were more productive 
than at present. While the exact date of their discovery is somewhat 
indefinite, the progress of their working is comparatively well known. 
А few, at least, of the Norway mines were known before the discovery. 
of America, but the discovery of those of Kongsberg did not occur till 
sixteén hundred and twenty-three. These mines have produced a соп- 


- Biderable amount of silver, though at present their production is small 


compared with other districts of the same extent. Inthe year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four the yield was considerably more than seven thou- 
sand pounds. The mines of Sala, in Westmania, were known at least five 
hundred years ago. The silver usually occurs in the form of argen- 
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tiferous galena. Native amalgam is said to have been found at Sala 
about two hundred years ago. Тһе old mine of Sala, according to Dr. 
Pierey, is remarkable as having been worked to the great depth of опе" 
hundred and sixty-five fathoms—nine hundred and ninety feet—almost 
entirely without the use of gunpowder. Тһе primitive method of fire-' 
getting is still continued, 2. e, breaking down thé rock by making a fire 


of wood against the working face. In consequence the excavations are, 


very large and irregular, but stand well. Sometimes it has-been worked 
by individuals, and sometimes by companies. It is owned by the Swed- 
ish Government at present, and is leased to a company for a term of 
years, who pay for it опе tenth of all the metal they take out. Several 
hundred miners are emplóyed, each one of whom is furnished a house 
and four acres of land, though he is hired by the year, and must bind 
himself to remain that length of time before he із hired. There is а 
long winding road descending into the mine.. Horses are at work in 
different portions of the mine, which are lowered through the shaft. 
The total production of refined silver for the Government mint at Sala, 
in the year eighteen hundred and sixty-six, was about two thousand 
Swedish pounds. 


RUSSIA. 


This eountry, although oecupying a very large part of Europe, bas 
not been as productive in silver as might be supposed. It is true that 
the gold mines of Russia situated about the Ural Mountains, with those 
in Central Siberia, are the most noted mines in the Old World, yet Ше, 


amount of silver produced annually in this great country is scarcely _ 


two thirds as large as that taken from the little State of Saxony. The 
annual production of the Russian Empire at the beginning of the pres- 
ent century was fifty-eight thousand one hundred and fifty pounds; 
forty-five years later it had decreased to fifty thousand pounds; and*in 
five years more it had increased again to sixty thousand pounds. At 
present the annual production is about fifty thousand pounds, or a little 
more than one million dollars. i 


GREAT BRITAIN. ^

Y - 


In a speech to his soldiers previous to the battle of the Grampian 
Hills; Agricola is said by the Roman historians to have spoken of the 
gold and silver which would reward their efforts if a victory were ob- 
tained. But where this treasure was produced is not precisely known. 
It is reported that in Tipperary silver mines were worked to some 
extent during the reign of Queen Elizabeth; and in the time that the 
unfortunate Mary Stuart’ was Queen, silver mines were in operation near 
Linlithgow. There are few strictly silver mines in Britain to-day, and 
it is probable that but little of that metal was ever obtained in this 
country before the introduction of Pattinson's process of concentrating 
silver in lead. This process was discovered by Hugh Lee Pattinson, of 
Neweastle-upon-Tyne, in the year eighteen hundred and twenty-nine, 
but it was not until four years afterwards that he obtained his patent 
entitled “an improved method of separating silver from lead." This 
process made it possible to utilize the silver contained in the vast lead 
deposits of the country, which was formerly lost, or saved at great ex- 
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ense. In the year eighteen hundred and thirty-six, this process had 
Pesi brought to such perfection that by its use the cost of separating 
silver and lead was decreased to one third the sum required to treat the 
argentiferous lead by the old method, and that lead containing only 
three ounces to the ton could be subjected to it with profit, while exper- 
iments showed that much of the commercial lead produced at that 
period held five times that amount of silver. A revolution was effected 
in the mining interests of Britain, and from her vast deposits of lead no 
inconsiderable amount of silver was henceforth obtained. This process 
was soon introduced in other countries; the Germans coined the verb 
«pattinsoniren," and the French introduced into their language the 
substantive “pattinsonage.” During the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-eight, there were produced in the United Kingdom, ninety five 
thousand two hundred and thirty-six tons of lead ore, which yielded 
seventy-one thousand and seventeen tons of lead, and eight hundred 
and forty-one thousand three hundred and twenty-eight ounces of 
silver. In eighteen hundred and seventy-two, the yield was eighty- 
three thousand nine hundred and sixty-eight tons of lead, from which 
was extracted six hundred and twenty-eight thousand nine hundred and 
twenty ounces of silver; hence we may infer that the present annual 
silver product of Great Britain approximates fifty-two thousand four 
hundred pounds. ` 


AMERICA. 


The discovery of Pattinson’s process was the beginning of an import- 
ant era in the silver mining interests of Great Britain, but the discov. 
ery of America, nearly three and a half centuries before, was the begin- 
ning of an era in silver mining which was felt throughout the civilized 
world, and the beneficial effects оҒ which were never more felt than at 
the present day. This modern era, а very important one to mankind in 
general, is especially an important one in the history of the precious 
metals. So much mineral wealth was offered to the world at large, the 
materials for its extraction were 80 excellent and near, that besides the 
revolution it caused in the mining interests of Europe, its effect was 
powerfully felt in the emigration of the people. The excitements created 
by the discovery of the silver treasures of Cerro de Potosi, in the six- 
teenth, and those of Pasco, in the seventeenth, centuries, have scarcely 
had parallels-in the discoveries, of later years, of gold in California and 
Australia, and of the Comstock. 


PERU. 


The mines of Peru were early discovered. The Spaniards, by a happy 
stroke of fortune, were the first to reach this new El Dorado, and Spain 
soon had in her possession the land in which the mineral wealth was 
found, as well as the treasures acquired by the inhabitants. Before the 
conquest of Peru by Pizarro, we read of mines being worked in that 
country for silver, but the appliances- of modern science were not then 
in vogue. The ore, generally obtained above the water level, was 
treated in a primitive manner; the furnaces were rude and illy con- 
structed, and the knowledge of the different processes was crude and 
unsatisfaetory. Notwithstanding all this, a large amount of silver had 
been collected. It is said that Pizarro found in one place three silver 
beams, each of which was twenty feet long, one foot in width, and three 
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inches thick; and these wore used merely for ornamenting a country 
geat. Atahualpha, after being taken, prisoner by the conquering army, 
we are told, offered whole rooms full of the precious metals for his 
liberty. Twenty-five thousand pounds of silver were taken from the 
temples of the gods, while the palaces of the nobility exceeded in mag- 
nificence the temple of King David. : . 
The most celebrated mines of Peru are those of Cerro de Pasco, 
which were discovered in sixteen hundred and thirty.. These mines. 
were formerly poorly managed, though a great number of laborers were 
employed in them. The ores worked were called * pascos," and they 
were found in such quantities, that іп а space of forty-three years, five 
million pounds of silver were produced. ‘This district even at present is 
by no means exhausted, but still produces an immense amount of treas- 
ure. The remaining districts of Peru most important are those of Caxa- 
marea, Pataz, Huarmanchuco, and Hualgayoc. The total annual pro- 
duction at presnt, according to Phillips, is two hundred thousand pounds 
troy. “ 
BOLIVIA. 


The celebrated mines of Cerro de Potosi were discovered in the year 
fifteen hundred and forty-four, and were then included within the 
domain of Peru. They now belong to the Republie of Bolivia. Their 
discovery, tradition relates, was due to an Indian, who, in pulling up а 
ghrub, found filaments of pure silver about its roots. Many people im- 
mediately flocked to the place, and the news of the discovery spreading 
to other lands, a city soon sprang up in a district comparatively barren. 
The mountain was worked on all sides, and an immense production was 
obtained. Мапу. оѓ the mines were worked at a disadvantage, and for а 
period of twenty.six years after their discovery the ores were treated 
by fusion, since the process of amalgamation had not yet been introduced. 
The greatest amount of silver was obtained near the surface, and сопве- 
quently the period of greatest production followed immediately after the 
discovery. The average annual yield at this time was about twelve 
millions of dollars. Since then there has been a great decline in the 
produetion of these mines. Chevalier estimates tbat fifteen years ago 
they did not yield in silver more than nine hundred and thirty-three 
thousand dollars per annum. During eighteen hundred and fifty-two, 
there were in Bolivia only sixty-six mines in successful operation, while 
the number of abandoned ones was four thousand one hundred and 
sixty-five. It has been estimated that from the time of their discovery, 
to the year eighteen hundred and forty-five, the mines of Peru and 
Bolivia produced two billion four hundred and sixty million two hun. 
dred апа twenty-nine thousand two hundred dollars. Тһе total annual 
yield of Bolivia at present, is about four hundred and fifty-five thousand 
pounds. In this estimate, however, is included the proceeds of Cara- 
coles, which is also claimed by Chili. - 


CHILI. А 
The development of the mines of Chili has been of а more recent 
date than those of Peru and other South American States. In the 
year eighteen hundred and nine, those convulsions were commenced 
Which lasted so many years, and which ended at length in the forma- 
tion of Chili, Peru, and Mexico into republies. During this ‘period, the 
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attention of the people was, іп а great measure, withdrawn from min. 
ing, and consequently the amount of silver produced was considerably 
diminished. Since the year eighteen hundred and twenty-one, there 
has been an increase in the yield of the Chilian mines, во that at present 
they are but little inferior to those of Bolivia. The most important 
mines are those near Copiapo. Іп the mines of Arqueros, in the prov. 
ince of Coquimbo, native amalgam is found which, from Ив’ malleability 
and general appearance, was for a long time thought to be metallic 
silver. The political condition of Chili has had great influence upon the 
development of its mines. Between the years eighteen hundred and 
forty-six and eighteen hundred and fifty-three, more than five hundred 
thousand pounds of silver were obtained, while at the beginning of the 
present century, the annual yield was not more than eighteen thousand 
three hundred pounds. At present, the annual yield is about three hun- 
dred thousand pounds. | . 


NEW GRANADA. 


In the province of Mariquita, silver mines are worked, but they were 
of more importance in former times than at present. In the year eigh- 
teen hundred, about five thousand pounds were produced in the entire 
country; fifty years later, the yield had been increased to triple that 
amount. During the last five years, the production has been greatly 
diminished. The gold produced in New Granada is obtained from the 
alluvial grounds.

BRAZIL. 


This country is more famous for its gold than silver mines. Formerly 
Silver mines were worked to some extent, but at present they are unpro- 
ductive. Silver is found associated with thé gold, but the yield is com- 
paratively light. At the beginning of the present century, the amount 
of silver produced was one thousand two hundred pounds. Fifty years 
later it was six hundred and seventy pounds Та фће same year, the 
value of the gold and silver produced was two hundred and ninety- 
two thousand pounds sterling. R

CENTRAL AMERICA, 


Comparatively little is known concerning the history of this country. 
It is said that silver ore is found in the mountains of Alotopec, and that 
$n English company has had considerable впссевв in working the same. 
During eight years of their working, fifty-three thousand pounds of 
silver were produced. : 


MEXICO. 


Before the time of the invasion of Mexico by Cortez, gold only had 
been discovered in this country; if silver were known to exist, the 
amount produced was exceedingly small. In a few years afterwards, 
however, mines were in operation at Tasco and other places, though 
the ores were worked in a very unsatisfactory manner. The mines of 
Zacatecas began to be worked in the year fifteen hundred and forty- 
eight, and those of Guanaxuato ten years later. The most important 
mines of Mexico, were those of Guanaxuato, Catorce, Zacatecas, and 
Real del Monte. The mines of Bolanos, Guarisamez, Sombrerte, and 
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Тавсо were somewhat inferior. Generally, the annual product of the 
Mexican mines did not exceed in value six hundred thousand pounds 
sterling; though during the last century, the yield was about four mil- 
lion five hundred thousand pounds sterling, per annum. During the 
revolutionary war of the United States with Great Britain, the..yield 
was considerably diminished. The average annual yield for the greater 

art of the first half of the present century, was sixteen million dollars. 
For the last twenty or thirty years, it is estimated at about twenty mil- 
lion dollars; and according to the latest calculation, one fourth of all 
the silver produced in the world was obtained from Mexico. Chevalier 
states that the yield of these mines, from the time of their discovery by 
the whites to the year eighteen hundred and forty-five, was at least ono 
handred and sixty-two million eight hundred and fifty-eight thousand 
geven hundred pounds troy; and Humboldt says, that the silver sent to 
Europe from Mexico and South America during the time intervening 
between the discovery of America and the year eighteen hundred and 
nine, would form a solid ball eighty-three and seven tenths Paris feet in 
diameter. i | 


UNITED STATES AND TERRITORIES. 


Тре discovery of the principal silver mines in this country has been 
80 recent, and во many reports have been written, that a reproduction 
-of only a few facts here is necessary. Thirty years ago the annual 
production, ав given by Dr. Lamborn, was three hundred pounds. From 
eighteen hundred and forty-nine to eighteen hundred and fifty-eight the 


average annual yield was fifty thousand dollars; since that time there ' 


has been а constant increase. Тһе estimate for the year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-four is forty million dollars. Until the discovery of 
silver in Nevada, its history in this country is of but little importance; 
since then the production of silver has been so great that the mines of 


the Comstock are, to-day, more famous than those in countries where : 


they have been worked for ages. Мг. В. W. Raymond, United States 
Commissioner of Mining Statistics, gives the following |

Estimating the yield for eighteen hundred and seventy-four at forty 
million dollars, we have the sum of two hundred and twenty-nine mil. 
lion dollars produced in the United States since $he year eighteen hun. 
dred and forty-nine. Since eighteen hundred and sixty-one, when our 
own mines began to yield, the production has been two hundred and 
twenty-eight million one hundred and fifty thousand dollars in silver. 


In the foregoing pages we have purposely omitted several countries, 
sincè exact information is not easy to be obtained. In China and Japan 
large quantities of both gold and silver are found, but as to the pro- 
cesses of working the ores, and the nature and history of the particular 
districts, we know but little. In Australia some silver is produced, and 
at the middle of the present century ten thousand pounds were given 
ав the annual yield. Borneo produced silver twenty-five years ago, 
which annually amounted to about seventy-five thousand dollars. At 
the same time the product of Ava was two thousand five hundred and 
eighty-five dollars; that of Malacca, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy dollars; that of Sumatra, one thousand six hundred and fifty 
dollars; while that of Annan or Tonquin was at least two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. 

In the year eighteen hundred and forty-six the total yield of silver 
in North and South America was twenty-six millions three hundred and 
eight thousand and ninety-five dollars; at the same time the product of 
Europe, Asia, and Africa, excluding China and Japan, was six millions 
. two hundred and seventy-one thousand five hundred and thirty dollars. 
The production for eighteen hundred and seventy-four, in the entire 
civilized world, is about sixty-five millions of dollars. 

The world's stock of precious metals (says Dr. Linderman, in his ге. ' 
рог бог eighteen hundred and seventy-four), is generally estimated at 
from ten to twelve thousand millions of dollars, nearly equally divided 
as to the two metals. The estimate appears to be based on the assump- 
tion|that the stock at the commencement of the fifteenth century 
amounted to two thousand millions, and that from eight to ten thousand 
millions have since been added, principally from the mines of North 
and South America and Australia. 

We have endeavored, as briefly as possible, to present an account of 
the silver mines of the world from the earliest times to the present. 
We havé written plainly and stated facts as they exist, so that he who 
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chooses can compare the past and present condition of mining in the 
different countries we have mentioned, with our own. From this com-' 
. parison it must be seen that the silver mining interests of the United 

States are largely centered іп Nevada, and her mines, although young 
in years and productiveness, dre superior to those of any other country 
on the globe.

This remarkable lake or soda basin is situated about two and a half 

miles from Ragtown, and twenty-five miles from Wadsworth. It lies - 
within Я few hundred yards of the old emigrant road crossing the Car- . .

rated. The solution at a density of thirty minutes, and temperature of Е 
seventy degrees Fahrenheit, is in Ше exact condition for the crystalli- ^ 
zation of the soda, and produces an article containing ninety-eight per Н 
cent of the carbonate of soda. An incalculable supply of soda can be 1 
obtained here, though the bed of solid soda will perhaps soon be dug | 
out; but the spring from which this deposit has been chiefly formed is R 


no doubt inexhaustible. Five men is all the force necessary to prepare 
about sixty tons monthly for the market. The cost of shipping to 
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Wadsworth, the nearest point on the railroad, is ten dollars per ton, and 
from there to San Francisco, nine dollars. This property 18 owned by the 
Nevada and Pacific Soda Company, Mr. Duffy, of Carson, having lately 
sold his interest of two fifths to the company for thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars. Most of the soda obtained here is shipped to San Francisco, where 
itis used principally in the soap, glass, and paper manufactories. It is 
also used in bleaching, dying, calico printing, in the manufacture оё` 
yeast powders, washing soda, and in many other chemical operations. 
For the benefit of those interested in this subject, we have colleoted, 
from different sources, the following, in regard to the occurrence and 
manufacture of this important mineral: Тһе carbonate of вода is the 
soda of commerce in various States, either crystallized, in lumps, or in 
„а crude powder called soda-ash. It exists in small quantities in certain 
mineral waters, as, for example, in those of Seltzer, Seydschutz, Carlsbad, 
and the voleanie springs, of Iceland, especially the Geyser. 16 occurs 
native, forming incrustations in many countries; it also frequently occurs 
as an efflorescence in slender needles upon damp walls, being produced 
by the action of the lime upon the sea salt present in the mortar. It is 
found in the ashes of sea plants, and was formerly derived almost 
entirely from this source. Тһе great supply is now obtained from sea 
galt and rock salt, which are most abundant in mineral compounds. О? 
manufaetured soda, the variety most anciently known is barilla, the 
incinerated ash of the salsola soda. This plant is cultivated with great 
care by the Spaniards, especially in the vicinity of Alicante. The seed 
is sown in light, low soils, which are embanked towards the-seashore, 
and furnished with sluices for admitting an occasional overflow of salt 
water. When the plants are ripe, the crop is cut down and dried like 
hay; the seeds are rubbed out and preserved; the rest of the plant is 
burned in rude furnaces, at а temperature just sufficient to cause the 
ashes to enter into a state of semi-fusion, во as to concrete in cooling 
into cellular masses moderately compact. It is also burned in holes in 
the ground. The crude вода runs out in а red-hot fluid state and collects 
in the bottom of the holes. Тһе burning is continued by addition of 
fresh material, till the holes are filled with alkali. They are then cov- 
ered and left to cool for a week or two. The product is a gray, 
porous mass, containing from sixteen to thirty per cent of carbonate, 
but not averaging more than twenty рег cent. It gets covered with a 
saline efflorescence when exposed for some time to the air. It is hard 
and difficult to break; when applied to the tongue, it excites a pungent 
alkaline taste. Another mode of manufacturing crude soda, is by burn- 
ing seaweed into kelp; the fuci, marine plants are remarkable among 
vegetables for the large amount of inorganic matter or ash they afford. 
Formerly very large revenues were derived by the proprietors of the 
shores of the Scottish islands and Highlands, from the incineration of 
seaweed by their tenants, who usually paid their rents in kelp; but since 
the tax has been taken off of salt, and the manufacture of crude soda 
from it has been generally established, the price of kelp has fallen 
extremely low. 

The difficulty of obtaining a supply of soda in France during the wars 
of the last century, led the French Government to offer a reward fora 
process of making it which would be commercially practicable. That 
proposed by Leblane was adopted, and is now generally used wherever 
вода is made. It consists, first, in treating sea salt with sulphuric acid, 
thus converting it into sulphate of soda, hydrocholoric acid being given, 
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off; second, in heating ша reverberatory furnace a mixture of four hun- 
dred parts of dry sulphate of soda,-four hundred parts of dried chalk, 
and about one hundred and forty parts of coal. This mixture is raked 
occasionally with an iron scraper; it softens at а red heat, giving off a 
large quantity of carbonic oxide, which burns with a blue flame. The 
product is known as black balls, or,ball soda, consisting principally of 
carbonate of soda, caustic soda, and, oxysulphate of lime, with often a 
good deal of undecomposed ehalk;| the proportion of carbonate and 
caustic soda being generally about thirty-five per cent, if the operation 
has been well conducted. Much 2. in this State. When this is 
dissolved and the solution evaporated to dryness, the product is known 
as sal.soda. When greater purity is desired, the solution ің crystal- 
lized, and when this is twice repeated, a very pure article is obtained. 
ТЕ the solution is treated with milk of lime, а solution of caustic soda is 
produced. If this is concentrated, mixed with oxide of iron rather ex- 
ceeding in weight the amount of dry hydrate of soda in the solution, 
and dried down with constant stirring, many of the foreign salts are 
decomposed; and when the colored powder is treated with hot water, 
and the solution evaporated, the salts of soda first fall and are dipped 
out, and the heat is continued until the superfluous water is driven off, 
and the hydrate is fused. Caustic soda, of very good quality, is thus 
obtained. About three hundred thousand tons of soda are annually 
produeed in all the world. Тре bicarbonate of soda is obtained by 
passing a current of carbonie acid gas through a solution of carbonate, 
and crystallizing, or by submitting moist crystal of the carbonate to the 
action of carbonic acid. In the last case, it is obtained in opaque amor- 
phous masses. It is employed in medicine. 


SALT WELLS—BORAX MARSH. 


There are sixteen hundred acres of borax lands located on this marsh; 
only about four hundred acres, however, contain sufficient of the salts 
of borax to yield a profit in being worked. And this.will only pay to 
be worked every two years. During the past two years, about two 
thousand dollars have been expended in improvements on the manufac- 
turing establishments here; these working at their full capacity are 
capable of producing two thousand pounds of borax daily. About беп 
per cent of borax is obtained from the material worked at the marsh, 
though some of it contains as high as thirty per eent. Owing to the 
great decline in the price of borax since its discovery in this State, there 
is little or no profit now in its manufacture here, consequently but little 
has been produced here for some time. The price now paid for borax, 
delivered at the railroad, is from nine to nine and a half cents per pound, 
instead of about thirty-three cents per pound—the price paid two years 
ago. The chief reason for this great decline in the price is not so much 
on account of the amount produced in this State, and a consequent flood- 
ing of the markets, ав ıt is on account of the immense importation of 
оре acid, on which there is no duty at present. а 
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DOUGLAS COUNTY. 


The resources of this county are chiefly agriculture, though the wood 
and lumber trade engrosses considerable attention, and many of the 
citizens are devoted to the pursuit of stock raising. There has been 
but little change in the prosperity of these industries since my last report, 
except that a greater number of acres of land have been cultivhted and 
many farm improvements made. Twenty thousand acres are how 
inclosed with good fences, about six thousand асгев of which аге ша 
high state of cultivation. Three thousand apple, three hundred peach, 
and two hundred pear trees, five thousand gooseberry, one thousand 
four hundred raspberry, and three thousand strawberry vines have been 
planted. There are seven sawmills in the county, which produced for 
the year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, one million five hundred 
and eighty thousand feet of lumber. 

The assessed value of real estate for last year was four hundred and 
ninety nine thousand one hundred and fifty-two dollars, and of personal 
property, four hundred and twenty-two thousand six hundred and thirty- 
four dollars. Total value of taxable property in the county, nine hun- 
dred and twenty-one thousand seven hundred and eighty-six dollars. 
The estimated population of the county is one thousand five hundred, 
and the popular vote polled at the last general election was five hundred 
and twenty-two, an increase of one hundred and eighty-three in two 
years. The Carson River flows through the central portion of the 
county, affording a large supply of water for irrigation—eighteen thou- 
sand nine hundred and fifty-three acres being irrigated last year—and 
also a fine channel for transporting lumber, timber, and wood from the 
Sierras to Empire City, where it is taken ‘out and carried by cars to 
Virginia and Gold Hill. But little work has been done in this county in 
the way of mining. 


PINE NUT DISTRICT. | 


This district is situated ten miles east of Double Springs Station, on 
the Aurora road. Itos an old district, having been located in eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four. А number o£ locations were made at that time, 
and some wo1k was done, but it was soon abandoned. In April, eigh- 

—-teen hundred and seventy-three, it was relocated, and in addition to the 
old elaims, some new ones were made. Several promising veins have 
beep found here, and considerable work has been done on one of them. 
The ores.are principally argentiferous galena and copper. There is а. 
good supply:of wood and water in the vicinity for all purposes. Some, 
ore from this district has been shipped to Reno and worked there. 


BISMARCK MINE. 


This mine is located near the Ormsby County line, two and a half 
miles south of the mouth of,Clear Creek. The main shaft has been - 
sunk to a depth of two hundred and sixty feet. This shaft cuts the 
vein at a depth of one hundred feet. The vein is from eighteen inches 
to seven feet in width, and the ore gives assays averaging from twenty- 
five dollars to three hundred dollars per ton in silver, and from thirty- 
three to eighty, рег cent in lead. The vein has been followed in the 
seventy-foot, one hundred-foot, and one hundred and fifty-foot levels to 


| 
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the south west, but no ore has been found in that direction. А tunnel 
four hundred feet in length intersects the main shaft at a depth of one 
hundred and ninety feet, and another drift has been run on the vein to 
the southwest from this point fifty feet; an incline has been sunk here 
to a depth of seventy-five feet, which encounters seams of ore. About 
ten thousand dollars have been expended іп working this claim, and 1t 
now shows,indications of' soon becoming a paying mine. 


ESMERALDA COUNTY.’ , 


"The principal work in the way of mining in this county, during the 
past two years, has been done in Columbus, Oneota, and Alida Valley, 
‘Districts. Pine Grove and Aurora have been very dull, though some 
work 1s still being prosecuted in both of these districts. There has been 
а marked improvement, however, during the past year, over that of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, in the amount of ore taken from the 
mines. During the year eighteen hundred and seventy-three there were 
crushed at the different mills in the county, four thousand six hundred 
and eighty-two tons, and in eighteen hundred and seventy-four, twenty 
thousand tons. Immensequantities of borax have been produced in this 
county, from the borax lands in the vicinity of Columbus. Тһе total 
value of taxable property in the county for eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-four, is six hundred and twenty-two thousand two hundred and 
eleven dollars and eighteen cents, being an increase of thirty-four thou- 
sand two hundred and seventy-four dollars and sixty-eight cents over * 
that of eighteen hundred and seventy-two. 


ESMERALDA DISTRICT. 


There has been very little change in the prospects of this district 
since my last report. United States patents have been secured by the 
owners of the following wines, viz; Wide West, Del Monte, Juniata, 
Antelope, Lady Jane, Utah, Sonora, Cortez, and Garibaldi. Some work 
has been done on the Juniata Consolidated Company's mines, substantial 
hoisting works have been erected during the past year, and the old 
shaft, which has been sunk to the depth of two hundred and forty-four 
feet, repaired, preparatory to sinking it one thousand feet. It is the 
intention also of the Antelope and Utah Companies to starb up work 
again, and sink а deep shaft on their mines during the coming Spring. 
One mill, the Meredith & Buckley, of eight stamps, has been running 
atintervals during the last year, working custom ores, which have been 
taken from the mines by coasters. 


ONEOTA DISTRICT. у 

The developments made in the principal mine of this district —the In- 
dian Queen—and the production of bulhon from it, have been,very satis- 
factory to the owner. The loose body of ore found here upon the 
Surface, has been traced up to and into a well defined vein, which has 
been opened to a depth of sixty feet, showing a vein of two feet in thick- 
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ness, which works, without assorting, from two hundred to four hundred 
dollars per ton. Тһе ore is very base, containing silver in almost every 
combination known to science, and can only be worked profitably by 
persons skiled and experienced in working base ores. The vein is 
found between granite and slate formations, and pitchés to the east at 
an angle of forty degrees. Тһе course of the vein is nórth and south. 
It ів situated high up on the side of the mountain, so that the ore must 
be packed а mile or so before it ean be got down to the wagon road. 
The ore is easily mined, and there is enough in sight to keep the small 
mill belonging to the preprietor running for a year or more, ahead. 
This mill has four stamps, and has been erected since my last report. 
Ап improved White furnace, built by Mr. John Howell, is run in con- 
nection with the mill. Three tons of ore are worked daily, which yield 
a profit of one thousand dollars. For а small mine, this is undoubtedly 
the most productive one in the State. Twenty-five tons of selected ore 
«from this mine worked five hundred and fifty dollars per ton, and 
selected specimens have assayed five thousand dollars per ton. This’ 
mine was discovered by Indians, in eighteen hundred and seventy, and 
shown to Mr. Wethrell, who loeated it, and now, out of gratitude to them 
for his good fortune, he feeds and clothes all the Indians in the neigh- 
borhood, and pays good wages to all those who have any inclination to 
work. This district was organized on the twentieth of June, eighteen 
hundred and seventy, but no work was done until the following Spring, 
when other parties discovered other claims, and quite a number of loca- 
tions were made, none of which have as yet proven to be of any value. 
The Kale Seed, Central, Eureka, Avalanche, and the Indian Queen Exten- 
sion, have all had eonsiderable work done on them, but at present are 
idle. There are several good springs and a fine stream of water, with 
wood in abundance for all purposes, in the district. It is situated about 
thirty miles southwest from Columbus, and fifteen miles from Hot 
Springs. It is two miles east of the California State line, and eight 
miles from McBride’s ranch. 


COLUMBUS DISTRICT. 


Considerable activity in mining affairs has been shown at different 
times in this district; during the past two years, one of the mills, 
Messrs. Sweetapple & Hazelton's, has been kept constantly running, but 
the other one only at intervals. At times, the people of this district are 
jubilant over their prospects, and at other times they are discouraged. 
For awhile, all were absorbed in the borax interest, but when one or 
two companies failed, and the price of that article was greatly reduced, 
they did not figure so largely on the profits to be derived from that 
source. 'The Columbus Mill and Mining Company then carried on ope- 
rations very largely for awhile, employing a great number of men in 
opening up a number of mines and building’ and running a ten-stamp 
mill; everything was lively again, but suddenly this company stopped 
operations and then times were dull. Finally the Northern Belle mine 
began to pour forth its treasures, and again the spirits of the people were 
buoyant and business prosperous; but-when that company determined to 
erect а mill of their own at а point several miles distant from the Town 
of Columbus, and more convenient to the mine, the merchants, hotel 
keepers, and owners of adobe houses were disconsolate and fearful that 
their httle town had seen its best days. Yet with all the varying 
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fortunes to which Columbus has been subjected for the past two years, 
it still remains the most flourishing place in Esmeralda County, and is 
very likely to continue во for some time to come.’ ~ 


NORTHERN BELLE MINE. s 


This mine belongs to Messrs. Bateman, Allen, and Holmes. It was 
originally located in eighteen hundred and sixty-four, but was aban- 
doned. It was relocated in July, eighteen hundred and seventy, though 
nothing but assessment work was done on it before the Spring of eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-one. Since that time it has been worked con- 
tinuously, but not very successfully, until eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three. At that time, an incline had been sunk on the vein to a depth of 
one hundred and twenty-four feet. It has now reached a depth of five 
hundred and thirty-four feet, at which point connection is made with a 
tunnel that has been run from the northern side of the mountain, on and 
alongside the vein, to a distance of three hundred and fifty-eight feet; 
at a depth of two hundred and thirty-two feet, a level has been run 
north one hundred and seventy-six feet, and south one hundred and 
sixty-five feet; at a depth of two hundred and ninety-two feet another 
level has been run two hundred and sixty feet north. These levels and 
tunnels show a vein varying in width from fourteen inches to six feet; 
the ore from which, it is estimated from numerous assays and mill tests, 
will average one hundred and sixty-five dollars per ton. Тһе vein cuts 
through the hill from north to south, or more correctly, forty degrees 
east of south, and dips easterly at an angle of forty-eight degrees. It is 
incased in porphyry and slate. From careful estimates made, it is 
thought that there are five hundred thousand dollars in sight in this 


mine. Several thousand tons of ore are on the dumps which will work, 


over one hundred dollars per ton. The ore is chiefly a chloride, carrying 
а large per cent of galena, some antimony, copper, and iron, and re- 
quires chloridizing before amalgamation. А twenty-stamp mill, with 
three White furnaces, are now in course of construction by this com- 
pany, which will be in operation about the first of February. < 

Several other шіпев have been worked іп this district during the past 
two years, but at present, the Northern Belle 18 the only one occupying 
much attention. As soon as the mill belonging to this company starts 
up, Columbus will ‘take its place among the leading bullion-producing 
districts of the State.

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SYLVANIA DISTRICT 


Is situated partly in California and partly in Nevada, the principal mine 
being in the latter State. 16 is in the low range of mountains to the 
southwest of Fish Lake Valley, fourteen miles from Piper’s ranch, and 
fitteen miles west from Alida Valley. The district was organized June 
fourteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, by Messrs. Shaw, Kin- 
caid, and Dr. Marrotti. The principal locations are the Gladiator, Liberal, 
Eugene, Mountain View, Metallic, Emma, and Transit; about twenty 
locations in all have been made 1n the district. The mineral belt is an 
extensive one, being about eight miles in length and two miles in width. 
The formation of the hill on which the veins are found is chiefly 
granite, with limestone and quartzite. The veins are nearly all found 
in the limestone. The ore is chiefly argenliferous galena and car- 
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bonates, assaying from sixty dollars to six hundred dollars per ton. The 
distriet is well supplied with wood and water, which are very accessable. 
А. good road can easily be made to the mines from the valley below. The 
distance to Columbus is about seventy miles. Some attempts at smelt- 
ing, in a small way, have been made during the last Summer, which have 
not proven very profitable. They have demonstrated the fact, how- 
ever, that the ores, with proper furnaces, can easily be worked. 


у LIDA VALLEY DISTRICT. 


An eight-stamp mill has been built in this district since my last report, 
which, for awhile, ran very successfully. It was shut down last Febru- 
&ry,and has only been run atintervals since. Two hundred and thirty- 
six pulp assays, taken consecutively from the workings of this mill, 
averaged three hundred and ihree dollars and fifty cents per ton, from 
which eighty per cent—two hundred and forty-two dollars and eighty 
cents—was saved. During eighteen hundred and seventy-two, three 
hundred and seventy-two thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight 
pounds, and in eigbteen hundred and seventy-three, nine hundred and 
forty-one thousand six hundred and eleven pounds—one million three 
hundred and fifteen thousand five hundred and forty-nine pounds 
in all—were worked, yielding in bullion, one hundred and sixty- 
two thousand six hundred and forty-six dollars—an average per 
ton of two hundred and forty-seven dollars. Some extraordinary rich 
ore has been worked by this mill, pulp assays giving as high as 
five thousand and thirty-nine dollars and forty cents per ton. This 
property has lately been purchased by General A. L. Page, and put in 
complete running order. This district joins Silver Peak on the south- 
 eastyand is twenty-five miles distant. It was discovered in eighteen 
hundred and seventy-one. Wood is plentiful, and there is an abundance 
of water and grass in the vicinity of the mines. The geological forma- 
tion of the distriet is limestone, the veins varying in width from eigh- 
teen inches to two feet. The mineral belt has been traced east and west 
a distance of eight miles. The ores require roasting, and carry both 
silver and gold. : 


DEATH VALLEY MINE 5 


Is situated low down in the range of mountains іп which are located 
the chief mines of the district. It overlooks a low barren valley, which 
leads out to the southwest into Death Valley. This claim was located in 
June, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, and contains six hundred feet. 
Itis owned by Mr. August Williams, and has been worked very success- 
fully since its discovery. The vein is very much broken near tho surface; 
it shows large bodies of ore, which, in places, pinch almost out, and then 
widen out again. Fifty-five tons of ore from this mine, worked at the 
Lida mill, yielded four hundred dollars per ton. Several hundred tons 
of ore are now on the-dumps, ready for reduction. An incline has been 
sunk on the vein sixty feet, with good ore all the way down. 

The Sewana is owned by Messrs. Martin & Brown. It shows some 
rich sulphuret ore, and has a shaft sunk to the depth of eighty feet. 
The Alida Belle was sold to Messrs. Heskey & Walker for sixteen thou- 
sand dollars. A considerable amount of work has been done in this 
mine, and some very rich ore extracted, but at present nothing is being 


» 
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done оп it. The vein is four feet in width, and is worked through а 
tunnel. ' 

There are many other locations in ihe district, in some of which a 
large amount of work has been done, but there is little doing on any of 
them at present. 


GOLD MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 


Although this district was discovered several years ago, and some ex- 
citement was raised about it two years ago, still little has been done пр 
to the present time in the way of developing the many locations made 
here. 

The Oriental has a shaft down one hundred and forty feet on а pock- 
ety vein, which at this depth becomes more regular, showing itself 
about five feet in width and assaying about forty dollars per ton. Тһе 
country rock at this depth is slate, being granite at and near the sur- 
face. Тһе vein eourses east and west, and dips to the north. Тһе ore 
near the surface is gold.bearing and very rich; at the bottom of the 
shaft there is but little gold in the ore, it being chiefly chloride of 
silver. Some of the richest gold ore ever found in the State was taken 
from the Oriental mine. А large bowlder found оп the surface and 
broken up in specimens, assayed sixty-four thousand dollars per ton. 
Several thousand dollars worth of ore was carried away from the mine 
in specimens. There are two mineral belts in this’ district, situated 
about eight miles apart. They are separated by а high valley, and are 
known as the'Granite and Slate belts. Тһе Granite belt lies to the east. 
The chief locations here, are the Oriental, with shaft one hundred and 
forty feet deep, Enterprise, shaft forty feet deep, Old Gal tunnel, one 
hundred and twenty-five feet in length and shaft twenty feet deep. Тһе 
Mountain View and Golden Leaf each have a shaft fifty feet in depth. 
In the Slate range, the State Line is the original location of the dis- 
trict. It has two inclines, one to the depth of eighty feet and the other 
fifty feet. The ledge is twenty feet wide and the ore contains gold, but 


' no silver, which assays thirty dollars per ton. The Kelley and Ober 


has an incline sixty feet deep; the ore carries silver and assays about 
one hundred and fifty dollars per ton. The Ann Arbor has a shaft 
thirty feet deep; the Liberty thirty-five feet deep; vein small, but very 
rich ore. There are many other locations here which work well on the 
surface. No work but assessment work has been done on any of them. 
This district lies twenty miles south of Lida Valley, and is just at the 
northeastern extremity of Dent Valley. 


TULE CANON DISTRICT. = 


This district is situated between Silvania and Lida Valley Districts, 
&bout ten miles from Lida and three miles from Pigeon Springs and the 
old Palmetto mill. Some surface claims have been located here and are 
now being worked for gold. Chispas have been found here worth fifty 
dollars. About twenty men have been constantly at work here during 
the past Summer: These placer mines have been worked more or less 
forthe last six years. Тһе gold field is about ten miles square, but, 
owing to the scarcity of water, it cannot all be worked. The only 
water in the district comes from & few small springs. Some quartz 
veins are found here also, which carry silver and lead. Ore from the 
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Gladden mine has worked as high as five hundred dollars рег ton. The 
locations are recorded in Lida Valley District, though not within the 
limits of that district. There is а shaft down on the Uncle Sum twenty- 
five feet, which shows argentiferous galena and carbonate ore that assays 
one hundred and twenty dollars per ton. Тһе geological formation of. 
the district is granite and limestone. 


WHEELER COPPER MINE. 


This mine is situated thirty-five ailes southerly from Dayton, in the 
firat range of mountains to the west of Mason’s Valley. It was located 
in April, eighteen hundred and seventy-two. The geological formation 
of the mountain in which the mine is located, is limestone. The ores 
are silicates, carbonates, and red oxides‘of copper. Cobalt and nickel 
are also found in some portions of the mine. Several hundred feet of 
tunnels have been run in the mine, and a large amount of ore has been 
exposed. The Dayton and Carson acid works are supplied with copper 
from this place. Ore that yields twenty-five per cent of copper is worth 
fifty dollars per ton. There is a good wagon road from Dayton to the 
mine. 


PINE GROVE DISTRICT. 

The mining outlook in this district is not at all encouraging. But 
little work has been done here on any of the mines, except the Wilson 
and Wheeler mines, and no work has been done on them, except in 
taking out ore from the upper levels. No prospecting in depth has been 
done whatever. 'The Wilson mill has been kept running about one half 
the time on ore from the Wilson mine, and the Wheeler mill about one 
third of the time on ore from the Wheeler mine. At Rocklin, Mr. Wil- 
liams has taken out about five hundred tons of ore from the Kean mine, 
but this still remains on the dumps. Inthe Wilson mine there are about 
seven hundred feet of ground in which the ore is found in bunches. It 
yields about eighteen dollars per ton, some of it going as high as forty- 
five dollars per ton, in gold.

BORAX INTERESTS. 


The following, in relation to the borax production of Esmeralda 
County, was kindly furnished by Judge Jamison, of Aurora: 


“The Pacific Borax Company (а California corporation) commenced 
operations in September, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, and is 
now, lam told, making about two tons per day of concentrated borax. 
The works are located on Columbus mar sh, five miles south "Рош ihe 
Town of: Columbus. 

“Grifing & Wyman, in Fish Lake Valley, fifteen miles south fiot 
ее | are said to be making one ton per day. Rhodes & Wasson, 
at Rhodes’ marsh, fourteen ‘miles north from Columbus, are said to be 
making one ton per day. 

“The for egoing all manufacture from borate of вода, as found in the 
various ‘marshes,’ or ‘flats; but the heaviest and richest deposit of 
that substance is to be found at Teel’s marsh, twenty-three miles west 
from Columbus.

“Неге there were formerly several establishments engaged in the man- 
ufacture of concentrated borax. But recently, Smith & Brother (Julius 
P.and Frank M.) have purchased these various works, and consolidated 
them with their own, which was established early in eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three, and are now manufacturing about three tons per 
day. The foregoing list includes all that are now at work in Esmeralda 
County. : 

“Тһе price of refined borax being во low in the market that several of 
the smaller establishments have been compelled to suspend operations, 
as the business with them was no longer remunerative. қ 

« There are large deposits of * borate of lime’ on several of the different 
marshes, and that was at one time shipped with profit to Dayton and 
San Francisco, to be there worked; but the present price of borax will 
not’ justify its being done. | 

“You will observe that each of the foregoing establishménts only 


. make concentrated borax, which has afterwards to undergo the process 


of refining. Most of the refining is done in San Francisco, where sev- 
eral refineries are established. But the Smith Brothers have a refinery 
of their own in Oakland, California, where all of their production is 
refined and made fit to be called commercial borax.” 


- ELKO COUNTY. 

The prospect of Elko County has never appeared so flattering as at 
the date of this report. Its population has been steadily increasing for 
the last two years. The bone and sinew of every land has been migrat- 
ing here from other parts of the State as well as from the East—sturdy 
tillers of the soil and stock.raisers. Miners, also, have come into Elko 
County within the past two years; the piek and the shovel have given 
additional life to the county. . The camps at Bull Run, Cornucopia, 
and elsewhere, give promise of richnessiand permanency. Patient pros- 
peetors, moreover, confident in the belief that there is a rich harvest to 
be gathered from the loose sands of Northern Elko, have held on to 
their placer claims in the Mountain Island and Bull Run regions, endur- 
ing every hardship and privation, until at last, eapital has been enlisted 
in the development of the enterprise. With the opening of Spring, а 
stream of emigration, it is anticipated, will be seen making its way to 
these placer claims, which, during the season of frost and snow, cannot 
be worked to advantage. Almost every mineral of value to be found in 
the State, is contained in the valleys and mountains of Elko. Isin- 
glass of fine quality and in the greatest profusion has been lately 
discovered some fifteen miles south of Humboldt Wells. The face of 
the fine valleys of the county, Lamoile, Pine, Ruby, Independence, еђе., 
are covered with fine cattle, the breed of which is being improved as 
rapidly as possible from year to year. The pasturage along the rivers 
and about the deep, narrow streams which flow down from the moun- 
tains perpetually, 18 abundant and of the most nutritious kind. When 
driven from the lower lands by the deep snow, the cattle take readily to

the foothills, where they find an adequate supply of “ white sage," said 
to be the finest provender in the world. The number of horses in the 
county is proportionately large, and particular attention is paid to the 
improvement of the stock. What has been said of cattle and horses, 
may, moreover, be said with regard to the raising of sheep and hogs. 
The foundation for these industries in agriculture is broad and suffi. 
cient. Crops of the cereals, potatoes and vegetables, have been large 
and remunerative. In nearly every part of the county there is to be 
found several kinds of fine gamein great numbers. The prairie chicken, 
sage hen, rabbit, and hare abound in the flats about the watercourses; 
while the brown deer can be secured quite readily, in season, by the cun- 
ning hunter, on the mountains, in various parts of the county, in numbers 
to afford excellent sport and substantial recompense for the trouble of the 
tramp. In the Summer time salmon and salmon trout make their way 
up from the Columbia, through the Snake, into the Owyhee, and thence 
up in the narrow deep creeks referred to before—an entire distance of 
hundreds of miles up hill. The profitable pastime of spearing this noble 
fish is truly described as of the most exciting, not to say transporting, 
nature. The phenomenon is one properly belonging to the sphere of 
natural history, and may be investigated with peculiar interest. 

“The total registered vote of this county at the late State election was 
about one thousand five hundred. Upon this basis, calculating three 
inhabitants to each voter, would give a population of four thousand five 
hundred. Add to this the non.registered white persons and the China- 
men, 16 would give us a population of about five thousand. In eighteen 
hundred and seventy the census taker gave the total number of mhabi- 
tants at about three thousand two hundred. This gives us an increase 
of one thousand eight hundred in four years, of which number Elko 
has not less than one thousand five hundred souls. The number of 
acres of land that is now claimed and held by one agriculturist within 
this county, is close on to two hundred and fifty thousand acres, the 
. most of which is, however, for grazing and hay purposes. The value: 
of the agricultural productions of Elko County is fast assuming quite 
an importance, and at no very distant day will be second only to the 
great mining interest. It is estimated that the number of tons of barley 
raised in the past season is about four thousand five hundred, which 
readily brings in the market fifty dollars per ton, making an aggregate, 
in coin, of two hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars. Add to this 
wheat, oats, potatoes, and garden vegetables, the total value of farming 
products cannot be much short of three hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars. Тһе number of stock cattle is estimated at thirty-two thousand 
head, bésides horses, mules, jacks, and jennies, making the number of 
live stock within this county close to forty thousand head, exclusive of 
hogs and sheep, the latter making at least twenty-five thousand or 
thirty thousand head more. | 

“Almost every day some new sources of wealth are developed, adding 
one by one to the great commercial interests of the county. This 
region, that was fifty years ago pronounced by even men of science as 
a desert waste of alkali plains and barren mountains, is now developing 
itself to be one of the richest States in the Union in minerals of all 
kinds, both useful and ornamental. 
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“TOWN OF ELKO. 


“The amount of substantial improvements that have been made since 
September exceeds all the improvements made for the last two years 
prior to that date, not only in the number of edifices erected, but also 
in the style, beauty, and value of the buildings. Elko contains about 
two hundred and fifty dwelling houses and business places, of which 
number twenty-seven are brick and fireproof, and four of the largest 
are two-story. The publicguildings аге, a large two-story Court House 
and jail, Masonic and Odd Fellows’ Hall, the State University Primary 
Department, and County Hospital. The only bank of exchange and 
discount, between Sacramento and Ogden, is located here. Institutions 
for the accommodation of the public, are the United States Land Office, 
Wells & Fargo’s Express, and Post Office. Elko is connected by a splen- 
did road with Eureka, Montana City, Bull Run, and Cornucopia, upon 
which is a tri-weekly line of stages, carrying the United States mail, to 
the above mentioned places, except Eureka. It has also fine roads lead- 
ing to Island Mountain, Wyoming, and Railroad Mining Districts, and to 
Ruby, Starr, Lamoile, Hunnington, and Mound Valleys Enterprising 
merchants keep their stores and capacious warehouses full of all kinds 
of goods to supply the ever increasing demands of their numerous cus- 
tomers, both staple and fancy, including mining implements and farming 
utensils, purchased from the Eastern and Western markets. Тһе enter- 
prise of the people of Elko can be more fully understood and appreciated 
when you are informed of the amount of coin that they have voluntarily 
contributed for publie purposes, namely: State University, sixteen thou- 
sand dollars; irrigating ditch, eight thousand dollars; also, the amount 
expended in repairing and laying out free roads,as well as the large 
sums invested by individuals for the purpose of prospecting and devel- 
oping the mineral resources of the county. In all probability, Elko has 
contributed à sum not less than thirty-five thousand to forty thousand 
dollars, within the last two years. This demonstrates the confidence 
that the Elkoites have in the natural wealth of their surroundings." 


ISLAND MOUNTAIN 


Is а placer mining camp, about seventy-five miles north of the Town of 
Elko, and about twenty-five miles east of the Idaho line. It is situated 
оп Не head waters of the most northern tributary of the Owyhee River. 
The сатар derives its name from an isolated mountain in the form of a 
sugar-loaf, about half’ of whose base is encircled by the Owyhee tribu- 
tary just mentioned. The structure of this mountain is chiefly of 
porphyry and limestone. Its elevation above the surrounding country 
is about one thousand feet. The camp has an altitude of, probably, 
eight thousand feet above the level of the sea. There is scarcely any 
wood to be had in the immediate neighborhood of the mines, but at a 
distance of three miles cottonwood trees abound, while still two miles 
further, mahogany timber can be easily procured in great quantity. 

The mines were discovered August, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, by a party of three prospectors—H. Penrod, C. Rousselle, and У. 
Newton. After a month spent in testing their prospects, they found 
that gold was to be had from the “diggings” in paying quantities. 
About October first, of the same year, they made locations under the 
law of Congress relative to placer claims—locations of twenty acres 
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each, with full water rights and privileges. They were without capital, 
however, and, for the time, could not procure the necessary apparatus 
апа improved machinery, so that they were forced to resort to the old, 
slow, laborious process of ditching and sluicing: Their first efforts, 
owing to the obstacles they had to surmount, to say nothing оЁ the 
rigor of the Winter climate, were discouraging to such an extent that 
one of their party—W. Newton—left them, and returned home to Car- 
son City. His companions—Penrod and Rousselle—remained on the 
ground, laboring with commendable spirit, with no other tools than an 
old shovel and a worn-out pick or two. With two warped sluice-boxes, 
they worked away, picking out the rocks with their hands. The first 
“cloan up" showed an average of one dollar per hour for each man. 
The test, so far, had proved satisfactory. They had assays made 
of the gold obtained, in the United States Mints’ of San Francisco 
апа Carson City. The result showed nineteen dollars. and forty- 
five cents ($19 45) per ounce. Miners from Idaho came to the 


camp and made locations, the whole immediate neighborhood prov. . 


ing fruitful in like manner as the claima first located. А mining 
district was ‘organized, with local laws, while the results of the 
work done were kept secret. In November, eighteen hundréd and 
Seveniy-threoc, capital was enlisted in the enterprise. Mr. Mayon, of 
San Francisco, bonded several elnims, with their water privileges, 
agreeing to put improvements on the grounds to the amount of one 
thousand dollars, consisting of water ditches, iron piping, and а hydrau- 
lic “giant,” a flume to carry off the tailings, and other necessary арра- 
ratus used in the improved process of hydraulie mining. Mr. Mayon 
shipped a complete outfit from San Francisco to Elko, but, owing to tho 
condition of the roads, rendered almost impassable by the disastrous 
snow of the Winter of cighteen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen 
hundred and seventy-four, transportation could not be effected until 
nearly Midsummer. А “clean up" of two months work showed about 
three thousand dollars. Hesitancy to tap the mountain was then no 
longer entertained. Mr. Mayon, upon this showing, was enabled to 
dispose of one half of his interest to a Minnesota company for sixty 
thousand dollars. This company is vigorously at work constructing, at 
an expense of ten thousand dollars, a ditch five miles in length, con- 
ducting the water of Owyhee to a point where about three hundred feet 
of pressure can be used on the mines. Nearly two thousand five hun- 
dred feet of iron piping are to be employed in conveying the water from 
the terminus of the ditch to the place of discharge. Some of the claims 
in Hope Gulch prospect as high as two and a half dollars per pan, and 
as much as thirty dollars per day have been realized by a man rocking. 
But little attention has been paid to quartz mining in Island Mountain 
District. Some of the top ore taken from a ledge discovered by Penrod, 
Rousselle & Co. assayed seven hundred dollars per ton in gold. 1518 
supposed that this ledge is the main one from which the loose gold 18 
disseminated over the surrounding surface. At present, the only hin- 
drance to successful work on the mines is a deficient supply of water. 
The Owyhee Water Company propose to bring in the Bruno River, next 
Summer, a distance of twenty-five miles, at an estimated expenditure of 
seventy-five thousand dollars. With this enterprise successfully car- 
ried through, water will be secured in the greatest abundance. The 
outlook gives promise of lively times for Island Mountain with the 
opening of Spring. 
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BULL RUN DISTRICT. 

This distriet, situated north of Elko seventy-five miles on the Bull 
Run range of mountains, was discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty- 
eight. The chief formation of the mountains in which the mines are 
located, is granite. There is a cropping of limestone with a belt of por- 
phyry between the granite and limestone. ће mines are found high 
up on the mountains in the limestone formation. In every respect, this 
district has superior advantage for milling and mining. There is an 
abundance of wood and water for all purposes. The mountains are 
covered with grass, and some of the finest ranches in the State are situ- 
ated in the valley within four miles of the mines. А pleasanter site for 
а mining town cannot be found. Plenty of game can always be found, 
and the streams in the vicinity abound with salmon and trout, The 
Blue Jacket mine is situated оп the east side of the mountain. А tunnel 
has been run in on this mine thred hundred feet, through a mass of 
quartz with ore in bunches the whole distance. A ten-stamp mill has 
been erected within the last few months.and is now ready for operation. 
Тһе Montana has an incline down forty-five feet, out of which has been 
taken thirty-five tons of ore that yielded two hundred dollars per ton. 
The vein at this depth is three and one half feet in width. This loca- 
tion is on the east side of the mountain. The Potosi, on the same hill, 
has a vein varying in width from six inches to eighteen inches. The 
Johnson lies between the Potosi and Montana. А shaft has been sunk 
thirty-five feet and about one thousand dollars have been expended in 
work upon the mine. The Nevada, another location on the ваше hill,, 
has à good strong vein, which shows carbonate of lead and argentiferous 
galena; but little work has been done on it. These veins are all in 
hmestone. The Tuscarora has а tunnel run one hundred feet through 
limestone to strike the vein which crops out strong above on the hill. 
The Revenue has а two-foot ledge, the ore from which has averaged one 
hundred and fifteen dollars per ton. Ап ineline has been sunk forty-five 
feet, showing good smooth walls and the vein continuous from Бре виг- 
face. The Ontario lies on the east side of the mountain near the sum- 
mit. The vein is well defined, and at a depth of forty feet is five feet 
in width; assays have given as high as five thousand seven hundred 
dollars per ton. А shaft has been sunk ninety-five feet, and а tun- 


nel has been run two hundred and ten feet to strike the vein at а depth - 


of one hundred and sixty-five feet; a large amount of good ore is on the 
dumps ready for shipment. 


HUMBOLDT COAL COMPANY. 


The lands belonging to this company are situated on the south side 
of the Humboldt River, two and a halt' miles from Carlin. Indications 
of coal were found here in eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, by Mr. John 
0. А. More, one of the present proprietors of the company, who has 
spent considerable time and money in his endeavors to develop а body- 
of coal that will prove profitable to work. "Three shafts have been 
sunk from sixty to eighty feet in depth. Four tunnels have also beeu 
run from the base of the mountain on the south side of the claim, par- 
allel with each other, and in the direction of the shafts. Work in these 
shafts and tunnels.has been temporarily suspended on account of the 
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large bodies of water encountered. Carboniferous shale is found here, 
and seams of coal containing forty-six per cent of сагроп, which burns 
freely, leaving а white ash. Тһе proprietors propose erecting hoisting 
and pumping machinery in the Spring, in anticipation of soon finding a 
large and permanent vein оҒ coal. " 


SPRUCE MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 


The Ingot Company stopped operations with,their furnace and on 
their mines in January, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, since which 
.time the work of mining has not been so encouraging in this distriot. 
‚ The furnace belonging to this company is one of the largest and most 
complete ік the State; it was erected at a cost of about eighty thousand 
dollars. The “Starr King Company" have also erected here a very 
substantial furnace, at a cost of about twenty-four thousand dollars. 
The most promising mines in the district are the Latham, Fourth of 
July, Blaek Forest,and Starr King. Тһе geological formation of the 
district is limestone and porphyry. А very promising location has been 
made in the foothills саПед the Melrose; there are one thousand two 
hundred feet in the claim. Тһе vein сап be traced a long distance, 
showing carbonate and galena ores. А tunnel is being driven from the 
mine to strike the ledge at a depth of fifty feet from the surface. The 
vein widens out in depth, and the ore yields thirty-seven dollars and 
fifty cents in silver and forty-five per cent in lead. Across the ravine 
from the Melrose is located the Iroquois Chief; this claim comprises 
two principal and several smaller veins, all of which are traceable on 
" the surface for some distance. Тһе ore is chiefly carbonates and galena, 
assaying from one hundred and twenty-five dollars to five hundred and 
fifty dollars in silver, with a large per cent of lead. Тһе district is 
well watered, with an abundanee of wood and timber. : 


DOLLY VARDEN DISTRICT. 


This district is situated at the northern extremity of the Schell Creek 
range of mountains, about sixty-five miles from Toano, and forty miles 
from Schelburn. It was discovered in June, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-two, by Messrs. Johnson and Murphy. The most promising loca- 
tions are the Jackson and the McElheany, the former of which has а 
vein three feet in width. The ore is suitable for smelting, principally 
argentiferous galena and carbonates. A great deal of work has been 
done in this district, but as yet no very important developments have 
been made, the work having been carried on without much judgment. 
There is a good supply of wood in the district, consisting of nut pine 
and juniper, but there is no water nearer than Hicks’ Spring, at Clover- 
dale Station, fifteen miles distant. The geological formation is lime- 
stone. 


GRANITE MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 


Three miles west of Dolly Varden is situated Granite Mountain Dis- 
trict. It was located in August, by Mr. Wm. Murcey and Judge Reilly. 
The veins here contain principally copper. А shaft has been sunk on 
the Emerald fifty feet, which shows some very promising bodies of cop- 
per ore. 
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KINSLEY DISTRICT. 


About four miles from the dividing line between White Pine and Elko 
Counties, and ten miles from the Utah line, situated in the Antelope 
range of mountains, is situated Kinsley District. It was discovered in 
eighteen hundred and sixty-five; but little work .was done, however, 
until eighteen hundred and sixty-seven, at which time about thirty shafts 
were sunk to depths varying from twenty to one hundred feet. A small 
furnace for smelting the ores was erected by Mr. Riley, which did not 
succeed very well. In eighteen hundred and seventy-three, some new 
locations were made—ten in number—by Mr. Waterman, on old claims, 
on which there were no notices of locations. The notices on most of 
the claims had been regularly renewed, and a sufficient amount of assess- 
ment work done to bold them. Тһе veins сгор out with great regu. 
larity for long distances. The geological formation of the district is 
granite and limestone. The district is situated seventy miles from 
Toano, and about thirty-five miles from Schelburn. 


COPE DISTRICT. 


This district lies north of Elko, eighty-six miles distant, and near the 
boundary line of the State. The mines are found in low granite hills, 
situated on both sides of the Owyhee River. On the west side of the 
river are found the little Rock, El Dorado, Monitor, Great Eastern, and 
Mammoth. On the east side are the Argenta, Excelsior, and Independent. 
Very rich silver ore has been found in all of these claims, but at present 
but little work is being done. At one time this was the most prosperous 
mining town in this county. The deepest shaft sunk ор any mine in the 
district 18 in the Excelsior. This is two hundred feet in depth. The El 
Dorado shaft is one hundred and fifty feet deep. Breaks are found in 
most of the claims, at a depth of from fifty to one hundred feet, which 
cut off the ore entirely. These breaks are always encountered at the 
water levels. The character of the formation and veins here is very 
similar to that of Reese River District. The Owyhee River furnishes an 
unlimited supply of water for all purposes. 


SOONER DISTRICT. 


This district was formerly known as Fairweather District, and was 
located in the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy. But little 
work was done at that біте, and ıt was reorganized about the first of 
July, eighteen hundred and seventy, when it was given its present 
name. It is situated about ten miles east of Mountain City, in Bruneau 
range of mountains. Тһе geological formation of the distrietis granite. 
The veins vary in width from six to seven feet, and are easily traced оп 
the surface. The ores are argentiferous galena and copper. Assays 
show forty to ninety-five dollars in silver, and fifty percent lead. There 
is a good supply of both wood and water in the district. 


HALLECK DISTRICT. 


This district is situated on the north western slope of the Ruby range of 
mountains, about six miles from Fort -Halleck. Several locations have 
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been made here by the officers and soldiers from the Fort. - But little work 
has yet been done. The district was organized during the Summer of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, and a Recorder was elected. Wood 
is scarce, but water is abundant. Gold is found in most of the veins, 
which also show silver from two dollars and fifty cents to sixty dollars 
per ton. The railroad is eighteen miles distant, from which there isa 
good road to the mines. Lamoile, one of the finest agricultural valleys 
in the State, is in the immediate vicinity. 


| RUBY VALLEY. 


Ruby Valley is seventy-five miles in length, and about thirty miles in 
width. It is surrounded on all sides by mountains, the range.to the 
west being the highest of any of the ranges between the Sierras and 
the Wahsatch Mountains. Numerous streams of pure cold water flow 
into the valley from the mountains to the north and west, and near the 
southern end there is a large lake of fresh water. The most fertile 
portion of the valley is on its northwest side. There are about two 
thousand five hundred acres‘here in a high state of cultivation, produc- 
ing fine crops of grain and vegetables. ‘There are also several thousand 
acres of hay and grazing lands, on which are pastured ten thousand 
head of cattle. There is a good grist mill in operation, and in/eighteen 
hundred and sixty-nine a distillery was built, but at present it is idle. 
Many of the farms are well improved, with fences, barns, and houses. 
The dwelling of Mr. Thompson—a two-story brick—is one of the finest 
country residences in the State. 


ALABAMA DISTRICT. 


Forty miles north from Humboldt Wells is situated Alabama District. 
It was discovered during the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy- 
one, by Messrs. Noll and Slack. Several locations have been made here, 
but as yet little work has been done. There is a plentiful supply of 
water, though but little wood, in the district. 'The Dayton is the chief 
location, and claims one thousand two hundred feet. A shaft has been 
sunk fifty feet, showing а vein seven feet in width. Work was stopped 
on account of the difficulty experienced іп opening the mine, from water. 
Some ore was shipped to Winnemucca, and worked there. 
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KIT CARSON DISTRICT. x 

_This district lies fifteen miles north of Alabama District, and in the 
same range of mountains. А number of locations have been made here; 
only four of which, however, have been worked. Тһе Juniper is the 
principal location. А tunnel has been run from the gulch to strike the 
vein. 'The formations are granite and limestone. The veins are all 
found in the limestone. The ores contain gold and copper. There is a 
good natural road through from this district to Toano, on the railroad. 
This district was discovered during the Fall of eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, by Messrs. Hanks, Noll, and Lewis. There are splendid 
agricultural lands about ten miles distant. Thousands of head of cattle 
are seen in this vicinity. 
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e SALMON DISTRICT. 


About ten miles west of Kit Carson District is located Salmon Dis- 
trict. It borders on the Salmon River, along which are found some of 
' the finest 2. lands in the State, several thousand acres of 

which yield соод crops of hay. The district was discovered about the 
same time with Kit Carson District, and by the same persons. А num- 
ber of locations have been made, the ore in all of which is chiefly cop- 
per, а number of tons of which have been shipped to San Francisco. 


GOOSE CREEK DISTRICT. 


This district is situated about twenty-five miles north of Tecoma and 
ten miles from the Utah line. There is a good natural road to it from 
the railroad. The first locations were made here during the Summer 
of eighteen hundred and seventy-two. The formation is limestone and 
porphyry. Тһе veins vary in width from two to three feet; and crop 
out on the surface in places a distance of three hundred feet. There is 
but little wood and water in the immediate vicinity of the mines, but 
there is а good supply of both at а distance of four miles. The mines 
were discovered by an Indian, who showed them to Messrs. Thomas 
ала Brown. About ninety locations have been made. Тһе principal 
ones are the Colton Thomas, Anna Carroll,and the Providence. Тһе 
veins are all silver-bearing, the ores being а chloride. Авзаув give from 
one hundred and sixty dollars to three hundred and fifty dollars per 
ton. Two companies are at work here; one on the Colton Thomas, and , 
the other on the Anna Carroll. The Laurel was located in July, eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-three, by Mr. McKitrick, and some good ore 
found near the surface; but, as yet, not much work has been done. 


CORNUCOPIA DISTRICT. р 


Shortly after this district was discovered considerable excitement 
sprung up in regard to it, and quite a stampede was made to Cornuco- 
pia.. The mineral belt was very quickly covered with locations, and 
the most promising portion of it was claimed by several different par- 
ties. These adverse claims have been a very serious drawback to the 
prosperity of the district. In some instances the difficulties in regard 
to title have been settled amicably by the payment of money or other- 
wise. But still some of the most promising properties are clouded with 
these adverse claims. The district was discovered in July, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-three, by Mr. Durfee, who, in conjunction with 
Mr. Freeman, of Elko, made two locations of one thousand five hun- 
dred feet each; one was named the Leopard, on account of the spotted 
character of the ore, and the other the Chloride; assays of some of the 
ore from the latter mine gave the astonishing result of seventeen thou- 
sand dollars per ton. The Leopard, however, is the principal claim in 
the district. A quartzite dyke cuts the hill in a northeast and south- 
west course through a formation of porphyry. The locations are mostly 
made on this quartzite, which is about one hundred and fifty feet in 
Width; small veins of ore are found through the quartzite. Indeed, the 
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whole mass оҒ it assays from five dollars to ten dollars ,per ton. In the 
Leopard mine the vein of pay ore is from three to seven feet in width. 


„Опе thousand five hundred tons of ore, which it is estimated will work 


one hundred dollars per ton, are now on the dumps ready to be hauled 
to the mills; and several hundred tons of the same character of ore are 
in sight in the mine which can easily be extracted. This company have 
built recently a ten-stamp mill, which started up last month. The mill 
is situated on Deep Creek, two and a half miles from the mines. . The 
prospects of this camp, at the present time, are encouraging. 1618 situ- 
ated six miles from the south fork of the Owyhee River, and is sur- 
rounded by fine agricultural and grazing lands. The hills in.which the 
mines are found are low and bare of wood. The usual sagebrush of 
other districts is absent, but fine bunch grass takes its place, covering 
the hills to their summits. This district lies due north of the Town of 
Elko, seventy miles. In addition to the work being done on the Leop- 
ard, some work is also being done on the Chloride, Constitution; and 
Mammoth, 


RAILROAD DISTRICT. 


Hon. John S. Mayhugh, of Elko, has furnished the following report of 

this district and of Lucine: 
| Му 

* Railroad Distriet is situated about twenty-eight miles due south 
from Elko, and contains a population of two hundred and thirty to 
three hundred persons. Many valuable mines have been opened during 
the past two years. The best developed and most prominent mines of 
the district, so far as is now known, are those belonging to the Empire 
City Mining Company of New York, which includes, among others, the 
Last Chanee mine and tunnel, the Hussey and Elko tunnels. Тһе Tri- 
poli and Webfoat are two other good mines belonging to A. J..Roulstone 
& Со. This district has splendid surroundings and facilities for work- 
ing the mines, in the shape of an abundance of wood and water. The 
metallie formation is limestone, with alternate layers or sections of 
granite, porphyry intermixed with quartzite, and feldspar. Тһе ores 
are chiefly carbonate oxide of lead. 

“Тһе Empire City Mining Company have extensive smelting works, 
at a cost of thirty thousand dollars. A.J. Roulstone & Co's fur nace cost 
about from sixteen to eighteen thousand dollars. 


“LUCINE DISTRICT 


“Ts situated about five miles from Tecoma, east of the Central Pacific 
Railroad, the same being eastward from Elko about one hundred and 
thirty miles. 

“This district has many valuable mines of smelting ore,.and has one 
large smelting furnace which is very complete, containing all of the 
latest appliances for smelting ore. Estimated cost of furnace is forty 
thousand dollars.” i 
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EUREKA COUNTY. 


This county was created during the last session of the Legislature, 
from the eastern portion of Lander County. Its boundaries are de- 
scribed in the Act creating the county, as follows, viz: Beginning at a 
point on the north boundary line of Lander County, equidistant between 
the northeast and northwest corners of said Lander County; thence 
running due south from said initial point to the south boundary line of 
Lander County; thence running east alpng said south boundary line of 
Lander County to the southeast corner of said Lander County; thence 
running north along the east boundary line of said Lander County to 
the north west corner of White Pine County; thence running west along 
the south boundary line of Elko County to the south west corner of said 
Klko County; thence running along the west boundary line of Elko 
County to the northeast corner of said Lander County; thence running 
west along the north boundary line of said Lander County to the place 

„об beginning. The general appearance of the county is that of barren- 
ness; yet the soil, when it is properly cultivated, and when sufficient 
water can be obtained for irrigation, shows that this barren land can be 


. made to produce abundantly. For the present, husbandry is confined 


to the raising of vegetables, oats, barley, and hay, for all of which there 
isa good market, so that the farmer is handsomely paid for his labor. 
In some portions of the county alfalfa is being introduced with great 
success. It is highly valuable here, where the prices of hay range so 
high, as two and three crops ean be harvested from the sgme land. 
Stock raising 18 carried on quite extensively, most of the hills and val- 
leys affording a great amount of rich pasturage. The County Assessor, 
in his report for eighteen hundred and seventy-four, says: “Тһе culture 
of wool 18 marked with returns exceeding the estimate of last year, the 
experience of wool-growers conclusively establishing the adaptability of 
our pasturage and climate to the introduction of the family genus ovis, 
and the regular price of mutton guaranteeing incomes doubly commen- 
surate with the capital required in this pleasant and profitable business.” 
The timber in the vicinity of Eureka is fast disappearing. The coal 
burners have stripped the hills and mountains within a radius of twenty 


. miles, во that the supply of fuel for smelting purposes is a yery import- 
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ant one in making an estimate on the future mining prospects of this 
county. Charcoal or coke must be obtained from some other source 
very soon, or the furnaces must be stopped. In regard to coke as an arti- 
cle of fuel, the Sentinel says: “The Dunderberg Company has ordered 
one hundred tons of this article, which it is in daily expectation of 
‘receiving from the west., That it will soon supersede charcoal in this 
camp, is among the certainties of the future, and this, not so much on 
account of the price of the latter, as from the increased scarcity of the 
wood from which it is produced. Should the charcoal rates advance 
within the next month or two, a crisis is imminent, for the mining 
Superintendents are apparently not very willing to adapt themselves to 
the views expressed by our coal producers, and will, they say, should 
these views be put ın practice, immediately order large supplies of coke 
from California, and elsewhere. The Pancake article will soon be made 
available, too; then much of the anxiety of smelters will be removed. 
Coke can be laid down here for present uses, at sixty dollars per ton. 
"One ton of it will reduce within a fraction of eight tons of ore, while 
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the same quantity of the other, containing one hundred and twenty-five 
bushels, at sixteen pounds per bushel, will not smelt more than five tons. 
Coke, it is alleged, is, even with those equalities of results, cheaper than 
charcoal at thirty-five cents per bushel. The cost of one hundred and 
twenty-five bushels of the latter, at thirty cents per bushel, is thirty- 
seven dollars and fifty cents, while the cost of the same weight of coke 
is sixty per cent greater; but since it will smelt sixty per cent more ore 
than the former, we find that it is fully as cheap as coal at the aforesaid 
rate. Now, from this showing we can see that should charcoal advance 
to thirty-five cents, as it is claimed that it will and must, under the 
pressure of demand, seeing there is little or no coal on hand, the fur- 
nace men will be compelled to fall back upon coke entirely, for smelting 
and other purposes. Should it, however, advanée to only thirty-two 
cents, they will still demur, since they claim that an advance of six per 
cent in the price would be even more than they could afford to pay; and 
if they cannot pay six per cent, they certainly will not pay fifteen per 
cent, which an advance of five cents per bushel would make it." 

From the foregoing it will be seen that the price of coal has reached 
the maximum price at which it сап Бе used and leave а margin of profit to 
the smelter. ‘There are but few companies but what would prefer to have 
their mines remain idle, rather than work them at а loss to themselves. · 
Already coke from Pennsylvania is being introduced, but it is doubtful 
whether the profits in smelting the ores of Eureka will pay for the 
transportation of fuel such a great distance. Charcoal from the Sierras 
is much more available, and certainly will be more profitable to the con- 
sumers, and, on the completion of the narrow gauge railroad, the supply 
will, no doubt, be obtained from this point. This road is now in running 
order to within thirty-five miles of Eureka, and will, doubtless, be com- 
pleted to that point early next Summer. Its importance to this county 
can scarcely be overestimated; for, in addition to the benefits to be derived 
by the people in having a railroad for travel and the transportation of 
their own freight, it will make Eureka the central shipping point for all 
points to the south. Many places—as Belmont, Tybo, Morey, Pioche, 
and Robinson—which now have their supplies shipped from other points 
on the Central Pacific Railroad than Palisade, will then receive them by 
the way of Eureka. Many new districts will be opened up, and thou- 
sands of tons of low-grade ore, which cannot at present be profitably 
worked, will be made available. With the railroad completed, and the 
mines and furnaces running to their full capacity, the future prospects 
of no place in eastern Nevada are so wellassured. Eureka is the county 
seat of Eureka County. It is well situated, and easy of access from 
both north and south. Itis well supplied with water from springs in 
the cafion above. Very great improvement has been made in its appear- 
ance during the last two years. Built in the hurry and bustle of a 
mining excitement, many of the buildings are not of a very substantial 
character; still, owing to the increased confidence in the permanency of 
the place, produced by the favorable developments in the mines, good 
buildings are fast taking the places of the old ones. The Masonic and 
Odd Fellows’ Halls, Meyers & Franklin’s store, O’Durkel & Co’s new 
building, and a number of private residences recently built, add greatly 
to the comeliness of the town. During the month of July, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-four, a most disastrous flood swept away many 
buildings, destroying thousands of dollars worth of property, and many 
valuable lives. Fifteen persons were drowned in the torrent which 
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&wept down from the surrounding hills with scarcely а moment's warn- 
ing. The damage done by this flood has all been repaired, and to avoid 
the repetition of such a disaster, a ditch, wide and deep, has been cut 
through the town. The population of the place has largely increased, 
and the value of all kinds of property largely augmented. Never since 
the discovery of the mines in this district has more confidence been felt 
in the permanency and future prospects of the place than at present. 

The developments in the leading mines have opened up-large bodies 
of ore, and established, beyond a doubt, their permanency and richness. 
The weekly production of bullion is about five hundred thousand pounds. 
From June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-three to June thir- 
tieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, there were seventy thousand 
four hundred and eight tons of ore extracted from the mines in this 
county, yielding the sum of two million seven hundred and seven thou- 
sand one* hundred and fifty.nine dollars and fifty-eight cents, and the 
total amount of taxable property is three million two hundred and sixty-, 
one thousand three hundred and forty-three dollars. (For full descrip- 
tion of the mines and furnaces of this district, вее last report.) 


THE RICHMOND, 

This is now the leading mine of the district. It has been opened up 
to a depth of five hundred feet. It is worked through a tunnel, the ore 
being hoisted from below the tunnel level by an engine placed inside 
the mine. It is estimated that sufficient оте ів in sight to keep the com- 
pany’s furnaces constantly running for two years. One of the most 
important improvements made by this company at their furnaces, is the 


г 


construction of a fume arrester, by means of which the fumes and smoke ` 


are conveyed from the furnaces through a tunnel to а large chimney on 
the side of the hill, back of the company's works. Refining works are 
also being erected, "which will be of great value both to this company 
and all other bullion -producing mines in the district. 

The following interesting details concerning this mine have been pre- 
pared at my request, by Mr. Edward Probert, managing director of the 
Richmond Company, at Eureka: 


“Тһе Richmond mine is situated on Ruby Hill, а spur of Prospect 
Mountain, and is distant three miles from Eureka. Тһе vein eropped 
out on the southwest side of the hill, and it has been followed about 
nine hundred feet on the dip, to the nortbeast or opposite slope—the 
workings passing below the crest of the hill at a depth of three hun- 
dred feet, or thereabouts. Оп the northeastern slope, а shaft has been 
sunk (now five hundred feet deep), from which two drifts have been 
run—one at two hundred feet, the other at four hundred feet, and each 
about two hundred and fifty feet long—to the ore body. This has been 
found to preserve nearly the same course and dip at the greatest depth 
attained, ав it possessed ай the starting point on the other side of the 
. hill. It has been technically defined as a 'pipe vein, ' but it is made up 
in reality of а series of bonanzas of an ellipsoidal shape; placed with 
their longer axes in the direction of the dip. One of these, the third 
from the eroppings, and the largest, extends downwards-about three 
hundred feet; its greatest lateral extension being about two hundred 
and fifty feet, and its maximum thickness one hundred feet. This 
chamber is invaded at two or three points by projecting buttresses of 
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limestone, diminishing the mass of ore by at least one third. Тһе lode 
has never had a lateral extension exeeeding three hundred feet; to the 
north west it ‘feathers’ out completely, while to the southeast it is limited 
by a bar of red oxide of iron, lying against the lime rock or ‘country,’ 
in which all traces of the vein disappear. The ‘hanging wall’ is very 
much shattered; the foot is more compact, sometimes running almost 
flat for & hundred feet or so, and then dipping suddenly at an angle of 
seventy-five degrees. The ore itself consists chiefly of an argentiferous 
carbonate of lead, having nodules of galena interspersed through it, ав 
well as a large amount of decomposed arsenical pyrites, which is gold- 
bearing. Large masses of oxide of iron alternate with the richer vein 
material, and constitute what may be termed the ‘gangue,’ which imparts 
to the ore its usual ferruginous or red.earthy appearance. This oxide 
of iron, which amounts to over forty per cent of the contents of the 
vein, is ‘itself more or less rich in gold and silvér, and forms, "with the 
other materials, an excellent fluxing mixture. Practically, indeed, the 
ore has no ‘gangue,’ and all that can be done in the way of assorting, 
is to remove some of the poorest looking lumps of iron-stone, and any 
pieces of limestone which may have fallen into the vein from the hang- 
ing wall. 

“Тһе carbonates of lead vary in color from dirty white io yellow gray 
and dull earthy red, the latter alone being due to an admixture of iron 
oxides. "The nodules of galena represent, I believe, the original condi. 
tion of the vein material,the carbonates being evidently the result of 
decomposition, These nodules of galena are always found imbedded in 
the carbonates, and covered with a crust of sulphate of lead, in a friable 
condition, which seems to be the intermediate state of tho mineral, 
while undergoing the chemical change from galena, or sulphuret of 
lead, to carbonate. Some rarer minerals are also found in the mine; 
such as mimetite, which is an arseniate of lead combined with cAloride 
of lead, and is always rich in gold; also, lining the drusy cavities of the 
harder vein materials, there are often met with beautiful crystals of 
molybdate of lead, of the usual tabular form and orange colors. 

“The mine is perfectly dry, and at the present depth the moisture in 
the ore is not greater than it was near the surface—the average being 
about twelve per cent. The ore being in a friable condition, for the 
most part, is easily broken down—very little powder being used. It is 
also admirably adapted by nature for smelting, and сап be taken direct 
from the mine to the furnaces, without previous fluxing. or preparation 
of any kind. І inclose an analysis of the ore, as sampled at the fur- 
naces during the month of August, eighteen hundred and seventy-three. 
It will be seen that the percentage of oxide of iron is very high, and to 
this is due the simplicity and success of the smelting process. 

“The total number of tons smelted from March, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three, to the present date—December thirtieth, eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-four—is fifty-eight thousand; but the number of tons 
of base bullion obtained from this amount of ore, Т am unable to state, 
inasmuch ав a large amount of purchased ore was smelted with it. The 
approximate average assay of the ore is twenty dollars, gold, thirty 
dollars, silver, and vwenty- -four per cent lead. The loss in smelting the 
ore has been very considerable. This is due mainly to the large amount 
of arsenic present in it; this metal being very volatile carries off with 
it much of the silver and gold, and it has been found necessary of late 
to construct a long flue to reduce this loss. The working of this flue 
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has been, во far, successful; the deposit in it amounting to upwards of 

ten tons daily, with three furnaces running—the assay value of the. 
deposit being considerably higher in gold, silver, and lead than that of 

the ore smelted. 

“Тһе quantity of charcoal consumed daily by the three furnaces form- 
ing the present establishment, amounts to four thousand five hundred 
bushels (more or less), which, at thirty cents a bushel, amounts to above 
forty thousand dollars а month. The quantity of ore smelted daily is ` 
about one hundred and thirty tons, though sometimes it rises to one = 
hundred and fifty tons or one hundred aud sixty tons.

EUREKA CONSOLIDATED.. 


This mine still continues to be,one of the chief bullion-producing mines 
of the district. The furnace belonging to this company was greatly 
injured at the time of the flood, but the damage was soon repaired. A 
fume arrester has also been erected by this company, which adds. 
greatly to the health of the town in carrying off the poisonous fumes 
and smoke which formerly rolled up from the furnaces. A new road 
has been built from the mines to the furnaces, and work is being vigor- 
ously prosecuted in the mine, taking out ore and prospecting for other 
bodies. Mr. Shaw, the Superintendent of the company, in his annual 
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report for eighteen hundred and seventy-four, gives the following on 
the condition of the furnaces. The estimates are from Mr. Traylor's 
(the Secretary) report for eighteen hundred and seventy-three-seventy 
four: | |

“Since the last annual report, we have substituted Root blowers in 
place of the Stedtfeldt then in use, and find them much more economi- 
cal, requiring less power of machinery, with less friction, affording a 
blast more powerful, steady, and uniform; in fact, giving better resylts 
throughout and proving highly satisfactory in every respect. the 
blowers are attached to turnaces numbers three, four, and five. 

* We have now three first class furnaces, viz: numbers three, four 
and five, each of fifty tons capacity, and сарае of greater service 
under more favorable circumstances. Furnace number three has been 
running six weeks and seems in condition,now to run that much longer. 
Furnaces numbers four and five are in perfect order for successful 
smelting, and all three are adapted in their construction to connect with 
the dust arrester. We hope soon to have these furnaces all running to 
their full capacity and disgorging bullion by the ton. 

« Furnaces numbers one and two we have abandoned, and will use 
only in cases of emergencies, ог when we вее а way for their utility in 
some other branch of the reduction of base ores. 

*In building dust arrester or flume, it necessitated several improve- 
ments: First—TIn the raising the top of the building some sixteen feet, and 
replacing the old roof by a new one of more substantial construction, 
bracing it thoroughly with heavy timbers, to give support to the immense 
weight of iron beneath used in the flume, this being suspended from the 
roof by iron rods running around the flume and extending up through the 
roof timbers, and securely fastened by heavy nuts, etc. Under the flume 
is built a plank flooring for car track, over which is run the car for col- 
lecting and conveying the dust outside the building to places cofvenient 
for reduction. Underneath this flooring is a large and airy feeding 
room, giving plenty of space for the labor required in charging the 
furnaces with their supply of coal and ore. 

“Тһе next improvement necessitated, was in carrying up the furnaces 
to a greater height of twenty feet, to clear the building and leave room 
for making the necessary connection to the fume. The improvements 
are all completed. The dust arrester is in place, and little remains to be 
done now before we shall be able to test the merits of this particular, 
improvement. This flume is most substantially built, and being lined 
throughout with iron, we consider it safe as against any fire or heat 
that may be engendered by any chemical changes taking place in the 
dust. Asa precaution against fire, we have made several openings, or 
doorways, at various points, through which entrance can be made to any 
desired place in the flume, affording every facility by which we may be 
able to close in on and extinguish any combustible eruption, spontane- 
ous or otherwise.

Mr. W. S. Keyes, Superintendent of the company's mines, has very 
courteously furnished the following report:

some idea of the hardships entailed on the mine owner by the incon- 
gruities and absurdities of the local mining law, it will be sufficient to 
state that the company was at one time threatened with five mining 
suits, mostly vexatious and blackmailing. Of these, three were actually 
commenced; one was decided in the company’s favor, and compromises 
were made with the others. In ври, however, of all drawbacks, the 
property has paid for itself out of the proceeds of mines and bids fair to 
continue a like satisfactory career.

*'Phe bullion produced has varied in value between two hundred and 
twenty-five dollars to five hundred and ten dollars per ton in gold and 
silver, averaging about three hundred dollars. The gross value may 
be estimated at seven hundred and twenty-seven and thrée quarter

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THE DUNDERBERG. 


This mine belongs to the Ruby Hill Consolidated Company, and was 
among the first locations made in the district. It remained, however, in 
obscurity for a long time. Within the past two years, developments of 
à very encouraging character have been made, and substantial hoisting 
works erected. The incline is about three'hundred feet deep. 


PROSPECT MOUNTAIN. 


Of the mines in this mountain, Captain John M. Foley says: “Тһе 
eastern slope of Prospect Mountain divides itself into three zones or 
belts of crystalline, carbonate of lime, and magnesia granular, blue or 
gray, devoid of stratification, and, as far as yet known, of fossils. 
These belts of dolomite are separated one from another by heavy belts 
of quartzite and igneous schists. 'lhere are three prominent ore chan- 
nels ineased in the dolomite, evidently true fissures, coursing on the 
eastern slope, general direction about twenty-three degrees west of 
north, having well defined boundaries, and showing unmistakable evi- 
депсе to some given law. Where thorough explorations are carried on, 
such as the Dunderberg, Jinksville, Pleiades, and Connolly mines, all 
the facts relative to true fissure veins are observed—such as the occur- 
rence of selvages, vuggs, and slickensides along the walls. The lodes 
having similar directions contain similar ores, sulphurets, and carbon- 
ates. At the head of Goodwin and New York Саћопв, these mineral 
veins are two hundred yards or more apart, concentrating and forming 
а junction at Ruby Hill, making this one of the greatest ore-producing 
hills in the world. The mines that bear the most encouraging aspects 
on the upper lode, are the Industry—a mine of great promise—Lemon, 
Mountain View, Diligence, Eliese, Lord Byron, Valentine, Santiago, 
Delaware, Orange, Union, Antelope, Charleston, Hamburg, Republic, 
X Y Z, Gaslight, Excelsior, Fourth of July, and Julia; on the middle lode 
are the Little Giant, Ingols, Lead World, Ohio, Bell, Niagara, Columbia, 
Chattanooga, Kittie Pierce, Pioneer, C. F., Hoosac, and many others; on 
the lower lode are found the Jackson, Justice, Shoo Fly, George Lund- 
gum, Dunderberg, Jinksville, Pleiades, Connolly, California, Helen 
Mortimer, Big Bilk, Hamburg, or Badger, and many others too numer- 
ous to mention. Difficulties are encountered in tracing these lodes at 
the surface, owing to the decomposition of the rocks, and the covering 
up by vegetable soil, and where the fissure forming the vein has not 
reached the surface. 


HOOSAC MINE. 


This mine is situated on Bald Mountain, and about five miles south of 
Епгека. It was located in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. Large 
lodes of ore have been opened up, so that now it stands among the 
leading mines of the district. It is worked to a depth of two hundred 
and forty feet, and yields a fine grade of smelting ore. 


SECRET CANON. 


The mines of this locality are producing good ore, and more work: is 
being done than at any previous period since its discovery. The Geddes 
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/ › 
and Bertrand are yielding воте very rich ore. Тһе Pinto mill has been 
repaired, and is now industriously at work upon the ores of the district; 
this has infused new life into mining operations here, and given hope to 
the minors in the future permanency of the mines. The Robert Emmet, 
Connolly, and Industry, yield daily about twenty-five tons of ore. 


CORTEZ DISTRICT. 


This district lies south of Beowawa, a station on the Central Pacific 
road, thirty miles, and sixty miles northerly from Austin, on the same 
range of mountains. The mines.here were discovered about ten years 
ago. Тһе most striking feature of the district is an immense quartzite 
dike, which courses through the high limestone mountain in which the 
mines ате found, and can be seen from a distance many miles away. Ап 
eight-stamp mill was built here in eighteen hundred and sixty-four, by 
the Cortez Company; it was afterwards increased to sixteen stamps. It 
was poorly managed, however, and was only run for a short time. It 
cost one hundred thousand dollars, and was bought in eighteen hundred 
and sixty-nine by Mr. Wenban, the present owner of the principal mines 
in the district, for six thousand dollars, since which time it has been 
running very successfully. | 

Wood is found in great abundance, and about eight miles from the 
principal mines, a good stream of water. Chinamen are employed іп 
the mines, some of whom have proven themselves 10 be very skillful 
miners. Тһе ore from the mines and wood for the mill are packed on 
mules, owing to the difficulty of constructing a wagon road. The chief 
mines of the district are the Garrison, St. Louis, Arctic, Idaho, and 
Magenta. There are many other locations in the district, but much 
work has not been done on them. There is, perhaps, no district in the 
State where success has crowned the efforts of the mine owner, after во 
many discouragements as were experienced here in the first attempts in 
mining. Тһе veins are all small, but yield very rich ore. 


# 
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The mining and other interests in this county were.never in а more 
flourishing condition than at present. There has been no great exoite- 
ment consequent upon newly discovered bodies of rich ore-in the mines 
of any particular district, but there has been a healthy increase in the 
confidence felt in the permanency and future wealth of-the mines, во 
that many have been encouraged to keep at work, while otbers have 
commenced operations again in districts that were abandoned years ago. 
Metal-bearing veins are found iù almost every mountain range in the 
county, and many of the mining districts being within easy access of 
the railroad, present superior inducements for the investment of capital 
and a systematic development of the mines. Most of the agricultural 
lands in the county have been located, and considerable improvements 
made upon them. The hills and mountains afford considerable pastur- 
age, and some of the valleys contain a great deal of meadow land, while 


the uplands are covered with white sage, all yielding an inexhaustible. 
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supply of feed for grazing; consequently Humboldt has become one of 
the leading stock.raising counties in the State. Stock requires neither 
fodder nor shelter during any portion of the year, and the extensive 
white sage lands afford, during the Winter months, a most excellent 
and nutritious feed. But little wood is found in most of the mountains, 
but this want is easily supplied from the Sierras by means of the rail. 
road. Of the agricultural lands about nine thousand асгев have been 
cultivated during the past year, which have produced good crops of 
wheat, barley, oats, corn, potatoes, and other vegetables. Fruit trees 
are also cultivated which are now beginning to yield. Peaches grown 
here have а delightful flavor, though not so large as those raised in 
California. The Assessor's returns show in the county three thousand 
apple, three thousand peach, four hundred pear, four hundred plum, two 
hundred cherry, two hundred and fifty nectarine, two hundred and 
thirty quince, one hundred walnut, and one hundred apricot trees; also, 
two thousand strawberry, four hundred raspberry, two thousand goose- 
berry, and five hundred grapevines. The assessed value of real estate 
and improvements for the year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, was 
one million two hundred and sixty-four thousand four hundred and 
sixty-eight dollars, and of personal property one million sixty thousand 
seven hundred and ninety-nine dollars. Total assessed value of ргор- 
erty in the county, two million three hundred and twenty-five thousand 
two hundred and sixty-seven dollars. Тһе popular vote polled at the 
last general election was eight hundred and seventy.six, and the esti- 
mated population is five thousand. Тһе number of cattle in the county 
is thirty-nine thousand six hundred and eighty-three, and sheep forty. 
three, thousand nine hundred and .eighty-five. There are fourteen 
quartz mills, but a number of them are idle. The county seat is now 
at Winnemucca, having been removed there from Unionville by an Act 
passed during the meeting of the last Legislature.

i ARIZONA. 


Several thousand feet of tunnels and drifts have been run in this 
mine during the past two years, without, however, discovering any new 
chambers of ore. About twenty tons a day have been extracted, and 
from seventy-five tó one hundred men kept аб work. А new steel wire 
rope has been placed upon the tramway, and other necessary improve- 
ments have been made about the mine. The ore worked has not been . 
ав productive as heretofore, yielding only from fifty dollars to seventy 
dollars per ton. An Aiken furnace was built in connection with the 
tailings-mill, but it failed to perform the work satisfactorily and was 
abandoned. Тһе mills belonging to the company have been idle а good 
portion of the time during the past year. 


| THE MILLIONAIRE 
Was loeated in October, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, by the 
discoverers, Messrs..Derevere and Wood. "There are fifteen hundred 
feet in the location. The vein is from eight inches to twenty inches in 
width, and lies almost horizontal between strata of limestone. Some 
exceedinglyjrich ore has been taken from this mine, assaying as high as 
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three thousand dollars per ton. One hundred tons were shipped to 
Reno and worked there. Тһе mine belongs now to Mr. O. K. Stampley, 
and late developments show the vein to be standing almost upright, and 
pitching down the hill; all the ore extracted is being sacked for ship- 
ment. 


КЕММЕВЕС. р * 


This mine was located in August, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, 
and contains fifteen hundred feet. It is also found between strata of 
limestone, and lies almost horizontal; an average of ten assays gave two 
hundred dollars per ton; some of tho ore is very rich, and works in the 
mills four hundred dollars per ton. Тһе vein varies in width, from а, 
few inches to two feet. It is situated about four thousand feet south- 
east from the Arizona mine. : | 


HENNING. 


About fifteen thousand dollars have been expended in constructing a 
road! from the Pioneer and Inskip mill to this mine, апа іп running 
а tunnel in the vein. About four hundred feet of tunnels have been 
run, and two hundred and fifty tons of ore extracted and worked. "The 
vein hes almost horizontal, and between strata of limestone. lt aver- 
ages about twenty inches in width. 


VILLAGE BELLE. 


This ledge was discovered lately within a few hundred yards of the 
Town of Unionville; six thousand feet have been located south of the 
original claim. Assays of the ore run from nine dollars to five hun- 
dred dollars in gold and silver, the average being two hundred and 
thirty-nine dollars per ton. 


RISING SUN. 


This is an antimony mine, and hes about a mile south from Unionville, 
low down in the foothills. The course of the vein is southeast and 
northwest. The ore near the surface is an oxide, but at a depth of 
about sixty feet, it changes to a sulphuret of antimony. A tunnel has 
been run in the vein, and at a distance of one hundred and twenty feet 
from its mouth, a solid vein, thrée feet in width, of the sulphuret, is 
found, which yields seventy per cent of the pure metal. Four men are 
at work, and extract one and a half tons per day; this is shipped to San 
Francisco, where it is,worth fifty dollars per ton. The cost of mining 
and shipping to the railroad, is sixteen dollars per ton. 


INDIAN DISTRICT. 


This district was organized as early as eighteen hundred and sixty-one, 
and is situated eight miles south of Unionville. A great number of 
locations were made at the time of discovery, but, with a few exceptions, 
httle work was done on any of them. The Moonlight was one of the 
early locations, and about one hundred thousand dollars was extracted 
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from near the surface. А shaft has been sunk to a depth of eighty.six 
feet. It has been relocated under the name of General Grant. 


THE EAGLE MINE Ы 


Was located under the name of Lady Магу, іп eighteen hundred and 
sixty-eight. It was relocated in eighteen hundred and seventy-one, and 
called the Eagle. It is situated low down in the foothills, and not more 
than three hundred feet above the level of the valley. A fifteen-stamp 
mill has been erected within the last three months, and is now ready to 
begin working the ores from this mine, which are chiefly gold. The fol- 
lowing, from the Humboldt Register, is the latest information I have been 
able to get from this mine: 

“Тһе Eagle mine, in Spring Valley, is proving itself worthy the name 
of Comstock of Humboldt County. Last Spring it was purchased by 
General Page, B. F. Bivins, and J. Anderson, and incorporated under the 
laws of California. „А contract was let to sink a shaft seventy-five feet 
on the ledge, and the work of developing the mine systematically begun. 
At а depth of a few feet from the surface, rich ore was discovered, and 
the.ledge gradually inereased in size as depth was attained. Тһе shaft 
js now eighty feet deep, and the ledge twelve feet wide at the bottom. 
Drifts have been run each way along the ledge, from the bottom of the 
shaft, à distance of sixty feet, the ledge continuing from ten to twelve 
feet wide the entire length of the drifts. John Banks, who is at work 
on the mines, came to Winnemucea with election returns,and brought 
some three or four specimens of the ore from the bottom of the shaft, 
which are of the richest character. These specimens, which Banks. 
ваув are but an average sample of a four-foot streak, contain black sul. 
phurets of silver, studded with frce gold, plainly visible to the naked 
eye. „Тв ore assays over one thousand dollars in silver, and several 
thousands in gold, to the ton. About two thousand tons of ore is now 
on the dump, awaiting the completion of the mill, which is being pushed 
ahead as rapidly as possible, and will be completed in running order 
about the twentieth instant. The owners of the Hayle are sanguine of 
success, and the appearance of the mine warrants that conclusion. Ав 
some of the ore contains a small percentage of galena, it may be песев- 
sary to roast it before it сап be worked up to a fair percentage of its 
assay value, but that is a question upon which mill men entertain a dif- 
іөгепсе of opinion. Already quite a lively little village has sprung up 
in the vicinity of the Eagle, and as there are other promising mines in 
the immediate neighborhood, it is not improbable that a flourishing town 
will be built there within a year.” 


STAR DISTRICT. 
THE SHEBA, DE SOTO, AND MAMMOTH MINES 


Have yielded some high grade ores during. the past two years, a small 
force of men being employed on each. A considerable amount of low 
grade ores have also been extracted. A Krom concentrating mill has 
been erected by Mr. T. G. Negus, which ran for awhile during the 
Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy-three, very successfully. It 
has been idle for some time, but will probably start up again in the 
Spring. 
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SIERRA DISTRICT. 
THE TULLULAH MINE 


Has been worked some since my last report. Two tunnels have been 
run by this company, one a distance of five hundred feet, and the other 
eight hundred feet; they cut three veins each, one of which has been 
drifted in about seventy-five feet. The veins are found between walls 
of slate and granite, and vary from two to four feet in width, showing 
in places some very rich ore. di 


THE AUBURN AND ALASKA 


Are situated. on the east side of the mountain, and contain very rich 
gold ore. A number of small veins are comprised in these locations, 
Indeed, there is a perfect network of small veins on this side of the 
mountain which run in all directions; all of them carry a large per- 
cent of gold. The Peabody, Buckeye, and Danish Consul have been 
worked some lately; they contain а large percent of gold. 


ECHO DISTRICT 


Is situated a few miles from the railroad, near Rye Patch Station. | 
The mill which was burned here in eighteen hundred and seventy-one, 
has been rebuilt, in connection with а Stetefeldt furnace. It has ten 
stamps, and bas been running very steadily during the past few months, 
producing about six thousand dollars in bullion weekly. It belougs to 
the Rye Pateh Company, who have about twenty men employed in their 
mine, taking out sufficient ore to keep the mill running all the time. А. 
dividend of fifty cents to the share was paid in the month of November. 


WINNEMUCCA DISTRICT. 


This district is situated on the mountain just across the Humboldt 
River from the Town of Winnemucca. Work has been resumed on а 
number of mines in this distriet during the past year. “А roasting 
furnace and quartz mill have been erected on the old site of the Hum- 
boldt mill at Winnemucca. The mill is run by steam. The furnace 
was designed and built by Ginaea, at Mill City, an Italian by birth, 
and an old resident of Humboldt County. It is on the same principle 
as the Stetefeldt and Aikin Ғатпасев,, but built more like a rever- 
beratory furnace. It has a hopper above tbe fireplaces to let the 
pulp drop. On dropping the pulp is blown in and under the general 
arch of the furnace by a blower, which gives it a rotary motion; the 
heaviest parts drop on the hearth directly between the fireplaces, while 
the lighter is carried into several compartments in which the rest of 
the hearth of the reverberatory is divided. This hearth is deep, and 
presents, mstead-of a plane surface, two sharp walls traversing the 
width, and presenting inclined surfaces to the pulp setthng on them. 
The pulp, reaching the hearth, finds inclined planes conveying it by 
gravity toward three discharge doors at the bottom and opening under 
the hearth. These doors are opened only when the pulp has lain in the’ 
furnace several hours. This 18 done to give to the pulp a chance to, 
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perfect, by time, any chemical change commenced by its ignition in 
falling. The heavy stuff dropped*on the hearth between the fires is 
discharged in like manner. The furnace is claimed to work to eighty 
and ninety per cent of assay value.” a 


JERSEY DISTRICT. 


This district was discovered in eighteen hundred and seventy-three, 
and lies southwest of Battle Mountain Station, fifty miles. But-little 
work has been done on any of the locations, except the Trimble. A 
tunnel eighty feet in length has been run on this vein, the deepest point 
of which, below the surface, is about one hundred and seventy-five feet. 


‚ The ledge at the end of the tunnel is four feet wide. The ore contains 


about sixty per cent of lead, which yields about one hundred and fifty 
dollars per ton in silver. | 


CENTRAL DISTRICT. 


This district is situated north of the railroad, about seven miles from 
Rye Patch Station. The veins are found in slate, and vary in width from 
а few inches to five feet. А four-stamp mill, with Stetefeldt furnace, 
has been erected here since my last report. 16 ran quite successfully 
for awhile, but for the past few months has been idle, owing to litiga- 
tion, the mill being attached, and in the possession of the Sheriff. 

The principal locations in the district are the Teamster, Golden Age, 
Railroad, Locomotive, Marietta, and Dutchman. The Marietta has an 
incline down on the vein three hundred and sixty-six feet, showing some 
very rich ore. А good deal of stoping has been done, and a large amount 
of ore has been taken from this mine. The Teamster is worked by 
means of a tunnel, which has been driven in on the vein one hundred 
and twenty-five feet. A number of tons of ore worked from this mine 
gave over one hundred dollars per ton. Тһе Golden Age is worked 
through a tunnel, and shows some very rich ore. Тһе Railroad and 
Locomotive are situated low down in the hills, and but a short distance 
from the mill. Considerable work has been done on these claims. Тһе 
Railroad has two shafts, one of which has been sunk one hundred and 
ten feet, and the other ninety feet. The Dutchman is situated five miles 
north from the mill, and а large number of men have been employed оп 
it during the past Summer, taking out ore and shipping it. Wood is 
scarce in the district, but being situated so near the railroad, can easily 
be obtained. There is sufficient water here for all purposes. 


е > 
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EL DORADO DISTRICT. $ 


This district is situated about four miles from the railroad, on the 
western slope of the Humboldt range of mountains, and about ten miles 
from Unionville. It is one of the oldest districts in the county. There 
are two well defined mineral belts running parallel through the district 
in a northerly and southerly direction. Тһе one to the east is іп 
quartzite and porphyry, and the other is in limestone. Some of the ores 
are free milling, but a large proportion of them carry a large percentage 
of lead and copper, and will require roasting. А good road leads to the 
mines from the railroad, with an easy grade. There is a fine stream of 
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water, affording а good supply for mill purposes. Considerable work 
has been done upon the principal veins of the district during the past 
two years. ; 


RELIEF DISTRICT , ^ 


Lies southwest from Unionville, in the Humboldt range of mountains. 
ТЕ was discovered in the Fall of eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. А 
number of locations were made, only two of which, however, have been 
worked to any extent. The Pacific has two thousand feet in the loca- 
поп. The course of the vein is northwest and southeast. Тһе vein is 
about two and one half feet in width. А tunnel haa been run into the 
vein, Which is four hundred feet in length. Several hundred tons of ore 
have been taken from this mine, and worked at the five-stamp mill 
belonging to the company, and situated three miles distant. The Green- 
stone lies about four thousand feet south of the Pacific, and on the same 
side of the mountain. Several tons of ore from this mine worked two 
hundred and twenty-five dollars per ton. The best ores extracted in 
this district are shipped to San Francisco. 


COLUMBIA DISTRICT. 


This district is situated seventy-five miles northwest from Mill City, 
on the western slope of the Pueblo range of mountains, and immediately 
west of Quinn River Valley. The formation of the mountain in which 
the veins are found is slate. The district was discovered three or four 
years ago, by Mr. Verry. Little work was done, however, before Decem- 
ber, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, when some locations were made 
by Mr. Ben. Foreman, of Unionville, who sold them to the Reno Mining 
Company. ` These locations consist of two copper and three silver and 
gold-bearing veins. ‘Che mineral belt extends a distance of twelve miles 
north and south. The copper ore yields an average of fifty per cent of 
that metal. It is chiefly the oxide of and native copper. The Badger 
mine shows some very rich gold ore. The discovery of this mine was 
made in a very singular manner. А badger, in digging his hole in the 
ground, exposed the vein, hence the name was given to the mine. One 
sixth of the mine was recently sold for ten thousand dollars, and work 
has been commenced in a systematic manner to develop it. A force of 
men aro at work on the Montauk, taking out some very rich ore. The 
Galena mine is also being worked, the prospects of which are very - 
encouraging. Wood 18 scarce in the vicinity of the mines, but at a dis- 
tance ot twenty-five miles there is а good supply. Bartlett Creek con- 
tains sufficient water to furnish power for atwenty-stamp mill. A ditch 
has been surveyed, and work commenced upon it, for the purpose of 
carrying the water to a suitable place for the erection of a mill. The . 
surrounding country affords good pasturage for stock—bunch grass 
covering the mountains—and large herds of cattle are now fattening 
upon it. 


PARADISE VALLEY. 


This valley lies north from Winnemucca. It is forty-five miles in 
length and ten in width. On the west and north it is encireled by a 
high and almost impassable range of mountains; on the east side it is: 
bounded by low, broken hills, and on the south by Humboldt Valley. 
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The fertile portion of the valley is at the northern end, and is about 
fifteen miles in length by eight miles in width. Several large streams 
of water flow into the valley from the mountains in the north and west, 
and the Little Humboldt enters it from the east. There are about sixty 
cultivated ranches in this valley, having about ten thousand acres fit for 
tillage. Barley, wheat, oats, potatoes, and other vegetables are the chief 
products. The land along the streams of water in the vicinity of the 
mountains, yield the best crops, though all the land in the upper end 
of the valley is cultivated and produces good crops. There are about one 
hundred and fifty inhabitants in the valley, a store, two hotels, two 
saloons, two blacksmith shops, and many well improved farms. There 
is also a flour mill situated on the northeast side of the valley, forty-eight 
miles from Winnemucca. It was built in eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, 
by Mr. Charles Adams, who ran it very successfully until eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-one, when it was purchased by Mr. S. B. P. Pierce, who ` 
has been running it ever since, and producing flour equal to that, made in 
California, which finds ready sale at Winnemucca. Flour from here is 
shipped also to Elko, Austin, Mountain City, and all the mining and 
railroad towns іп Humboldt and Elko Counties. There is sufficient grain 
raised in the valley to keep this mill running steadily nine months in the. 
year. | The mill is run by water-power obtained from Martin's Creek, a 
twenty-foot overshot wheel being used. Тһе lower end of the valley 18 
very barren, being separated from the Valley of the Humboldt by a long 
stretch of sand hills. Paradise is one of the most extensively cultivated 
valleys in the State; the climate is good and the pasturage for stock 
cannot be excelled. | 


LANDER COUNTY. 


The limits of this county have, since my last report, been lessened by 
the forniation of Eureka County from a portion of its territory. ander 
has thus been deprived of one of her richest and most productive min- 
ing districts; the amount of her taxable property has been greatly 
reduced, and her sources of revenue curtailed. The total value of tax- 
able property for the year eighteen hundred and seventy four, is one 
million five hundred and forty-six thousand five hundred and forty-four 


" dollars, against two million one hundred and forty thousand three hun- 


dred and eighteen dollars and eighty-two cents for the year cighteen 
hundred and seventy-two. 


AUSTIN, 


The county seat, has neither progressed nor retrograded during the past 
two years. It being one of those towns which, having passed through 
the vicissitudes incident to all mining towns, has settled down on a 
firm basis, devoid of the excitement and wild speculations which char- 
acterize the early career of nearly all mining districts in this State, with 
all branches of business regulated to the requirements of the popula- 
tion. Itis now one of the most prosperous and permanent towns in 
the State. On August eighteenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, 
the town was flooded by one of those disastrous cloud-bursts so com- 
mon in this State. On the evening of that day, an immense volume of 
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water poured from the hills which bound the town on the east, down 
Pony Cafion, in which the town is situated, the rushing waters carrying 
destruction in their course, and in a few moments the main street of the 
town was transformed into the bed of а raging torrent, and the busi- 
ness portion of one of the prettiest towns in the State changed to 
a misshapen wreck. Тһе sidewalks and roadbed were torn up and 
destroyed, awnings and porches demolished, and valuable goods and 
wares swept away. Great bowlders, timbers, cordwood, wagons, еђе., 
were washed down the сайоп, and when the waters subsided, the streets 
and floors of buildings were covered with mud and debris to a depth of 
several feet. The scene was one of utter desolation. Fortunately the 
inhabitants were warned in time to save themselves by fleeing to the 
hills on either side of the main street, во that no lives were lost. The 
total damage done was estimated at about one hundred thousand dollars. 
With characteristic energy, the people at once commenced to repair the 
damage done by the flood, and in less than two months the town had 
resumed its wonted appearance. 


REESE RIVER DISTRICT 


Is the oldest mining district in eastern Nevada, having been discovered 
in May, eighteen hundred and sixty-two, by W. M. Talcott, who located 
the * Pony" ledge in Pony Сайоп, but which has not been worked for 
years, owing to the low grade and intractable character of the ore found 
init. The district was formed May tenth, eighteen hundred and sixty- 
three, and embraces an area of seventy-five miles east and west, by 
twenty north and south. 


BANDER HILL. 


The principal mines of the district are found in this hill—the forma- 
tion of which is gneiss, or gneissoid granite. The ledges are well 
defined, but of so small width that they have been termed razor-blade 
ledges. The ores, however, are of a very high grade, which in-a great 
measure compensates for the narrowness of the veins. The ores on the 
surface and down to the water line are chiefly chloride, the bromide of 
Silver being occasionally found; below the water line only sulphuret 
ores are found; they are all base, carrying iron, antimony, copper, zinc, 
and lead. АП the ores of the district require chlorination; this is 
effected by the aid of the Stetefeldt furnace, one of which-has been for 
Beveral years in operation in the mill of the Manhattan .Company; it is 
found to do the work in а very satisfactory manner. 


o MANHATTAN SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


This company owns most of the mines in Lander Hill, and the only 
mill in operation in the district. The names of the principal mines 
owned by this company are: Oregon, North Star, South America, 
Ogden, Dollerhide, Mohawk, Pacific, Chase, Freehold, Patriot, and Lone 
Star, all of which are being worked and are producing ore. 


OREGON. 


This mine.has attained the greatest depth in its workings of any in 
the district. Тре Oregon shaft has reached а depth of seven hundred 
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feet, although no ore has yet been extracted from that depth, the run. 
ning of levels having but recently been commenced. The ledge varies 
in thiekness from eight inches to three feet; the ores contained in it 
being generally of a high grade and consisting chiefly of antimonial 
ала ruby silver. This mine produces а large amount of very rich ore, 
and may be considered & representative mine of Lander Hill Many 
minor mines in its vicinity are worked through the Oregon shaft. The 
work in this mine is done partly by hired labor and partly under the 
“contract system." Тһе company lets a contract to one or more miners 
to do a certain amount of work, running drifts, levels, cross-cuts, etc., 
and raising shoots and sinking winzes, the: company furnishing tools, 
timbers, and supplies, and allowing the contractor a certain percentage 
of the ore extracted in the progress of the work, the usual amount 
being ten per cent. By this system many of the miners realize much 
better pay for their labor than they could at four dollars per day, and 
most of the miners prefer this plan. This, as well as all the veins 
found in this hill, are oftentimes found faulted, but experienced miners 
here find little difficulty in following the breaks until the veins are 
again found. 


SOUTH AMERIOA. 


This mine is next in prominence to the Oregon. It із the widest vein 
on the hill, averaging about two feet six inchesin width. Recent devel- 
opments in the mine have exposed large quantities of very high grade 
ore. During the last four months of eighteen hundred and seventy-four 
there were extracted from it daily about fourteen tons of ore, of an aver- 
age value of one hundred and seventy-five dollars per ton. The vein is 
capable of a daily yield of forty tons, but the milling facilities are 
insufficient for working it. On the four-hundred-foot level a chimney 
of exceedingly high grade ore—ruby silver—was recently found, speci- 
mens of which assayed as high as twenty thousand and thirty six dol- 
lars per ton. On the six-hundred-foot level a break was encountered 
and the vein was found to have been thrown out of place seventy-five 
feet; it was easily regained, however, and a large body of high grade 
ore was exposed at the point of recovery. 


OTHER PRODUCING MINES. 


The other ore-producing mines of the Manhattan Company are the 
North Star, from which ore is being extracted at the five-hundred-foot 
level, the vein averaging in width from fifteen to eighteen inches, with 
а splendid ore development at a further depth of one hundred feet; the 
Ogden, producing ore on the four-hundred-foot level; the;Dollerhide, at 
the three-hundred-foot level; and the Mohawk, at the five-hundred-and- 
fifty foot level. 

Тһе mines and mill of the Manhattan Company are under the man- 
agement of Mr. Allen А. Curtis, agent; Mr. John Frost being Superin- 
tendent of the mines. То the energy and foresight of these gentlemen 
is chiefly due the present prosperity of mining operations on Lander 
Hill. : 

The Manhattan mill has a eapacity of twenty stamps, with Stetefeldt 
furnace attached. The ore is crushed by the dry process, and chlorid- 
ized by means of the furnace before amalgamation. About ninety per 
cent of the assay value is saved, and from four thousand five hundred 
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tons to five thousand tons of ore are worked yearly in4this mill, aver- 
aging in value about two hundred and thirty dollars per ton. The 
amount of bullion produced during the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, was something over one million two hundred thousand 
dollars, of an average fineness of seven hundred. 

The Board of ‘Trustees of the Manhattan Silver Mining Company. 
makes the following report, showing the business of the company dur- 
ing the year eighteen hundred and seventy-three, and the condition of 
its financial affairs:

From the foregoing it will be seen, that ores, in order Бо Бе worked 
profitably, must be of a high grade. Take а ton of ore giving a pulp 
assay of one hundred dollars, deduct from this the cost of mining, 
reduetion, the percentage lost in milling, taxes, and incidentals, and 
there is but little left to the owner. "Throughout Reese River District 
there are innumerable ledges, the ores from which will assay from sixty 
to one hundred dollars per ton, in silver; they aro now without value, 
and cannot be profitably worked under the present system. Could 
these ores be worked ав cheaply as those of the Comstock, the produc- 
tion of this district would be increased to such an extent as to place 
Lander among the foremost of the bullion-producing counties of the 
State. With a view of working these ores, the Manhattan Company ` 
has purchased the Boston mill, ап immense brick structure, formerly 
belonging to an eastern company, in which they propose to erect соп- 
centrating works. At the time of writing this report (December, 


Teighteen hundred and seventy four,) it had not been decided whether 


the dry or wet process would be employed; but experiníents made on 
а small scale are favorable to the adoption of the Krom method, now 
in operation at Star City, in Humboldt County. It is thought that by 
this means, three or more tons of low grade can be concentrated to 


` one ton of sufficient value to pay for reduction at home or shipment 


abroad. . The erection of these concentrating works will be commenced 
during the early part of the present year, and they will probably be in 
operation by the first of July, eighteen hundred and seventy five. 


NEW PACIFIC COMPANY—(LIMITED.) 


This is an English incorporation which owns a number of valuable 
ledges on Lander Hill; their principal mines are the Buel, North Star, 
and Batters. They are worked through the Lane and Fuller shaft, 
which has attained a perpendicular depth of five hundred and ninety 
feet. The lowest working level is at a depth of five hundred and fifty 
feet. This company owns the Mettacom mill, situated at Yankee 
Blade, six miles from Austin. The ores produced, however, are worked 
at the Manhattan mill, as there is not a sufficient amount of high grade 
ore raised to employ a mill exclusively in their reduction. The mines 
belonging to this company contain large quantities of low grade ores, 
which will average one hundred dollars per ton, and should the pro- 
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posed concentrator prove a success, the mines will be worked more 
‘vigorously, and will yield a large amount of bullion. 


KING ALFRED COMPANY. 


This is also an English company, owning the Savanah, Saybrook, and 
King Alfred mines. The two former have yielded large amounts of 
rich ore, but at present are not worked, as they are awaiting the com- 
pletion of the King Alfred shaft, which the company intend sinking to 
a depth of six hundred fect, when all the mines will be worked through 
it. ‘These mines also contain large bodies of low grade ores, which can 
be profitably concentrated. 


YANKEE BLADE DISTRICT. 


A-series of сайопв, situated from. three to seven miles northwest of 
Austin, are known as Yankee Blade, though properly a part ot' Reese 
River District. It is in the same range of mountains with Lander Hill. 
The formation is similar and the ores are generally of the same char- 
acter. There are à number of locations in Yankee Blade, but many of 
them bave not been worked for a long time, owing to the low grade of 
the ore, and the expense of mining and milling. The mines now being 
worked are the Morris & Cople, Chase, Patriot, and Magenta, which are 
all producing high grade ore. Іп Yankee Blade Сайоп is the King & 
Ford ledge, which is one of the largest veins in the district. It has 
produced a large amount of high grade ore, but at present is not worked. 
It is proposed shortly to commence sinking а deep shaft in this mine 
for the purpose of thoroughly exploring it, and it is very probable that 
some very rich bodies of ore will be developed.

BATTLE MOUNTAIN DISTRICT. 


This district was formerly in Humboldt County, but was ceded to 
Lander by an Act of the last Legislature. It is situated about eighteen 
miles from the Town of Battle Mountain, on the line of the Central 
Pacific Railroad. The antimony mines, Columbia and Mountain King, 
are not being worked at present, and but little is being done in the silver 


^ 
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mines about Galena. Some copper ore is still being shipped from the 
Virgin and Lake Superior mines to Europe. 


ROBERTS DISTRICT 


Lies northeast of Austin, forty-two miles, and in the same range of 
mountains. It was discovered in August, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-oue, at which time six locations were made. Little work was done 
till the Summer of eightcen hundred and seventy-three., There is an 
abundance of wood and water for all purposes, two and one half miles 
distant, at McCluskey’s Creek. It is situated on the western slope of 
the mountain, adjacent to Grass Valley, one of the most fertile valleys 
in the State. The veins carry argentiferous galena near the surface; at 
а depth of twenty-five feet, copper takes the place of the galena. The 
geological formation is sienite and limestone. 


THE O'DAIR MINE. 

This is the principal location, and was discovered in July, eighteen 
hundred and seventy.one. It is owned by Mr. J. В. Williamson, of 
Austin, and others. The vein is ten feet iu width, and lies between 
walls of syenite and limestone. It сгорв out at different places for a 
distance of two hundred feet, the ore being of the same character where- ` 
ever found. А shaft has been sunk fitty feet, showing а continuous 
body of ore from the surface. Тһе character of the ore changes as 
depth is obtained, near the surface being argentiferous galena. А% the 
bottom of the shaft the galena disappears, and copper takes its place. 
Some work has been done on the Keystone and other claims. 

The foregoing constitute all the districts іп Lander County which are 
now producing ore, and all the principal mines worked therein. Atone 
time Lander County contained upwards of twenty districts, in which 
work was being done, but owing to frequent segregations of her terri- 
tory for the formation of new counties, and to various failures to make 
the ore pay in many of the districts, which have either been abandoned 
or in which work has for the present ceased, the number of districts has 
been redueed to those enumerated. However, in view of the recent 
developments on Lander Hill, and the expected success of the proposed 
concentrator, the’ people are hopeful of a briglit future and an era of 
continued расы;

` LYON COUNTY. 

Mining operations in this county are much more active now than at 
апу previous period, though tbe principal industry still consists in its 
mills, which are engaged in working the ore and tailings from the Com- 
stock. "его are two mills in this county with a capacity of working, 
daily, one thousand three hundred and fifty tons. Тһе county has a 
population of about twenty-three hundred. ‘The popular vote at the last 
general election was seven hundred and sixty-six. Тһе assessed value 
of real estate for eighteen hundred and seventy-four was one hundred 
ànd ninety-one thousand three hundred and five dollars; of improve- 
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ments, five hundred and thirty-five thousand six hundred and twenty- 
three dollars; of personal property, four hundred and sixty-one thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-nine dollars; total value, one million one hun- 
dred and eighty-eight thousand seven hundred and ninety-seven dollars. 
Dayton and Silver City are the principal places of business. In the 
latter place a tri-weekly newspaper—the Zimes—has been established 
within the past year. 


EL DORADO CANON COAL MINE. 


А number of claims have been located in this сайоп, a few mile south 
of Dayton. These have been prospected with some success, strata of 
coal being found, varying in width from twelve to thirteen inches. Тһе 
coal burns freely, leaving a white asb, and no cinders. The Black 
Diamond mine is nine miles from Dayton, and the Virginia mine is 
twelve miles distant. 


SUTRO TUNNEL. 


There are about sixty men employed at present, and the work pro- 
gresses at the rate оЁ about fifteen feet а day. Тһе tunnel has reached 
а distance of eight thousand three hundred and nine feet from its 
mouth—an advance during the past two years of five thousand and 
nine feet. 


DEVIL'S GATE DISTRICT. 


Great activity has been manifested in this district during the past two 
years. Work-has been resumed on a number of old locations which 
had been abandoned years ago. Substantial improvements have been 
made, new shafts have been commenced, and old ones retimbered. Suf- 
ficient develepments have been made on some of the claims to warrant 
the erection of hoisting works. А larger number of claims are being 
worked now than вуег before in this district. : 


DAYTON. 


The main shaft is down three hundred and twenty feet, and it is 
thought that the ledge will Бе reached at a further depth of two hun- 
dred feet. Superintendent N. C. Hall reports that they are now raising 
from fifty-five to sixty-one tons of ore daily; that the ore-breasts are 
all looking much, better than formorly, especially in the south drift of 
the third level; and that the ore is increasing in value. Аб the three- 
bundred-and-one-foot station, а third compartment of the shaft has been 
run np to the surface, and the work of sinking will be continued with 
greater rapidity, owing to the increased facilities for working. The 
second level is two hundred and twenty feet below the surface, and the 
third, three hundred and one feet. Тһе south slope on the second level 
is in a distance of one huridred and thirty feet, and the south west drift, 
eighty feet; both yielding the usual amount of ore. In the south west 
drift, the character of the ore increases in value as they near the Kos- 
suth line. The cross-cut on the south drift is in one hundred and sixty- 
five feet. In the north drift, ор this level, in going toward the Cherokee 
ground, a body of water, about ten inches in volume, was encountered, 
whicb temporarily suspended operations in that direction, but it was 
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soon got under control, and is now handled without difficulty, under the 
workings of the new and powerful machinery recently erected. A 
diminution in the flow of water is noticeable. Work was commenced 
on this mine not quite two years ago, and they have excavated toa 
depth of three hundred and twenty feet, and have run more than a mile 
and a quarter of tunnels, slopes, drifts, etc. From eighty to one hun- 
dred men are employed. Ба 


SILVER CENTRAL CONSOLIDATED. 


This mine has recently reincorporated, and now comprises the grounds 
formerly known as the Silver Central and Carson mines. It is located 
east of the Kossuth and south of the Dayton, taking the front line of 
croppings from the Dayton. This ground has yielded some very good 
рау ore from the old incline known ав the “ Fashion shaft.” The pres- 
ent company have secured a United States patent for twenty acres, and 
have sunk a perpendieular shaft to а depth of one hundred and twenty 
feet. They expect to cut the ledge at two hundred and fifty feet. 
Twenty thousand shares of the stock in this mine were sold, in order 
to purehase machinery (instead of levying an assessment), which will 
вооп be erected. | 


GENESEE NUMBER TWO. 


^ 
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Excellent progress is being made in sinking the shaft. А consider- 
able distance of hard blasting rock, consisting of porphyry and quartz, 
has been gone through; now sinking at the rate ot about two feet per 
day, through passable quartz and porphyry. This mine is in Spring 
Valley, and lies immediately north of and adjoining the^Daney. 
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COSMOPOLITAN. 


The tunnel ів іп two hundred and sixty feet, and cuts the ledge at 
one hundred and sixty feet. Тһе ledge is twenty-seven feet wide, and 
looks well throughout its entire width. The north drift is in thirty-two 
feet, cutting the ledge on the west side. The entire length of the drift 
ів in good paying ore. Hoisting works and а ten stamp mill are being 
erected. 


SILVER LAKE. 


This mine is situated a short distance southwest of Dayton, in the 
direction of Walker River, and is being worked through two tunnels, 
which have progressed to the extent of two hundred aud forty feet. A 
considerable lot of ore has been shipped from this mine for smelting 
purposes. The first lot was shipped to the smelting furnace of an 
English company at Truckee, and was found to pay well. Specimens 
from its deepest workings show that native silver is coming in, and 
covers the ore in bright and beautiful scalcs. |

% NIAGARA. 


The Niagara lies south of the Silver Hill mine. It was first worked 
in eighteen hundred and sixty and eighteen hundred and sixty-one, 
when ore was extracted that assayed eighty dollars per ton. At that 
time a tunnel was run three hundred feet, and a shaft sunk one hundred, 
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and forty feet. Recently new workings have been started, and the 
shaft is down sixty feet, and new machinery will shortly be added.

In the west drift, at the four-hundred.foot level, streaks of quartz 
were found, in this mine, which assayed from twenty dollars to twenty- 
five dollars рег ton. Such à heavy body of water was found in this 
drift, that 16 caused work to be suspended for a short time, but this 
obstacle was soon overcome, and work is now progressing. North and 
south drifts are also being run on this level, through vein-matter, show- 
ing low-grade ore. Some water was also met with in the face of the 
north drift. The width of the vein is one hundred and ninety feet. 


KOSSUTH. 


Sinking the main shaft is progressing at the rate of about two feet 
per day, through favorable roek, encountering no Water. Prospecting 
drifts are being run on the two-hundred-foot level, but no favorable 
developments have been made. Good prospects are indicated in the 
south winze. 


'OCCIDENTAL. 


The cross-cut at the Бобби of the winze, below the adit, is making. 
good progress. The quartz passed through in the winze 18 of excellent 
quality, and the indications of finding good оге are favorable. ‘The bot- 
tom of the wifze is in good ore. The upper and lower tunnels have 
“ееп connected.. At the point of connection a drift has been started. 
east, toward the wall. 


GRANT CONSOLIDATED. 


This mine has been developed through an incline to the extent of 
about seventy-five feet. A tunnel is being run north to intersect the 
incline. Itis іп sixty feet. The vein runs north and south, and com- 
prises one thousand feet. Works will be erected in the Spring, and, as 
soon ав а patent is obtained, it will be subdivided into shares. A small 
quantity of good ore is being at present extracted. This was originally 
called the * Kirby Claim." 


А | BUCKEYE. 


The main shaft is down thirty feet below the four-hundred.and fifty- 
foot level, and is being sunk over two feet per day for а new level. А 
great deal of water has been encountered оп the four.hundred.and.fifty- 
foot level, which keeps the pumps constantly at work. It is thought 
that when the new level is reached, heavier and better machinery will 
have to be put in before further prospecting ean be done, owing to the 
immense body of water likely to be encountered; about twenty tons 
of ore daily extracted keeping the company's mill constantly run- 
ning. Тһе ore assays from twenty dollars to thirty dollars per ton, 
gold. Very little silver is found in this ore, not ав much as two dollars 
per ton, though the percent of silver is gradually increasing. No cross- 
cutting is being done. As this company owns a mill within but a short 
distance of the mine, it is estimated that eight-dollar ore can be profita- 
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bly worked. Silver City is supplied with water, from this mine. It is 
brought into town, a distance of two miles, through wooden troughs, by 
the City Water Company. 

QUINN. 


This mine is located in Spring Valley and is being prospected through 
an incline. ` About two hundred tons of pay ore have been takon out. 
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LINCOLN COUNTY. 


Тһе mining industry of this county has not been as prosperous during 
the past year as heretofore. Lincoln still maintains, however, a promi- 
nent rank amongst the silver-producing counties of the State. Lincoln 
County, during eighteen hundred and seventy-two, produced bullion to 
the value of five million five hundred thousand dollars, and in eighteen 
hundred and seventy-four, one million six hundred and forty-five thou- 
sand two hundred and fifty-two dollars. This decrease is owing to the 
faet that the principal ore bodies in the Raymond and Ely and the 
Meadow Valley mines, above the water levels, have been exhausted. 
Sufficient ore, however, is extracted from dther mines, which, with the 
working of the tailings at the mills, still produces a large amount of 
bullion. The great falling off in the production of the mines of this 
county has not only had a depressing influence on all clases of business, 
but it has also in great measure been the cause of a cessation of work 
on a large number of mines which have not as yet been productive. 
There are a great many mines in Ely District capable of producing large 
quantities of low grade ores, which will just about pay for the work of 
development when economically managed. During the excitement 
coincident with the working of a rich bonanza of ore, many other claims 
in the vicinity are worked, and in many cases profitably, which in 
another district would scarcely be noticed. But when the rich ores are 
exhausted, and instead of dividends to the stockholders, assessments are 
levied, prospecting work in most cases is abandoned. Such has been the 
case with the mines at Pioche; operations have ceased on a great num- 
ber of claims which would be vigorously worked were the usual divi- 
dend-paying mines in prosperous condition. The future prospects of 
Virginia, Belmont, and Austin have, at times, been even more. gloomy 
than are those of Pioche; yet these towns were never іп a more flourish- 
ing condition than at the present time. At Pioche there exist оге-рго- 
ducing veins of ünknown depths and undefined in length. Of all the 
claims located on these Уешв, two only have been explored to the water 
level, which has been reached at a depth of twelve hundred feet. Judg- 
ing from all experience in silver mining, the small bodies of ore already 
worked in these mines are not the only ones to be found. Heretofore 
pumping machinery has not been needed, but for deeper explorations 
powerful pumps must be erected. The Raymond and Ely Company 
will have one in operation by the first of March, but it is questionable 
whether one pump will be sufficient to drain the vein во that oxplora- 
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tions can be made much farther in depth. All the ore bodies in this com- 
pany’s mine have been exhausted above the twelve-hundred-foot level; 
or, rather, above the eight hundred-foot level, for no ore of any value 
has been found below that level. Considerable ore, however, i8 being 
taken from what is known as the Magnet ground, which consists of a 
number of claims—Pioche | Phenix, Pioche Champion, Newton Booth, 
Kentuek, and Ingomar. The mills belonging to the Raymond and Ely 
Company are kept running upon ore taken from this ground, and upon 
tailings. 5 

The estimated population of Lincoln Countyin eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three was six thousand; in eighteen hundred and seventy-four, 
four thousand. Registered voters in eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, two thousand two hundred; in eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four, twelve hundred. The assessed value of real estate and personal 
property in eighteen hundred and seventy-three, was two million 
three thousand eight hundred and eighty dollars; in eighteen hundred 
and seventy-four, one million one hundred and_ninety-five thousand two 
hundred and eight dollars and fifty cents. During eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three, fifty-five thousand three hundred and one tons of ore 
were crushed, and in eighteen hundred and seventy-four, twenty seven 
thousand seven hundred and seventy-two. 


PAHRANEGAT DISTRICT.

The Green Monster has been worked during the past year by Mr. 
Charles Heath, of Hiko, and some good ore extracted, which has been 
worked at the Crescent mill. ‘The vein in this mine is about four feet 
in width, with a rich pay-streak varying in width from four inches to 
two feet; an incline shaft has been sunk two hundred feet. Тһе Hiko 
mill has also run at intervals since my last report, both it and the 
Crescent mill having worked ores from Tempiute District. 


GROOM DISTRICT 
Is situated about twenty-five miles west from the Croscent mill in Pah- 
ranegat District. The veins here are large and carry chiefly smelting 
ores; being low grade, they will not pay for shipment any great dis- 
tance to be worked. An abundance of wood and water is found соп- 
venient for all purposes. Work has lately been commenced on some of 
ihe principal locations. қ 
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NYE COUNTY. 


Greater activity in mining operations has been displayed in this 
county within the past two years than ever before. New districts have 
been organized, and work has been resumed on many mines that have 
lain idle for years. Flourishing towns have sprung up, adding greatly 
to the population and wealth of the county. Business of every descrip- 
tion has improved. Additional quartz mills and smelting furnaces have 
been erected. The agricultural resources have also been more largely 
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developed; a greater number of acres have been cultivated, and many 
needed improvements made. Thousands of head of cattle, sheep, and 
horses have been driven into this county from Southern California, to 
fatten on the rich pasturage found on all the mountain ranges and in 
many of the valleys During the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, eleven thousand eight hundred and eighty-one and one half tons 
of ore were produced, which yielded seven hundred and forty-eight 
thousand five hundred and fifty-nine dollars and eighty-nine cents. 
This amount was considerably 'inereased during the last year. The 
estimated population of the county is three thousand five hundred; the 
popular vote at the last general election was nine hundred and eighty. 
Тһе assessed value of real estate for the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, was вх hundred and fifteen thousand three hundred and 
seventy-one dollars and thirty-seven cents; improvements, six hundred 
thousand dollars, and of personal property, one million twenty-four 
thousand seven hundred and six dollars and twenty-one cents. There 
are four sawmills and seventeen quartz mills in the county; twenty- 
five thousand four hundred and fifty-seven head of cattle, and eighteen 
thousand one hundred and fifty-four sheep. Тһе present and future 
prosperity never appeared in a more flattering condition. 


PHILADELPHIA DISTRICT. 


Belmont is the mining center of this dist#ict; the principal mines are 
located about one mile south of the town. ` Inereased activity has been 
displayed in working the mines here since my last report, and during 
the Winter of eighteen hundred and seventy-three-seventy-four, very 
great excitement prevailed in regard to them, owing to the discovery, in 
the Belmont mine, of an astonishingly rich body of ore; this has given 
greater confidence in the mining interests of this district than was ever 
known before. у 


BELMONT MINE. | 

There аге four thousand feet in this mine, in the chief vein of the dis- 
triet. This comprises what was formerly known as the Caufield, High- 
bridge, Transylvania, and Moore & Martin mines. This ground has all 
been pretty thoroughly prospected, and the ore bodies worked out to 
the depth of three hundred and sixty feet. At this depth a level bas 
been гии in the vein one thousand four hundred feet. In sinking winzcs 
from this level, two chimneys of ore were discovered, pitching south. 
The astonishing richness of the chimneys, as soon as it was known, sent 
the stock of the company from one dollar and fifty cents to thirty dol- 
lars per share within а few days.

* For the past four months, the Belmont mine has not yielded any of 
the precious metals; іп fact, no ore has come to the surface during that 
length of time. The Superintendent—George E. Webber—planned his 
work, and is now about to realize handsomely for his company. Іп the 
first place, а perpendieular shaft was put down, some three hundred or 
four hundred feet east of the old incline, and the hoisting works moved 
over to the new shaft, which was sunk to a depth of two hundred feet. 

* From the two-hundred-foot station we will endeavor to describe the 
situation of the remarkable bonanza, or deposit, of rich ore just devel.

progress is made. While at the bottom of the winze we could hear the 
Sound from the striking of the drill. : 

* Considering the depth and width, known to exist, of this rich deposit 
in the Belmont mine, the company are assured of а supply of ore for 
their mill for many months to come. Experienced mining men have 
placed the estimate of this rich deposit at twenty times as many tons às 
was contained in the Cassell deposit à year ago, and greatly richer ore. 

“Sinking is now vigorously prosecuted on another one-hundred-foot 
level—twenty-five feet of which is down. The water increases, but a 
Cornish pump handles it without any аі сиру whatever. Ву the time 
connection is made with the winze оп the three-hundred-foot level, the 
four-hundred-foot level will be started in the direction of the known 
rich deposit, and, by this manner of working, the mill can and will be 
kept steadily running. 
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“Тһе development in the Belmont mine bids fair to place the stock at 
the top of the heap in eastern Nevada. Тһе mine is now in a condition 
to be worked profitably and systematically, and once connection is made 
with the lower level, a force of men will be put to work stoping. The 
mill will be in readiness for operation about the fifteenth of January, 
by which time the mine will be in condition to yield its precious and 
bounteous supply of rich treasure." | 


EL DORADO SOUTH. f E 


The incline through which this mine is worked has reached a depth of 
“five hundred and sixty feet. Оп the four-hundred-and-ninety-foot level, 
` the vein has been opened out five hundred feet south and one hundred 
«and eighty feet north. Four hundred and ninety feet south from the 

incline, the vein has been cross-cut, and found seventy-five feet in width. 
It is white quartz, with small streaks of ore running through it, which 
assay well. This is the largest vein in this section of the State, and 
has every indication of extending downward to an indefinite depth. 
The company owns a fine twenty-stamp mill, which has been completed 
and put in running order during the past two years. It is situated close 
by the mine, во that there is but little expense in shipping the ore. It 
has а Stetefeldt furnace in connection, which works very satisfactorily. 
The grandest difficulty to contend with in working the mine is the 
erumbling of the hanging wall. The stopes all have to be timbered up 
to their faces ав carefully and continuously as if the hanging wall was 
composed of quicksand. The ore is found in chutes, or chimneys, of” 
from seventy-tive to eighty feet in width. It is separated into three 
classes, at considerable expeuse for assorting. А new perpendicular 
shaft has been started, which, when completed, will greatly facilitate 
the working of this mine. The drifta in the mine are in admirable con- 
dition for working, and the pump works well, yet, for some reason or 
other, work in the mine has been suspended. It will, doubtless, be 
resumed very soon, for no mine in the State presents a better appear- 
ance for thorough prospecting. 


š COMBINATION COMPANY'S MINE. 

Work was resumed during last Summer on this company's mine. “Хо 
work has been done on any of their mines for several years by the com- 
pany. Тһе property was leased for a time, and some ore has been taken 
out near the surface, but no work has been done towards exploring the 
mine below the water level. 


MONITOR—BELMONT. 


The new shaft on this mine has been sunk to a depth of two bundred and 
fifty feet, and very complete hoisting works have been erected since my 
last report. Therich body of ore found in this mine has been exhausted, 
so that at present, the condition of the mine is not very flattering. Work 
progresses slowly, and it is hoped th:.t soon а more encouraging report 
may be given. This company owns, in connection with the Belmont 
company, a very complete and well arranged ten-stamp mill; it is kept 
running chiefly on ore from the Belmont mine. The folowing in regard 
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to the El Dorado North, North Belmont, Quintero, and Green & Oder, 
is taken from the Belmont Courier: 


“EL DORADO NORTH. "E 


“This location joins:the El Dorado South ‘mine on the north and the 
Monitor mine on the south, and is one of the oldest locations in the dis- 
trict. A shaftis being sunk which has attained a depth of thirty feet, 
and grading is now in progress on the site for the proposed hoisting 
works, the machinery for which is now on the ground. Three shifts 
are being run, and it is expected to have the hoisting works in operi- 
tion by the fifteenth of February. №. 

“Та the early days of the mine, a large amount of rich ore wash 
extracted by David E. Buel, which was hauled to Austin for reduction}, 


-but for a long time the mine has lain idle. It is expeéted that the vein’ | 


will be eut in thé shaft at а depth of one hundred and forty-six feet; 
which is equal to four hundred and ninety feet inclined depth. The 
company own a thousand feet of what may be called ‘ virgin’ ground, 
directly on the main ledge, which is considered by men well posted on.

‘NORTH BELMONT. 


The property of the North Belmont company consists of three hun- 
dred feet of the Arizona’ ground on the Vulcan location, containing one 
thousand feet. There is an incline on the Arizona one hundred and 
seventy-five feet in depth, and one on the Vulcan seventy-five feet in 
depth. Two shifts are employed оп the Arizona and one on the Vulcan. 
From the indications and from the locality of the ground, this location 
promises to become a fine paying property when properly developed. 


“ QUINTERO. 


“This is one of the oldest locations in the district, and is situated 
south of the Highbridge, containing one thousand feet. А shaft is being 
sunk on the ground, which has attained а depth of one hundred and 
sixty feet, and it is expected that the ledge will be struck at a depth of 
two hundred feet.

«This mine is situated two and one half miles north of the Town of 
Belmont, and is idle at present. It is known to be а good mine, having 
produced ore which worked over four hundred dollars per ton at the 
Manhattan mill at Austin. Active operations will commence when 
Spring opens." 


JEFFERSON CANON DISTRICT. 


This district was discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-six, though 
no work of importance was done on it until within the past two years. 
Two of the principal mines—the Prussian South and, Jefferson— were 
sold last Summer to Messrs. Rutherford and Hanchett; since then, соп- 
siderable activity has been displayed in mining operations. «А twenty- 
stamp mill has been erected; a town has been built, and many improve- 
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ments made, so that, at present, this is one of the most flourishing 
districts in the county. Being unable to visit the mining camp last 
Summer, the following description of some of the mines is clipped from 
the Belmont Courier: 

й * PRUSSIAN SOUTH. 


се This mine is less than a quarter of а mile south of Jefferson Cañon, 
and on the south side of the mountain, dropping off into a cation parallel 
with Jefferson. The main incline is down one hundred and sixty-five 
feet. А winze, one hundred and sixty feet north of incline, is one hun- 
dred and forty feet in depth. Оп the sixty-five-foot ievel a drift has 
been run, making connection with the main incline. Оп the same level, 
а drift has been run south forty feet. Тһе one-hundred-and-forty-foot 
level is connected by a drift. having been run between the incline and 
the winze.

*'The Prussian mine adjoins the Prussian South on the north. Тһе 
main incline has attained а depth of one hundred and thirty feet. North 
of main incline is à winze ninety feet in depth. А drift connects the 
two at a depth of eighty-nine feet. Аба depth of one hundred and two 
feet a drift has been run twenty-seven feet. The ledge will average six 
feet in width, and at the bottom of the incline it is beginning to widen., 
"Грете is а streak of ore in the ledge all the way down, that will mill 
six hundred dollars per ton. Balance of the ledge assays fifty-one dol- 
lars per ton. There are seventy-five tons of first class and'five hundred 
tons second с1азв ore on the dump.

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` MOREY DISTRICT. 


А ten-stamp mill has been erected in this district within the past two 
years. It has started up within the last month, and, under the able 
management of Mr. Dietrich, is running very successfully. From ten 
to fourteen tons of ore are crushéd daily, and worked up to within 
ninety-two and ninety-four per cent of the assay value. The facilities 
for mining and milling in this district are not surpassed by any other in 
the county. There is a good supply of wood and water for all pur- ' 
poses. Most of the locations are owned by one company. The geologi- 
eal formation is granite, and the veins vary in width from eighteen 
inches to three feet. Considerable work has been done on the Monterey, 
Little Giant, Black Hawk, American Eagle, Eureka, and Magnolia. The 
future prosperity of this district is more encouraging now than ever 
before.

TYBO DISTRICT. 


This district is situated fourteen miles south of Hot Creek, on:the 
east'side of the mountain range т which the mines are found. It is 
about eighty miles distant from Eureka, and thirty-five from Belmont. 
The mines were discovered in eighteen hundred and seventy, though 
but little work of importance has been done until within the past year. 
Mr. John B. McGee and others having purchased several of the princi- 
ра! locations for ninety-five thousand five hundred dollars, commenced 
active operations last Мау; since then a furnace has been erected, 
which, since its completion, bas been turning out bullion at the rate of 
about seven thousand pounds daily, valued at four hundred and fifty 
dollars per ton. Arrangements have also been made for the erection of 
atwenty-stamp mill, ав the ores of the district are both milling and 
smelting. It is also the intention of the Tybo Company to erect another 
furnace during the coming Spring. The mines are yielding splendidly, 
and from present appearances will continue to do so for a long time to 
come. Тһе company, owning and working the mines here now, is one 
of the most substantial companies in the State. АП the arrangements 
for smelting and mining denote systematic management. А track is 
laid from the mines to the furnace, which is an exceedingly eonvenient 
method of handling the ore, as well as inexpensive. The whole cost of 
mining and delivering the ore at the furnace does not exceed two dol- 
lars рег ton. Тһеге is an abundant supply of wood and water for all 
purposes. Wood is delivered at the furnace for four dollars per cord, 
and charcoal at twenty-five cents perybushel. Water 18 brought in pipes 
from springs two miles distant. All the fluxes for successful smelting 
are either contained in the ores or can be easily obtained in the district. 


2 G MINE. 


This is the principal mine in the district; at least, it has been more 
fully developed than any of the others. There are one thousand two 
hundred feet in the location. It has been traced on the surface the 
whole distance. Тһе vein 18 very regular between the walls, pitching, 
almost perpendicular. The geological formations are limestone and 
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porphyry. Three tunnels, or levels, have been run on the vein from 
the сайоп, forty-three feet apart.

Already 
several thousand tons of ore have been exposed, and sufficient bullion 
extracted to pay for the property. The Туһо Consolidated Company 
owns, also, the Casket, Hunkadori, and Lafayette mines. Other prom. 
ising mines in the district are the 2 а West Extension, Bunker Hil, and 
Sclavonian Chief. 


REVEILLE DISTRICT. . 


Some very important discoveries have been made in this district 
within the past year, by Messrs. Clarke & Barnes. Тһе veins are large, 
and contain chiefly argentiferous galena, with gray and yellow carbon- 
ates of lead, carrying silver in a gangue of oxide of iron. The Clarke 
is a very large vein, varying in width from fifteen feet to twenty-eight 
feet. It crops out in different places for a distance of one thousand feet. 
Four prospecting shafts have been sunk, all of which show the same 
character of ore, except the deepest one; in this are found immense 
bodies of galena. The foot wall is quartzite, and the hanging wall 
porphyry. Тһе Venus is similar in many respects to the Clarke. It is 
situated in North Mountain, between lime and quartzite belts in porphyry. 
It pitches east at an angle of forty degrees, and the general course.of 
the vein is northeast and southwest. It crops out a distance of three 
thousand feet, showing smelting ore at every point opened. This vein 
does not show as much galena ore as the Clarke, but it is more uniform 
in its general distribution of average ore, showing from fifty-two do). 
lars to seventy-five dollars in silver, and from fifteen to twenty-five per 
cent іп lead. This old and partially abandoned district now offers а bet- 
ter field for the investment of capital than ever before. 


SPRINGFIELD DISTRICT. 


“This district was organized,” says the Belmont Courier, “on the 
twenty-fourth ultimo (Novembor, eighteen hundred and seventy-four), 
and christened “Springfield Mining District.” It is located on the west 
side of Monitor Valley, in this county, in the same mountain range with 
Belmont, and is about thirty-five miles north from this place. ‘Lhe dis- 
trict is twelve miles square, the monument of the valuable Sheba ledge 
and claim being on its central line, east and west, and the same monu- 
ment boing two miles west from the easterly line of the district. About 
one mile east from the district is the famous Devil’s Punch Bowl, a 
remarkable natural curiosity, consisting of a butte in the form of an 
inverted washbowl of about a quarter of a mile in diameter at its con- 
nection with the surrounding valley, while its apex, which is-horizontal, 
is about one hundred feet in diameter; and upon walking up the smooth 
side of the bowl to the top, one finds himself there consronted with an 
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immense chasm, almost perfectly circular, with vertical walls, and of 
great depth, at the bottom of which is a seething cauldron of boiling 
water of unfathomable depth, which is ever foaming and throwing off 
hot vapors and steam. 

«Тһе range where the mines are located rises abruptly and grandly 
from the western side of the valley, and is covered for miles with a 
dense growth of nut pines, while at a higher altitude white pines appear 
in considerable quantities. The district is finely watered, there being, 
we are informed, more than one hundred fine springs within its bounda- 
ries, while the valley in front of the district presents one immense field 
of white sage, supplying an abundance of Winter feed for stock. 

“Тһе mines, so far as discovered, consist of smelting ores, and are 
mainly in the base metal belt. They appear to be of just that due 
admixture of iron, lead, and silver required to constitute perfect smelt- 
ing ores. This belt has been traced from four to six miles along the 
range, some of the veins being shown by continuous eroppings for three 
fourths of а mile or more, and then appearing again in the distance. 
This is the case with the Sheba mine, which is the best developed in the 
district. Тһе Sheba is about twelve feet in thickness, and 1s readily 
traced through а distance of over four thousand five hundred feet, 
everywhere preserving а nearly uniform thickness. Тһе owners of 
this mine have sunk a shaft on the vein to the depth of eighty feet, and 
have run a tunnel in upon the ledge one hundred and twenty feet, near 
the footwall, which is smooth and well defined, with perfect casing, 
showing the mine to be a true fissure vein. Fifteen assays of ore from 
this mine, some of them made by our fellow-townsman George Nicboll, 
others at the Manhattan mill, in Austin, and others at Eureka, give ап, 
average of ninety dollars per ton.” 


WARD DISTRICT. 

This district is situated about fifteen miles south of Robinson District, 
and in the same range of mountains. It was discovered in March, eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-two. -Present developments show an excel- 
lent character of ore in the Paymaster mine. Ata depth of fifty feet 
the cross-cut shows the vein to be fifteen feet wide, carrying six feet of 
high grade ore, said to average from six hundred dollars to one thou- 
sand dollars per ton, the remaining nine feet, showing second-class ore,, 
valued at eighty dollars per ton. A contract has been made with the 
Watson Company, of Robinson District, to crush one thousand tons of 
ore from this mine. The district is well supplied with wood and water. 
Willow Creek, a short distance from the mine, affords an inexhaustible 
supply of the latter. The geological formations are quartzite and lime- 
stone, the mineral-bearing veins being found in the latter. 


TEMPIUTE DISTRICT. \ 

An exceedingly rich body of ore was found last Summer in the Inea 
mine. 16 works by mill process six hundred dollars per ton. But 
little work has been done, however, in the district since my last report. 
Messrs. Russell & Purtcher have bad about forty tons of ore worked at 
the Crescent mill, eight miles distant. No roads have been built to the 
mines, so that some trouble is experienced in transporiing the ore to 
the mill, it having to be packed on mules half а mile in order to get it 
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to the wagon road. Judge Thompson has also had about forty tons of 


. . ore from his mines worked at the Crescent mill. Тһе geological forma. 


tion of the district is limestone. ‘There is an abundance of wood in the 
district for all purposes, but no water nearer than Тісароо springs, 
` -geven miles distant. The principal locations are the Inca, Kinsey, Bal. 
beck, Kingston, Silver Peak, Rattler, Wyandotte, and Santa Cruz. 


~ SILVER PARK DISTRICT. 


But little work has been done in this district during the. past two 
years. Only three or four miners remain. One of the mills has been 
removed to Utah, and the other has been idle most of the time. Some 
very good ore has been taken from the Nevada Queen, and also from 
one or two of the other claims. The locations have not all been aban. 
doned, but until the new mining law goes into effect, no work will be 
done on any of them. 


TROY DISTRICT. | 


This district is situated eighty miles south of Hamilton, and on the 
west side of the same range of mountains. The following in regard to 
it is from the White Pine News;

* TROY MINING COMPANY. 


“Тһе above company has been one whose history is replete with facts 
of display of energy, perseverance, and considerable outlay of money in 
prosecuting work on property in its possession. Mr. Davies, a gentle. 
man known for his strict integrity, and possessed of much knowledge of 
Nature's secrets amid the workings of her immense laboratory, has 
kindly shown us some specimens of ore lately extracted from his mines 
at Troy. The rock is from the Blue Eagle shaft, two hundred and fifty 
feet from the surface, and is composed of black sulphate of zine, assay- 
ing one hundred and twelve dollars, silver, per ton.

Davies informs us that, ' 
by means of roasting, as practiced by him at his mill, the hitherto 
refractory огев are made to respond to the treatment, and the foreign 
and hitherto obstinate compositions are now conquered, and do not 
materially interfere with successful working. It is with feelings of the 
utmost gratification that we announce the new strike in the mines of 
this company, and sincerely do we wish that a continuance of the bright 
future now opening before the management, may be the result of future 
operations. Мо company in-Nevada have clung во persistently to their 
hopes and anticipations, and certainly none bear a better reputation for 
probity and honesty of dealing, than does the one in question. The 
company, after years of diligent search and expenditure of nearly five 
hundred thousand dollars, had become nearly despondent, and were con- 
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sidering the question of abandoning the whole enterprise, when, in the 
prosecution of some new work, a vast deposit of high-grade ore was 
discovered in the lower workings. These disclosures have had the 
effect to-restore confidence to the company, and an additional capital of 
sixty thousand dollars was at once subscribed with which to carry on 
operations. The fine twenty-stamp mill and Stetefeldt furnace will 
probably һе: started this Fall, but, not until the accumulation of three 
thousand tons of ore shall have been raised from the mines of a quality 
that will assure a profit. This has been one of the most solid and ener- 
сейс mining associations which England has furnished to the Pacific 
slope.

SHOSHONE DISTRICT. 


About one year ago a number of the principal loeations in this dia- 
trict were sold to a company in Salt Lake. А large force of men was 
put to work, but, as yet, nothing of any importance has been developed., 
Тре geologieal formation is limestone. Тһе Indian Queen is the chief 
location, and the one in which the principal work has been done. 16 
has been traced а eonsiderable distance on the surface, and, in places, 
shows some very good ore. An incline has been sunk eighty feet. Тһе 
vein at the bottom is about three and one half feet in width. 


SNAKE VALLEY DISTRICT. 


This district was organized November tenth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three, and is situated in the foothills, on the eastern slope of 
Jeff. Davis Mountain, the eastern boundary of the district being the 
State line. А Теуу locations have been made here, but little work has been 
done on any of them. The formation is granite in the northern part of 
the district, and limestone and granite in the southern part. The facil- 
ities for mining and milling cannot be excelled in $518 section of the 
State. There 18 a good supply of both wood and water. Timber for 
lumber can be obtained within a short distance of the mines. Several 
fine ranches are near by, in Snake Valley. Some of the best stock 
ranges in the State are tound in this vicinity. The one belonging to 
Mr. Zehman is, perhaps, the finest one in eastern Nevada. 


TAYLOR DISTRICT. 


This district lies just east of Steptoe Valley, in the foothills, about 
twenty miles south of Robinson. Ц was discovered in July, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-three, by Messrs. Taylor & Platt. It is in the 
Schell Creek range of mountains. The geological formation is lime- 
stone, and the ores carry, principally, galena and copper. But little 
work has been done as yet. The Winter King, Defiance, and Storm 
King are the chief locations. There is plenty of wood and water in the 
district for all purposes. 


LAKE DISIRICT 


Lies aeross Steptoe Valley from Taylor District, and is situated in the 
Same range of mountains with Robinson. It was discovered іп Septem- 
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ber, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, by Mr. George B. Taylor. 
Тһе formations are slate, quartzite, and limestone. Тһе most promising 
locations are the Excelsior, Mastodon, Belcher, El Dorado, and Lida, 
Considerable work has been done on the Excelsior, Belcher, and Masto. 
don. The ore is very high grade, assaying as high as one thousand dol- 
lars per ton. There is an abundance of wood and water for all purposes. 


OSCEOLA DISTRICT . 


.ls situated seven miles south of Saeramento District, on the eastern 
slope of the Snake range of mountains, and ten miles north of Jeff. 
Davis Peak. It was discovered in August, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, by Messrs. Matteson and Несі. Тһе formation in which 
the veins are found is quartzite—gold predominates in them all. Тһе 
chief locations are the Western Slope, Exchange, Pilot, and Qsceola, 
Ап incline has been sunk on the Western Slope one hundred feet, and а 
drift run on the vein, from the bottom, forty feet. Ап incline has also 
keen sunk on the Pilot seventy feet. This vein is four feet in width, 
course east and west, and dips forty-five degrees north. There is an 
abundance of wood in this district, and a good supply of water is 
obtained, for all purposes, from three springs. с, 


MONTEZUMA DISTRICT. 


The mill in this district has been idle most of the time during the 
past two years. Considerable work, however, has been done on some 
of the mines. Mr. Plunkett has been taking very rich ore from the 
Savage mine and shipping it to Austin. It averages about two hundred 
and ninety dollars per ton. Some ore has also been taken from the 
Mcnitor and worked at Belmont, which yielded three hundred and 
fifty dollars per ton. Mr. McNees has been working the Alabama and 
Modoc mines, and getting some good ore. These are the only mines 
worked at present. Hight men are at work in the district. 


OTHER DISTRICTS. 


There are a number of other districts in this county of which no par- 
ticular description is given here. Such are the Twin River, San Antonio, 
Bristol, Mammoth, Union, North Twin River, Freiberg, Patterson, and 
Lexington. Some of them I have not been able: to visit уве, nor to 
obtain a report from them, while in others, во little work has been done 


that no mention is necessary. ‚

~ ORMSBY COUNTY. 


No county in the State has been benefited more during the last two 
years, by the successful developments made upon the Comstock lode, 
than has Ormsby. The value of property of every description has greatly 
increased. Improvements have been made in all classes of trade. The 
agricultural lands have been cultivated to their fullest'extent, and every 
drop of water that can be obtained from all sources has been used 
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' inirrigation. Mines of silver and gold have also been discovered, which 
are being worked with vigor at present, and which bid fair to soon 
become paying properties. Тһе population has largely increased, and а 
more thriving and industrious people cannot be found on the Расте 
Coast. The county is named after Major Ormsby, who was killed at 
Pyramid Lake, in June, eighteen hundred and sixty, in a battle between 
the white settlers and Piute Indians; it was created in eighteen hun- 
dred and fifty-seven, and at that time was under the government of 
Utah; it occupies the western central portion of the State bordering on 
Cahfornia. ‘Che Sierras, with their low foothills and spurs, cover the 
western portion, and the Pine Nut range of mountains, the castern por- 
tion of the county; while Eagle Valley, about six miles long and two 
and one half wide, occupies the space between these ranges. The prin- 
cipal resources of the county are the facilities afforded by the Carson 
River for watcr power for quartz mills, the wood and lumber business 
from the Sierras, and the traffic made by the flumes and railroads in 
transporting the same to the mills and mines in Virginia and Gold Hill. 
A large trade is also carried on with the farmers of Douglas County, 
and with the mining camps in Esmeralda. Besides, the State Capitol, 
United States Branch Mint, State Prison, and Orphans’ Home are 
located in this county. Ormsby County has an area of one hundred and 
three thousand acres, of which seventy thousand are sage-brush plains 
and barren hills; about eight thousand асгев are susceptible of cultiva- 
tion, though only one thousand two hundred acres are cultivated, owing 
to the scarcity of water for irrigation. Twenty-five thousand acres are 
timber lands on the Sierras. Тһе total population of the county is 
about five thousand five hundred; the registered vote is one thousand 
two hundred and fifty-nine. The real estate and improvements were 
assessed for eighteen hundred and seventy-four, at a valuation of one 
million three hundred and fifty thousand nine hundred and thirty-five : 
dollars, and the personal property at one million fifty-three thousand 
four hundred and forty-six dollars, making a total of two million four 
hundred and four thousand three hundred and eighty-one dollars. The 
aetual wealth in the county, however, is estimated at seven million 
dollars, There are five irrigating ditches in the county, and three wood 
flumes. 


THE WOOD FLUMES OF NEVADA. 


“Much is said about the wood flumes of this State, but it is probable 
that few persons who have not visited the lumbering regions of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains have a proper appreciation of their utility, extent, or 
cost. Тһе general idea of them outside of the State would appear to be 
that they are nothing more than so many rickety troughs set upon 
poles, which serve as a sort of makeshift, by means of which to send 
wood and lumber from the top of a single hill to the level ground at its 
base. Тһе fact is that the majority of these flumes are very substantial 
structures, in most instances several miles in length, the construction of 
which has cost from thirty thousand to fifty thousand dollars. They are 
built upon a certain grade, and pass over and wind around many hills in 
their course to the valleys, or other places, where the wood and lumber 
carried down may be reached by teams or by side-tracks from the rail- 
road. These flumes are built so large that timbers sixteen inches square 
and as many feet in length may be floated down them. Down a prop- 
erly constructed flume these large timbers are floated by quite a small 
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head of water; and not, single sticks, but long processions of sticks. 
Wood and lumber are carried off by the same means, as fast as thrown 
into the flumes, and dumped miles away in an almost incredibly short 
time. Ву the use of the flume, wood, lumber, and timber can be easily 
brought down from points in the mountains which would be quite тас- 
cessible to teams. In some places, where the ground is very steep, there 
аге to be seen dry flumes, if we may во call them, or troughs, down 
which wood is sent without the aid of water. These, however, are but 
straight chutes, running from the top to the bottom of a single hill, or 
range of hills. In some places, also, there are chutes formed by laying 
a timber track, down which huge logs are sent. Along these tracks, 
where very steep, the logs-rush at railroad speed, leaving behind them 
& trail of fire and smoke. Such logways are generally to be seen about 
the lakes, and are 80 contrived that the logs leap from them into water 
of considerable depth; otherwise they would be shivered to pieces, and 
spoiled for use in the manufacture of lumber. The piles of wood to be 
seen at the bottom of some of the wood flumes are immense, amounting 
to thousands upon thousands of cords."— Virginia Enterprise. 


The Summit Flume earned, during the year eighteen hundred and 
geventy-four, one hundred and thirty-seven thousand eight hundred and 
forty-eight dollars and twelve cents. Forty-nine thousand five hundred 
and fifty-eight and three fourths cords of wood, and fifteen million four 
hundred and ninety-seven thousand three hundred and twenty feet of 
aa were run in it from about the borders of Lake Tahoe, to Carson 

ity. \

VIRGINIA AND TRUCKEE RAILROAD. 


The construction of this road was begun in March, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-nine, and was finished between Virginia and Carson in Novem. 
ber of the same year. During the year eighteen hundred and seventy- 
two, it was extended to Reno, at which point it connects with the Central 
Pacific road, and thereby with all the railroads east and west in the 
United States and Canada. It is fifty-one miles in length, and cost to 
put it in complete running order an average of one hundred thousand 
dollars per mile. Besides the through business made by connecting 
with the Central Pacific road, the principal business of the road is in 
transporting ore from the mines to the mills on Carson River, and, in 
connection with the flumes and wood drives, carrying wood, lumber, and 
mining timbers to the mines and mills. For a road of its length, it is, 
perhaps, the best paying ono in the United States. From thirty to forty 
freight trains pass over the road daily. About one hundred carloads of 
ore, aggregating one thousand one hundred tons, are daily brought to- 
the mills, and about five thousand cords of wood are daily carried to 
Virginia and Gold Hill.: The road is thoroughly equipped, and in first- 
class running order, with fine passenger coaches. Extensive machine 
and repair shops are situated at Carson. 


CARSON CITY. 


Тре Capital of the State has grown very Tapidly during the past two 
years, in size. А great number of buildings have been erected in all 
parts of the town, but chiefly in the northern part. It is built up now 
with handsome residences beyond the railroad buildings, out as far as 
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the cemetery. Many large brick stores have been erected on Маш 
street, and improvements of every description have been made, во that 
Carson is by far the prettiest town in the State. Carson has a popula- 
tion of about five thousand five, hundred, and а registered vote of one 
thousand and eighty-eight. It is picturesquely situated about the center 
of Eagle Valley, being surrounded on all sides by mountains, the Sier- 
ras, with their eternal snows, looming up grandly to the west and 
south. It is well supplied with pure water from the mountain springs 
and streams. Its altitude above sea-level is four thousand six hundred 
and fifteen feet, and three thousand two hundred and twelve feet below 
the summit of Mount Davidson. Besides the many business places and 
private residences, Carson contains four churches—Episcopal, Methodist, 
Presbyterian, and Catholic—a-theater, gas works, waterworks, two daily 
newspapers—the Appeal (morning) and Tribune (evening)—a large pub- 
lie school building, with six departments, and an average attendance of 
two hundred and sixty pupils; also, several private schools, which are 
largely attended; there are two stockbrokers’ offices, one insurance 
company, one bank—Wells, Fargo & Co's—the deposits in which are 
about one hundred and fifty thousand dollars; one brewery, producing 
yearly two thousand two hundred and thirty-four gallons of beer. The 
Masons, Odd Fellows, Red Men, Knights of Pythias, Good Templars, 
and Knights of the Red Cross, all have flourishing lodges. The public 
buildings located here are the United States Branch Mint, the Capitol 
building, State Orphans’ Home, and, two miles from the city, the State 
Prison. One of the most needed improvements made during the past 


year, are the new waterworks. The reseryoir is situated two and one. 


half miles from town, and has a capacity ој two hundred thousand gal- 
lons. The pipes are wrought iron, twelve jinches in diameter, and are 
laid three feet under ground from the reservoir, and along five of the 
principal streets. The water has a fall of two hundred and sixty feet. 
These works have been constructed at a cost of thirty-five thousand 


` dollars, and are sufficient to supply a population of twenty thousand 


inhabitants. . 

The Town of Empire, situated three and one half miles from Carson, 
has а population of about four hundred. It is büilt on the banks of the 
Carson River, and is the terminus of the * wood drives" floated down 
the Carson River from Alpine County, California. During tho Summer 
time it presents a very lively appearance, hundreds of теп being 
engaged here in taking wood from the float in the river, and cording it 
up on the banks of the river and back of the town. About one hundred 
and fifty thousand cords have been taken from the river during the past 

ummer. я 

There are five quartz mills in this county, situated оп the Carson 
River. The Mexican has forty-four stamps, and crushes one hundred 
апа twenty tons daily; Morgan, forty stamps, erushes seventy-five tons; 
Brunswick, fifty-six stamps, crushes one hundred and fifty-five tons; 
Merriman, twenty stamps, crushes forty tons; and Santiago, thirty-four 
stamps, crushes eighty tons. They are all supplied with ore from the 
Comstock lode. | 

. MINES.

Considerable interest has been manifested during the past Summer 
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in the mining locations in the vicinity of Carson, and work has been 
done upon some of them. 


THE NORTH CARSON 


Is located two and one half miles due north of Carson City. The com. 
pany was organized in the Spring of eighteen hundred and seventy. 
three. The claim comprises one thousand five hundred feet, and is 
divided into one hundred thousand shares. Тһе shaft is down thirty 
feet. The formation is granite. А tunnel, beginning one hundred and 
fifty feet north of the shaft, has been run, and intersects the shaft аба 
depth of fifty feet, or twenty feet below its present level. At а depth 
of fifty feet, in this tunnel, a body of broken and decomposed vein matter 
was encountered, which was ten feet wide, giving good assays—ranging 
from thirty-two dollars to four hundred dollars рег боп. Another tunnel, 
which is to be seven hundred and fifty feet in length, and to run ina 
parallel direction with the first, has been commenced, and run to a dis- 
tance of four hundred feet. It will strike the shaft at а point three 
hundred feet below the surface. The face of this tunnel is now in 4 
hard granite formation. Тһе ledge runs east by northeast, and is about 
eighteen inches wide, at the surface. 


THE EAGLE 


Is located one half mile east of the Carson Consolidated. Ore is found 
in places containing gold, copper, and silver, with indications that it will 
gradually run into а вЦуег mine, Тһе gangue has more an appearanee 
of lime than quartz, and is interspersed with pyrites, assaying from fifty 
dollars to ninety dollars per ton. This claim was originally located as 
а copper mine. It is divided into one thousand five hundred shares.

THE CLEAR CREEK MINE 


Is located seven miles southwest of Carson, and is in a granite forma- 
tion. The враЊ is down about one hundred feet. Several small veins 
have been discovered trom which ore was extracted which assayed 
about forty-two dollars per ton. Prospecting is being actively pushed 
forward to a greater depth with expectations of finding a deposit of 
good ore. 


THE NIAGARA GOLD, SILVER, AND COPPER MINE 


Is situated north of King's Сайоп, westerly from Carson. The vein is 
over thirty feet wide on the hundred-foot level, and is incased in slate 
and gneiss. Besides two cross-cuts on the surface there is a shaft five 
by six sunk to the depth of one hundred feet. А drift about seventy 
feet, running in a westerly direction (the dip of the vein being almost 
forty-five degrees to the west pitching into the hill), cuts the vein at 
about forty feet, and thence runs thirty five feet through the lode 
towards the west wall. The rock is of a greenish caste, from the cop- 
per, which occurs from five to thirty per cent. The copper schist lies 
eastward of the gneiss in which Пее gold is found. ‘This mine has 
good clay walls, and is doubtless a true fissure vein. It is a promising 
mine, and upon development may prove valuable. Assays of ore from 
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this mine have reached into the hundreds. ТЕ is incorporated, and is 
divided into thirty thousand shares. 'lhe extent of this claim is one 
thousand five hundred feet along tho lode. 4

WASHOE COUNTY. 


The resources of this county are chiefly agricultural, though а con- 
siderable trade is carricd on in shipping wood and lumber to the market 
in and about Virginia; the western portion of the county being occupied 
by the Sierra Nevada range of mountains, which 1s, for the niost part, 


covered with pine forests. Two large flumes carry the wood and lum- 
р g y 


ber from the mountains to the line.of the Virginia and Truckee Rail- 
road. The eompletion of this road, within the past two years, from 
Carson to Reno, has greatly enhanced the value of all kinds of property 
in Washoe County. The Central Pacific Railroad also passes through 
the most fertile portion of the county, affording ready means of trans- 
portation for the stock and farm produce raised in its vicinity. Nu- 
merous mountain streams afford a good supply of water for irrigation, 
besides the Truckee River, one of the largest streams in the State, flows 
through the central portion of the county. The assessed value of prop- 
erty in Washoe County for eighteen hundred and seventy-four, was two 
million six hundred and sixty-one thousand and ninety-six dollars, and 
the estimated population was three thousand. The popular vote at the 
last general election was one thousand and ninety-six. Many farms 
have been well improved, and many fine substantial brick buildings and 
residences have been erected in the Town of Reno, making of it one of 
the prettiest and most flourishing towns in the State. 

Several mining districts have been organized within the limits of this 
county at different times; the ores, however, consist chiefly of copper 
and lead, and until the past Summer, but little has been done to deter- 
mine their value. 


PEAVINE DISTRICT. 


Work has been carried on in this district, at intervals, for several 
years, but owing chiefly to the refractory nature of the ores, but little 
success has been met with until quite recently. It is situated twelve 
miles north of Reno, and near the California hne. The Paymaster and 
Golden Fleece are the chief locations in the district, though a large 
number of claims have been located. A great amount of exploratory 
work has been done on these two mines, which has resulted in the 
development of promising bodies of high grade ores. This district is at 
present attracting а good deal of attention among the mining commu- 
nity. А ten.stamp mill has been erected in connection with an improved 
style of furnace. These are expected to be in running order within a 
few days. With the present furnace, it is thought but little difficulty 
will be experienced in reducing the ores of the district, though of a very 
rebellious nature, some of them possessing the most complicated combi, 
nations of minerals known. 
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WHITE PINE COUNTY.. 


There bas been but little change in the prospects of this county since 
my last report; some new districts have been organized, and promising 


- bodies of ore have been developed in some of the older districts, and 


there has been a slight increase in the bullion production of'the county, 
For Ше year eighteen hundred and seventy-three, there was a yield to 
the value of four hundred and ninety-four thousand five hundred and 
ninety-six dollars and eighty-five cents, and for eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, about five hundred and two thousand five hundred and 
sixteen dollars and twenty-one cents. 

A more healthy feeling is manifested, than has been felt heretofore 
in regard to the future prospects of the mines on Treasure Hill, and 


тапу are very sanguine that with the present efficient management 


and economy evinced by the Eberhardt & Aurora Company in work- 
ing their mines,a new era of prosperity will soon dawn upon this 
once prosperous camp, and that many other companies will be induced 
to prospect more thoroughly and energetically their properties which 
have so long lain idle. The Town of Hamilton, which was almost 
wholly consumed by fire in June, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, 
has been partially rebuilt. The Eberhardt &.Aurora Company have 
built a thirty stamp mill at Eberhardt, on the site of the old one which 
was burned in the Fall of eighteen hundred and seventy-two, and since 
its completion it has been kept constantly running on ore from that 
company’s mines. Indeed, but for the energy displayed by the Superin- 
tendent of this company, and his faith in the permanency of the mines 
on Treasure Hill, there would be little left now but empty houses in 
this once famous mining camp. The following on the past; present, and 
future of White Pine, is taken from the White Pine News: 


и White Pine at its birth, six years since, was a prodigy. The chlo- 
ride ores of the Hidden Treasure and the Eberhardt were unknown to 
the North American continent, and had а parallel only in the Charna- 
cello and kindred Chilian mines. Their richness running into the thou- 
sands, and their dociity extending nearly to assay value, excited the 
greed or interest of all within hearing. These, together with the mis- 
арргеһепвіопв of their extent, caused.by the profuse exhibition on 
Chloride and Bromide Flats, inflamed the publie to a degree unknown 


‘since the birth of California. Electrified by the prospect of intermin- 


able wealth, multitudes took their line of march for the new Mecca, and 
80 great was the hegira, that, indifferent to sickness or climate, within 
the first seasón, some ten or twelve thousand men had established them- 
selves in huts and caves, nine thousand feet above the sea. АП locomo- 
tives were brought in requisition, from shanks’ mare to the impromptu 
coach, and teams groaned under the burden of subsistence for the pil- 
grim army. In the midst of smallpox, with the thermometer at zero, à 
carnival of riot and speculation was inaugurated; mines, lands, wood, 


„ава water were claimed, towns were built, lots rose to the thousands, 


and mining claims, good, bad, or indifferent, were bought and sold at un- 
conscionable prices. Toll roads were located, the Post Office, and Wells, 
Fargo & Co’s Express established, and the Bank of California not only 
contributed a branch, but some of her most enterprising operators. 
The motley assemblage of miners, experts, speculators, three score and 
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ten lawyers, and roughs, were & tumult, but each and all sedulous in 
his vocation. Thirteen thousand mining claims were located, many of 
them in conflict, from the ignorance or knavery of their owners, titles 
were. adjudicated pell-mell by the aid of experts and their profusion; 
many of the suits terminating at the exact period when their seeming 
worthlessness was demonstrated. A dozen mills were erected on the - 
presumed extent of the chloride ores, and what were called the base 
ores were scoffed at as worthless, and not provided for in the category 
of reduction. With few exceptions no serious efforts were made to 
explore the mines. The absorbing idea was a salé, and a failure to 
accomplish this was a signal of apparent abandonment. A few pounds 
of ore and a barrow full of rock were tokens of ownership, that unfor- 
tuhately extends to the present time, preclusive of subsequent legitimate 
labors, that in hundreds of cases would have been instituted. Within 
a short period attention was attracted to the smelting ores of the dis- 
trict, and, in consequence, some thirteen furnaces started up like mush- 
rooms, and, like mushrooms, vanished, devoured by insnfficiency in 
construction and the inexpertness of their operators. Earthquakes are 
seldom, and not prolonged. Exeitements, however violent, must sub- 
side, and to a point béyond the normal one. 

* A revulsion followed the excess in White Pine. The speculative 
‘miner and operator, unable to realize twenty thousand dollars for a hole 
in the ground, withdrew; and to account for his recession, had to dis- 
parage the district. The Chloride Flat man, bottoming his shaft in the 
shallow intercollated masses of Treasure Hill, ignorant of the origin of 
these ores, joined in their criminations, and, loudly declaiming against 
the existence of true veins in limestone, took up his blankets and 
‘walked.’ The excess of mills over exploréd chloride ores, the failure 
of the furnaces from improper materials and lack of knowledge of their 
owners, the non-appreciation of the base ores, conspired to depopulate 
the district, and 1t succumbed to the mischiefs 1t had unwittingly 
inflicted on Belmont, Austin, and Virginia, and to which а short future 
may impose on Pioche. CES 

“ Fire has lent its flaming aid to depopulation and depreciation, by the 
destruction of two mills and the chiet part of Hamilton; but, in spite of 
the calamities, а review of the present, when made with judgment and 
dispassion, is not hopeless of the future; on the contrary, it *should 
cheer, but not inebriate. The mountains have not been removed. We 
have tbree of them, obliquely parallel to each other; they aggregate 
nineteen miles in extent, and no observant man can be skeptic enough 
to deny their reekinf with ore—ore of all the valuable varieties, save 
tin and platinum, and requiring the various modes of reduction. The 
chloride ores are confined to the summit, south, and northwest ends of 
Treasure Hill, while the complex and leaden ores are distributed on its 
sides and over Babylon Hill and White Pine Mountain.. Blue Hill alone 
would make a respectable rival to ordinary mining districts; but when 
the whole of the mountains are comprehended, with their numberless 
rich mineral crops, the district is peerless, and without any claim to 
prophecy, it is as safe to premise a silver future as to declare a sad past. 
Lhe Chloride Flat fiasco will be understood when it is shown that the 
unreliable beds of ore were the natural outflow. of superabundant veins 
that near the surface found it easier to uplift the rocks than to rupture 
them, and hence the superfluous chloride ore flowed into the intercol- 
lated spaces. When the bedding rock is searched for fissures, they will 
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be found, and, when wrought, will develop into a system of metallic lodes 
that will amply restore the repute of the Сіпогіде, Bromide, and Pogo- 
nip Flats, and disabuse the cavilers against metalliferous limestone. 
Intermediately, these scorners can have a full field on the west side of 
White Pine Mountain, where the three formations.mined in Eastern 
Nevada, are rife; they can there delve in slate or quartzite, or gratify a 
penchant by digging in granite. | 

«There are now in the district nine quartz mills with one hundred and 

sixty-five stamps, and a fifty-ton tailing mill, capable оба daily reduc- 
tion of two hundred tons, which could be readily supplied from existing 
sources, and tripled, if ten рег cent of the ventures now made at 
Pioche or Virginia were had. This could be done without trenching оп 
the base ores requiring a modified treatment, ог the leaden ores legiti- 
mately due the furnace. These last furnish a vast reservoir from which 
wealth will flow, making the district as conspicuous for the amount and 
value of its base bullion as it is now for the docility of Ив ores. The 
knowledge acquired, since the discovery of White Pine, of furnace con- 
struction and fluxation of ores, insures a success that will wipe out the 
disgrace of an early defeat. Bull Run will be forgotten in the ‘march 
фо the sea.’ The Aurora lode, two and one half miles in length, and 
seventy-five to one hundred feet in width, abounding in rich chlorides, has 
been explored only for thirty-five hundred feet, to a depth of less than 
three hundred feet, and now presents an expanse of ore that proclaims 
а future rivalry with the Comstock. This ів’ not a solitary reliance, 
' though it promises to he a gigantic one, as the Eberhardt will again 
exhibit its millions, unless all mining history is а cheat and alie. No 
rich cresting exhibitions can be followed by perpetual barrenness. The 
original fertility will, from time to time, recur, and reward bountifully 
the persevering operator. Charnacello, Grass Valley, the Comstock, and 
hundreds of Mexican mines have had their preludes of dissolution, but 
survived to a long life of usefulness; under energetic management. 
The Pocotillo will be restored by shafting at the original opening, the 
early riches of the Virginia will be recovered, the Sunbeam requires’ 
only an additional blow, while the Grant and Colfax, the Copper Silver 
Glance, the Imperial, and fifty others will expand into capable and valu- 
able mines, under persistent exploration. Тһе Trench, the Caroline, and 
the Mobile illustrate the advantage of regular and systematie working. 
Not only self-supporting, they accumulate capital in means and ores, and, 
at the same time, demonstrate inereased breadth and fertility in their 
veins. Оп an earnest and unprejudiced scrutiny of all the conditions of 
the district, it is impossible to forbode other than æ success to a renewed 
and energetic effort, and the only possible shadow to be cast would be 
. an apprehension of а lack of fuel for comprehensive workings. ‘This, 
it is to be hoped, will be dissipated by the offerings from the Pancake, 
and, possibly, from the Mokomoke mountains, as well as from future 
connection with the Central Pacific Railroad. Nature has indicated the 
route, and when White Pine has culminated to her natural importance 
the road will readily be built.” 


ROBINSON DISTRICT. 


Considerable activity has been displayed in this district during the 
past two years. Mineral City has grown to quite respectable propor- 
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tions, and at present all kinds of business is flourishing. Тһе Watson 
Company have built a substantial ten-stamp mill, which worka the ores 
in the vicinity very satisfactorily. It ів kept running on ores from the 
Portland mine, in Nevada District, which was bonded last Summer by Mr. - 
Elmore, the Superintendent. Тһе old furnace belonging to the Canton 
Company did not sueceed in smelting the ore of this district satisfac- 
torily, but it has been lately remodeled, and is now turning out bullion 
with very gratifying results. Тһе distriet is well supplied with every 
facility for both milling and smelting, and yields ores of both characters 
in great abundance, besides being situated in the heart of an extensive 
mineral region. , i 


DIAMOND DISTRICT. 


This district was discovered in June, eighteen hundred and sixty-four, 
but httle work was done on it till the Summer of eighteen hundred and 
seventy. Itis situated eighteen miles north of Eureka. in the western 
slope of the Diamond range of mountains. There is а supply of wood 
and water in the vicinity for all purposes. The veins are in limestone, 
and the ores are argentiferous galena and carbonates. А fine furnace 
was erected during the Summer of eighteen hundred and seventy-three, 
which works very satisfactorily. At present it is undergoing repairs. 
The chief mine of the district is the Champion. "The vein is about three 
feet in width, and dips to the east at an angle of sixty degrees. Тһе ore 
is found in pockets, and averages about one hundred dollars per ton in 
silver. Тһе Curtis & Keeler is located in the same hill with the Cham- 
pion. There are one thousand two hundred feet in the location. About 
forty per cent of the ore is lead, and yields two hundred and seventeen ` 
dollars in silver per ton. The Cumberland is situated. in the foothill 
south of the Champion. There is here а vein of two feet in width, the 
ore of which requires no assorting. А shaft has been sunk to a depth 
of forty feet. One thousand two hundred feet are claimed. It is owned 
by Messrs. Elzy & Higby. . 


NEVADA DISTRICT. 


This district was discovered in eighteen hundred and sixty-nine. беу- 
eral locations were made then, but little work was done on them at that 
time. The principal locations made at this time were the Champion, 
Franklin, Fashion, Yellow Jacket, Nevada, and Defiance. The mines 
on Wagner Hill were located in May, eighteen hundred and seventy- 
three, and about thirty claims were recorded here. The chief ones are 
the Joe Davis, Almon, Maggie, Rose, Steptoe, Fairview, Henderson, 
Bully Boy, Pine Grove, Doubloon, Carrol, Sunrise, Summer, Blue 
Wednesday, Crocket, and Portland. The country rock is limestone; 
the ore chiefly chloride, and very rich. Tamerlane is the name of Ше“ 
town which has been laid out in a very desirable location, within a few 
hundred yards of the mines on Wagner Hill. There is an abundance of 
wood, and a fine spring, from which a supply of water is obtained for 
all purposes. The district is situated about ten miles east of Robinson, 
on the western slope of the Schell Creek range of mountains, and five 
miles from Steptoe Valley, where there is a good stream of water, and 
several fine stock and agricultural ranches. The ten-stamp mill at 
Robinson is supplied with ore from the district. | 
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| CHERRY CREEK DISTRICT. 


. Тв district was organized in November, eighteen hundred and sev- 

enty-two, the first locations having been made in October of the same 
year, by Messrs. Hunter, Carpenter, Corning, and Safford. Little work 
was done on any of the locations until the Spring of eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three, when the Town of Cherry Creek was laid out. Соп- 
siderable excitement at that time sprang up throughout the State from 
the eneouraging reports made of the mines, and quite а rush of people 
to this district was the result. А large town was quickly built, several 
mines were sold, and preparations for erecting mills and developing the 
mines were soon made. At present the work of developing and pros- 
pecting the claims is carried on with considerable energy, and the Town 
of Cherry Creek is the most flourishing camp in the county. This dis- 
trict is situated on the eastern slope of the Egan range of mountains, 
and four miles north of Egan Cañon. It is well supplied with wood 
and water for both milling and mining. Humboldt Wells is the nearest 
point on the railroad, from which place it is about one hundred miles 
distant. There ‘аге three metalliferous quartz veins running through 
tbe mountains from north to south. Two of these have been traced 
and located for a distance of thirty thousand feet each. The geological 
formation of the district is well defined. At the base is a heavy belt of 
quartzite; above this, a belt of porphyry, then one of calcareous slate, 
and from this to the summit of the mountain, the formation is lime- 
stone. There has been no disturbance whatever; the ledges stand out 
bold and straight, just as they were formed. The ores are principally 
chloride, and very similar to those found in White Pine District, in the 
North Aurora mine. The principal locations in the district are the 
Teacup, Geneva, Golconda, Chance, Victoria, Star, Exchequer, Flagstaff, 
Gray Hagle, and Baltic. 


SCHELL CREEK DISTRICT.

А five-stamp mill has been erected here within the past two years, 
and some of the mines on Queen Springs Hill have been sold; little 
work, however, is being done in any of the locations. The Silver 
Wreath and Lookout, at Ruby Hill, were sold to а San Francisco Сош- 
pany, and arrangements were made for the erection of a ten-stamp mill 
in this part of the distriet. 


EGAN САМОМ. 


Work has been resumed here during the past Summer by the San 
José Company, under the direction of General Rosencranz. The fine 
twenty-stamp mill belonging to this company has been thoroughly over- 
hauled and repaired, and is now engaged in working ores from 
Cherry Creek. А tunnel is being run to cut the Giligan vein, for the 
purpose of drainage, there being an immense flow of water in the lower 
levels of this mine. Тһе mine has been opened to a depth of four bun- 
dred and eighty-five feet from the surface. Мо work of any сопве- 
quenee has been done here for years. - 
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PANCAKE COAL MINES. 


Work.has been prosecuted on this property, since my last report, with 
commendable energy, under the, supervision of Colonel Lewis. Steam 
hoisting works have been erected, and an incline sunk on the vein to a 
depth of three hundred and seventeen feet. Water is found in this 
incline at a depth of two hundred and fifty feet. Another incline has 
been sunk to the water line, which is found here at a depth of two hun- 
dred feet. A fine quality of coal has been obtained in both inclines, 
which burns and cokes well. It becomes more solid, and is partially 
crystallized after reaching the water level. The indications are very 
favorable for developing extensive bodies of coal. A full description of 
this property was given in my last report. 


OTHER DISTRICTS. 


There are in White Pine County a number of districts, which, at one 
time or other, were worked very extensively, and gave promising pros- 
pects for future prosperity. At present, they are either abandoned, or 
not sufficient work has been done in them to be worthy of mention; such 
are Piermont, San Francisco, Cooper, Warren,-Lexington, Snake, Sacra- 
mento, Latham, and Hunter Districts. 


STOREY COUNTY. 


At no time in the history of this county has the future permanéncy of 
mining operations:been во well established. During the past two years, 
marked improvements have been made in all classes of business and 
industrial pursuits; never before has the mines been во productive nor 
real estate so valuable. Тһе population of the county is now about 
twenty-five thousand; of this number, seven thousand two hundred and 
forty-four are registered voters. The assessed value of real estate and 
personal property for eighteen hundred and seventy.three, was four 
million seven hundred and thirty-five thousand one hundred and eighty 
dollars, and for eighteen hundred and seventy-four, it was four million 
nine hundred and fifty-nine thousand five hundred and forty-two dollars; 
being an increase in one year of two hundred and twenty-four thousand 
three hundred and sixty-two dollars. The market value of the mines 
called in the Stock Board at San Francisco, on December twenty-second, 
was about two hundred million dollars, an increase of more than one 
hundred- million dollars іп one month. Тһе total value of bullion 
extracted in eighteen hundred and seventy-three, was twelve million 
three hundred and fifty-six thousand and fifty-two dollars and twenty- 
nine cents, and in eighteen hundred and seventy.four it was over 
twenty-two million dollars, an inerease in the production for the 
last year of nearly ten million dollars. It has been estimated by 
competent persons, that the yield of the mines in this county for 
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eighteen hundred and seventy-five, will reach the enormous sum of 
forty million dollars. Тһе flourishing condition of the county for 
the past two years, is chiefly due to the rich developments made in 
the Belcher and Crown Point, and to the successful working of these 
two mines. The rapid increase in value of the mines during the past 
month, and the estimated increase in the production of bullion for 
eighteen hundred and seventy-five, is warranted by the marvelous dis- 
covery of an unprecedented body of rich ore, recently made in the Con- 
solidated Virginia and California mines. In Virginia and Gold Hill, 
many substantial buildings have been erected, both for business and for 
residences. Тһе limits of both these places have been extended so that 
they are now united; what is known as the “ divide" between these two 
places is covered with houses. А decided improvement is noticed in Ше 
mines all along the line. The lode has been prospected during the past 
two years to а much greater length and depth than before; work has 
been resumed on many abandoned locations; new and improved machin. 
ery has been introduced; new levels have been opened and less water 
encountered; more men, by at least twenty per cent, are employed; bet- 
ter grades of ore have been found, and reduced at less cost; the percent 
of gold in the ore has increased in the average yield, while the percent 
of silver has correspondingly decreased. So great has been the increase 
in the yield of bullion in this county, that the refining capacity of the 
Pacific Coast is scarcely sufficient for its reduction, and it is thought 
that in the future a large amount will necessarily have to be forwarded 
to assay offices in the Eastern States. In view of the increased interest 
felt in mining operations in this county, I deem it proper to give a place 
in this report to the theories of Baron Richthofen, in regard to the mode 
of formation of' the Comstock vein, and the ore-bearing character and 
distribution of ore. Indeed, some of the conclusions ас which this 
learned gentleman arrived years ago, seem now almost prophetic; he 
said: * No sound mind can therefore doubt the continuance of the 
· fissure, and therefore of the vein, in depth;" and again: “Some mines 
which have been heretofore almost unproductive, as the Central, Cali- 
fornia, Bullion, and others, have therefore good chances of becoming 
metalliferous in depth." қ 


VIRGINIA WATER COMPANY. 


One of the most needed and beneficial undertakings for the prosperity 
and health of Virginia has been accomplished in the completion of this 
company's water flume from the Sierras, whereby the city and mines 
are supplied with pure water from the moüntains. Heretofore the supply 
has been obtained chiefly from tunnels in the mountain in which the 
Comstock lode is situated. Water is now brought from Hobart Creek, 
twenty-two miles distant, and six miles from Lake Tahoe. It is carried 
from the creek seven miles in a wooden flume, when it is discharged 
into a reservoir holding eight million three hundred thousand gallons; 
from this point it is conveyed in wrought iron pipes twelve inches in 
diameter and laid two feet under ground, to the reservoirs at Virginia 
and Gold Hill. The pipe sustains a pressure of seven hundred and sev- 
enty-five pounds to the square inch. It crosses а depression twenty-one 
hundred feet lower than at the point of starting, and seven hundred and 
twenty feet lower than at the point where the water is discharged. 
The reservoir in Virginia is three hundred feet above B street. Water 
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ipes are being extended to Silver City. This company сап furnish 
about two million gallons daily. Тһе cost of completing these water- 
works is estimated at about one million two hundred thousand dollars.

* MODE OF FORMATION OF COMSTOCK VEIN. 


«True fissure veins offer a great variety. Every mineral lode may be 
considered as an individual, peculiar in its nature and differing from all 
other veins. А review of those silver veins which furnish the larger 
portion of the present production of silver, would show wide discrepan- 
cies as to the nature of the inclosing rock, the length and width of the 
veins, the character of the gangue and of the ores, the distribution and 
quantitative proportion of metals, the structure of the véin-matter and 
its relation to the inelosing rock, and numerous other circumstances, 
which 16 would require too much space to explain separately. It may 
justly be concluded that the same differences exist as to the mode of 
formation. Infiltration from above, infiltration from the walls, thermal 
action, and other processes, have separately been advocated as the sole 
origin of all metalhferous veins. But the combined experience obtained 
from different countries, renders it evident that all these processes have 
been active more or less simultaneously in the filling of every true fissure: 
vein, and that the differences which such veins exhibit, were occasioned 
by the predominance of one or the other of them, and by the influenve 
of the inclosing rock. 

“Тһе Comstock vein has neither been filled from above, nor from the 
sides, as none of the surrounding rocks could have yielded the immense 
quantity of vein-matter and ore; and had it been formed in this way, the 
mass would have a banded and comby structure, which is by no means 
observable. ‘The Eastern rock may, on account of its extensive decom- 
position, appear to favor the assumption of Jateral infiltration; but this 
decomposition was effected by ascending currents which have left dis- 
tinct traces, and which could not have removed any matter in a lateral 
way. Thermal springs, which are considered by many authorities as 
the agent which carried mineral matter from below into fissures, and to 
have formed every true vein, would not explain the formation of the 
Comstock lode. Silica, in such cases, is accumulated around the mouth 
of the fissures, and. though ordinarily removed by denudation, it could 
hardly be supposed to be 80 at the Comstock vein, as, since its forma- 
tion, the surtace has undergone but slight chánges. But, besides, the 
decomposition of the Eastern country, for miles in extent, cannot be 
explained by the action of thermal springs. 

* [n order to discover the real agent which carried such immense 
masses of vein matter from a deep-seated source into the Comstock 
fissure, we have simply to trace the origin of the latter, and then to 
observe what processes follow, at the present time, the formation of 
fissures of similar origin. If these processes are sufficient to produce 
such results as we observe in the Comstock vein, then it is highly 
probable that they were instrumental in its formation; and if we suc- 
ceed in proving that they have left their unmistakable traces all over 
the country, we may consider the explanation, though theoretical, as 
founded on a solid basis. 
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“ ORIGIN OF FISSURE. 


“Тһе Comstock fissure is, of course, of more recent origin than the 
rocks which it traverses; and ав propylite is predominant in the latter, 
the fissure must necessarily have succeeded it in age. The only event 
after the outbursts of propylite, capable of producing such powerful 
action, was the eruption of trachyte, which accompanies the vein at a 
distance of two miles to the east. As there is other evidence of its 
intimate connection with the Comstock vein, we may take it for granted 
that it caused the rending of the fissure. The more immediate cause of 
the latter is, in similar cases, the production of a constantly increasing 
tension beneath the solid crusts of the rocks of the surface. As soon 
as such tension is greater than the resistance offered by the cruat, it 
will cause the rending of the overlaying rocks and give vent to the 
agencies by which it was produced. Suanidin-trachyte is a volcanic 
rock, and, though it did not pour out from tbe craters of actual vol. 
canoes, yet it must have been attended by the same phenomena which 
accompany the outbreaks of lava. Among them is the rending of 
fissures which are occasionally of as great a magnitude as the one 
ander consideration. 


* FILLING OF THE FISSURE. 


“The process which immediately follows the opening of fissures at or 
near active volcanoes, is the violent emission of steam. A crevice in 
this state is called a solfatara. It has been proved by Bunsen for the 
volcanoes of Iceland, by Boussingault tor those of the South American 
Andes, by St. Claire Deville for those of the Canary Islanda, aud by 
myself for the tertiary volcanoes of Hungary and Transylvania, that 
every solfatara, in the course of time, passes through two stages, in the 
first of which the steam is accompanied by gaseous combinations of 
fluorine and chlorine; in the second, by those of sulphur; while a third 
one is ordinarily marked by the emission of carbonic acid and combina- 
tions of hydrogen and carbon, at which time the term *solfatara " is no 
longer applicable. We have in the elements evolved during the first 
two periods all the conditions required for filling the Comstock fissure 
. with such substances as those of which the vein is composed. Steam 
ascending with vapors of fluosilic acid created іп its upper parts (Бу the 
diminution of pressure and temperature, according to well known chem- 
ical agencies,) silica and silico-fluohydrie acid, the former in solid form, 
the latter as а volatile gas, which acts most powerfully in decomposing 
the rocks it meets on its course. Тһе chloride of silicon, іп combina- 
tion with steam, forms silica апа chlorohydric acid. Fluorine and 
chlorine are the most powerful volatilizers known, and form volatile 
eombinations with almost every substance. Besides silicon the metals 
have a great affinity with them. All those which occur in the Comstock 
vein could ascend in a gaseous state in combination with one or the 
other of them. They must then be precipitated in the upper parts as 
metallic oxides or chlorides, and in the native state. Thus the fissure was 
gradually filled from its upper portion downwards with all the elements 
which we find chemically deposited in-it. A fissure is not ordinarily 
stationary after its first opening, but from subsequent action may, from 
time to time, widen and frequently contract again. New channels would 
thus be opened where the old ones were obstructed. If such widening, 
or opening of an empty space within the matter filling the old fissure, 
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was followed by emanations rich in metallie vapors, then the conditions 
would be given for the formation of a body of ore of the shape of the 
newly opened chasm, which corresponds precisely to most of the bodies 
of ore in the Comstock lode. Contemporaneously, with the filling of 
‘the fissure the adjoining rock would be acted upon by the ascending 
acid vapors, and its nature by them entirely changed. Cracks would 
form in it and be filled with substances similar to those of the vein itself. 
Ав the Comstock vein has an eastern dip, and the action of forces mani- 
fests itself towards the surface, only the rock on the hanging wall, or 
the eastern country, would be influenced in this way. Сгеуісев branch- 
ing off from the main fissure would probably penetrate into the hanging 
wall, and it may reasonably be expected that deeper working will dis- 
close such branches filled with vein-matter, and probably оЁ ore-bearing 
character, east of the main body of the vein. 


4 TRANSFORMATION OF VEIN-MATTER. — 


“А transforming action must necessarily take place from the very 
commencement of the decomposition of matter in the fissure. Sul- 
phurous acid and sulphureted hydrogen, which were among the escaping 
gases in the first period, together with combinations of fluorine and 
chlorine, gradually became predominant, marking the second period of 
solfatarie action. But little more matter could be introduced into the 
fissure, ав the combinations of sulphur with mineral substances are not 
volatile, Chemical transformation was now the principal action witbin 
the vein. Silica is deposited from its combinations with fluorine and 
chlorine in а gelatinous state, very different in its physical characters 
from those of the crystalline quartz which fills the vein. It must 
undergo а solution in water, with which, in the form of steam, 16 was 
impregnated, in order to assume this character. Metallic oxydes and 
chlorides were converted into sulphurets, and the presence of antimony 
caused the formation of sulph-antimoniurets, the principal of which is 
stephanite. By süch processes, the entire vein-matter was gradually 
ee from its former condition into that which it presents at this 

ay. 

“Thus, following simply the mechanical and chemical actions observed 
in active solfataras, and basing our conclusions of experiments made in 
the chemical laboratory on the processes of precipitation and trans- 
formation which must be effected by them, we are led to precisely the 
same results which we actually observe in the Comstock vein. The ques- 
tion may still be put as to what was the origin of the vein-matter, which, 
in the deep-seated volcanic laboratory, was prepared for ascending into 
the Comstock fissure. As to fluorine and chlorine, they take part іп 
the composition of rocks, but their principal source was, doubtless, the 
water which penetrated through the rocks to the region of volcanic 
activity, and which, in the case of active solfataras, can alone explain 
the continuous emanations of volumes of steam. Though the sea, at 
the time of the formation of the Comatock vein, was far distant, yet the 
waters of the adjoining basins were, as they are to-day, highly charged 
with the same salts as are dissolved in sea water—among them, fluorides 
and chlorides. Fluorine and chlorine, therefore, had the same origin as 


‚ they are supposed to have in active solfataras. As to the source of the 


mineral substances, we bave to look for the action of those elements оп 
the surrounding rocks. Silica was offered in unlimited quantity, par- 
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ticularly in the trachytie rocks, Every silicate is easily decomposed by 
fluorine, fluosilicic acid escaping in a gaseous state, while some solid 
residuum remains. For the metals, we have to account in the same way, 
considering the vast quantities of rock which in the depths of the вој. 
fataras could be acted upon by the acids, Silver appears, from recent: 
researches, to form, in very small quantity, a constituent part of every 
rock; and gold, probably, enters in still more minute quantity into their 
composition; while other metals are present in larger proportion, and 
iron especially forms a considerable percentage in the composition of all 
rocks. But even those which are present in во small a proportion ав 
almost to escape detection by chemical analysis, may be concentrated, if 
acted upon by such elements as have most affinity to them, and then 
carried by them into channels where, when exposed to’ other influences, 
they are deposited. It is a fact worthy of notice, that there is scarcely 
а single chemical agent, excepting fluorine and chlorine, which would 
not carry metallic substances into fissures in exactly, or nearly, the 
reverse quantitative proportion from that in which they occur 1р silver 
veins. lron and manganese are not only more abundant in rocks, but 
also much easier attacked and carried away by acids, than gold and 
. Silver. Тһе proportion of these to the former ought, therefore, to be 
still smaller in mineral veins than it is in rocks, and lead and copper 
ought to be more subordinate, if their removal from their primitive 
place had been effected by other agents than fluorine and chlorine. Only 
these two will first combine with those metals, which are most scarce 
in rocks, and relatively most abundant in silver veins; and they are, 
probably, the only elements which have originally collected them 
together into larger deposits, though these may subsequently have 
undergone considerable changes, and water may have played altogether 
the most prominent part in bringing them into their present shape. 


““DYNAMICAL*ACTION IN THE VEIN. 
% 

“The rending of the fissure was the first dynamical action in the 
history of the Comstock vein. It continued, as mentioned before, in 
repeated rewidening and partial reclosing. Another dynamical process 
was the separation of fragments from the hanging wall of the fissure. 
Small fragments fell into 15 during the formation of the vem-matter and 
caused its brecciated structure, while larger ones were separated by the 
formation of fractures, and slid down until they met resistance. Every 
fissure of active solfataras is closed on the surface by similar fragments 
broken off from the sides of the fissure, and one may walk on solid 
ground over the chasm from which steam issues hissing and roaring, 
escaping from between the rocks, and feeding boilding cauldrons. 
There is no difference between these obstructions and those in the upper 
part of the Comstock fissure. Other dynamical changes which are still 
going on constantly, are manifested by the clay-selvages along the 
walls and the clay-seams in the body of the vein. They indicate a 
sliding motion of the vein-matter on the walls, and of different por- 
tions of the former on each other. Few veins present such plasticity 
of the vein-matter as the Comstock lode possesses, a circumstance 
which on one side facilitates mining extraordinarily, on account of the 
loose nature of the quartz, while on the other part 16 is the most serious 
nuisance in mining, as it causes the rapid caving and breaking of old . 
works. Drifts in clayey matter cannot be kept open by the strongest 
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timbers, those of а foot square being frequently broken within a few 
days. Тһе constant movement in the vein may also be witnessed where 
clay-scams are cut by drifts; after some time the roek on one side is 
lowered considerably. Mining works probably promote this slow-but 
incessant motion tn the body of the vein, since they open outlets for Ше 
water, which can percolate the vein-matter freely, and diminish its sub- 
stance by its dissolving power. | 


“ ADDITIONAL PROOF OF FORMER EXISTENCE OF SOLFATARIO ACTION. 


« Though it seems that the Comstock fissure was the principal theater 
for the emission of steam, and all those phenomena which may be com- 
prised by the name of solfatarie action, yet the latter left its traces over 
а wide extent of the adjacent country. The entire belt of rounded hills 
extending east of the vein for two miles, to the foot of the trachytie 
range, shows its effects very conspicuously. : 16 consists of propylite; 
which, however, can scarcely be recognized on account of the complete 
decomposition it has undergone, and which has transformed it into а 
clayey rock of red and yellow color, but still showing distinctly the 
inclosed crystals of feldspar and hornblende. It is traversed by nu- 
merous crevices from which the decomposition originated, and shows 
every where evidences of vertically-ascending currents which caused it. 
Whoever has seen active solfataras will be struck by the resemblance 
of the chemical action on the surrounding rocks to that displayed in 
the region east of the Comstock lode. Near some of the crevices, the 
decomposed rock is strongly impregnated with silica, producing the 
ranges of red-colored bluffs which accompany the Comstock vein to the 
east, and which have been partly located as outcroppings of veins, while 
at about two miles distant, real metalliferous veins occur, promising in 
their outcrops, but not yet explored. Besides this belt, the former 
aetion of solfataras is plainly visible in many parts of the country. 
The formation of the Comstock vein is bat one of its manifestations. 


“CONTINUITY OF THE COMSTOCK VEIN IN DEPTH. 


“The problem which, above all others, occupies at present the minds 
of miners, stockholders, and speculators in Washoe, is, whether the 
Comstock lode will continue т depth, and, 1f 16 does, whether it will be 
productive. And these questions are, indeed, of the highest importaneé 
tor the future of the country, and ought so much more to be considered 
with care, ав on their solution depend the means which will have to be 
applied for securing future prosperity and profits. + 

* [t was proved in the foregoing pages that the Comstock lode pre- 
sents, in all respects, the character of a true fissure vein, and these n 
such perfect degree as but few veins of this class exhibit. It was tur- 
thermore proved, that the mode of its formation can only be explained in 
one way, namely: by solfatarie action, conneeted with the outbursts of 
trachyte. Мо theory but this is able to explain the origin of the vast. 
quantities of vein-matter, the profuse, diffusion of ore through it, the 
abnormal quantitative proportion of the metals in the ore, the thorough 
decomposition of the eastern country for two miles in width, the mode 
of distribution of the ore in the vein, and the formation of the “ horses" 
which obstruct it іп many parts. Ав the creative forces acted from 
below, they must have found an open way for the communieation of the 
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laboratory below with ihe place of deposition in the upper portion of 


the vein. No sound mind can, therefore, doubt the continuance of the 
fissure, and, therefore, of the vein, in depth. |

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" ORE-BEARING CHARACTER AND DISTRIBUTION-OF ORE. 


« Some unfavorable developments, made recently on the Comstock 
vein, have induced even those who believed in its continuity to have some 
doubt in regard to its carrying.any ore in depth., The question is of 
great importance, and one in regard to which one may easily arrive at 
too sanguine views if mines are “in bonanza,” and just as easily at too 
unfavorable results when they are “іп borasca.” А short review of 
some facts observed in other silver mines may assist us in drawing con- 
clusions for the Comstock vein. 

* In no branch of mining are the vicissitudes of this industry so соп- 
spicuous as in silver mining. Princely fortunes have been made by it in 
the shortest time, and equal amounts spent in' vain search of fortunes. 
The history of the Mexican mines, ав chronicled by Humboldt and 
Ward, furnishes remarkable illustrations, but they would possess a still 
higher degree of interest if an equally able historian could be found, in 
modern times, who might add those developments which have taken 
place during the present century. Weare told of mines which, after 
having yielded immense wealth, were abandoned because no more profits 
could be obtained, and then, after a long lapse of time, were reopened 
by enterprising individuals, and anew poured out treasures from below 
where they had been worked before, then were left.again, and success- 
fully reopened а third time. The causes of abandonment were either 
deterioration of the ore, or the impossibility of making the returns 
exceed the expenses of keeping the water down, or lawsuits, or, finally, 
political circumstances. The success of reopening was, in the two first 
cases, either due to the improvement of the ore at some lower level, or 
to the introduction of cheaper modes of drainage—partly by improved 
machinery, and partly by adit-levela. Е 

* The Valonciana mine, on the Veta Madre of Guanajuato, was opened 
in seventeen hundred and sixty, on a part of the vein on which some 
work had been done in the sixteenth century, and which afterwards had 
been neglected as unpromising for almost two centuries. In seventeen 
hundred and sixty-eight, а rich “bonanza” was struck at a depth of 
two hundred and forty feet, from which one million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars were extracted annually. Still, from seventeen hundred 
and eighty-cight to eighteen hundred ‘and ten, the yearly produce 
averaged one million three hundred and eighty-three thousand one hun- 
dred and ninety-five dollars. А town of seven thousand inhabitants was 
built near the mine, and thirty-one hundred people were occupied by 
the latter. А large octagonal shaft was sunk to upwards of two thou- 
sand feet, and the mine explored by it in lower parts. But the rich ore 
extended only to à depth of twelve hundred feet, below which it was 
then too poor for extracting. In eighteen hundred and ten, the mine 
filled with water. Fifteen years later, the Anglo-Mexican Company, 
with & eonsiderable outlay of money, freed the mine оҒ water, but the 
ores gave no profit on account of the expenses of keeping the water 
down. It is now owned by the United Mexican Company, and for a 
number of years has yielded immensely by the large amounts of low 
grade ores which fill the vein. 
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«Тһе Veta Grande, at Zacatecas, which from fifteen hundred and forty- 
eight to eighteen hundred and thirty-two, yielded about six hundiel 
and sixty-six million dollars, occurs in propylite ав does the Comstock 
lode, and has a similar structure, the vein branching out towards the 
surface, and descending at an angle of about forty-five degrees. Its 
width is inferior to the Comstock vein, being generally not more than 
from one to thirty-three feet, and at only one place increasing to eighty 
feet. It has clay-selvages and incloses large fragments of country 
rock. Тһе ore in the upper levels was concentrated in chimneys and 
rich, but with increasing depth it became poorer, though at the same 
time it wàs distributed through a much larger extent of' the vein. The 
ore for some time could поф. бе worked with profit, but at present, the 
produetion of Zaeatecas has again reached а very high figure, 

* In these two instances the ores are poorer in the lower portions of 
the lode, but more equally distributed, and it is the immense quantity-of 
low-grade ores which causes its great productiveness. Itis noteworthy 
that the character of the ores changes in no other respoct. They 
remain true silver ores through all the levels. Many-other mines offer 
the same conditions, particularly those in the central part of Mexico. 
lt is different in the northern provinces. The silver mines there are 
famous for the large amounts of native silver which they produced near 
the surface, and the quantity of rich ores which were raised from them, 
They too have poorer ores in depth, but this poverty is due to the 
increasing predominance of lead over the silver in the veins. The same 
is true of the silver mines in the Carpathian mountains, all of which 
are in propylite, and resemble the Comstock vein in тапу respects. 
The vein of the Grossgrube, in Felsobanya, is almost its counterpart. 
This mine, as well as those of Schemnitz, are said to have yielded 
immensely in former times, though worked with imperfect processes. 
Extensive chimneys of ore have been entirely removed by the Romans. 
In depth, the ore 18 exceedingly poor, во as to yield but а small profit 
with the economical mode of working proper to European countries. 
But this deterioration is chiefly due to the prevalence of the ores of 
lead and copper in lower levels, true silver ores being of rare осецг- 
rence. At the same time the ores become more equally distributed 
through the entire vein-matter, though they still form in it small seams 
and bunches. > 

“ Other mines retain an equal yield of silver at every depth. Those at 
Freiberg, though. having their * bonanzas" аф different levels, have on 
the whole rather improved with an increase іп depth. Those of Königs- 
berg, in Norway, had their temporary “ bonanzas" as far down ав 
eighteen hundred feet, the lowest level reached, and have in later times 
yielded more profits than formerly. Those of Catorce, and several other 

laces in Mexico, show likewise no decrease in yield, and have excel- 
ent ores at eighteen hundred and two thousand feet in depth. Many 
other mines of the same nature could be mentioned. 

“Tt would occupy too much of опт space to enter more fully into the 
details of other argentiferous veins. If we proceed to compare the Com- 
Stock vein with those best explored, it is evident that it differs in nature 
from a certain class of narrow veins, which, as those of Freiberg, Kónigs- 
berg, Chanarcillo in Chili, Pasco in Peru, Catorce in Mexico, and Austin 
in Nevada, fill а number of small fissures, which are either parallel or 
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` intersect each other, and which exhibit in depth nearly the same char. 
acter and richness as near the surface. It presents, on the contrary, all 
the characters of а second-class of silver veins, which are prominent on 
account of their magnitude and unity, and exhibit, wherever théy occur, 
one great mother vein or * veta madre, surrounded in most instances 
by some smaller veins of little or no importance. To this class belong 
the veins of Schemnitz and Felsobanya, in Hungary, the Veta Madre of 
Guanajuato, the Veta Grande of Zacatecas; while the veins of Potosi in 
Peru, and the Biscayna of Real del Monte, in Mexico, һауе іо be referred 
more to this than to the former class. Notwithstanding their small num. 
ber, these great mother veins furnish by far the greater portion of silver 
produced throughout the world. They resemble each other in many 
points. All of them fill fissures of extraordinary width and length, and 
appear to be of very recent origin, and also to be intimately related to 
voleanic rocks, by which they are accompanied. Although the laws 
which govern the distribution of the ore differ more or less for each 
vein, yet all of them have been found to be highly metalliferous, to 
whatever depth explored; and it appears that a nearly equal .quantity 
of silver is, with most of them, contained in each level (the vein of Guan- 
ajuato being an exception to this rule). It may be inferred that this 
will continue to be the case to an-indefinite depth. There is, however, 
a marked difference in the concentration of silver, ores of extreme rich. 
ness being usually accumulated in limited bodies in the upper levels, 
while in depth similar bodies recur, greater in extent, but consisting of 
lower grade ores. This is one of the principal reasons why, on all the 
veins mentioned, mining in upper levels has-been so highly remunera- 
tive compared with the profits derived from deep working. Each ton of 
ore costs there but little to extract, and yields a large amount of metal, 
while raising the same weight from a greater depth is more expensive, 
and at the same Ише a smaller amount of bullion is realized. Тһе history 
of the Mexican mines is the best illustration of these relations. In former 
centuries, Counts and Marquises have been made by the King of Spain 
whenever fortune enabled а single individual to accumulate enormous 
wenlth in a few years. Mining then was confined to rich ores within 
а few hundred feet of the surface. In the present century, since greater 
depths have been reached, the Spanish crown, if it had still the scepter 
of Mexico, would scarcely have found an opportunity of bestowing equal 
honors on fortunate mining adventurers, notwithstanding the unabated 
enterprising spirit of the population, and the increased facilities of rais- 
ing the treasures. And yet, the production of the Mexican mines has 
anything but decreased. It appears, on the contrary, that it has never 
been as high as at the present time. Humboldt states that vastly the 
majority of the annual produetion of Mexico has, through all times, been 
derived from the mother veins alluded to above; and still at this day 
they furnish at least three fourths of it, though each of them has repeat- 
edly been abandoned ав unprofitable. They would be inexhaustible 
sources of wealth, if the increase of expenses attending the growing 
depth did not put a limit to all profitable mining. 

и ТЬе equality of produce of the Mexican mines is probably partly 
due-to the prevalence of true silver ores through all levels. The Hun- 
garian mines offer less favorable conditions, as the ores, on account of the 
previously mentioned inerease of lead and соррег in deptb, undergo а 
real deterioration. They have evidently had at upper levels their con- 
centrated bodies of rich ore. Such have been extracted at Schemnitz, 
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within the time of historical record, while their former existence at 
Felsobanya may be inferred from the shape and character of Ше 014 
Roman works near the outcroppings. 

“Let us now return to the Comstock vein, the ‘Veta Madre’ of 
Washoe, and examine what conclusions as to its future we are justified 
in drawing from the present condition of the exploration. In the first: 
place, we have to mention the fact that the ores, through all the levels 
‘explored, retain the character of true silver ores which they had near 
е леба. вена тен of lead, copper, iron, and zinc has never been 
large in the Comstock ores, and these metals preserve now, at the low- 
est levels, nearly the same relative proportion as formerly. Their 
increase, especially of lead, would be the most unfavorable indication 
for the future of the Comstock lode, as, besides the growmg difficulty 
of metallurgical treatment, the conclusion would be justified that lead 
ores would more and more replace those.of silver, and the limits of 
profitable productiveness would soon be reached. But as.it is, no dete- 
rioration is to be expected, even if an impoverishment takes place. It 
thus approaches in its ore-bearing character the great mother veins of 
Mexico, and is different from those of Hungary. | 

« But even the reasons for an impoverishment are by no means so evi- 

dent as might appear at first sight. There have been, it is true, bonan- 
zas near the surface, which surpassed in richness all those worked upon 
in later times, Ав such may be mentioned the bonanzas of the Ophir, 
the Gould & Curry, and the western body of ore in Gold Hill. Their 
richness, and the facilities of their extraction, cooperated in making the 
latter exceedingly profitable; yet the produetion of the Comstock vein 
did, at the time when it was solely derived from these surface bonanzas, 
not reach the figure it attained after the exhaustion of their principal 
portion. One of the reasons is, that then the ore was concentrated 
within narrow limits, while, as a greater depth was attained, the distri- 
bution of the ores was much more general, though their standard was 
lower. New bodies of ore had been discovered, commencing at a depth 
of one hundred and fifty to three hundred feet below the surface, such 
às the continuous sheets of ore in the eastern part of the lode in the 
Gold Hill! mmes and the Yellow Jacket, and the similarly constituted 
one in the Chollar-Potosi. None of them contains, except a few narrow 
streaks or bunches, ores of equal richness with those of which the sur- 
face bonanzas were composed. But their extent so far exceeds that of 
the latter as to make up, by the increased amount of daily extraction, 
for the inferior yield. The profits of working are, of course, greatly 
diminished. 

* 'These bodies of ore have continued to the deepest levels reached in 
the Comstock mines, varying in width and extent, and also in their 
yield. The latter did not increase, but, in some instances, as in the 
southern part of Gold Hill, decreased with the growing width of the 
deposit, while іп others, no material change is perceptible. Few new 
bodies of ore made their appearanee below the level of three hundred 
feet. Foremost in importance among them, are two bodies discovered 
at seven hundred feet below the surface, by the Hale & Norcross 
ае one of whieh is on ground supposed heretofore to be unpro- 

uctive. 

* Considering these facts exhibited by the Coinstogk vein itself, and 
comparing with them what 1s known about similar argentiferous veins, 
we believe to be justified in drawing the following conelusions: 


* 
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« First —That the continuity of the ore-bearing character of the Com. 
stock lode, in depth, must, notwithstanding the loca] interruptions, be 
assumed as a fact of equal certainty with the continuity of the vein 
itself. 

* Second—That it may positively be assumed that the ores of the 
Comstock lode will retain their character of true silver ores to indefinite 
depth. у 

k Third—Tbat it is highly probable that extensive bodies of ore, 
equal in richness to the surface bonanzas, will never recur in depth. 

“ Fourth—That an increase in size of the bodies of ore in depth is 
more probable than a decrease, and that they are more likely to increase 
than to remain of the same size as heretofore. 

* Fifth—That a considerable portion of the ore will, as to its yield, 
not materially differ at any depth from what it is at the present lower 
levels, while, besides, there will be an increasing bulk of low grade ores. 
We are led to this supposition by the similarity in character of all the 
deposits outside of the rich surface bonanzas, and the homogenous 
nature which almost every one of them exhibits throughout its entire 
extent. . 

« Sixth—That the ore will shift at different levels from certain por. " 
tions of the lode to others, as it has done up to the present time. More 
equality in its distribution may, however, be expected below the june. 
tion of the branches radiating towards the surface, when the vein will, 
probably, fill à more uniform and more regular channel. Some mines 
which have been heretofore almost unproductive, as the.Central, Cali- 
fornia, Bullion, and others, have therefore good chances of becoming 
metalliferous in depth; but, throughout the extent of the vein, it is 
most likely that the portion which lies next to the foot wall will con. 
tinue’ unproductive, as it did from the surface down to the lowest works, 
while the entire portion between it and the hanging wall must be соп- 
sidered as the probable future source of ore. As remarked in the 
foregoing pages, it is also probable that repeatedly in following the lode 
down ward, branches will be found rising from Из main body vertically 
into the hanging wall, and consisting of clay of quartz. Many of them 
will, probably, be ore bearing. Such bodies of ore should be sought for, 
in all the mines, in what is generally supposed to be the eastern country. 
Experience in upper levels would lead to the supposition that such 
eastern bodies might carry richer ores than the average of the main 
portion of the vein. 

* Seventh —That the intervention of a barren zone, as is reported by 
good authorities to occur at the Veta Madre of Guanajuato, at the 
depth of twelve hundred feet, is not likely to be met with' in the case 
of the Comstock lode. The argument which we have to adduce for this 
conclusion, has some weight from a geological point of view. It is а 
well known fact that the inclosing rocks have usually great influence on 
ihe quantity and quality of the ores of certain metals in mineral veins, 
and that а rich lode, passing into а different formation, frequently 
becomes barren or poor. Аф the Veta Madre of Guanajuato, a sudden 
decrease in the yield of ore, at the depth of twelve hundred feet, attends 
the passage of the lode into a different formation, which, from thence, 
continues to the lowest depth attained. No such change can ever be 
anticipated for the Comstock lode, since the structure of the country 
seems to indicate the continuity of the inclosing rocks to an indefinite 

epth. 
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« In winding up these considerations, we come to the positive conclu- 
sion that the amount of nearly fifty million dollars which have been | 
extracted from the Comstock lode is but a small proportion of the amount 
of silver awaiting fature extraction, in the virgin portions of the vein, 
from the lowest levels explored down to indefinite depth; but that, from 
analogy with other argentiferous veins, as well as from facts observed 
on the Comstock lode, the diffusion of the silver through extensive 
deposits of middle and low grade ores is far more probable than its 
accumulation in bodies of rich ore."

OPHIR. " 


The following in regard to this miue is taken from the annual report of 
the Superintendent, Mr. Samuel T. Curtis, to the Preaident and Trustees; 
а duplicate сору of the report, before publication, having been furnished 
me through the courtesy of Mr. G. F. Ford: 


“During the year (ending December sixteenth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four,) there has been a large amount of prospecting done, which 
happily has resulted in valuable developments. Aggregate number of 
feet of drifts run, forty-five hundred; winzes and upraises, six hundred 
and thirty feet; stope work equaling twenty-six hundred and twenty- 
five feet of drift. The main shaft has been sunk thirty feet. In addi- 
tion to this, twenty-one hundred and fifty-four feet of drifts and 
upraises have been cut for the ‘California’ and ‘Union Consolidated’ 
Companies, making a total of ninety-nine hundred and thirty-nine 
running feet of ground explored. On my taking charge of the mine 
on the twenty-third of April last, I found but a small opening on the 
fourteen-hundred-and-sixty-five-foot level, that showed a very limited 
quantity of ore. There had been a cross cut made on this level, show- 
ing a width of nearly eighty feet of ore, supposed to be in Ophir 
ground, but a subsequent survey proved this ore to be in the ‘ Califor- 
nia’ mine. ' No air connections had been made, and the ventilation of the 
mine was extremely bad. My chief work since taking charge has been 
devoted to explorations for ore and making air connections. Consider- 
able of the work for ventilation has been done by raising on and fol- 
lowing the ore upwards from the fourteen-hundred-and-sixty-five-foot 
level, thereby exploring. the ore bodies between the fourteen-hundred- 
and-sixty-five-foot level and the thirteen-hundred-foot level, and making 
this necessary work as profitable as possible. 

“Тһе thirteen-hundred-foot level showed no ore; but by pushing the 
cross-cuts considerably further east, а very satisfactory showing of ore 
has been made, and gives great hopes that tbe ore will continue up to 
the old abandoned eleven-hundred-foot level, and perhaps higher. One 
very important body of ore, from its dip and location, was discovered in 
cross-cut number one, thirteen-hundred-foot level, two hundred and 
ninety feet from south boundary hne of the mine, which in the level 
was only а few feet wide, but in sinking eighty feet on incline, following 
the dip of the ore thirty-five degrees east, has increased to sixteen feet, 
and is gradually widening and improving in quality in depth. Cross- 
eut number two, on this same level, disclosed two bodies of' ore, which 
have been connected by winzes to the fourteen-hundred-and-sixty-five- 
foot level, and proving to be identical with the two large bodies of ore 
designated east and west mine, of fourteen-hundred.and-sixty-five-foot; 
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level, also have been traced to California line. In north drift from this 
same cross cut, а winze has been sunk vertically, of the size of twelve 
feet square, to the depth of one hundred and five feet, all the distance 
being in fine ore. At a depth of sixty-six feet, vertically, a cross-cut ів 
being made from this winze, showing now forty feet width of ore, and 
“ still going east іп ore. А raise of a few sets of timbers has been made 
above the thirteen-hundred-foot level, showing the ore to continue up. 
The air eonnections made through the ore bodies from the thirteen-hun. 
dred-foot level to the fourteen-hundred-and-sixty-five-foot level, prove 
continuous large bodies of ore, and as those connecting winzes have 
been constructed во as to pass through the dip or stratification оЁ tho 
bodies, the ore belt is pretty thoroughly prospected, and ‘shows, m many 
places, very rich ore; somo of it showing free gold, and giving high 
assays of that precious metal. On the fourteen-hundred-and sixty-five- 
foot level, the two large bodies of ore mentioned as the east and west 
mine of that level, are well opened on the sill floor—the west mine 
showing а width of sixty feet of good ore, and the east mine à width of 
fifty-four feet of very rich ore. А winze has been sunk down from this 
level about forty feet deep, and a cross-cut being run from the bottom 
fifty feet from the California line, proving the ore to increase in width 
and richness below the fourteen-hundred.and.sixty-five-foot level. The 
fourteen-hundred-and-sixty-five-foot level is but partially prospected yet; 
nothing having been done to dévelop ore north of two hundred and fifty 
feet from the south line. The east clay has not been found at any 
point, and from the course of the east clay, developed for hundreds of 
feet in the ‘Consolidated Virginia,’ the cross-cuts іп fourteen-hundred- 
and.sixty-five-foot level of Ophir have to be extended east several hun- 
dred feet before encountering east clay of lode. Тһе seventeen-hun- 
dred and-nine-foot level has not been cross-cut at any point. The 
explorations on this level consist of main south drift run, skirting the 
west country to the California line, and main drift, run in same course, 
one hundred and thirty feet north of shaft; also an air winze of two 
hundred and seventy-six feet incline and sixty-seven feet vertical, con- 
necting with fourteen-hundred-and-sixty-five foot level. The formation 
passed through is more favorable for finding ore deposits than on the 
fourteen-hundred-and-sixty-five-foot level. This level was formerly 
worked by an engine run by steam on the fourteen-hundred-and-sixty- 
five-foot level; but the great heat and smoke caused thereby, compelled 
a discontinuance of the work for some time; now, work is resumed by a 
small ‘hoist engine,’ driven by compressed air. Connections have been 
made with the three lower levels af * Consolidated Virginia,’ and а per- · 
fect system of air winzes, completed from the thirteen-hundred,toot 
level to the seventeen-hundred-and-nine-foot level, makes the mine one 
of the coolest on the lode, and the miners, without distress, can do good 
work. 

‘I һауе intruded on you with a long description of all the ore openings 
of the mine, from the fact that all the winzes and cross-cuts that have 
up to this time been made, failed to furnish sufficient data to make а cor- 
rect estimate of the ore contained in the now known bodies of the mine. 
l estimate, on careful observation, that there is at least three hundred 
thousand tons of ore in place, from winze forty feet below the fourteen- 
hundred-and-sixty-five-foot level up to the thirteen-hundred.foot level; 
and I think there is hardly а doubt but that these ore bodies raise to 
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nearly the eleven-hundred-foot level, and extend down to the seventeen- 
hundred-and-nine-foot level. 

* For the year ending December sixteenth, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, there has been extracted fourteen thousand four hundred 
and ninety-six tons of ore, of which ten thousand one hundred and 
ninety tons and one thousand and seventy-five pounds have been milled, 
leaving at mill and in ore-house four thousaud three hundred and five 
tons and nine hundred and twenty-five pounds, yield of which is not 
included in the tabular statement of bullion produced for the year. 
Until very lately, all the ore raised came from prospecting winzes and 
cross cuts, and was taken out of every grade as passed through. From 
this time on, the grade of ore will be much higher. 

“The main working shaft has been sunk to a distance of thirty feet, 
vertically, or to the depth of the proposed ore station for the main 
incline. ‘This shaft is one of the truest on the lead,-and although sunk 
а long time, has required no repairs; however, next Sumnrer; about two 
hundred feet of the top will require retimbering. All the engines and 
machinery are effective and good, except the pump engine, which is 
not of sufficient power. A new pump engine and double-incline engine 
have been contracted for on very favorable terms and long easy pay- 
ments." 


OROWN POINT. | 


The history of this mine for the past two years is very similar to that 
of the Belcher. Joining that mine on the north, the same “ bonanza” 
has been worked at the same depths, and next to the Belcher, this has 
been the most productive mine on the Comstock lode. It has been 
worked with great skill and economy, and no managemerit of а mine in 
this district has ever given better satisfaction to the stockholders, Тһе 
following in relation to this mine is from the Superintendent's—Mr. 8. 
L. Jones'—report for the year ending May, eighteen hundred and sev- 
enty-four: ' 

* At all prospecting points work is being vigorously pushed, and I до" 
not doubt that before the next annual report, still other important dis- 
coveries will be made. | 

* During the year an unusually large amount of dead work has been 
necessarily done. Оп the six hundred, seven hundred, eight hundred, 
and nine hundred feet levels the stations have all been retimbered and put 
in thorough repair; three hundred feet of the main south drift of the 
nine hundred feet level have also been retimbered. In fact, these levels 
were much in need of the thorough overhauling which they have 
received. On the ten hundred, eleven hundred, and twelve hundred 
feet levels we have in the aggregate retimbered two thousand two hun- 
dred feet of drifts, and four hundred feet of winzes and timber chutes. 
The timber chute from the eleven hundred to the twelve hundred feet 
level ін” one hundred and eighty-four feet long, and three and one half 
by five feet, and has within the year been timbered four times. We 
have also made very extensive repairs іп the main shaft and incline, апа” 
have raised а new compartment from the ten hundred feet level to the 
surface. This compartment joins the north hoisting compartment on 
the east, and is intended as a rope shaft for the new incline hoisting 
machinery about to be erected. | 

* Without attempting to enter fully into detail, I will state that in the 
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work of prospecting, working, and ventilating the mine, there have 
been—

“The above does not include all the work that has been done in the 
mine during the year, but it would require too much space to enumerate 
the many different repairs and improvements. It will be enough to say 
that I have endeavored to leave nothing undone that was necessary to 
put the mine in a condition of thorough repair and to facilitate its 
working. | 

“ During the year the following outside improvements have also been 
made: Two substantial wood elevators have been erected, by which one 
man can deliver, at the furnaces, all the wood required in running the 
entire machinery of the mine. А carpenter and machine shop, thirty- 
six by one hundred feet, and two stories high; and a building, thirty-six 
by one hundred feet, with nineteen feet posts, for the incline machinery, 
have also been erected. In the carpenter shop we have placed a twelve 
by twenty-four-inch engine, which at present drives two circular saws. 
This engine is an old one that we had on hand, but it has been thoroughly 
repaired and fully answers the purpose for which it is used. 

* We have also greatly increased our facilities for contending with 
fires, should any occur. We have connected the main large reservoir 
with the mine by entirely new and much stronger iron pipe. The water 
company has completed its new ditch from Marlette Lake, and now, 
instead of having to pump from the mino to keep this reservoir full, it 
is supplied to overflowing by inexhaustible streams running into it. We 
have also surrounded the works with hydrants, which will enable us to 
attack a fire from any point. 

* [n the building erected to receive the new machinery for the incline, 
we have constructed a substantial foundation upon which to place it. 
This foundation consists of stone and brick masonry, seventeen feet in 
depth, from the surface to the bottom, and contains sixteen two-and- 
one-fourth-inch anchor bolts for the pillow blocks, and thirty two-inch 
anchor bolts for the engines. The hoisting reel belonging to this 
machinery is the largest on the coast, being twenty-one feet six inches in 
diameter, with a face of six fect six inches. The face has a spiral groove 
of sufficient capacity to wind a twoinch steel rope to work the mine 
to a depth of three thousand feet. The reel is heavy and strong, and 
will hoist twelve tons of ore at a load. It will be driven by a pair of 
twenty by forty-two link-motion engines, so arranged that they can be 
run singly or together, as may be-required. The two engines are 
equal to two hundred and fifty horse-power. The gear and' pinion 
wheels are duplicated, so that. in case of an accident there would be very 
little delay in hoisting. 

* The following statement will show the economy and advantages of 
the above described works over those now in use on the sume incline. 
The old works hoist two tons of ore аба load; the car and rope used 
to hoist the same (beginning from the fifteen-hundred-foot level), weigh 
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eleven thousand pounds. Тһе car and rope of the new machinery will 
hoist twelve tons at & load, and will weigh eighteen thousand one hun- 
dred pounds. Now, taking the hoisting of five hundred tons of ore рег 
day as а basis for calculation, the following result will be shown: 

“То hoist five hundred tons of ore by the present works requires two 
hundred and fifty trips of, the car, which, at eleven thousand pounds 
per trip, aggregate in dead weight, two million seven hundred and fifty 
thousand pounds. ! 

“То hoist five hundred tons of ore, the new works would have to 
. make forty-one and two thirds trips, which, at eighteen thousand one 
hundred pounds per trip, aggregate in dead weight, seven hundred and 
fifty-four thousand one hundred and fifty-six pounds. 

“Showing that in hoisting five hundred tons of ore, the new machin- 
ery saves over the old, the expense of hoisting one million nine hundred 
and ninety-five thousand eight hundred and forty four pounds. 

“То hoist one million nine hundred and ninety-five thousand eight 
hundred and forty-four pounds from the fifteen-hundred-foot level, 
requires two and one half cords of wood, at twelve dollars per cord, 
amounting to thirty dollars per day, and for the year, to ten thousand 
nine hundred and fifty dollars. Тре old works wore out six ropes рег 
year, аб three thousand dollars each, aggregating eighteen thousand 
dollars; one rope costing six thousand dollars will last the new works 
two years. Here is а clear saving in ropes per year of fifteen thousand 
dollars, and in wood of ten thousand nine hundred and fifty dollars. 

“Та addition to the above, a great saving will be made in the more 
speedy transportation of men and materials to the various levels, and 
what is of more importance, it will be attended with much less, peril to 
human life. The cost of this machinery, including the freight and 
expense of setting it up, will be about fifty thousand, dollars. It will be 
in operation by the tenth of July.

“The actual amount of ore reduced at the mills, was one hundred and 
forty thousand one hundred and thirty-two tons and one thousand 
seven hundred and ten pounds.

“ There yet remains on each of the above levels, а very large amount 
of ore, and, as will be seen from the foregoing table, ihe fourteen-hun-

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dred-foot level is almost intact, while from the nine-hundred-foot and 
fifteon-hundred-foot levels, not а pound of ore has yet been extracted, 
Since the date of the last report, the nine-hundred-foot level hus been 
more thoroughly prospected, and the ore has been found to be of much 
bettor quality than was expected, which, taken in connection with the 
width and strength of the vein at that point, makes it almost cortain 
that the oro-body will at least extend up to the eight-hundred-foot level, 

“ The company's mill has been kept almost constantly running since 
tho last annual report. It has been supplied with an entirely now bat- 
tery, and everything nocessary to keep itin thorough repair has been 


done. A tank one hundred and ten feet in length by thirty six feet in ` 


width, for the purpose of catching slimes, has been built within fifty 
feet of tho mill. This tank is divided into thirty compartments, and as 
about two thirds of these compartments are constantly full of clear 
water, suitable for supplying stoam fire engines, it will bo of great assist. 
ance in case of a fire occurring in or about the mill. Ж + ^ ж ж 
In conclusion, I desire to say that the future of the mine never looked 
brighter than it does at present. Itis true, that a very largo amount of 
ore has been extracted trom the mine during the ycar, but at the sume 
time, the developments in the mine have been equally grout; and in my 
judgment, thore is more ore in sight in the mine to-day than there was 
at the timo of the last annual report.”

BELCHER MINE. 


The main shaft in this mine has reached a depth of one thousand five 
hundred and seventy feet, with an incline of thirty-six degrees from 
the one-thousand-foot level. A new air shaft, to take the place of the 
one destroyed by fire in October last, has been commenced, and has 
reached a depth of one hundred and fifty feet from the surface. It will 
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connect with an upraise from Ше eight-bundred-and-fifty-foot level. 
During the past two years this has been the most productive mine ever 
known in the history of the world. When we consider that the annual 
average yield of the great Potosi mines, during the period of their 
greatest productiveness, was twelve millions of dollars, and that this 
yield was from nearly two thousand different mines, located on thirty- 
two prineipal veins and a number of smaller ones, we can point, with a 
very great degree of pride, to the history of the Belcher mine for the 
years eighteen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four. .During the former year, this mine yielded ten million 
seven hundred and seventy-nine thousand one hundred and seventy-one 
dollars and seven cents, and during the latter year, nine million one 
hundred and sixty-five thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine dollars 
and fifty cents. Estimating the value of the assay beads for the two 
years at one hundred thousand dollars, we have the sum of twenty mil- 
lion forty-five thousand and sixty dollars and fifty-seven cents-produced 
by this mine in two years. The ore has all been raised from and below 
the one-thousand-foot level. In addition to the Belcher shaft, the Yel- 
low Jacket shaft has been used a portion of the time for hoisting pur- , 
poses, an average of four hundred and forty-one and one half tons being 
raised daily.

“The main incline has been sunk three hundred and eighty feet, and 
stations have been opened at the one-thousand-two-hundred-foot, one- 
thousand-three-hundred-foot, and one-thousand-four-hundred-foot levels. 
Connections have been made between the incline and ore body on the one- 
thousand-twó-hundred-foot and one-thousand-three-hundred-foot levels."

“On the surface, the following improvements have been made, viz: A 
switch and bridge from the railroad has been built, for the purpose of 
receiving supplies for the mine; the ore dump has been enlarged to 
double its former capacity; an addition bas been made to the boiler 
room large enough for four new boilers, which have already been set 
up; a complete set of machines, consisting of an engine, lathe, drill, and 
planer, for repairing the machinery, has been procured; hence we are 
able to make any repairs which our machinery may require. A Bur- 
leigh air compressor and two Burleigh drilling machines have been 
added to the machinery; also fourteen hundred feet of six-inch pipe 
have been put in, to convey the air from the compressors to these ma- 
chines, making the most complete apparatus of the kind on this coast; 
all of which are a perfect success. 

«А dwelling house for the foreman of the mine has been.built, four 
new safety cages and one new safety incline car have been constructed. 
We have also put up in the mine one new engine for sinking winzes and 
*hoisting waste, wherever it may be required to fill up vacant space. 

“А summary of the labor performed in the mine during the year, shows 
the extracting of one hundred and fifty-six thousand tons of ore, the 
running of three thousand six hundred and ninety-two lineal feet of 
drifts and winzes, the sinking of three hundred and eighty feet of main 
incline, the laying of four thousand and seventy-two feet of car-track, 
and other general repairs in and about the mines.”

CURIOSITIES OF VENTILATION—THE BELCHER AIR-SHAFT. 
Ав a matter of interest, this article, from the Enterprise, is inserted: 


“The big air-shaft of the Belcher Company, the timbers of which 
were lately destroyed by fire, is considered to be lost beyond redemp- 
tion. It has caved so extensively that it will be impossible to clear it 
out and retimber it. Although it was said to be sunk in west-country . 
rock, yet а.е top the shaft ‘passed through vein-matter, a distance of 
several hundred feet, before reaching the west country. Half the 
length of the 2-7. the surface and the one-thousand-foot level 
is badly eaved; it is also badly caved at the bottom, near the one-thou- 
sand-foot level. It will now be necessary to excavate а new shaft, and 
this will probably be sunk some distance further west than was the one 
just destroyed. It would be a good plan to sink the new shaft near the 
Crown Point line, in order that both that and the Belcher might be 
benefited by it. Previous to the fire, the draft in the shaft was down- 
ward into the mine. It was what was called a ‘downeast.’ At the 
time the'shaft was burning, it was predicted by the experts, that after 
the fire was out the draft would be found to have changed, and it would 
then be upward. Although the shaft is pretty much blocked up by the 
caves which have occurred in it, the draft, what little there is, is up- 
ward. The Yellow Jacket shaft, previous to the great fire in that mine 
some years ago, had а strong draft downward; the fire changed the 
draft, and it has ever since гещашед an upcast. | | 

“This is a curious freak of nature which all miners have observed. 
Once the change in the draft takes place and itis permanent. А curi- 
ous thing іп ventilation—and it is а nut for scientists to crack—is that 
everywhere along the Comstock lode, the tendency of all the currents 
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of air is to the southward, in the same direction that the ore-chimneys 
tend. Неге is certainly at work another mysterious force in nature. 
This tendency of the air-currents to move southward has never been 
overcome, except in one or two instances, and these exceptional cases 
we shall presently give. Ж ж ж ж ж ж The theory that when 
two shafts are connected by a drift, the draft, or ascending current, will 
be through the higher shaft—the longer leg of the siphon—is exactly 
reversed if the short shaft stand is to the southward of the long one. 
The air will ven go down a shaft and crawl out through a tunnel when 
that tunnel runs in a southerly direction. When the Union tunnel con- 
nected with the old Ophir mine, the air did not draw through the tunnel , 
and pass up and out through the main shaft, but came out of the mouth 
of the tunnel. When the old Best & Belcher works connected with the 
old Gould & Curry tunnel, the same thing was seen; the air went down 
the shaft and passed out at the mouth of the tunnel. -About the 
next connection of the kind made on the lead, was between the Crown 
Point and Belcher, at the depth of one hundred and sixty feet; and 
here the current of air went down the higher shaft and moved south. 
ward and came out at the Belcher. Next, the Yellow Jacket and " 
the Crown Point connected, and the air went downward and southward 
to the Imperial. The Yellow Jacket and the Imperial then connected, ' 
and the draft was south to the Jacket. When the Gould & Curry and 
the Savage connected, the draft went south to the Savage. ‚When con- 
nection was made between the Ophir and the Consolidated Virginia, the 
air went south to the Consolidated. The only places we .know of on 
the lead where the air moves to the northward, is between the Gould &, 
Curry and the Consolidated Virginia, and between the Hale & Norcross 
and the Savage; and there it probably would not move north but for 
extra strong inducements,” 


IMPERIAL. 
General Batterman reports the following in regard to this mine: 


* During the year past the work of prospecting the company’s ground 
has been prosecuted vigorously, and while regretting that our efforts 
have not been rewarded by the development of а paying body оЁ-оге, 
the prospect for the future;in my judgment, is brighter than at the 
close of the preceding year. Тһе level now being prospected (eighteen 
hundred and fifty) shows the vein to be strong and well defined, and 
enough is now known to give foundation for the hope that the next level 
(two thousand) will be ore-producing. The incline now being one hun- 
dred and seventy-five feet below the eighteen-hundred-and-fifty-foot level, 
І anticipate being ready to open the two-thousand-station level ‘about the 
middle‘of July. This level will be three hundred and thirty-eight feet 
lower than the point at which it is proposed to cut the lode by the Sutro 
Tunnel lateral drift, and the water thus far encountered below the thir- 
teen-hundred-foot level scarcely adds one hour’s work to the pumping 
engine, now run about six hours in twenty-four. No work having been 
done in this mine south of the shaft, it was thought advisable to pros- 
pect the fifteen hundred level in that direction. Seven hundred and 
nineteen feet of drift was run to the north and east, prospecting the 
ground to the Alpha line. Мо ore of. value was found. One thousand 
and ten feet of drift has been run from the seventeen hundred station, 
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thoroughly prospecting the vein on this level. Smallseams and bunches 
of ore were found, but not in sufficient quantity to be valuable. Two 
winzes have been sunk (one of one hundred and seventy-five feet, the 
other two hundred and twenty-five feet.) from this level, to connect with 
the drift now being run from the eighteen hundred and fifty station. 
The formation of the vein, as shown in these winzes, is regular, and its 
appearance of а favorable character. On the eighteen hundred and 
fifty level two drifts are being run—one to the southeast, the other to 
the south to connect with the winzes; both of these drifts have entered 
the vein, and the south one presents a very favorable appearance. 
Three hundred and thirty-six feet have been added to the depth of the: 
incline, and the drifts run during the year aggregate two thousand four 
. hundred and eighty-nine feet.. One hundred and fifty feet of the per- 
pendieular shaft has been cut out and retimbered, the whole shaft now 
being in very good condition. 

“The gearing of the incline engine has been во altered ав to give it 
greater power. АП the engines, pumps, 61с., are in good order.

The shaft in this mine has been extended within the past two years 
from a depth of thirteen hundred feet to two thousand and seventeen 
feet. Тһе main south drift on the eighteen-hundred.and-fifty-foot level 
is being advanced towards the Yellow Jacket line, and connection will 
soon be made. On the two-thousand-foot level they are still pushing 
forward tbe main east drift to connect with the winze coming down 
from the eighteen-hundred-and-fifty-foot level. This: connection will 
afford а good circulation of air, and cross-cutting will then be commenced. 
А large dump has been completed, and from its end a side track laid to 
the Virginia and Truckee Railroad. In the main east drift, on the two- 
thousand-foot level, a large body of hot water was encountered. The 
temperature of this water is one hundred and fifty degrees Fahrenheit, 
and that of the atmosphere in the drift, one hundred and fifteen degrees. 
This is the hottest water ever found in any mine on the Comstock. 


HALE & NORCROSS. 


The shaft of this mine is down twenty-one hundred feet. On this 
level a west cross-cut is being run, and is in one hundred and ten feet. 
Its progress is marked by а mixture of porphyry and quartz. А forma- 
tion of streaked rock is seen in the south west drift on the two-thousand- 
foot level. -This cross-cut extends two hundred feet. The northwest 
drift on the same level, which is in one hundred and seventy feet, has 
similar indications. © A winze is being sunk from this level,.and is.down 
one hundred and thirty feet, encountering the same character of rock ав 
that in the southwest and northwest drifts. Communication has been 
opened on the two-thousand-foot level, with the Savage, thus securing a 
better ventilation. Within the past two years the main shaft has been 
extended four hundred feet from the seventeen hundred to the twonty- 
one-hundred-foot level, without encouraging results. During the quar- 
ter ending September thirtieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, four

SAVAGE. 


The main shaft of this company has reached a depth of two thousand 
and eighty-one feet; it is, at the present time, the deepest shaft on the 
Comstock lode. Since my last report this company have built a large 
office, and commodious Superintendent’s and officers’ residences. For the 
purpose of better ventilation, a wooden air pipe, twelve inches square, 
and extending down to the two-thousand-foot level, has been put in 
place, in which the айг is forced from the surface by two of Root's 
largest size air blowers. Тһе machinery and buildings at the hoisting 
works are in fine condition. Mr. A. C. Hamilton, Superintendent of the 
company, reports for the year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, that: 


“The work accomplished, and the progress made during the past year, 
may be briefly summed up as follows: Оп the sixteen-hundred-foot level 
the cross drifts, which had been commenced, have been continued west 
until they reached what is supposed to be the west wall. On the 
seventeen-hundred-foot level the main south drift, which had connected 
with the winze, has been continued sixty feet to the south, or Hale & Nor- 
cross line. From this main drift three cross-cuts have been run to the 
west—otie one hundred and thirty-five feet, one two hundred and eighty 
feet, and one sixty feet in length. From this level two winzes have 
been sunk, one seventy-five feet in depth, and the other two hundred 
and forty feet, on an incline, to the nineteen-hundred-foot level. This 
latter winze reaches the nineteen-hundred-foot level at а point eighty- 
two feet from the south line. On ihe nineteen-hundred-foot level the 
main south drift has been run, from the shaft incline, two hundred and 
ninety-five feet to the south line. From this drift four cross-drifts have 
been run west, cutting the vein at right angles, one three hundred and 
two feet, one fifty feet, one ninety feet, and one eighty-five feet in length. 
А winze has been sunk from this level, on an incline of sixty degrees, 
one hundred and twenty-one feet, reaching the two-thousand-foot level 
at a point ninety-two feet from the south line. On the two-thousand- 
foot level connection has been made with this winze, by a drift run from 
the shaft incline—a distance of two hundred and ten feet—following 
the east wall. This drift has been driven southward to reach the south 
line. 

« All work, spoken of above, has been done in that portion of the mine 
which lies оп the south side of the shaft incline. On the sixteen-hun- 
dred-foot level two cross-drifts have been run in the ground lying north 
of the shaft incline, one to the west one hundred and twenty-five feet, 
and the other to the east two hundred and forty-five feet. Below this 
level (the sixteen-hundred-foot), that portion of the ground which is on 
the north side of the incline shaft, and which constitutes more than one 
half of the entire mine, has not been penetrated in any manner what- 
ever. 

* The shaft incline has been sunk five hundred ‘and | thirty-four feet, 
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from the seventeen-hundred-foot station, down to a point fifty feet below 
the two-thousand-foot station—all the way in hard blasting rock—at an 
inclination of thirty-eight and one half degrees from the seventeen- 
hundred-foot station to the nineteen-hundred-foot station, and thirty-nine 
and one-fourth degrees from the nineteen-hundred.foot station to the 
bottom.

“Тһе power of the pumping and the hoisting engines has been fully 
equal to the requirements of our deep working, and it is quite sufficient 
for sinking to and opening another level one hundred feet deeper." 


с GOING FOR THE BOTTOMLESS PIT. 


“Many of the leading mining companies оп the Comstock lode are 
now down to the depth of two thousand feet, and a few still deeper. 
When mining first began on the great lode, such a depth was not 
thought of, or if thought of, no one expected to see mining operations 
carried to such а depth of two thousand feet in less than fifty years. 
Now, we not only do not feel startled at hearing the great depth of four 
thousand feet spoken of, but when we see preparations in actual progress 
for sinking that far, we think but little of it. Тһе Savage Company, 
whose works we yesterday visited, have broken ground for the founda- 
tions of new machinery, which is to be sufficiently powerful to sink 
their maim incline to a depth of four thousand feet. This incline is 
already some distance below the twenty-one-hundred-foot level, and is 
still being vigorously pushed downward. But the present machinery 
cannot be expected to do the work required more than a few months 
longer. Already it has done much more than was anticipated when it 
was erected. We refer to the engine and machinery used in hoisting 
from the bottom of the incline. New machinery must be procured, and 
for the erection of this, preparations are now being made. A force of 
men is now at work at sinking the huge pits in which are to be laid the 
foundations of the powerful incline engines. Indeed, these pits are fast 
approaching completion, and soon the stonemasons will be at work on 
the foundations. The new hoisting macbines*will be supplied with two 
twenty-four-incb horizontal cylinders, of four-foot stroke, and will be of 
over four hundred horse-power. 'The foundations of this engine are 
being laid about eighty feet to the westward of the present hoisting 
works. А building, fifty by sixty feet іп size, will be erected over the 
new hoisting engine and machinery connected therewith. The carpen- 
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ters are already at work framing the timbers for this building. Tho 
steel wire rope to be used; is to be four thousand feet in length, and will 
weigh about twenty-four thousand pounds. It is now being manufac- 
tured by John A. Reebling’s Sons, Trenton, New Jersey. It-will be a 
round rope, and the upper end will be two inches in diameter; but two 
thousand five hundred feet of its length will be tapered, and the lower 
end will be one and three quarter inches in diameter. The roel оп 
which this cable will wind and unwind, will be conical, and the cable 
will wind about it spirally. When the greater part of the cable із down 
in the incline, and its whole weight is added to the weight of the incline 
car, the rope winding on the smallor end of the reel, is when the 
machinery will have its greatest purchase, and as the cable is finally 
wound up, it will run upon the larger end of the reel. Thus the same 
steam will do the work at any point in the journey of the car up 
and down the incline track. The cable, after leaving the reel at the 
hoisting engine, will pass ovér a pulley at the top of the gallows-frame 
above the shaft; at the bottom of the perpendicular portion of the shaft, 
it will pass under a large pulley stationed at that point, and will then be 
carried down the incline, running in friction-pulleys placed at proper 
intervals in the center of the car-track. The engine for the-new works 
is being manufactured by Booth & Co., of the Union Iron Works, San 
Francisco, and will be completed about the first of February next. The 
new hoisting machinery will be in readines for starting up about the 
first of April following. The Ophir Company contemplate the erection 
of similar machinery, and propose pushing their works to a like depth. 
The Crown Point Company already have in operation machinery of 
much the same character as that being erected by the Savage folks, and 
have a cable of sufficient length to sink to tho depth of three thousand 
five hundred feet.

This company have built—jointly with the Crown 
Point and Kentuek mines—a large water tank, capable of holding two 
hundred and fifty thousand gallons, which is situated about two hundred 
and fifty feot above the works; also, four large hydrants, with a liberal 
supply of carbolized hose at each, ав a guard against fire. At the 
seventeen-hundred-foot and lowest present working level, no good ore 
has been found, and the main shaft is being sunk deeper to open a new 
level, where it is hoped, and expected, that better indications for ore 
will be found. | 


GOULD AND OURRY. 


From the President’s and Superintendent's reports to the stockholders 
for eighteen hundred and seventy-three, the following extraets are 
taken: 


(С PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


“ During the past year, notwithstanding operations in the mine have 
been prosecuted without interruption, no pay body of ore has been 
developed, so that to provide for current expenses, and to meet outlays 
for such improvements as were required, recourse has necessarily been 
had to assessments. The utmost economy has been practiced in all 
departments, and at no time have you been called upon to replenish the 
treasury until the money was absolutely needed. M 

“The future of the mine, at this time, appears promising. The vari- 
ous drifts in the lower levels have established the existence of a defined 
ledge carrying metal, although in small quantities; this, and the fact of 
à development of an extensive body of ore in an adjoining mine, war- 
rants the continuance of prospecting operations with increased energy, 
in confidence that such perseverence will be amply rewarded.” 


‘SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT, 


“Оп the second station (four-hundred-ahd-twenty-five-foot) level the 
old drafts were reopened apnd retimbered to the southward and west- 
ward of the shaft. Тһе total length of tunnels thus repaired is eight 
hundred and ten feet. 

х риба were made to the south and east of the main drift for a distance 
of two hundred and fifty-five feet, and another drift was also run one 
hundred and forty-two feet to the west, passing through vein-matter 
and ore of a low grade. А winze was sunk іп the vein from this level 
to the fourth station’ (six hundred-and-twenty five-foot) level below. 
Several drifts were run in different directions through quartz and por- 
phyry, at a depth of one hundred feet below this level, which have also 
failed to disclose any ore of value. 

* On the fourth station (six-hundred-and-twenty-five-foot) level, the 
old drifts were reopened and retimberéd anew for a distance of six hun- 
dred and ninety feet in a southerly direction.

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“The ore in this locality, as well as on the level above, is of great

систе the explorations at and above this level, two thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-eight tons one thousand two hundred and forty, 
pounds of ore of a moderate grade were extracted, but the yield prov- 
ing too low to pay the expenses of mining and milling it, the extraction 
of the same was discontinued. · 

“Оп the eighth station (one-thousand-three-hundred-foot) level, the 
east cross-cut was continued east from the main north drift for an addi- 
tional distance of seventy feet, passing through very hard porphyry for 
its entire length. . - 

« No favorable indications of ore were disclosed by any of the explora- 
tions at this depth. 

* On the tenth station (one-thousand-five-hundred-foot) level, the main 
east drift from the shaft was continued two hundred and ninety-four 
feet. Four hundred and ninety-five feet east of the shaft it passed 
through a clay wall, on the east side of which a well defined body of 
quartz was found four and one half feet in width, assaying from three 
dollars to thirteen dollars per ton, which may, at greater depths, develop’ 
into a productive vein. 

“This drift has been advanced across this vein one hundred and eighty 
feet further to the east, through a continuous body of quartz inter- 
mixed with porphyry and gypsum, and is yet being carried forward. 

* The north drift on this level was advanced three hundred and fifty- 
nine feet in а northerly direction, passing for its entire length through 
vein-matter assaying from one dollar to three dollars per ton. Тһе 
main south drift on this level was extended one hundred and ferty-four

* On the eleventh station (sixteen-hundred-foot) level, the east drift 
was extended one hundred and forty-nine feet further to the east. 

“Ata distance of two hundred and nine feet from the incline it cut 
the west clay wall,and passed through the west vein, which is at this 
point twenty-five feet in width. 

“А drift was run in this vein from the incline to the southern bound- 
ary, апа connected with the workings of the Savage mine, thereby 
insuring the thorough ventilation of the level. From this south drift, 
at а point one hundred and ten feet north of the southern boundary 
line, a drift bas been run three hundred and seventy feet to the east- 
ward. This drift has passed for its whole length through quartz, clay, 
and porpbyry, constituting vein-matter of a very low grade—the assays 
therefrom ranging from one dollar to nine dollars per ton. 

* The east wall has not yet been reached in any of the drifts run east- 
ward on this or the fifteen-hundred-foot level.

“In conducting the search for the metalliferous portions of this east- 
ern ore vein, the cross-cuts to the east on the fifteen-hundred-foot level 
were run im the center and northern portion of the mine. c 

«Оп the sixteen-hundred-foot level the.cross-drift similarly directed 
is advancing from the southern portion. It is proposed to continue the 
exploration of this undeveloped vein by penetrating it in the northern 
and southern sections of the mine alternately, as each respective level 
of one hundred feet is opened. 

* À map showing the explorations on the fifteen-hundred, sixteen-hun- 
dred, and seventeen-hundred-foot levels, accompanies this report. 

“Оп the twelfth station (seventeen-hundred-foot level), а drift has 
been started east from the incline. It is now fifty-five feet in length, 
but has not yet reached the west wall of the west vein. 

“The main incline is sunk and timbered to a depth of sixty-five feet 
below the seventeen-hundred-foot level. 

“Тһе incline, shaft, and the several саг stations are now in perfect 
repair. И 

e the pumps, from the bottom of the incline to the water discharge 
at the adit level, are new, and of an improved pattern. 

“Two sets of new boilers of the most approved pattern have been 
substituted for the old ones, which were found to be unsafe, and a large 
and convenient building has been erected for their protection in place of 
the old and decayed structure removed. . 

“The supply of timbers at the mine is sufficient for its requirements 
for the Winter months. 

“А large reserve of wood is accumulated at the works, and the pres- 
ent daily receipts are equal to the consumption." | 


BEST 5 BELCHER. 


This company has no hoisting works. Their mine is worked through 
the Gould & Curry shaft. It joins the Consolidated Virginia on the 
south, Owing to the recent developments in the latter mine, the stock 
of the Best & Belcher Company has greatly advanced in value. 


CHOLLAR-—POTOSI. . 


As far down as the eleven-hundred-foot station the main ineline has 
been eleaned out, retimbered, and placed in good order, and the same 
work is being prosecuted with all possible speed to the twelve-hundred- 
.and-fifty-foot level, and when this point is reached, the main incline will 
be pushed down into new ground, and prospecting will be continued. 
The cross-cutting at the fifth-station level has developed nothing new. 
The average.daily yield of ore із from forty-five to fifty tons, assaying 
about thirty dollars per ton—a falling off of about fifty tons daily within 
the past six months. The President reports that “the present fiscal 
year has been one barren of congratulatory results; but by good man- 
agement, the levying of а single assessment has been avoided." The 
main shaft is now down twelve hundred and forty feet.

“The ore supplies have been mostly drawn from those sections of the 
mine known as the Blue Wing and Santa Fé, These old stopes were 
worked years ago, when such ores as we are now extracting were un. 
touched, owing to their value being too low to pay the milling rates of, 
those days. At this time we have no other ore sources that are reliable. 

«Prospecting has been carried on extensively; nearly ten thousand 
feet of prospecting drifts, winzes, and inclines having been made. At 
many points we have discovered quartz in large bodies, carrying very 
little precious metals. At other sections, the material has assayed very 
largely, while the quantity was limited. 

*In ihe last yearly report, reference was made to indications at the 
fourth station, near the north line. “Since then, that portion of the 
company's ground has been very thoroughly looked over. I regret to 
say that the results were not an adequate compensation for the outlay 
necessary to proper prospecting of that section. 

* During the past eight months, our efforts in seeking ore have been 
. mainly devoted to the southern part of our mine, from the second to the 
fifth stations, embracing a depth of seven hundred feet, and seven hun- 
dred feet in length, of ground entirely unprospected. At tbe fifth, or 
lowest level, several small bodies of exeellent ore have been discovered. 
Indieations seem to justify the conclusions that these small deposits are 
merely the offshoot of a large and valuable ‘ bonanza’ in the immediate 
neighborhood of present workings. For the purpose of developing the 
anticipated extensive ore deposit, operations are ceaselessly carried on 
at this point.

CONSOLIDATED VIRGINIA. 


This claim includes the locations formerly known as the Sides and 
White & Murphy ground, seven hundred and thirty feet in both. Two 
years ago; new hoisting works were erected, and the old shaft on the 
Sides was repaired and sunk to the depth of\five hundred and twenty- 
five feet; since that time, the sbaft has been sunk one thousand and 
twenty-five feet, having reached a depth now of one thousand five hun- 
dred and fifty feet. Such rapid progress has been made by reason of 
there being no water with wbich to contend, the ground being drained 
by the Gould & Curry and Curry and Ophir pumps. The mine has 
been connected with the Ophir on the one-thousand-three-hundred-foot, 
one-thousand four hundred-foot, and one-thoüusand.five-hundred-foot lev- 
els, and with the Gould & Curry on the one-thousand-two-hundred-foot 
and one-thousand-five-hundred.foot levels; connection will also be made 
with the^latter mine on the. one-thousand-seven hundred.foot level. 
During the past two years, this mine has yielded bullion to the value of 
five millions of dollars; the principal of it since last June. The yield 
for September was five hundred and sixty-two thousand dollars, and for 
October, six hundred and ten thousand dollars. "The daily yield of the 
оге is about four hundred tons; about forty-four per cent of the value 
of the bullion is gold. Rapid prospecting is being done on the опе- 
thousand-five-hundred-foot level. Cross-cuts are being run easterly 
through the great body of rich ore. diseovered on this level. The first 
cross-cut is east of the main shaft, and fourteen feet south of the Cali- 
fornia line. It passes through ore here, the average assays of which 
give six hundred dollars per ton. The next cross-cut is one hundred 
and eighteen feet south and east of the main drift. It passes through 
ore assaying two hundred dollars per ton. This cross-cut is two hun- 
dred апа ten feet in length, with no evidence of the east wall in sight. 
In another cross-cut still further south, the ore body is one hundred and 
forty feet wide. Него they have the west wall, and have reached a block 
of clay in the east end, which is undoubtedly the east wall. This clay 
shows the ore body bearing forty-five degrees east of north.

* THE HEART OF THE COMSTOCK. 


«The Consolidated Virginia Mining Company are beginning to open up 
and lay bare*some of the secrets of the northern end of the great Com- 
stock lode. Their location is proving a most fortunate one, yet, strange 
as it now appears, this same ground lay idle for years. It was then in 
the shape of several small claims, upon which work had ceased after 
the first excitement of the early days of Washoe. These claims were 
knocking about in the market, and nobody was found to рйгеһдве them 
or even look at them. Upon all of them a considerable amount of work 
had been done at the suríace, and in a line with the Ophir and the out- 
croppings of the Gonld & Curry. But little :pay-ore was found in any 
of the claims, and the companies owning them became discouraged and 
discontinued their prospecting explorations. At that time the opinion 
very widely prevailed, that where nothing of value was found on the 
surface nothing need be looked for below; and the owners of the set of 
small claims lying between the Ophir and Gould & Curry, sorrowfully 
came to the conclusion that, by bad luck, a barren portion of the great 
ledge had fallen to their share Years ago, in these columns, long before 
there was any Consolidated Virginia Company, we urged these small 
companies to unite and sink a large prospecting, shaft on Е street, just 
east of Piper’s Opera House, but no attention was paid to the sugges- 
tion—at least not by the men who then owned the ground. All that we 
then predicted in regard to this piece of mining ground has now been 
verified. There was a fault, a slip, in the lead above, and the whole 
weight of the deposit was thrown further to the east. Although we 
have spoken of the break in the lead as a fault or shde, it was really in 
places more of the nature of a ‘pinch,’ and this was what cut off the 
old Ophir deposit at a certain depth. Now they are reaching the great 
lode on a new and sound line, and, being below the disturbing influences 
mentioned, are finding a continuous body of ore. This body із now 
known to extend from the Gould & Curry through the Consolidated 
Virginia, California, and Ophir, to the Union Consolidated. It will yet 
be found in the Union Consolidated, and probably beyond. The heart, 
of this portion of the Comstock, in our opinion, hes to the eastward of 
the gas works, and probably almost directly under the point where 
General Thomas H. Williams, some time since, was engaged in boring 
with his diamond drill. We think he ‘smelt 1t’ when he began boring 
there. "The Consolidated Virginia Company are on the upper edge 
of the great deposit, lying under the basin in which are situated 
the eastern suburbs of the city, and are now beginning to reach 
some of the rich ore it contains. In early days many of our miners 
were of the opinion that in the course of time a point in the lead 
would be reached where would be found almost solid silver. At a 
further depth of four or five hundred feet in their mine the Consolidated 
Virginia Company may reach a point where their ore will -lack but little 
of being solid silver. here appears to be lying far down in this por- 
tion of the lode а perfect mountain of silver ore. Specimens brought 
up from the drift running into the Consolidated from the fifteen-hun- 
dred-foot level of the Gould & Curry, are even now almost solid masses 
of silver. The reporter of the Gold Hill Mews, who visited this newly

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opened section of the Consolidated Virginia mine, gives the following 
account of it: 


“с Тв drift, after reaching the Consolidated Virginia south line and 
being connected with the fifteen-hundred-foot level of that mine by an 
air winze, the Gould & Curry drift being thirty-eight feet lower down 
than the south drift from the Consolidated Virginia shaft, was pushed 
directly ahead to prospect the ore-vein on that level. Hardly had the 
line been crossed before the drift encountered a body of rich sulphuret 
ore, second to nothing of the kind now known to exist on the Comstock 
lode. The drift has penetrated this body of'ore one hundred and ten 
‘feet, with every indication of its extending the entire length of the 
claim, and even into the California ground. To attempt а fair descrip- 
"tion of the тісһ character of the ore 1s almost useless, the sides and face 
of the drift being one glittering mass of sulphurets mixed with the 
richest character of chlorides. Much of this ore is being sacked, and а 
portion of the amalgamating department of the Mariposa mill is to be 
set apart for its reduction, its extreme richness often requiring the use 
of five hundred and six hundred pounds of quicksilver to a charge for a 
single pan, where only. two hundred pounds is used in working the 
ordinary class of ores. No cross-cutting of this body has yet been 
attempted, as all the air forced in by the compressor is required to drive , 
the Burleigh drills in the face of the drift. The exhibition of the pre- 
cious metals displayed in the face when a blast of half a dozen holes is 
discharged is simply grand, and one that would cause the eyes of a 
miser to weep with joy. Two upraises have been made, one hundred 
feet apart, for air connections with the fifteen-hundred-foot drift south 
of the shaft, both of which passed the entire distance through the same 
rich character of ore. The future prospects of the Consolidated Vir- 
ginia, judged by its present developments, are not only almost without 
an estimate, but every drift run—in fact, almost every stroke of the pick 
made—seems to be adding to its already immense wealth.’ ” 


An ore house, assay office, Superintendent’s office, and other needed 
buildings, have been erected. New machinery has been added, and 
many minor improvements have been made. Everything about the mine 
is in splendid condition and good working order. The company are 
erecting on their ground in Virginia, near the mine, а large sixty-stamp 
mill capable of crushing two hundred and fifty tons of ore daily. This 
mill, when eompleted, will be one of the largest and most complete in 
the State. The following description of it is taken from the Independent: 


“Some three months since the Consolidated Virginia Mining Com- 
pany commenced the erection; in connection with their hoisting works 
in this city, of an immense steam mill, for the reduction of silver ore. 
Slowly and surely has it been assuming shape and completion. It is the 
largest steam silver mill on the coast, and from the completeness of its 
arrangements and its conveniences for handling and reducing ores, it 
will be found to excel more in capacity than in size and dimensions and 
һе number of stamps. ` 

* The ground where the mill stands is admirably adapted to its present 
uses. The site is to the north and east of the hoisting works, and be- 
tween the two the descent is such that the ore can be run from the lével 
of the surface at the hoisting works and reach the mill at its very pin- 
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nacle. The ground covered by the mill also deseénds rapidly to the 
east, во that the ore falls naturally to the stamps from the dumps by dis- 
tributing sluices, the pulp drops to the tanks, from thé tanks to the panes, 
and во on:down by a gradual descent to the agitator room. Some idea 
of 

“ The dimensions of the mill may be gained from the following particu- 
lars: The battery building is one hundred and ten feet long by fifty- | 
eight feet wide; the pan building is one hundred and twenty feet long 
by ninety-two feet wide; the engine room is fifty-eight feet by ninety- 
two feet; the agitator room, twenty feet by ninety-two feet, and the 
retort house, twenty-four feet by sixty feet,the whole covering over 
twenty-six thousand square feet of ground. Besides these buildings, 
there is an offiee twenty by thirty feet, fronting on G street. 

* The Engine is а compound condensing, or low pressure engine, of six 
hundred horse.power, with cylinders twenty-four by forty-eight and 
forty-eight by forty eight inches respectively. The steam 1з admitted 
into the twenty-four-by-forty-eight cylinder and саб of at the half 
stroke. It is then taken into the expansion cylinder, which is forty- 
eight by forty-eight, and contains four times the cubical contents of 
the smaller one, and thus an expansion of eight times is gained. After 
leaving the expansion cylinder, the steam exhausts into the condenser. 
This gives the vacuum power, or the power resulting from the atmos- 
рһегіс pressure at this altitude, in addition to the expansive power of 
the steam. : à 

“The Engine Shaft is fourteen inches in diameter, and carries a band 
wheel eighteen feet in diameter, weighing thirty-three- thousand 
pounds, which drives the battery part of the works. This shaft itself 
weighs fifteen thousand pounds, and the approximate weight of the 
whole engine is one hundred thousand pounds, or fifty tons. The foun- 
dation for this ponderous piece of machinery contains four bundred and 
fifty cubic yards of masonry, laid in cement, and weighs six hundred 
tons. This engme вБай, is coupled to an extension eleven inches in 
diameter, which drives the amalgamating part of the works. 

“ The Boilers, etc.—'l'he boilers which supply this monstrous motive 
power with steam, consists of four pairs, fifty-four inches by sixteen 
feet, во arranged as to run a single pair at a time or all together. ‘The 
smoke-stacks are forty-two inches in diameter, and stand ninety feet from 
the ground. There are also, in connection with the boilers, two steam 
pamps for feed and fire purposes; to these, a water-hose is constantly 
attached and ready for use in case of fire. The roof of the engine-room 
rises to the height of fifty feet. The western earth or embankment wall 
is twenty-two feet high, built of hewn trachyte rock, and with the other 
embankment walls, contains four thousand perch of stone. We will

« The ore from the Mine through the Mill.—The mill is connected with the 
hoisting works by means of a covered trestlework, forty-four feet in 
height at the mill end. Тһе same cars used in the mines will be run in 
trains by mule-power from the mine, two hundred and seventy-eight 
feet, to the mill.

« The batteries are driven from a counter-shaft, propelled by the large 
band-wheel below, the connection with which 18 made by a belt twenty- 
four inches wide and one hundred and sixty feet long. From this 
counter-shaft the -batteries are driven by fourteen-inch belts, sixty feet 
long. The batteries are run in sets of ten stamps each, and clutches 
are во arranged as to stop any ten without interfering with the working 
"of the other machinery. Тһе mortars are so arranged as not to inter- 
fere with putting shoes and dies into the batteries as they discharge at 
one side, and are twó nearly together, instead of separately and in tho 
center. The batteries consist of sixty stamps, of eight hundred poünds 
each. From each division of thirty stamps there are | 
“Distributing sluices, which convey the pulp into the settling tanks. 
From the tanks it is shoveled out upon the platform in front of the páns. 
There are sixteen pans on each side; these are flat-bottomed, three 
fect in diameter, and calculated to hold about two tons each. The pans 
have steam bottoms, and are arranged to admit live steam into the pulp 
or under the bottom. There is а setiler to each pair of pans, making 
eight on each side. These are nine feet in diameter and three feet deep. 
From the fifteen settlers the pulp is discharged into four agitators, and 


` these discharge in turn, into the tail-sluice, which is placed at the end 


of all the other appliances. The heavy stuff in the agitators will be 
cleaned out twice every twenty-four hours, and subjected to further 
working, by four more pans and two settlers, placed in the agitator 
room. 

“Тһе quicksilver tank is placed in the store-room, under the ore-bins, 
and will come down ‘pipes to the distributing tanks in the pah-room.- 
From these tanks it will be distributed through pipes to the charging 
bowls of the pans. After passing through the pans and settlers, it 18 
discharged from each settler direct into each strainer. А pipe leads 
from the bottom of each strainer to the main receiving'tank, which is ' 
placed below everything, and in the center of the pan-room, to catch all; 
and from that it is pumped up-into the main distributing reservoir again. 
There are two of these reservoirs—one on each side. 

“ The amalgam remains in the strainers, and is taken by an amalgam 
ear holding about two tons, which runs through the center of the pan 
building to the retort.room. The same car takes retorted silver back 
into the mill circulation. Each pan and settler сап be stopped without 
interfering with the other machinery. Each row of pans and battery 
has a traveling tackle for convenience of handling the stamps and pan- 
mullens. Тһе strainers are provided with locks and covers for protect- 
ing the amalgam. 

“ The large bevel gear, which drives the pans and settlers, is the first 
ever cut ор the Расте Coast, and is from the Union Iron Works of Н. 
J. Booth & Co.; of San Francisco. 

“ The retort-room is built of brick, and contains four retorts, each of 
which 18 calculated to hold two thousand pounds. These are во arranged 
that any one or more of them can be run. The Пиев lead into a brick 
chimney fifty feet in height. Back of the reduction works is a 

* Cooling reservoir about two hundred feet square, where water from 
the condenser сап radiate its heat, and retain the required tempera- 
ture to be used again. And the controlling mind which mastered all 
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these details, and so admirably arranged everything with an eye to con- 
venience and business, 18 

«Ту. Н. Patton, Designer and Superintending Engineer at the works. 
He it is who has planned and arranged it all. Не is the master designer - 
‘of all the vast complications of machinery, all of which has been con- 
structed according to his directions. The arrangements are ample, yet 
compact. There 1s no waste room, and no more room needed. There is 
no superfluous machinery, and none wanted which is not in place. 
Everything is economized, yet of the best material, and put down to 
Stay. Ав to the quality of the materials used, no expense has been 
spared to get the best. What was needed was got. ‘The cost of the 
mill is about two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, including the 
grading. А few years ago it would have совга half million. This 
economy could not have been secured, except Mr. Patton knew just 
exactly what was wanted, and how much of everything would be 
needed. M 

"he work will be so far progressed that steam will be got up about 
Christmas, and the month of January will see this largest and best sil- 
ver mill in suecessful operation. Many a whole town on the coast is 
maintained by the patronage of а much smaller institution."

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


$ 

и During the past year ninety-one thousand one hundred and sixty- 
веуеп tons one thousand three huudred and eighty-five pounds of ore 
have been extracted from the several levels оЁ the mine; and eighty- 
nine thousand seven hundred aud eighty-three tons one thousand one 
hundred and seven pounds reduced, producing in bullion four million 
nine bundred and seventy-nine thousand one hundred and eighty-two 
dollars and seven cents. "There is now in the ore house and at the mills 
two thóusand seven hundred and seventy five tons one thousand fiye 
hundred and thirty-eight pounds, valued by assay at two hundred and 
twenty-two thousand and twenty-two dollars and thirty cents. 

“Within the past year the main shaft has been extended to the fifteen- 
hundred-foot level. This level is now partially explored by cross-cuts 
extending into the ore body in four different places, each one hundred 
feet apart. The most southerly of these cross cuts show a width of 
ore of one hundred and fifty two feet. The remaining cross-cuts have 
not yet crossed the ore body; all having-penetrated it over one hundred 
feet, and one over three hundred feet. The quality of the ore is of 
уегу high grade, and far excels in value any ever removed from the 
Comstock. The quantity now exposed to view is almost fabulous.

SIERRA NEVADA. * 


Considerable improvement has been made in this mine within the past 
two years; new and excellent machinery has' been added, the capacity 
of which is sufficient to pump the large body of water out. .А zinc pipe 
has been laid from the large tanks on Cedar Hill to a point near the 
mill, where it branches out into smailer pipes, leading to various parts 
ofthe works. Hydrants have also been set. up ав а guard against fire. 
Operations have been resumed at the “Old Sacramento Chimney,”

It is quite probable that the California Company will erect a large 
mill during the coming Summer in the vicinity of their mine. Indeed, 
it will be almost a matter of necessity with them to do so, for most of 
the mills in the county and on Carson River are engaged to their full 
capacity in crushing ore from other mines. The developments made іп 
this mine and the Consolidated Virginia, far surpass in extent and rich- 
ness those made in the Belcher and Crown Point mines two years ago. 
This is the richest and largest body of ore ever discovered on the Com- 
stock lode. The only one approaching it in cháraeter and richness, was 
that found in the old Mexican mine, many years ago. 


OVERMAN. 


Prospecting continues on the one-thousand one-hundred and опе- 
thousand-two-hundred-foot levels. Good indications are observable in

This mine is in the same condition, as regards water, as the American 
Flat, and has almost suspended work until their pumping machinery

the four-hundred-and-fifty-foot level, the same body of ore was found 

which exists on the parallel level in the American Flat. Its average

“The Lightner shaft has attained a total depth of one thousand two 
hundred and fourteen feet. At this point the flow of water into the 
shaft became so great that all further attempts at sinking was aban- 
doned until suitable machinery could be erected to free the shaft from 
water. 

“Extensive works of exploration have been'made on the seventh, 
eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleventh levels without producing important 
results.

А great portion of my time during the past two years has been spent 
in classifying, labeling, and arranging the specimens belonging to the 
State. The work has not yet been completed, although a greater variety 
of classified specimens from this State are already in place, in cases, 
than can be found in any other plaee. Тһе two rooms formerly occu- 
pied for this purpose have been thrown into one by the removal of the 
partition between them, a strong arch supporting the floor above in 
place of the partition. Three cases have been added to the number 
already on hand, making now eight in all. In addition to the specimens 
collected by myself, a collection was purchased from Professor С. Kus- 
tel, which embraces a large variety of specimens not to be found in this 
State. I have prepared a catalogue of all the specimens, which have 
been classified, but until this work has been completed, it would not be 
advisable to haye it published.

To the honorable the Legislature of the State of Nevada: 


In eomplianee with the requirements of the statutes, tho Commis- 
sioners for the care of the indigent insane of the State of Nevada have 
the honor to submit the report of their proceedings under the Act by 
which the Commission was created. р 

Тһе various items of the report will be found under the following 
heads: 


Ехнініт * A."—Showing list of patients at asylum January first, 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three. Also, those that have died or 
been discharged, up to December thirty-first, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four. E 

Ехнївїт * B."—Showing a list of indigent insane patients sent -to 
agylum during the years eighteen hundred and seventy-three-four. 

Ехнівіт “C.”—Showing the total expenditures during the years 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four. 


On the fifteenth day of July, eighteen hundred and seventy-one, the 
Commissioners entered into a contract with Dr. Samuel Langdon, of 
Stockton—a physician of high standing and of large experience in the 
саге of the insane—for the care of our insane for two years from that 
date, at nine dollars per week per patient, as was fully set forth in our 
report to the last Legislature. Under the authority conferred by the 
Act creating the Commission, the contract was renewed with Drs. Lang- 
don and Clark (Dr. Clark having been associated with Dr. Langdon 
during the existence of the previous contract), for the care of our insane, 
for three years from the fifteenth day of July, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-three, at seven dollars per week per patient, as will more fully 
appear from the contract, a copy of which is here incorporated in and 
.made part of this report: 


“This agreement, made and concluded this sixth day of June, А. D. 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, between the Board of Commis. 
sioners for the purpose of providing for the care and maintenance of 
the indigent insane of the State of Nevada—a Board created by an Act 
of the Legislature of the State of Nevada entitled an Act to provide Гог. 
properly taking care of the indigent insane of the State of Nevada,

approved March third, eighteen hundred and seventy-one—party of the 
first part, апа Samuel Langdon and Asa Clark, of Stockton, California, 
parties of the second part, witnesseth: 

« The said parties of the second part covenant and agree,-to and with 
the said party of the first part, to take entire charge of the insane of 
the State of Nevada at present in the asylum at Woodbridge, Califor- 
nia, and all of those who, during the continuance of this agreement, 
shall by the proper authorities of the State of Nevada be adjudged in- 
sane and-delivered to them, the parties of the second part, at their asy- 
lum at Woodbridge, California, for the term of three (3) years from July 

* fifteenth (15th), A. D. eighteen hundred and seventy-three, and until the 

State authorities of the State of Nevada are prepared to receive them. 
And for this purpose the said parties of the second part agree to fur- 
nish, at theif own proper cost, for the use and occupancy of the said 
insane, asuitable and comfortable building or buildings at Woodbridge, 
California, all necessary medical attendance and medicines, employ all 
necessary persons for the proper care and comfort of the said insane, 
to provide for them fuel, clothing, and subsistence, and to do and fur- 
nish all and everything necessary to the care and comfort of the said 
insane of the State of Nevada, and in the event of the death of any of 
them to provide proper burial. 
- “And the said party of the first part, covenants and agrees to рау 
unto the parties of the second part, for each and every insane person 
delivered by the State of Nevada to the care and keeping of the parties 
of the second part, during the time he or she may remain in such care 
and keeping, at the rate of seven (7 ) dollars in gold coin, ог its equiva- 
lent, per week, payable on or about the first of every month, for services 
rendered the month previous. Itis understood by and between the parties 
to these presents, that the right of inspection at all times of the condition 
and keeping of the said insane is reserved to the party of the first part; 
and upon failure of the parties of the second part to comply with the 
conditions of this agreement, or for just and reasonable cause, after 
notifieation and time for hearing in defense of the parties of the second 
part, the party of the first part may at any Ише annul and make void 
this agreement.

The Commissioners deemed it for the best interest of the State to 
make the contract for three years, for the reason, that as the Legisla- 
ture of eighteen hundred and seventy-three had made no provision for 
the care of the insane within the limits of our State, that duty would 


+ 
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devolve upon the present Legislature. If such provision is made at the 
present session, there would be less than five months in which either to 
build or suitably prepare and furnish a building for the reception of our 
insane patients, provided that the contract was only renewed for two 
years.  Believing from frequent inspection that they were properly 
eared for under the administration of Drs. Langdon and Clark, and that 
in point of economy the State would"not be the loser by their remain- 
ing еге "а sufficient length of time, at any rate, to fully prepare for 
their suitable reception and care within the borders of our own State, 
the Commissioners entered into the contract as before stated. 

In view, however, of the increase in the number of indigent insane 
patients, for whose care and maintenance the State must provide, and the 
large amount of money that must be expended for that purpose, the citi- 
zens of the State should receive the benefit of such expenditure, as soon 
as it can be done in justice to these unfortunates, by providing suitable 
buildings, etc , for that purpose. It has been suggested that the pres- 
ent State Prison buildings can be utilized for an asylum, when vacated 
for prison purposes. The Commissioners are inclined to believe that if 
the cloud resting upon the title of the State to these premises can be 
removed at a reasonable cost, that the State can remodel the buildings 
so that they will be suitable for asylum purposes, at a comparatively 
small outlay, and that such a course would be for the interest of the - 
State. The Commissioners therefore recommend that an appropriation 
of fifty thousand dollars, to be expended under the direction of this 
Commission, or some other appointed for that purpose, be made, for the 
purpose of buying grounds, building, or remodeling such buildings as 
may be on the grounds, suitably furnishing the same, and to pay the 
expenses incidental to the removal of our insane from Woodbridge, Cali- 
fornia, to the asylum in this State, at the expiration of the present con- 
tract. They also recommend an appropriation of seventy-five thousand 
dollars for the care and maintenance of the indigent insane for the next 
two years. They recommend an appropriation so largely in excess of 
any heretofore made for this purpose, for these reasons: First—Owing 
to the large increase in the number of patients during the years eigh- 
teen hundred and seventy-three and eighteen hundred and seventy-four, 
{ће total expenses for those years in this regard were forty-five thou- ` 
sand seven hundred and thirty-six dollars and sixty-four cents, against 
thirty two thousand six hundred and sixty-five dollars and sixty-one 
cents for the years eighteen hundred and seventy-one and eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-two, notwithstanding the fact the cost of care and 
maintenance for the last eighteen months of eighteen hundred and sev: 
enty-three and eighteen hundred and seventy-four was seven dollars per 
week per patient, as against nine dollars per week per patient during the 
same space of time in eighteen hundred and. seventy-one and eighteen 
hundred and seventy-two, and there is no reason why a proportionate in- 
crease may not be expected in the next two years. Second—lf the entire 
expense of transporting the insane from the counties from which they 
are committed is placed upon the State, the drain upon this appropria- 
tion will be largely increased.

МЕ. SPEAKER: Your Special Commiitce to investigate the condition > 
of our insane at the Asylum at Woodbridge, California, and our deaf: 
and dumb at the Deaf, Dumb and Blind Institute of the State of Cali- 
fornia, located at Oakland, California, beg leave to report that they have ., 
performed the duty assigned them. 

They proceeded to Woodbridge and found the Insane Asylum situated 
about four hundred yards south of the Mokelumne river and about three 
miles west of the town of Lodi, which is located on the line of the Cen- · 
tral Pacific Railroad. Тһе Asylum building consists of a two-story frame . 
building, having a frontage of about one hundred and twenty feet, with. 
à wing extending back from the north end about fifty feet, making an " 
L shaped building. There is also a yard in the rear of the building 
containing about two acres of land, which is inclosed by a board fence > 
about ten feet high. This yard is divided in two by а fence of the ` 
same hight. The main building contains on the first or ground fleor -, 
an office, storehouse, kitchen, dining-room, ete. Оп the second floor ^ 
in the south portion of the building is a sitting-room and bed-rooms for -' 
the female patients, also their madhouse, which eonsists of а number of ` 
cells, in which they can be kept in close confinement. In the northern | 
portion of the building are the rooms of the male patients, which extend “, 
back into the wing already described. On the first floor of the wing is a 
large ward in, which there are from fifteen to twenty beds, also the ` 
sitting-room for the men. The yard in the rear of the building, as has ~ 
already been described, is divided into two parts; the southern portion . 
of which is used by the female patients. It is handsomely laid out, with 
grass plots and shade trees, and in its remote corners are the laundry and 7: 
out-houses. The northern portion is used by the male patients, and 
lacks the shade trees and grasses of the other. In the center of this yard .- 
there was erected last Summer a structure containing some eight or ten 
rooms, which were built about six feet above the ground, leaving a cool 
and shady promenade below, around which are arranged seats for the 
accommodation of patients. In the rear of this building is a madhouse . 
containing five strong cells, one of which has ‘strong iron rings fastened >, 
to the center of the floor, to which a patient may be chained if occasion 
requires, Outside of these cells is a hall or corridor which contains a , 
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stove, by means of which the madhouse can he heated. Both the male 
and female sitting-rooms contain each а stove, surrounded by an iron 
eage, the gates to which are kept locked to prevent the patients from 
approaching near enough to do themselves an injury. 

The main building which we have described was originally a country 
hotel, and like most of such buildings contains small rooms with low 
ceilings, without suffieient ventilation ; the latter observation will apply 
to all portions of the building in which the patients are confined. In 
fact, the building while it answered admirably the purpose for which it 
was originally constructed, is no fit establishment for the confinement of 
insane persons. 

The medical staff consists of Doctors Langton and Clark (the con. 
tractors), who reside at Stockton (fourteen miles distant), and visit the 

asylum (from the best information we could óbtain) several times а 
week, and (Doctor Langton informed us) daily when required. | 

Doetor Trafton is the resident physican ; he has his office and residence 
two or three doors below the asylum, and has quite an extensive practice 
outside, extending many miles over the farming country in the vicinity. 

Тһе other attachees of the asylum are Captain William Gravatt, who 
is Superintendent, and has charge бЕ and general supervision of the in- 
stitution. Miss Vance, the Matron, has charge of the female depart. 
ment, in which she isassisted by Mrs. Gough ;'both the ladies mentioned 
seem ‘to be good, kind-hearted nurses, who“ take a decided interest in 
their charges. Besides these there are four keepers, who look after the 
male department. They are Messrs. John Kennedy, P. Figgins, Marko 
Milch and Mr. Duntling, all of whom keep а close watch over the male 
patients. All the patients, when not violent, are permitted to roam at 
will around the sitting rooms and yards. 

The food. furnished the patients (according to the best information to 
be obtained) is plentiful and of a good quality ; ; their clothing was clean 
and as good as could be expected. 

The beds throughout the establishment seemed good, neat and clean; 
in fact the cleanliness of the entire establishment is really commendable, 

On January 156, 1875, when the last report was made to the State 
Board of Commissioners for the indigent insane, there were sixty-four 
patients; forty-six males and eighteen females а ће Asylum. Since 
then two have died, Margaret Tramt, on the night of January e 
and Thomas Coates, on January 20th; and one, Lorent Benniton, а 
Frenchman, escaped on January 9th, leaving at the present даф, 
(January 30th) sixty-one patients; forty-four males, and seventeen 
females. 

Your committee is of the opinion that several persons while laboring 
under the effect of intoxicating liquor have been sent to the Asylumas 
insano, thereby putting the State to great expense. We would suggest 
that in future, physicians signing certificates and judges’ commitments 
use the greatest caution in cases of this character, as it is a great deal 
cheaper and better to keep a patient at a hospital = the effects of 
liquor has worn off, than to incur the expense and inconve 
signing them to the Insane Asylum. 

The following list will show the number, name, date ôf admission, 
supposed. cause of insanity, diagnosis and treatment of the patients, 
which facts were obtained from Doctor Langdon while going the rounds 
of the Asylum.

Frederick Brichal, admitted June 4, 1874; supposed cause of insanity, 
intemperance; diagnosis not stated; treatment, none; improving. я 

Elizabeth Duffy, admitted June 20, 1874; cause of insanity unknown 
(epilepsy); diagnosis, dementia; occasionally violent; epilepsy treated. 

James Martin, admitted June 28, 1871; cause of insanity supposed to 
be masturbation; diagnosis, mania, violent at times; treatment, irrritant 
locally. 

Joseph Dumas, admitted August 9, 1874; cause of insanity unknown; 
diagnosis, mania; improving; Üieatment, tonics and nerve sedatives. 

Ellen O'Connor, admitted August 21, 1874; cause of insanity supposed 
to be hereditary; diagnosis, chronie mania; treatment, none. 

William Fludder, admitted October 15, 1874; supposed cause of insan- 
ity, masturbation (religion); diagnosis, mania, vioient at times; no steady 
treatment. ( 

Martin Cannon, admitted November 8, 1874; supposed cause of insan- 
ity, pecuniary losses; diagnosis not stated; treatment, none steady—as 
occasion requires. 

Thomas Cummington, adnritted November 15, 1874; supposed canse 
of insanity, epilepsy; diagnosis not stated; treatment occasional, when 
violent. 

Samuel Cradelbaugh, admitted December 10, 1874; supposed cause’ of 
insanity, venereal, result of dissipation; diagnosis not stated; treatment 
not stated. 

Charles B. Luce, admitted December 11, 1874; supposed cause of in- 
sanity, intemperance; diagnosis not stated; treatment not stated; im- 
proving. 

Thomas Coates, admitted December 28, 1874; supposed eause of insan- 
ity, epilepsy; diagnosis not stated; died Januar y 20, 1875.

Of the sixty-four patients mentioned in the foregoing list, fifteen were 
transferred from the Stockton Asylum at the time California refused to 
take care of our insane, and are considered by Doctor Langdon incurable ; 
and it will be observed that of the whole number now remaining (sixty- 
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one), according to the Doctor's own statement, but twenty-five are under 
алу treatment, to wit: Steady treatment, nine; occasional, sixteen. 

After а eareful examination and elose investigation, your committee 
beg leave to subiait the following statement: . 

We believe that our insane are well taken care of; that they receive 
à plentiful supply of good food, and are supplied with good bedding ; but 
we do not believe that their mental condition is treated or improved by 
the treatment they receive at the Asylum at Woodbridge. From all the 
faets we could gather we believe that when a serious illness of a physi- 
eal character occurs among our patients, they receive proper medi- 
cal treatment; but they receive none for the mental ailments. We do 
not complain of the fact of their not receiving medicine enough, but 
that they do not receive what is known as moral or mental treatment, 
which is the acknowledged treatment for insane persons; that to im- 
prove their condition their mind must be relieved of, and if possible, 
entirely diverted from the supposed cause of their insanity, which can 
only be accomplished by giving them such employment as will direct 
their entire attention away from the troubles upon which they have been 
brooding. We looked carefully for the means supplied for this purpose, 
but found none. Of the sixty-one patients, the following was the 
employment which occupied their attention during two visits we made: 
One female was knitting ; two were sewing; while three others sat in 
the yard singing; two men were playing dominoes; one was reading, 
while all the others were cither walking up and down like caged animals, 
or lying or sitting around the yard or room, with nothing to do except to 
brood over the troubles which originally produced their distemper. 
Indeed, it is our opinion that were sane men shut up in a like manner, 
without occupation. or employment, many who are accustomed to an 
active life would certainly become insane. And now a word as to the 
medical attendance. The visiting physicians, Doctors Langdon and 
Clark reside at Stockton, fourteen miles distant, and ordinarily visit the 
Asylum once or twice a week. The resident physician, Doctor Trafton, 
has an extensive practice, extending over a farming country embracing 
an area of sixty or seventy square miles, and must necessarily be absent 
much of the time. Ilow then can these patients receive proper attention 
or treatment 2 Nor could we, for the price paid, expect Doctors Lang- 
don and Clark to devote their entire time to their care, They receive 
but seven dollars per week per capita, making a total of four hundred 
and twenty-seven dollars, out of which they pay a resident physician, 
superintendent, matron and assistant and four keepers, besides supply- 
ing board and lodgings to sixty-seven persons, and clothing to sixty- 
one. 

In conclusion, we desire to call your attention to the following fact: 
Jt takes а great many patients to profitably support an institution like 
the one maintained at Woodbridge, when the price paid is as small as 
that now paid by the State of Nevada, and it can readily be seen that the 
interests of the contractor and the speedy recovery of patients are at 
variance. We would not for а moment insinuate that patients are not 
discharged as soon as restored ; but taking all the facts into consideration, 
we would recommend the building of a State Insane Asylum as speedily 
as possible, so that all the appliances and provisions for the proper treat- 
ment of the insane may be adopted, and that all the circumstances may 
tend to make a speedy restoration a desirable result. All of which is 
respectfully submitted. 

Your committee also proceeded to Oakland, California, where our deaf 
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and dumb are being instructed at the California Deaf, Dumb and Blind 
Institute. As you are probably aware, the building of that asylum was 
destroyed some time since by fire, We found many of the children pro- 
vided for in an adjoining building, but upon inquiry found that all our 
charges had gone off on visits, it then being vacation. 

We found that the State of Nevada had three pupils at the school, to 
wit: William McClure, Edwin Colby and Sophia А, Jones; that the 
State pays three hundred and fifty dollars for each per annum (three 
hundred dollars for board and tuition, and fifty dollars for clothing); that 
at the present time the State is out of debt at the Institution. 

Owing to the great expense of maintaining pupils at this establish- 
ment, we would respectfully suggest that only those children should be 
kept there at the expense of the State whose parents cannot themselves 
afford it. We also find that the parents of one of the scholars (Sophia 
А. Jones) have removed from this State and taken up their residence at 
Oakland, California. We would therefore respectfully recommend that 
ihe Superintendent of Publie Instruction be requested to inform the 
proper authorities in California that the State of Nevada will no longer 
be responsible for the board, tuition and clothing of the said Sophia A. 
Jones at said Deaf, Dumb and Blind Institute.

MAJORITY REPORT. 


Mr. SPEAKER: The majority of your Special Committee on Assembly 
Bill No. 73, having through the courtesy of the Assembly been allowed 
to withdraw the former report of the majority of the Committee, beg 
leave as such majority to make further report as follows: - 

We have carefully examined the provisions of the bill as committed to 
our charge and fully concur in the same. It has long been apparent 
that the population of Churchill County, which does not exceed two 
hundred, ought not to be burdened with the forms and expense of a 
county organization and government. Experience has taught that but 
а pretense to а county organization can at best be maintained. Duties 
that are apportioned by law to several different officers are in this 
county frequently performed by only one person, who is thus left with- 
out the serutiny from other officials which the law supposes always to 
be present as a safeguard to the rights of the people. Practically 
speaking Churchill County has never been organized. Тһе administra- 
tion of her affairs has commonly been of such character as to call forth 
from the friends of good government only adverse criticism. An iso- 
lated and sparse community with an official return for the general elec- 
tion of 1874 of only fifty-one votes, ought, as we think, to be attached to 
adjacent counties for the purpose, if nothing more, of extending to them 
the benefits of that good government which it is the duty of the State 
to secure to all her citizens. Аз ап illustration of the necessity for the 
passage of this bill,let it be noticed that from the report of the State 
Controller, it appears that there is an aecumulation in the Sehool Fund 
in the Treasury of Churchill County of no less than thirteen hundred 
and thirty-six dollars. This fund should be so secured that the children 
residing in the present county of Churchill may have extended to them 
the benefits of our State system of publie schools. Our legislation can 
extend to no objeet of more vital importance to the present and future 
welfare of the commonwealth than the regular and certain establishment 
a every loeality of sehools for the training of the rising genera- 

ion. 

The bill proposes to attach different portions of the county to the 
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counties of Lyon and Lander, Тһе inconvenience of retaining for the 
present the jurisdiction over the entire territory of the county of the 
Fifth District Court cannot be avoided. Тһе Constitution prevents any 
change in the several Judicial Districts during the incumbency of the 
regularly elected Judges. But the evil of this case, if it really be such, 
is only of temporary duration. The Courts which are most convenient 
to litigants may be sought irrespective of the county, and this subject 
only to the objection and motion, if he makes it, of the defendant for the 
removal of the cause to the proper county. The amount of litigation 
thus far arising in Churchill County is but nominal; but when causes 
arise the expense of sending a long distance for counsel, which is always 
necessary unless the District Attorney might be induced to take both 
sides of the ease, is onerous in the extreme upon litigants. 

The bill proposes a very equitable disposition of the county property 
and funds of Churchill The county of Lyon assumes the payment of 
nearly four thousand dollars upon the salary of the Judge of the Fifth 
District, in consideration of the revenues annually to be collected from 
the newly acquired territory. Lyon County also assumes, practically, 
the entire expense of guverning the present county of Churchill. The 
future expense of the county government will be reduced, as far as the 
present county of Churchill is concerned, by just so much as the present 
county government annually costs, and at the same time the people of 
Churchill will transact their public business just as cheaply. The real 
market of the county of Churchill is at Dayton and Virginia City, and 
their taxes are therefore as conveniently paid at Dayton as at Stillwater, 

The comparative rate of taxation for the county of Lyon can be 
materially reduced in view of the annexation of a territory that will 
contribnte a substantial revenue to the county government which is 
already well organized. The debt of Lyon County, if taken in round 
numbers at ten thousand dollars (although at present it is really less 
than that amount), is no material objection to the annexation of the 
portion of Churchill which the bill contemplates. The people of Church- 
ill presumably have annually paid their taxes ab rates- comparable with 
those of the other counties in this State, and certainly nothing’ more 
than this need be apprehended by them in the future, Whatever may be 
the action of the Legistature upon this bill. 

. Your committee wish to state that they have beea largely influenced 
in this matter by general consideration that the legislation of this State 
has heretofore inclined to the organization of counties with too slight a 
population. The limited number of inhabitants in the State rather 
suffers, if taken in the aggregate, with "2 single counties in other 
States. 

We are of the opinion that whenever the tonvenience of the people 
wil at all admit of it, there shonld be a consolidation of comparatively 
large areas of territory in each county, and that the county seats should 
be located in the largest centers of population. Ав population and 
property increase, adequate legislation will always be available, but until 
such wants occur the organization of new counties should be indulged 
very sparingly. The original organization of Churchill county by statute 
was a mistake which time has only proved but not rectified. 

Believing that the interest of the people of the present counties of 
Lyon, Churchill, and Lander, as well as the prevalanee of good govern- 
ment will be conserved by the passage of this bill, we favor and гесот- 
mend its passage. 1 
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We propose herewith an amendment to section three of the bill, in 
belief that it will aid somewhat in the correct interpretation and effect of 
the bill, and recommend that the amendment þe adopted.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


Mr. SPEAKER: Your Special Committee on Assembly Bill No. 73 
beg leave to make the following minority report, as follows, to wit: 

Т, Prior to éighteen hundred and sixty-four Churchill County was, 
for judicial and revenue purposes, attached to Lyon County. In eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, by Act of the Territorial Legislature, the 
county of Churchill was duly organized, officers appointed, By the Act 
organizing the county it was required to pay to Lyon County a pro rata 
share of the indebtedness of the two counties, which share amounted to 
the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars or thereabouts, and a fur- 
ther sum of one thousand four hundred dollars for a transcript of 
records, 

II. The report of the State Controller shows that on December thirty- 
first, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, the total indebtedness of 
Churchill County was six thousand one hundred and sixty-five dollars 
and forty-seven cents; that there was in the County Treasury, to be ap- 
plied to the payment of the same, two thousand one hundred and forty- 
two dollars and eighty cents, leaving a balance of indebtedness of four 
thousand and twenty-two dollars and sixty-seven cents; that there was 
in the County Treasury December thirty-first, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, the sum of eight thousand seven hundred and twenty 
dollars and ninety-nine cents, showing a surplus of two thousand five 
hundred and fifty-five dollars and fifty-two cents over and above all lia- 
bilities. By the provisions of this bill Lyon County assumes the indebt- 
edness of Churchill, and now that the due indebtedness of Lyon County 
exceeds that of, and the citizens of Churchill County would pay four 
thousand and fifty-five dollars and fifty-two cents more than the present 
liabilities of Churchill County amounts to. The indebtedness of Lyon 
County, as per report of the Controller for eighteen hundred and seventy- 
four, amounts to thé sum of nine thousand eight hundred and sixty-five 
dollars and seventy-seven cents over and above the money in the County 
Treasury (School Fund excepted). The taxable property of the two 
counties amounts to one million seven hundred and forry-five thousand 
and ninety dollars, the taxable property of Churchill County being néarly 
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one-fourth of the total. Thus, by the provisions of this bill, the people 
of Churchill pay into the Treasury of Lyon County the sunt of. two thou- 
sand five hundred and fifty-five dollars and. fifty-two cents, the sum in 
the Treasury in excess of liabilities ; will be required to pay, to liquidate 
the indebtedness of Lyon County, two thousand four hundred and forty- 
six dollars more, thus paying to Lyon County ihe sum of five thousand 
and twenty-one dollars and. fifty-two cents for the privilege of being de- 
stroyed ; thus, in the opinion of your Committee, taking from the citi- 
zens of Churchill County, against their will and earnest protest, the 
said sum of $5,021 52, amd returning no consideration for the same. 
We think the experience of the ten years Churchill County has beon or- 
ganized, and during which time she has successfully managed her own 
affairs, demonstrate clearly her ability and competency to do so in the 
future. While almost every county in the State, possessing much larger 
amounts of taxable property, is heavily in debt, and some almost bank- 
rupt, Churchill, in a financial point, with one exception, stands at the 
head of the list; and іп the future, as her agricultural and 
her mineral resources are developed, her taxable property will 
increase, her rate of taxation will be reduced and то county in 
the State will exhibit a higher degree of prosperity. Бу the provisions 
of the bill Lyon County exercises jurisdiction for revenue purposes, and 
all other except judicial, over a portion of the county containing nine- 


tenths of the population and wealth of the county, thus compelling those ` 


having public business to transact to travel to Dayton, a distance from 
fifty to one hundred and twenty miles, with no public conveyance, 
over an almost barren waste, and for fifty miles of the distance but one 
house at which accommodations for man or beast can be obtained, thus 
requiring a great expense of time and money from each one compelled to 
visit Dayton for the transaction of public business. For judicial pur- 
poses for the next four years the entire county is annexed to Lander 
County, unless a vacancy by death or resignation should occur, Churchill 
presents the spectacle of being governed by two counties, the Sheriff of 
' Lander serving judicial process, and the Sheriff of Lyon those pertaining 
to revenue, one citizen going to Austin, one hundred and twenty miles, 
to serve on а jury or appear as a witness, another going to Dayton one 
hundred and fifty miles to pay his taxes. 

IIL In the County Treasury of Churchill, as per report of Controller,

there was in the School Fund the sum of thirteen hundred and thirty-six · 


dollars, the same having been levied and collected for school purposes 
alone, and as certainly held in trust for the education of the children as 
that it was in the Treasury, and yet this bill robs the children of 
Churehill County of the means provided for their education, and сош- 
pels the 'Treasurer of Churchill to hand 1% over with other moneys to the 
Treasurer of Lyon County for the use and benefit of the children of Lyon 
County. But the money was apportioned by the authorities of Lyon 


County to the several school districts of the two counties we would рей. 


back less than two hundred dollars of the thirteen hundred and thirty- 
Six. 

In conclusion, the people of Churchill County have demonstrated their 
ability to maintain a county government; their convenience and interest 
demand а continuance of the,county organization. They respectfully 
petition your honorable bodies hot to destroy them, not to burden them 
with additional debt, not to subject them to the great hardship and un- 
necessary expense-nt traveling without public conveyance to Dayton or 
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to Austin to transact their publie business. No reason is offered to sup- 
port, excuse or justify the act which is threatened, the indignity which 
is sought to be put upon the people of Churchill, and while no reason is 
offered or can be suggested to support the bill, and the most satisfactory 
reasons are at hand against it, we respectfully recommend that the bill 
do not pass.

Mr. SPEAKER: Your Standing Committee on Corporations and 
Railroads to whom was referred Assembly Bill No. 49, entitled “An Act 
to regulate fares and freights on railroads in the State of Nevada," beg 
leave to report that after à thorough examination they have come to an 
unfavorable conclusion thereon, and report the same back % the House 
with the recommendation that the bill be indefinitely postponed. 

Тре result of your Committee's deliberation was not reached without 
great eonsideration and examination, and while we would earnestly 
desire to remedy all of the existing evils in railroad management, we 
are certain that the bill under consideration is wholly inadequate for any 
useful purpose. 

Your Committee can but recognize that the people of the State of 
Nevada labor under manifold disadvantages in the respect of trans-con- 
tinental transportation of freight; that while situa*ed so much nearer 
Eastern markets, they are compelled to pay higher freights than the 
people of San Francisco, and that in these respects an unjust discrimina- 
tion is constantly being made against them. That an evil exists is cer- 
tain, but the question of the remedy is involved in/doubt and perplexity. 
It is very certain this Legislature is not authorized to fix the rates of 
freights upon a raiiroad wholly without the State, even though the 
freight may be intended to pass into or through the State. Hence, for 
unjust charges made by companies beyond the limits of the State our 
only appeal is to Congress, in which body the regulation of commerce 
between States has been by_the Constitution of thé United States con- 
fided; 

Whether the Legislature i$ empowered to regulate the rates of fare 
and freights upon upon railroads passing through the State, but forming 
part of a continuous continental line, is а question of more serious 
import, and more difficult of determination. An effort to do so has been 
made in some of the States east of the Missouri River, and has not 
resulted in any such advantage.to the people as was claimed or expected. 
Troublesome and expensive litigation has been as yet the only fruit of 
this claimed reform. 

The issue between the States and the railroad companies has been 
fought in several different Courts with varying results, but always at 
great expense, and finally has now reached the Supreme Court of the 
United States, where it awaits a final, and itis to be hoped satisfactory 
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determination. From the lights before us, and judging from the inves- 
tigation we have been enabled to make, we are inclined to believe that 
the Supreme Court will eventually decide that the whole matter is one 
peculiarly intended for Congressional action, and that State Legislatures 
are not authorized to settle it. In this view we may be wrong, but it 
is certain that any legislation on our part would immediately involve the 
State in expense, and the people in great trouble and аппоуапсе; and 
for this reason we deem it both wisé and prudent that at the present 
time nothing should be done further than the passage of proper resolu- 
tions instructing our Senators and Representative in Congress to see that 

. ihe evils spoken of are remedied ; if it be finally decided that the power 
to remedy rests in Congress. 

Under the provisions of section fifty-one of the general railroad laws of 
the State, companies organized within its limits are authorized to 
charge not more than ten cents per mile for each passenger, and twenty 
cents per mile for each ton of freight transported. From all that we 

: have been able to learn there does not seem to be any complaint that any 
of the companies organized under the laws of this State have either 
violated the above provision or have sought in any way to oppress, dis- _ 
criminate against, or injure anybody. 

1% has been shown us by positive proof that the Virginia and Truckee 
Railroad Company, the road most extensively operated within the State, 
has in no instance charged up to the full rates allowed by law, but in a 
great majority of cases has fixed and maintained its rates far below those 
authorized, and that its profits, notwithstanding its large business, do. 
not yield an income beyond what ought to be made upon the amount. 

· actually invested. . We hear of no complaint against this company or its 
management from any source, and unless some apparent wrong on its 
part appears, we .deem it unadvisable to make a change in the law, the 
only effect of which would be to disturb that company's business, with- 
out resulting in any benefit to the people. 

Again, your Committee consider that a great and permanent injury 
would accrue to the State by the passage at this time of a law fixing any 
lower standard of rates for fares and freights than that of the existing 
statute. 

Nevada wants railróads; we need them everywhere in this State. 
Mining regions, rich beyond compare, now lie dormant and undeveloped 
because of their great distance from railroad facilities, which, if 
nearer at hand, would render the putting up of machinery an easy 
and comparatively cheap undertaking. The southern and eastern parts 
of the State experience this want in а: marked degree, and their 
people are before every Legislature asking to be permitted to aid in the 

“construction of railroads whereby they feel certain that the development 
of the great value of their mines may be assisted. Already a narrow 
gauge railroad is far advanced from Palisade toward Eureka, and at this 
session an Act has passed both bodies to aid in the construction of a 
railroad from Battle Mountain to Austin, and the citizens of Humboldt 
are asking to be allowed to aid in the construction of a road to the 
Oregon line. These facts tend to show that the people of this State are 
alive to the importance of railway communication, and feel that the con- 
struction of railroads is necessary to the proper development of the great 
wealth of the State. 

The building of railroads requires capital in large quantities, which 

. must be invested without any expectation of its quick return. Those 
who build a railroad are by the very circumstances compelled to risk 
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largely upon the value ond permanence of the country through which it 
їз тип, They are compelled in a State like Nevada to take great chances 
upon the mineral wealth of the section which they propose to penetrate, 
beeause when that source fails their property is valueless and their 
investment a failure. And viewing all these things—the necessity which 
exists for railroads, and for capital with which to build them—your com- 


mittee deem it prudent that this and future Legislatures should encour- " 


age the building of railroads in the State, and hold out inducements to 
capitalists to engage in such enterprises by doing two things: . 

First—Fixing a uniform and definite standard of rates for fares and 
freights, which, while not being oppressive to the people, will give to 
capitalists а, prospect of reaping а fair and reasonable profit. Such а stand- 
ard, your committee consider was fixed by the law of 1864-5, and that 
ten years working under it has demonstrated that it aecomplishes both 
the objecis desired, and is satisfactory to the people who use the roads 
and to those who build them. 

Second—Maintaining such standard without alteration until the neces- 
sity therefore becomes evident. Nothing can work more mischief than 
frequent changes in the standard of rates for fares and freights. Тһе 
State in duty bound ought to deal fairly, not only with its own people, 
but also with those who have come from abroad to invest their moriey іп 
aiding its material prosperity ; and having once held out ап inducement 
upon which those from abroad have acted, a change to their disadvan- 
tage ought not to be made without great and pressing necessity. .And 
finally upon this point, we feel that to fix any lower, or other rates for 
fares and freights than that of the present law, would paralyize every 
railroad enterprise now being either carried оп, оғ thought of, in the 
eastern part of the State, a result which certainly would not be hailed by 
the people with gratification. P 

Your committee has at some length called attention to the general 
proposition in the bill under consideration; but it may be further said 
that the attempt to classify freights, as undertaken by this bill, is not 
only likely to prove futile, but is open to so many self-evident objections 
that we deem it unwise that this State should venture at this time upon 
that almost untried experiment. To the bill itself and to its mode of 
classification numerous objections appear ou its face, as for instance: hay 
is put in the same class with coal and stone; gunpowder in the same 
class with dry goods and fancy articles, and furniture with machinery. 
These are things which of course could be changed, and we only point 
them out as showing the difficulty of classifying freights and why it is of 
advantage to have one uniform and fixed rate of charges per mile for all 


t 


freights, so far as legal enactment is concerned, leaving the question of: 


classification to regulate itself through the instrumentality of the wants 
and requirements of the business of transportation and the interests 
involved.

GENTLEMEN: In compliance with your resolution, I have the honor to 
transmit herewith statements showing the operations of this Mint for 
the calendar years ending December thirty-first, eighteen hundred and 
seventy-two, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, and eighteen hundred 
and seventy-four. 

By referring to these statements, the increase in the business of this 


Mint during the past year is apparent. During the calendar year eigh- 


teen hundred and seventy-two, the gold coinage consisted of fifty-two 
thousand one hundred and thirty pieces, worth seven hundred and thirty- 
two thousand nine hundred dollars. Тһе silver coinage during the same 
period consisted of two hundred and sixty-eight thousand four hundred 
and eighty pieces, worth gne hundred and fifty thousand nine hundred 
and ten doljhrs and fifty cents. During the calendar year eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-three, the gold coinage amounted to thirty-four thou- 
sand three hundred and sixty-nine pieces, worth five hundred and thirty 
thousand seven hundred and ten dollars;.the silver coinage, five hun- 


dred and eleven thousand five hundred and thirteen pieces, worth three- 


hundred and two thousand five hundred and sixty-four dollars and sixty 
cents; and during the calendar year eighteen hundred and seventy-four, 
the coinage executed in gold was one hundred and fifty-eight thousand 
one hundred and thirty-nine pieces, worth two million six hundred and 
seventy thousand six hundred and seventy-five dollars; and in silver, 
one million four hundred and fifty-nine thousand and seventeen pieces, 
worth one million four hundred and eleven thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-one dollars and seventy cents. The coinage during the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-four, was fully three times greater than 
during any previous year. | А 

Our coinage at present consists of three hundred thousand dollars in 
gold and two hundred thousand dollars in silver a month, and сап only 
be inereased by an enlargement of the building. Our monthly deposits 
amount to about four hundred thousand dollars in gold and three hun- 
dred thousand dollars in silver. 

I am in receipt daily of letters making inquiry, how soon coin 
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returns can be made on bullion deposited, aud in reply we inform them 
that their bullion cannot be handled at this Mint, as depositors are 
now compelled to wait for their returns from twenty to thirty days. 
This delay causes dissatisfaction among producers, and consequently 
large amounts of gold and ‘silver bullion in unparted bars are shipped 
to London, which, were this Mint large enough, would be deposited 
here, to be converted into gold coins, trade dollars, ete. The bul. 
lion product of this State is increasing annually; during the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-two, it amounted to about twenty mil. 
lion dollars; during the year eighteen hundred and seventy-three, to 
about thirty million dollars, and during the year eighteen hundred and 
seventy-four, the product was fully as great. The mines on the Com. 
stock lode for the current year will probably produce forty million dol- 
lars in bullion, and from developments already made these mines will 
probably produce during the year eighteen hundred and seventy-six, 
the enormous sum of sixty million dollars, in bullion. ' It is not only of 
great importance to the producer, that this Mint should immediately be 
enlarged, as he (the producer) will then receive quick coin returns on 
his bullion, and save the heavy discount in selling it; but he will also 
find а ready market for his silver, ав the Government will purchase 
large amounts of silver to be converted into subsidiary silver coins for 
circulation, as soon as specie payment is to be resumed. It will also 
retain here & vast amount of gold and silver bullion, which is now 
being exported to foreign countries in the form of unparted bars. "The 
successful introduction of the trade dollar into China increases our 
coinage very materially, as it furnished a domestic market for silver; 
this silver having previously been shipped to London in bars, is now 

sent to the Mint and parted, and the gold and silver made into coins. 
An appropriation of about two hundred thousand dollars for the 
enlargement of this institution will treble its capacity, and will enable 
us to coin in silver six hundred thousand dollars, and in gold one mil- 
lion dollars, a month.

In accordance with the requirements of the statyte we have the 
honor to herewith present a detailed exhibit of the condition and work- 
ing of the institution under our care. i 

By reference to the accompanying tables of statistics it will be seen 
that an unusual expenditure has been made during the past two years 
for improvement of | 


THE GROUNDS AND BUILDINGS OF THE HOME. 


The special appropriatiou made in this interest by the Legislature of 
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, has enabled the construction of a 
neat picket fence in front, and of a substantial board fence on the east 
and west sides of the lot, and needed repair оҒ the fence in the rear, so 
that the grounds are now well inclosed. Е ; 

For adornment of the place, about three hundred trees, embracing the 
Best varieties procurable in this region, have been set out. These have 
proved quite thrifty, and promise in a few years to render the grounds 


мету attractive. 


That portion of the lot lying west of the main building has been, 
after a third sowing, successfully seeded in alfalfa, and is now one of the 
finest clover meadows to be seen in the State. From five and one half 
acres about eighteen tons of hay have been cut during the year. 

À building, serving the double purpose of a wash-room for the boys 
and а bath-room for all the inmates of the Home, has been erected im- 
mediately in the rear of the main building. There has also been some 
pe ona) shedding built, adjoming the stable, on the south side of the 
ot. . ` - 

But the greatest improvement made in the property during the past 
two years was oceasioned by the demand for increased sleeping accom- 
modations. The entire upper half-story of the building, which until 
recently was an unfinished waste room, has been fitted up as a dormi- 
tory, capable of receiving forty single cots, and amply providing for any 
Increase in numbers for eight or ten years. The room is admirably

THE INMATES | 

We believe that no hearticr, happier, or better behaved household of 
little ones exists in tlie country, Uniform good health prevails, and 
general content. dt is apparent to every observer that the children 
enjoy their associate life, und hold a strong affection for those in charge 
of them, New arrivals are sometimes restless, and occasionally such 
seek to ramble, but among the older inmates there is no inclitiation +0 
truancy; оп the contrary, there ів а notable dread of being sent away. 
A wise parental discipline is endedvored, and punishment is only еш- 
ployed ав a dernier resort.’ — * 

Under direction of the teacher, Miss Metta Curry; who has presided 
in the educational department since the organization of the Home, the 
school is in session five days of each week during eleven months of the 
year, excepting usual holiday vacations, Іп addition to the ordinary 
routine of the 8chool.room, exercises in singing aud recitation of Scrip. 
ture passages аге conducted each evening by the Matron. The children 
аге in regular attendance at the Sabbath School of the Episcopal Church, 
and usually attend morning service at some one of the Protestant 
churches. Тһе entire religious training of the children is under the 
supervision and control of tho Matron, who is n communicant of the 
above named church. ; 

Healthful reerention is encouraged by the Superintendent, апа occa- 
sional easy lessons in useful labor are afforded. Holiday occasions are 
appropriately observed—usually, with oxtra dinners, and always with 
general jubilee. Through the liberality of friends of the Home, a 
generous Christmas tree has been furnished each year, and appropriate 
gifts have been distributed among the inmates. Тһе children are also, 
oceasionally, allowed to attend public entertainments. 

The Directors desire, herein, to acknowledge special favors shown to 
the children during the past two years, in the way of collections for 
Christmas, and tickets of admission to places of amusement, by Messrs. 
Hon. D. О. Adkinson, of Virginia, Hon. James Crawford, of Dayton, Н. 
F. Rice, Esq., of Carson, S. E. Jones, Esq., of Empire, and Colonel M. R. 
Hishier, of Brunswick. We have, also, occasion, in behalf of the de: 
lighted children, to acknowledge recent receipt of а wisely chosen and 
very weleome Christmas gift, from the citizens of Virginia, of а black 
walnut library case, of handsome pattern, containing a choice children's 


library, made up of the newest books, the whole being valued at about : 


two hundred dollars. The money was raised and expended by Hon. D.

Wo deem the 
SANITARY CONDITION 


Of the Home worthy of special mention. Notwithstanding the fact 
‘that some of the children are afflicted with inherited disorders, and the 
usual prop#rtion Бате been carried through the measles and the whoop- 
Ing cough, we are able to report that, with one exception, none hava 
boen seriously ill, and that bills for medical attendance during the two 
years amount, in total, to but one hundred dollars, for an average family

of forty, as against five hundred and seventy-nine dollars and sixty-one 
cents paid during the preceding biennial term for an average family of 
thirty-eight. This unusnal health record is doubtless due, in good 
degree, to the fact that a plain, nutritious diet is furnished; that bathing 
is required twico,in each week, and that special attention is constantly 
given to health measures by the Superintendent and Matron. ‘The small 
expenditure for medical attendance is not due to the neglect of tho ail. 
ing. The services of the attending physician, L. А. Herrick, M. D., 
have been employed whenever required; but several hreatening attacks 
have been successfully treated by the -Matron Фу aid of a case of 
` homeopathic remedies, with which the Home has been provided during 
the past two years. , 

: One death 18 reported, that of William Kelley, whose ease was рге- 
sented in the last report as-having occasioned a large expenditure, being 
“a little boy, fragile, sickly, nearly blind, and almost wholly idiotic.” 
The child should have been sené to a hospital rather than to the Home. 
It is a marvel that in his diseased condition he lived at all, and a meccy 
that he was early relieved of his sufferings.
